our evolving heritage: public 
museums, art galleries, nature 
parks, historic sites and archives.

In addition, some 
indications of expenditures of time on 
cultural activities (Sometimes a more 
significant measure than dollars 
spent) are brought into the Program 
from Statistics Canada’s General 
Social Survey and through data on 
radio and television audiences from 
the BBM Bureau of Measurement.

In 1987-88, the overall profit margin 
(profit or loss before taxes and 
extraordinary items, divided by total 
revenue) for record label companies 
was 12%. The major record 
companies earned 13%; small and 
medium companies, on the other 
hand, had difficulty reaching the 
break-even point with a total deficit of 
28% and 3% respectively. There are 
many reasons for these large 
differences in profit margins, for 
example the small size of the 
Canadian market, the concentration of 
activities in the hands of major 
companies and the popularity of the 
top foreign artists. 


Small and medium sized companies 
produce more than three-fifths of all 
Canadian-content recordings. A few 
hit releases can generate enough 
revenue for these companies to 
recoup their costs on other releases. 
Nevertheless most Canadian record 
label companies believe that they can 
only achieve profitability by becoming 
involved in all aspects of sound 
recording - artist management,

concert promotion, music publishing 
and record production. During 1987- 
88 such related activities accounted 
for approximately one third of all 
revenues for medium and large 
companies, compared to 6% for small 
companies. Subsidies and other 
revenue accounted for 45% of total 
revenue for small companies, 
compared to 5% for large companies 
(see Chart 1). 


Most of the activity is concentrated in 
the hands of a few major companies. 
They account for 97% of record, tape 
and compact disc sales. They also 
employ 93% of full-time workers in 
this sector, produce 38% of Canadian- 
content recordings and realize 84% of 
revenue from such sales. Marked 
differences exist between Canadian- 
controlled and foreign-controlled 
companies. In 1987-88, Canadian- 
controlled major companies earned 
average revenues of $2.7 million, 
against $20.6 million for their foreign- 
controlled counterparts. Foreign- 
controlled companies have the most 
profitable Canadian recordings; they

reported 108 new releases and 
earnings of $10.7 million from the sale 
of Canadian products, compared to 
311 releases with earnings of $18.6 
million for all Canadian companies. 
Foreign-controlled record companies 
are mostly affiliates of multinational 
corporations, and benefit from 
economies of scale. 


In 1987-88, recordings with no 
Canadian content produced by 
foreign-controlled companies 
generated sales of $216.5 million. 
Recordings by Canadian-controlled 
companies, without Canadian content, 
generated sales of $25.9 million. Total 
sales reported by Canadian-controlied 
companies increased by 58% while 
total sales reported by foreign- 
controlled companies decreased by 
9% from the previous year (see 
Figure 1, page 4).

The federal government has decided 
to assist Canadian companies and in 
years to come artists and sound 
recording companies will benefit from 
increased levels of subsidies. In May 
1986, the government announced a 
five year allocation of $25 million to 
the sound recording industry aimed at 
increasing production and marketing 
of Canadian works. Communications 
Canada is working with the private 
sector and the Canada Council in the 
management of the Sound Recording 
Development Program (SRDP). (]

Challenges in Television 


Canadian viewing data in demand 


Cable and satellites have been part of 
our landscape for more than two 
decades. As of the winter of 1989, 
71% of Canadians subscribed to cable 
television and half of the total 
population had a converter which 
allowed them access to signals 
beyond the maximum of twelve carried 
on basic cable service. 


The Fail 1986 schedule data showed 
that foreign programs accounted for a 
large majority of the material available 
in the 7:00 PM to 11:00 PM time period 
of conventional English-language 
television. For people using a 
conventional antenna to receive their 
signals “off-air", foreign programs 
accounted for almost 70% of the total 
available programs. Cable 
subscription increased this to over 
76%. 


The effect of cable was more 
pronounced when our viewing data 
base was examined. The move from 
“off-air" to cabie increased the

amount of foreign material viewed 
from 71% to 78%. For viewers with a 
converter (which actually adds more 
domestic than foreign programming) 
the amount of foreign viewing 
increased to over 81%. 


Until recently, most European 
countries maintained government 


concern with signals from other 
countries since they were protected 
by such barriers as language, 

geography, and signal compatibility.

Later in the 
year, he used information from our 
data banks to speak on the 
internationalization of television at the 
1989 Annual Conference of the 
Administrative Sciences Association 
of Canada.

Supporting the Arts in Canada

Arts and culture have always required 
financial assistance. At one time, the 
court and wealthy nobles supported 
the arts; today it is the combined 
efforts of public and corporate 
sponsors which sustain them. 


In Canada, governments at all levels, 
federal, provincial and municipal, give 
considerable support to cultural 
industries, institutions, organizations, 
and artists. In 1987-88, they spent a 
total of $4.9 billion on culture. The 
federal government provided most of 
this - $2.6 billion - while provincial 
and municipal governments spent $1.4 
billion and $0.9 billion respectively. 


The cultural industries (which 
comprise broadcasting, film and 
video, book and periodical publishing, 
and sound recording) received the 
largest share of cultural spending, 
with substantial federal input. 
Libraries followed, with much of their 
support coming from municipal and 
provincial governments. The heritage 
sector, supported federally and 
provincially in nearly equal proportion, 
was third, followed by the arts and 
other sectors (see Chart 2). 


Spending on the cultural industries 
represented $1.9 billion or nearly 40% 
of total government spending on 
culture. The federal government 
contributed 89% of this figure, fully 
two thirds of its total budget for 
culture. Broadcasting, the largest 
cultural industry, accounted for nearly 
three quarters of both total and 
federal expenditures on the cultural 
industries. The Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation alone 
consumed almost all (97%) of the 
federai portion, spending most of its 
funding in Quebec and Ontario. The 
governments of Quebec and Ontario 
in turn spent an additional $73.8 
million and $61.0 million on 
broadcasting, to make these two 
provinces clear centres of 
broadcasting funding. 


Libraries received $1.3 billion or more 
than one quarter of total government 
spending on culture. Municipalities 
accounted for 53% of this total, 
spending 76% of their cultural budget 
in this area. Provincial governments 
also contributed significantly (44%) to 
the overall government allocations for 
libraries. Among the provinces, 
Ontario spent the most on libraries, 
largely because there are substantially 
more libraries in Ontario than in any 
other province. 


Another 19% of all government 
cultural spending was devoted to 
heritage activities: $0.9 billion. Most 
of this support was spent by 
departments on their own activities, 
with grants and contributions 
accounting for only 13% of spending. 
Although the federal government 
provided nearly two thirds of all 
spending for heritage, this activity 
absorbed 22% of its cultural budget.

The provincial governments set aside 
a marginally higher proportion of their 
total budget, at 23%, for heritage. 
Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, 
Manitoba, Alberta and Ontario showed 
above-average spending per capita in 
this area, due partly to the presence 
of major nature and historic parks in 
these provinces. 


About 6% of government cultural 
spending went towards the arts: just 
over $300 million. Of this figure, the 
performing arts received $226 million, 
nearly three quarters of all spending 
on the arts. The highest per capita 
spending levels on the performing 
arts occurred in Prince Edward Island 
and Ontario. Saskatchewan, New 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia and Manitoba 
fell below the national average. (] 


Government Expenditures on Major Cultural Sectors, 1987-88 
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Your Performing Arts Dollar

The next time you attend a performing 
arts event, take a moment to consider 
that the price of your ticket accounts 
for little more than one third of the 
revenues required to sustain the 
company. Data from the 1987 
Performing Arts Survey indicate that 
ticket sales help to pay for about 35% 
of salaries, costumes, sets, props, 
rental of the theatre or hail, 
promotional costs and all other 
production-related expenses, to say 
nothing of the administrative and 
other day-to-day operating 
expenditures of the company. In 
order for these companies to balance 
their books, they must rely on public 
and private support to make up the 
difference between earned income 
and expenses. 


Depending on whether you attend a 
theatre, music, dance or opera 
performance, your seat is subsidized 
to a greater or lesser extent by public 
grants and donations. 


Opera companies, for example, 
despite their extremely high expendi- 
tures per company and corre- 
spondingly large average revenues, 
are able to realize 42% of their 
income from ticket sales. Corporate 
and individual sponsorships and 
donations are highest too for this 
discipline, accounting for 24% of their 
revenues. Consequently, opera 
companies draw a comparatively low 
proportion of their total revenues from 
government subsidies (30%). 


Theatre companies, the largest 
component of the performing arts 
field, also receive a sizeable 38% of 
their revenues from ticket sales. 
Another 36% come from government 
grants, and only 9% from private 
donations. 


Music companies draw 30% of their 
revenues from box office sales, with 
private sector donations at 18%, twice 
that for theatre companies. 
Government grants account for 
another 37% of revenues, which 
reflect the average for government 
grants for all disciplines. 


At the opposite end of the scale from 
opera companies are the dance 
troupes. They draw only 22% of their 
revenues from the box office, relying 
on government grants for almost half 
of their income (46%). Private 
donations account for another 16% of 
their revenues. 


There are also wide variations in the 
actual revenues of these performing 
companies, by artistic discipline. In 
1987, theatre groups averaged 
earnings of $667,000, while opera 
companies tipped the scales at 
averages of $2.4 million per company. 
Music companies and dance troupes 
fell in the middle of the spectrum with 
average earnings of $1 million and 
$868,000 respectively. As might be 
expected, average expenditures per 
company matched these revenue 
figures fairly closely. 


One interesting fact about expendi- 
tures: it is evident that any perfor- 
mance, be it a classical ballet, an 
experimental theatre presentation, 


a full symphony orchestra concert or a 
lavishly costumed and designed 
opera, could not take place without 
performers, directors, designers, 
backstage crew and production staff. 
Not surprisingly then, wages and 
salaries averaged more than half of 
company expenditures, with music 
companies far exceeding this 
proportion at 67% and dance 
companies falling slightly under the 
half-way point at 47%. Personnel 
expenditures for theatre and opera 
companies accounted for just over 
50% of their total expenditures. 


As a final note on the financial scene, 
performing arts companies enjoyed a 
relatively healthy 1987, compared to 
1986. In 1987, average company 
deficits dropped for all disciplines, 
and theatre companies were even able 
to average surpluses. While it would 
be premature to paint a sunny picture 
at this time, nevertheless this overall 
improvement is welcome. 


New Data on the Book Publishing Industry

A review of trends emerging from the 
survey of book publishers and 
exclusive agents has recently been 
done. With the completion of the 
review of 1981-82 to 1986-87 data, a 
complete data bank from which to 
make chronological analyses is now 
available. 


This review served primarily to 
complete the data and ensure greater 
consistency in the quality of answers. 
These revised figures more accurately 
reflect the book publishing and 
distribution industry over the past 
several years. 


Now, trends in sales, production of 
titles and employment can all be 
monitored over an extended period. 
For example, the real increase (after 
inflation) in sales between 1981-82 
and 1986-87 was 13%, while the 
number of full-time employees rose 
12%; over the same period, the 
number of titles published increased 
by 1,500. 


The first to receive the data generated 
by the review were the members of 
the Association of Canadian 
Publishers, which met last April in 
Saskatoon for a conference on book 
publishing in Canada. These figures 
will be presented, analysed and 
published in the Culture Communique 
Service Bulletin. (]

Canadians’ Lives

Most Canadians would find it hard to 
imagine a world without radio and 
television. Many cannot even 
remember the days before electronic 
media. Today, over 95% of Canadians 
watch at least some television each 
week and almost as many listen to the 
radio. Combined, the two media 
command our attention an average of 
over six hours a day. We spend a 
quarter of our lifetime either listening 
to the radio or watching television. 


Switching on the Radio 


Stations playing Adult-Contemporary, 
Gold, or Middle-of-the-Road music 
capture almost half of our listening 
time. As might be expected, not all 
stations attract the same type of 
listener. The Album-Oriented-Rock 
and Contemporary stations draw most 
of their audiences from the under-35 
age group, while others such as 
Country, the CBC and Easy-Listening 
tend to appeal to those over 35. 


The Radio-listening Data Bank, which 
provided this information, can also 
provide breakdowns by education and 
occupation. For example, radio 
listening increases with education, up 
to the completion of high school or 
community college and then declines 
for Canadians with at least some 
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university education. In 1987, high 
school graduates averaged 21.7 hours 
of radio listening per week, while 
university graduates reported 17.3 
hours. 


In the early days of radio much of the 
music was broadcast live, often from 


major ballrooms on the continent; today, 


nearly all the music aired comes from 
recordings. The recording industry 
might well have developed quite 


differently had radio not become such a 


popular medium. Radio remains the 
principal means of exposure for new 
recordings and this, in turn, provides 
essential support for the work of many 
songwriters and performers. 


Data from the Sound Recording Survey 
provide some insight into this industry. 


Using the musical category information, 


the distribution of the new releases in 
1987-88 can be compared to the 
distribution of radio listening by station 
format. Aithough the category 
definitions are not identical, the 
similarities between the two pie charts 
are apparent (see Figure 1 on page 2). 


Minimum Canadian content regulations 
for the recordings played on the radio 
have been established by the Canadian 
Radio-television and 
Telecommunications Commission 
(CRTC) to provide a healthy market for 
Canadian artists and songwriters. Of 
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the 1,431 singles released by record 
label companies established in Canada 
in 1987-88, 38% were classified as 
having Canadian content according to 
CRTC criteria. For albums,14% of the 
2,940 releases had Canadian content. A 
musical selection is considered a 
Canadian content selection if it qualifies 
under any two of the following 
conditions: 


(a) the instrumentation or lyrics were 
principally performed by a 
Canadian; 


the music was composed by a 
Canadian; 


the lyrics were written by a 
Canadian; 


the live performance was wholly 
recorded in Canada.

the Canadian market to 22% of sales

watch more than those under 50. Even 
though some parents may think their 
teenagers are addicted to TV, teens 
actually watch less TV than nearly any 
other group, 19.2 hours per week. 


Television, like many other things, is 
not what it used to be. The 
introduction of pay-TV in 1983 and the 
popularity of VCRs have begun to 
change our viewing habits. The 
proliferation of video stores is 
testimony to some of the changes 
taking place. Figure II shows that 
these latest innovations are moving 
into the marketplace at a rate as rapid 
as that of their predecessors. Pay-TV 
and VCRs already account for more 
than 6% of total television viewing. In 
actual time this amounts to the 
equivalent of about one feature film 
per week. 


The effect of these changes has also 
been felt in the Canadian film 
exhibition sector. In 1986-87 regular 
and drive-in theatres had fewer than 
72 million paid admissions, less than 
30% of the 1952 movie attendance 
peak of 256 million visits. The number 
of times the average Canadian attends 
the movies has dropped from 18 times 
a year in 1952 to just 3 times a year in 
1986-87. 


While theatres have generally been 
able to compensate for declining 
attendance by raising ticket prices, 
receipts peaked in 1982 at $354 
million and declined each year 
thereafter. In 1986-87 movie theatres 
took in $305 million at the box office. 


This erosion of the theatrical 
exhibition market began well before 
1982; the effect of the introduction of 
television itself can be seen in the 
earlier years of the decline. Figure Ill 
reveals a sharp drop in movie 
attendance from 1952 to 1963, the 
period of television’s phenomenal 
growth. After stabilizing for the next 
20 years or so, attendance levels 
began to wane with the growth in 
ownership of VCRs and Pay-TV in the 
early eighties. With VCRs becoming

more commonplace, it is likely that the 
theatrical movie exhibition market will 
continue to erode. 


In the beginning, the film production 
industry saw television as the enemy 
and wanted nothing to do with it, but it 
soon discovered that TV represented 
a new source of revenue from the 
production of TV programs and 
commercials. Data from our Film and 
Video Production Survey show that 
television, including sales of TV 
commercials to advertising agencies, 
generated 55% of the total 1987-88 
revenue of film production companies 
of $373 million. 


Television is also the largest single 
market for film distributors. In 1987- 
88, it generated $228 million in sales 
by distributors to broadcasters and 
advertising agencies. Videocassette 
distribution and wholesaling provided 
a further $213 million, while sales to 
the theatrical market, at $149 million, 
fell below the value of the television 
sector for the third year in a row. 


Radio and television are playing an 
important role in the changing 


patterns of our leisure-time activities. 
In that capacity they also play an 
increasingly important role as carriers 
of the products of other allied 
industries. The data from four related 
projects of the Culture Statistics 
Program —- Radio, Recording, Film 
and Television -— have been used to 
show the relationship between radio, 
television and other allied industries. 


This article is an example of the way 
in which the data from the CSP can be 
combined to produce a more 
complete understanding of culture in 
Canada. This type of analysis can be 
extended to include other CSP 
surveys as well as surveys from other 
areas of Statistics Canada and other 
reliable sources outside the Bureau.

So Much Data, So Little Time...

What does an integrated database 
mean to you? The feature article of 
this issue (“Electronic Media Play a 
Major Role in Canadians’ Lives") is a 
good example of how data from 
different sources can be pulled 
together to create an interesting 
analysis of a particular cultural sector. 
In that example, data from seven 
independent databases were 
accessed going back a number of 
years to identify trends in the media 
industries and in the consumption 
patterns of Canadians. These 
databases were located in three 
different Statistics Canada divisions, 
and in the case of film attendance, 
held data from 34 annual! surveys. 
The task of identifying the right 
sources for the data and of collating 
all the various items is time- 
consuming to Say the least. 


Herein lies the attraction of an 
integrated database to researchers. 
An integrated database gathers recent 
and trend data from a variety of 
sources, and displays them ina 
central and coordinated framework. 
The Culture Statistics Program is 
setting up an integrated database 
which will include data from the 
Program’s surveys, supported by data 
from Statistics Canada’s social, 
economic and demographic surveys. 


The Culture Statistics Program’s 
surveys cover a variety of areas of 
Canadian culture, from creator of a 
cultural good to producer, distributor 
and consumer. The Program 
completes its databases by accessing 
other Statistics Canada databases 
such as the Census of Population, the 
Census of Manufactures, and 
Consumer Income and Expenditures, 
to name a few. These databases help 
to provide related, relevant 
information which adds depth to the 
Culture Statistics Program’s scope. 
For example, an examination of the 
results of the 1981 and 1986 Censuses 
of Population indicates that the 
number of Canadians identifying 
themselves as performing and audio- 


visual artists has increased by 20%. 
Within this segment of the population, 
the largest increase occurred in the 
field of dance, with the number of 
declared dancers and choreographers 
rising by 46%. Further research with 
the help of the Culture Statistics 
Program’s Performing Arts Survey 
reveals that the number of dance 
troupes reporting during those same 
five years rose by 77%. While some 
of this increase can be attributed to 
expanded coverage of the Performing 
Arts Survey, these two increases 
taken together indicate a definite 
growth in the discipline of dance. 
Other areas of research include 
attendance figures related to dance 
performances, expenditures and 
revenues of dance companies and a 
general comparison to other 
performing arts disciplines. 


The Culture Statistics Program’s 
integrated database will present 
information at the provincial level to 
facilitate the elaboration of profiles of 
culture in Canada’s regions. The 


‘content of the database is along the 


following lines: 


Demographic data will profile 
the population by age, sex and 
marital status, and provide 
figures On immigration, 
ethnicity, language and 
education by province. 


Economic/financial data will 
provide inflation rates, GDP 
changes, basic output figures 
for various industry groups, by 
province. 


Employment data will show 
employment and unemployment 
rates by province, and 
employment in designated 
cultural occupations taken from 
Censuses of Population. 


Data on consumers will be 
accessed from a variety of 
Statistics Canada sources, to 
offer figures on revenue and 
expenditures of consumers, 


expenditures on cultural goods 
and services, and time spent on 
cultural activities compared to 
other activities. 


Data on cultural industries will 
provide basic indicators related 
to the book publishing, 
periodical publishing, film and 
video, radio and television, 
recording and performing arts 
industries. Basic indicators are 
being identified through 
consultation with policy makers 
and data users from the private 
and public sectors. 


Data on cultural institutions, 
including heritage institutions 
(museums, art galleries, etc.) 
and public libraries, will provide 
basic indicators (again, to be 
agreed upon through 
consultation) such as 
attendance, funding, revenues 
and expenditures. 


Data on creative and performing 
artists will look at full-and part- 
time workers in the arts and 
culture field, income from 
artistic and other occupations, 
education and training, and 
sources of employment. 


Government expenditures on 
arts and culture will examine 
data on levels of spending by 
the federal, provincial and 
municipal governments for such 
things as grants, operating and 
capital funds and loans. 


The economic impact of arts 
and culture will provide data 
from an input/output model 
developed in 1986, looking at 
such items as contribution of 
culture to GDP, employment 
generated, investment and 
import leakages. 


International trade data will 
focus On imports and exports of 
goods and services, as well as 
monetary transfers.

Creating such a database requires 
thought, effort and consultation with 
those users who will most benefit

from coordinated sets of data. 
Provincial government departments 
responsible for culture have been 
consulted and expressed a keen 
interest in integrating data since they 
conduct cultural research and are 


confronted with a multitude of data 
sources besides Statistics Canada. 
Other users of culture statistics may 
also be interested in this endeavour.

Libraries: Books and More

In a game of word association, if 
someone Says “library”, the first 
thought to pop into your mind may 
well be “book”. And if you are a 
librarian, the following thought may be 
“dollars”. 


In 1987, Canada’s public libraries held 
57.4 million volumes of books, a small 
increase of 1% over 1986. Library 
acquisitions of print material were 
virtually unchanged from 1986 at 3.9 
million volumes. This translates into 1 
book purchased for every 6.5 
Canadians, the same ratio as in 1983. 
In both 1986 and 1987, the ratio of 
acquisitions to holdings of print 
materials was 6%. 


In contrast there has been a rapid 
growth in “non-traditional” materials, 
such as talking books, videotapes, and 
compact discs (CDs). From 1983 to 
1987, while book holdings increased 
by not quite 11%, holdings of talking 
books increased by 57% and of video 
materials by 129%. In 1987 alone, 
talking books and videos grew by 8% 
and 55% respectively.

Now getting back to that second 
thought: in 1987, public libraries spent 
$57 million buying books to stock their 
shelves, or about $2.25 for each 
Canadian. Books accounted for 75% 
of the total dollars spent on library 
materials in 1987, and 77% in 1986. 

An additional $19 million was spent 
on"other” library materials and, of that 
figure, $7 million was spent on micro- 
and audio-visual materials. These last 
items accounted for 9.7% of the 1987 
materials budget, and 8.9% in 1986. 


Although books do still make up the 
bulk of library holdings and material 
expenditures, in future games of word 
association, perhaps it will not be 
“pook" that first pops into your mind 
as a response to “library”, but 
rather"video” or “CD”.

A Statistical View of the Canadian Zoo

Zoos in Canada were busy places in 
1986-87. The 17 non-profit zoos 
reporting to our survey of heritage 
institutions attracted over 6 million 
visitors, or almost one visitor for every 
four Canadians. Three-quarters of the 
visitors went to the zoo during the 
peak tourist time of May through 
September. In a typical summer week, 
zoos stayed open over 10 hours per 
day, 75 hours per week on average. 
This compared to a 58 hour week 
during the remaining reporting period. 
Ten of the zoos indicated that they 
remained open year round; the other 
seven were open between 13 and 26 
weeks a year. 


If group attendance is any indication 
of visiting patterns, zoos are 
particularly exciting attractions for 
school children. While nearly half of 
the zoos do not keep counts on the 
number of school groups visiting, the 
other half alone reported over 5,100 
visiting school groups, twice the 
number of non-school groups. 


With all these millions of visitors, did 
“non-profit” zoos generate a surplus? 
The average operating revenues of 
the zoos reporting in the survey were 
just over $2.2 million dollars while the 
average operating expenditures were 
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$2.1 million — in other words, an 
average operating surplus of almost 
$150,000 per zoo. 


In total, $36 million in operating 
revenues were reported by these 
zoos. Of this amount, 46% were 
earned revenues. Admission fees 
account for the bulk, or $11 million, of 
the total earned revenues of $17 
million. The average admission fee 
for adults was about $3.25, with fees 
ranging from under $2.00 to over 
$6.00. The average fees for children 
and senior citizens were much lower 
at $1 and $2 respectively. While 75% 
of the zoos charged admission fees, 
two thirds had no membership 
programs; revenues from this source 
thus accounted for a very small 
percentage of the total operating 
revenues. 


Even with the financial support 
generated by millions of paid visits 
and souvenir or boutique sales, 
government subsidies remained a 
necessity. Fifty-three per cent of total 


‘200 Operating revenues, or $19 


million, came from government 
sources. Municipal and provincial 
monies were the leading sources of 
funding, with municipal funding 
exceeding $16 million and provincial 
amounting to over $2 million. Federal 
funding represented less than 
$100,000, with the majority of this 
funding channelled through programs 
of Employment and Immigration 
Canada. 


Zoos are complex operations. 

Facility maintenance, security, general 
administration, food services, and 
interpretation require a diverse labour 
force. The zoos in this survey 
employed over 540 full-time staff, 
about 740 part-time workers, and had 
approximately 330 volunteers 
contributing their time and services. 
In 1986-87, these zoos spent $21 
million on wages, salaries and 
contract fees - about three fifths of 
their total operating expenditures of 
$34 million. FJ

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Periodicals Published in Canada

The continued growth of the number 
of Canadian periodicals seems to 
indicate a growing popularity of this 
medium as a means of communicating 
a distinct Canadian culture to the 
public. The number of periodicals 
published in Canada grew 37% from 
1984-85 to reach 1,594 in 1987-88. 
They provide a medium in which 
topics and issues can be aired and 
discussed from a Canadian point of 
view. Over the years, periodicals 
published in Canada have seen 
substantial growth in circulation and 
revenue. 


Between the 1982-83 and 1987-88 
fiscal years, total revenue from 
periodical publishing increased 66% 
to $774 million in current dollars. In 
constant 1982 dollars, the growth in 
revenue for periodicals was 33% from 
1982-83. By comparison, the 
Canadian economy as represented by 
the Gross Domestic Product in 
constant dollars grew by 23% over the 
same period. The total revenue for 
print publishing in Canada (which 
includes daily and non-daily 
newspapers, periodicals and books) 
registered a real growth of 39% from 
1982-83. 


The total revenue for print publishing 
in current dollars amounted to $4.6 
billion in 1987-88, and periodicals held 
17% of this total. This compares with 
a share of 52% for daily newspapers, 
16% for non-daily newspapers and 
15% for books.

Types of Periodicals > 


Three basic types of periodicals split 
the total revenue for periodicals. 
These include the general interest, 
special interest and scholarly 
periodicals. The general interest 
periodicals try to inform or entertain 
the reader. They are aimed at a global 
market or one large portion of it. 
Special interest periodicals provide 
information to a specific target group 
that is usually professional, trade or 
technical. In contrast to the other two 
types, the scholarly periodical is 
restricted to academic subjects. It is 
usually published by universities, 
research institutes and learned 
societies to dissseminate results of 
research in a specific field. In 1987-88, 
the number of periodicals published in 
the various categories were 480 in 
general interest, 932 in special interest 
and 182 in the scholarly category. 


General interest periodicals, with an 
annual circulation of 344 million copies 
in 1987-88, took in $440 million in 
revenue. Special interest periodicals 
had a revenue of $322 million with 168 
million copies in annual circulation. 
Scholarly periodicals received $12 
million while circulating nearly 2 million 
copies annually. Overall, the annual 
circulation of all Canadian periodicals 
was 512 million copies in 1987-88 (see 
Figure 1 on page 2).

The total circulation per issue (which 
represents the sum of the periodicals 
distributed for a typical issue of each 
periodical published in Canada) was 39 
million copies in 1987-88. Over the 
period 1984-85 to 1987-88 for which 
these circulation data are available, the 
total circulation per issue increased 15% 
from 34 million copies. The popularity 
of special interest periodicals increased 
the most over this period since they 
registered the highest increase of the 
three types of periodicals. They grew 
by 67% to 15 million copies per issue 
over the period. Circulation data for 
scholarly periodicals increased 51% to 
0.3 million copies per issue, while 
general interest periodicals declined 3% 
to 24 million copies per issue in 1987-88.

Of the total circulation per issue, paid 
circulation (made up of single-copy 
and subscription sales) accounted for 
more than half. The remainder came 
from periodicals distributed free of 
charge. To make up for the lack of 
subscription and newsstand sales, the 
non-paid periodicals depend more on 
advertising sales for revenue. 


Advertising Revenue 


For most periodicals, whether paid or 
non-paid, the bottom line is the 
readership they attract. The more 
popular the periodical the wider the 
readership and hence the more it 
attracts advertisements. Advertisers 
will pay more for circulation to a wider 
audience or a specific target 
audience. This is true for periodicals 
as it is for all of the other print media 
and broadcast media. For these 
media, advertising sales are an 
important source of revenue. In some 
media, advertising sales are the 
lifeline. Periodicals are less reliant on 
advertising than radio (98% of total 
revenue), television (92%) or 
newspapers (79%). Still, almost two 
thirds of periodicals’ revenue came 
from advertising. Periodicals obtained 
$484 million in advertising revenue in 
1987-88. This amount excludes

advertising revenue of directories, 
catalogues, flyers and newsletters. 


In recent years, an increased amount 
of advertising revenue has found its 
way to periodicals despite the 
presence of other media such as 
newspapers, radio, television and 
quite recently telephone marketing. 
Over the years 1982-83 to 1987-88, the 
advertising revenue for periodicals 
grew by 69% in current dollars or 36% 
in constant dollars. Daily and non- 
daily newspapers combined recorded 
a 44% increase (in constant dollars) 
over this period. Broadcast media 
such as private television and private 
radio registered real growth rates of 
17% and 12% respectively. 


Within the periodical sector, the 
reliance on advertising sales for 
revenue varies from one type of 
periodical to another. Like radio, 
television and newspapers, some 
periodicals depend on advertising 
sales for the bulk of their revenue. 
For all periodicals combined, 63 cents 
on every dollar received in revenue 
came from advertising sales in 1987- 
88. This compares with 76 cents on 
every dollar for special interest 
periodicals, 54 cents for general 
interest periodicals and 16 cents for 
scholarly periodicals. Scholarly

publications rely mostly on paid 
circulation, especially subscription 
sales. 


A breakdown of revenue data by 
language of publication shows 
English-language periodicals following 
the national pattern with two thirds of 
their revenue coming from advertising 
sales in 1987-88. For the French- 
language periodicals, advertising 
sales accounted for half of their total 
revenue. In contrast, the shares of 
advertising sales in the total revenues 
of French private radio and television 
stations were 97% and 90% 
respectively, about the same as the 
English stations (see Table 1). 


Profitability 


Periodicals that rely on advertising 
sales for much of their revenue tend 
to be more profitable (measured by 
profit before taxes as a percentage of 
total revenue). In 1987-88, special 
interest periodicals, which attract 
more advertising, recorded a profit of 
6% of total revenue. General interest 
periodicals had a 5% profit. In 
contrast, scholarly periodicals, which 
depend more on subscription sales, 
had a loss of over 2% of total revenue 
in 1987-88. All Canadian periodicals 
combined recorded a profit of 5%. [J

Book Publishing in Canada, 1987-88

While book publishing and periodical 
publishing share printing techniques 
and a reliance on paper, they differ in 
many respects. Books are generally 
more durable and are usually the work 
of one person. There is also the 
matter of revenue: in the absence of | 
any advertising, books rely almost 
entirely on their sales to make money. 
Sales figures from 284 publishers 
reached almost $1.1 billion in 1987-88, 
including $685 million for books 
published in Canada. Included in 
these figures are foreign sales of $209 
million. 


What's being published 


First, let us consider what publishers 
have to offer. In 1987-88, almost 
7,300 titles were published in Canada. 
Of these, more than half were in the 
tradebook category (usually titles of a 
literary nature). Textbooks and 
professional and technical titles each 
accounted for nearly 20% of total 
production, while general reference 
and scholarly books made up 5% and 
3% respectively of total production. 


In the category of reprints, textbooks 
led the way (especially at the 


elementary-secondary level) with 
close to 60% of the 4,500 titles 
reprinted. 


Publishers have more to offer than 
just new books, however. There were 
49,500 titles in print, including 23,400 
tradebooks and 16,700 textbooks. 


Nearly 80% of these textbooks were 
aimed at the elementary-secondary 
level. The general reference and 
professional and technical categories 
numbered 2,700 and 4,000 titles 
respectively. 


What's being sold 


But what sells? According to the 
1987-88 survey, nearly two thirds of 
Canadian publishers’ own title sales 
($476 million) came from frontlist 
titles (titles published or reprinted 
during the current year), although 
these accounted for only 24% of titles 
in print. However, this figure is 
inflated by tradebook sales, of which 
75% came from frontlist titles. For the 
other categories, frontlist and backlist 
market shares of sales were almost 
identical. Nevertheless, the 
percentage of titles in print made up 


Business Periodicals 


The highest increase in circulation of 
all periodicals in 1987-88 was the 
special interest periodicals, especially 
those that contain information on 
business and finance. Business- 
content publications have become for 
consumers a good source of 
information ranging from how to 
handle personal finances to what to 
look for when making major 
purchases. Between 1984-85 and 
1987-88, the number of Canadian 
periodicals containing business 
information expanded greatly. It grew 
by 44% to 163 periodicals in 1987-88. 


In 1987-88: 


® Business-content periodicals had 3 
million copies in circulation per 
typical issue and 38 million copies 
annually, up 24% from 1986-87. 


They earned close to $100 million 
in revenue, almost 14% of the 
total revenue for all periodicals 
published in Canada. 


Eighty-two cents on every dollar of 
the revenue of business-content 
periodicals came from advertising. 


They registered the highest profit 
at 9% of total revenue. [] 


of frontlist titles varied widely by 
category: 40% for professional and 
technical books, nearly 25% for 
textbooks and general reference titles 
and only 9% for scholarly books. 


Since frontlist titles make up over 
60% of total sales but account for 
only a quarter of the titles in print, it is 
safe to say that a good number of 
titles sell poorly or remain on the 
shelves. Indeed, sales figures per title 
in print for textbook and generai 
reference backlist titles were only 
$7,970 and $1,660 respectively. 
Frontlist title sales figures for the 
same categories were $22,860 and 
$18,420 respectively. 


Sales of all titles in print were: 
textbooks, which account for 41% of 
Canadian publishers’ own title sales 
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($197 million), had sales of $11,820 
per title in print; tradebooks, with 26% 
of own title sales ($122 million), had 
sales of $5,230 per title in print. The 
number one sellers were general 
reference works, with sales of $29,290 
per title. Still, these account for only 
17% of Canadian publishers’ own titie 
sales.

Other sources of revenue 


Own title sales are not the only source 
of revenue for publishers. Over one 
hundred publishers are authorized to 
act as exclusive agents for other 
publishers, most of them foreign. The 
sales value for exclusive agency titles 
is quite significant: 46% of the $887 
million in total Canadian sales 
reported by publishing firms.

Striving for Middle ’C’

“Vancouver mayor sets up trust fund 
to help rescue symphony”. “National 
Arts Centre Orchestra will not be 
privatized". “Orchestras in trouble 
across U.S.". Recent headlines such 
as these have made us question once 
again how assured the future may be 
for orchestras across North America 
generally, as a sustainable cultural 
activity. 


The Vancouver Symphony Orchestra 
suspended operations completely for 
several months in 1988 and the 
National Arts Centre Orchestra’s 
mandate has recently been under 
close scrutiny. Several American 


orchestras, such as those in New 
Orleans and Oakland, have been 
forced to close their doors 
permanenily. 


The former head of music at the 
Canada Council, Franz Kraemer, has 
said that “continuously safe 
programming is boring programming” 
and “if an orchestra’s programming is 
conservative ... the record shows that 
things haven’t turned out too well for 
them". 


It has been suggested that some 
orchestras which are experiencing 
renewed success in attendance and 
box office revenues, do offer 


Financial aid also represents a 
substantial source of revenue for 
some publishers. For the most part, 
this aid is provided by public 
institutions. In 1987-88, publishers 
received nearly $20 million in grants, 
of which $14 million was awarded by 
the federal government. Small firms 
received only 14% of this total, but 
grants had a major impact on their 
profitability: on average, financial aid 
accounted for 26% of revenue for 
small publishing firms, while their 
losses totalled 2%. By comparison, 
aid given to large firms accounted for 
less than 1% of their revenue, on 
average, and they showed a profit of 
nearly 10%. For the industry as a 
whole, firms reported an average 
profit before taxes of just over 9% of 
total revenue. (J 


adventurous and dynamic programs. 
The Orchestre symphonique de 
Montreal is a case in point. The 
O.S.M. is not only striking a new note 
in terms of repertoire, but it also is 
working on an active recording 
schedule, with a number of releases 
to its credit. 


Non-personnel production-related 
expenditures play a relatively minor 
role in orchestras’ total budgets. This 
combined with the predominantly 
auditory nature of an orchestral 
performance may continue to 
encourage more Canadian orchestras 
to further explore the possibilities of 
balancing their financial scores with 
recording revenues. It has been 
suggested that the more exposure an 
orchestra receives through 
recordings, the more likely it is to 
attract new audiences and to be 
perceived as an accessible leisure 
time activity by more people. 


Individual orchestras are being 
encouraged by various organizations 
to develop a mission statement, 
artistic policy and both short- and 
long-term plans. For example, a July 
1988 report submitted to the Ontario 
Arts Council on its orchestral support 
programs Clearly set this out as a vital 
step in helping orchestras improve 
their budget situations. 
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While there may be reason for 
concern about the well-being of our 
orchestras, data from Statistics 
Canada’s annual Survey of Performing 
Arts Companies do not point to an 
increasingly bleak future. 


A brief analysis of the last ten years 
of data for the reporting orchestras 
(averaging about 60 per year), shows 
that, overall, expenditures have 
increased only 4% more than 
revenues. In fact, the two most recent 
data years (1986 and 1987) show 
expenditures increasing at a slower 
rate than revenues. 


In addition, ticket sales are playing an 
increasing role in total company 
revenues. Correspondingly, income 
from public grants and private 
donations has, over the decade, come 
to assume a slightly smailer 
proportion of revenue. Throughout 
the early 1980s, the ratio of earned to 
unearned revenues steadily increased, 
reaching a high of $48 earned to each 
$52 unearned in 1984. While the years 
since then have seen some fluctuation 
in the trend, the 1987 figure of 45:55 
still shows slight improvement over 
the 1977 ratio or 43:57. Theatre 
companies on the other hand, reached 
a 55:45 split in 1987, while dance 
companies were at the opposite end 
of the scale at 38:62. The opera 
company ratio was just slightly better 
than that of the music companies. 


Performing arts companies in general 
have recently been facing the issue of 
whether or not to adopt more flexible 
ticket options for the convenience of 
their patrons. There is concern that in 
today’s society, where leisure options 
are so numerous and varied, and the 
time to enjoy them has not increased 
as we might have anticipated ten 
years ago, the constraints imposed by 
subscription series are making them 
less attractive to consumers. 


Over the years, music companies 
more than the other performing 
disciplines have taken advantage of 
the “up-front" revenue guaranteed by 
such packages. Data from the 
performing arts surveys show us that 
between 1978 and 1987 subscription 
sales by music companies outweighed 


single ticket sales by, on average, 
more than 2 to 1. 


This ratio can be compared with the 
other disciplines of theatre, dance and 
opera, where over the same period, 
subscription series tickets have 
consistently accounted for less than 
40 per cent of all sales, and for the 
first six years of that period, even less 
than 30 per cent. However, while the 
proportion of subscription sales is 
increasing for the other disciplines 
(see Figure 3), the ratio for music

companies has been gradually 
declining. This is so despite the 
apparent reversal shown in the 1987 
data: indications are that the 1987 
figures are a temporary anomaly. 


Bold new marketing strategies and 
innovative subscription options, 
especially with smaller series, are now 
being tried in all disciplines. Perhaps 
these initiatives and the increased 
flexibility they offer, combined with

successful in further stimulating 
people to commit themselves ahead 
of time to a number of evenings 
throughout the year.

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Golden Nuggets: 
Cultural Data

Museum policy work at the 
Department of Communications 
(DOC) has increasingly involved both 
prospecting for and mining the data 
on heritage in the Culture Statistics 
Program (CSP). 


This effort has been rewarding, and 
findings are contributing to a broader 
understanding of Canadian culture, 
and to the further development of 
cultural policy. This article reviews 
examples showing the contribution 
which can be made through different 
approaches to exploring the CSP 
data. 


Gutenberg and beyond 


In the past, socio-economic research 
on culture has often been directed 
towards analyzing published data or 
initiating new data collection. Often, 
however, a problem seen as requiring 
the collection of new data can in fact 
be addressed using data that are 
either underdeveloped or unknown. 
In many cases where culture 
managers may despair of information 
being available, a considerable 
amount already exists. 


One of the secrets to a successful 
search for information on culture is 
to recognize that not all data are 
available in print. Today’s 
technologies provide greatly 
improved options for striking rich, 
though unexpected, veins of data 
and information; they also provide

better means of analysing and 
disseminating information. 


While limited availability of existing 
data may have been a problem even as 
late as the early eighties, data are 
currently much more accessible. An 
agency such as Statistics Canada has 


more information, 
more detailed information, and 


more timely information in 
electronic form than can ever be 
exhibited in print. Access to such 
information only requires knowing 
where to go to request it. 


For example, through direct 
communication with the Culture 
Statistics Program’, the Bovey Task 
Force on the Funding of the Arts and 
the recent federal museums policy 
review by the Department of 
Communications were able to get 
answers to specific questions on the 
financing of the arts and of museums, 
and to pursue trends (see Chart 1 on 


page 2). 
Such communication has proven 


beneficial both to the users and to the 
collectors of statistics. Discussions

about data and specific data needs lead 
to insights into how to use the statistics 
better, or how the data could be 
collected or presented in better ways. 
Such communication establishes 
contacts that are especially helpful 
when ad hoc projects have to be 
addressed quickly. Obtaining museum 
expenditure figures to study the 
potential impacts of the Goods and 
Services Tax on these institutions is a 
topical case in point. 


Customizing data 


Obtaining nationally consistent, 
comparable data is a challenge facing 
managers of cultural activities. One 
study commissioned in 1985 by the 
federal and provincial ministers

responsible for culture addressed this 
question in some detail, with 
interesting outcomes for both 
participants and the Culture Statistics 
Program. The working group obtained

CSP, and augmented it with additional 
information collected provincially (see 
Chart 2)2.

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Illuminating the features of 
Canadian culture 


The impact of data can be direct and 
dramatic. One of the most significant 
culture statistical studies undertaken 
was the collection of data on 
Canadians’ leisure activity in the late 
seventies. These showed the, as then, 
little recognized fact that participation 
in cultural activities was as wide- 
spread as participation in sports. In 
recognition of this fact, a substantial 
share of lottery funds (now reaching 
over one billion dollars annually) has 
been allocated to the arts. 


At a less dramatic level, the 
Department of Communications is 
working to make basic data available 
to its community. The Culture 
Statistics Program collects a great 
deal of culture data, but does not 
publish all of it. Department of 
Communications is taking Statistics 
Canada data on specific groupings of 
museums and providing provincial 
profiles as background for discussion 
with the provinces, distributing 
highlights through newsletters of 
museums associations, and producing 
a “factsheet” on museums to spread 
basic statistical knowledge. (A 
current example is included with this 
issue of Focus on Culture). 


For statistics on culture, the Culture 
Statistics Program is the first, but not 
the sole source. Calling upon 
Revenue Canada publications, or 
private data bases, such as those of 
the Council for Business and the Arts, 
are ways to enhance the statistical 
picture. Special concerns can be 
effectively addressed with one-time 
studies, such as that of the museums 
labour market just completed by the 
Canadian Museums Association for 
the Department of Communications 
(providing in-depth information on 
topics not covered by the Census). 
All of these contribute to illuminating 
features of culture activity in Canada, 
and allow for more effective planning 
and development of the programs 
designed to support that activity. 


Working the mother lode 


The use of data is not without its 
pitfalls. In the first place, good 
surveys do take time and they do 
need to cover completed fiscal years.3 
Once the data are collected, 
resources and expertise are necessary 
to apply them (numbers do not speak 
for themselves!). While all the data 
wanted may not be available, the 
biggest potential lies in committing 
resources to make better use of what 
exists, rather than collecting more 
information. 


Given this commitment, there is a 
wealth of information accessible 
which can be put to good use. 


Since the Culture Statistics Program 
came into being in the early seventies, 
much has been accomplished. 


3 International comparisons show 
Canada’s data to be among the 
most timely. 


Considerable data exist, and exist 
historically; many one-time studies, of 
artists, of economic impacts, etc., 
have been done; more and better 
research is being seen - the task 
force on broadcasting policy is a 
major example. The necessity and 
benefits of integrating culture 
Statistics into the consideration of 
more and more issues, including items 
such as free trade and the GST, has 
been recognised. Some of the above 
examples should stimulate potential 
users to discover some data for 
themselves, and in so doing discover 
more about their field. 


The first step in making better use of 
existing cultural data is to contact the 
Culture Statistics Program. Statistics 
Canada staff is always ready to 
discuss your needs and to help you 
mine the existing data bases to obtain 
the information you need. Good

Canadian Families: Staying Home with the 


VCR?

The average family in Canada spent 
more money on purchasing VCRs and 
renting video-tapes in 1986 than on 
going to the movies. 


Overall, spending on cultural items by 
the average Canadian family reached 
$889 in 1986, a 15% increase in 
constant dollars over similar spending 
in 1978. This compares favourably 
with constant dollar increases of 3% 
in total current expenditures. Cultural 
items examined for purposes of this 
study include expenditures on home 
entertainment equipment, admissions 
to events such as movies, concerts, 
plays and heritage institutions, 
spending on reading material for non- 
educational purposes and other 
expenses (arts and crafts material, 
musical instruments and works of art). 


In 1978, 2.3% of a family’s total 
current spending was on cultural 
goods and services. By 1986, this had 
increased to 2.5% of total spending. 


The survey year in between, 1982, 
showed culture earning 2.1% of total 
family expenditures, perhaps as a 
result of the difficult economic times 
many families were experiencing then. 
In constant 1986 dollars, cultural 
spending reached $775 per average 
family in 1978, dipped to $679 in 1982 
only to bounce back to $889 in 1986. 


In all three years, home entertainment 
took the lion’s share of all 
expenditures on cultural items, 
shifting from 50% in 1978, to 45% in 
1982 and back up to 55% in 1986. 

This includes items such as purchases 
of audio equipment, television and 
video components, records, tapes, 
compact discs, cablevision and video- 
tape rentals. (See Figure Ill on 


page 4). 


Expenditures on home entertainment 
averaged $492 per family in 1986, an 
increase of 62% over 1982 
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Figure Ill

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expenditures. As might be expected, 
the virtual explosion in video 
technology which occurred during the 
early eighties is largely responsible 
for this increase. Purchases of VCRs 
had been reported by fewer than 3% 
of families in 1982; by 1986, more than 
11% of families reported such a 
purchase during the year. Average per 
family expenditures on purchasing 
VCRs reached $67. What’s more, 
Statistics Canada’s Household 
Facilities and Equipment Survey 
reports that by 1988, 52% of Canadian 
households owned a VCR, compared 
to only 12% in 1984. 


By 1986, families reported spending 
an average $41 per family on video- 
tape rentals. The participation rate in 
this activity reached 42% of families. 
For its part, cablevision accounted for 
expenditures of $104 for the average 
family in 1986, up 85% from 1978 
levels, in constant dollars. 


With so many Canadians having 
access to VCR-equipped television 
sets, is television viewing on the rise? 
The Culture Statistics Program’s 
Television Viewing Data Bank reveals 
that average weekly viewing time 
between 1980 and 1987 varied only 
slightly around 24 hours, and reached

23.5 hours per week in 1988. Since 
the introduction of VCRs on the 
market then, it seems Canadians have 
not increased their television viewing; 
more likely, the viewing patterns have 
changed. In fact, Pay T.V. and VCRs 
now account for 6% of viewing time, 
or about 1 hour and 25 minutes per 
week. 


We may wonder what effect, if any, 
the use of VCRs is having on 
excursions to the cinema. Survey 
data reveal a decrease of 28% 
between movie admissions 
expenditures in 1978 (an average of 
$57 per family) and in 1986 ($41 per 
family). Families in New Brunswick 
spent the least, $24, on going out to 
the movies, but at the same time 
spent the most ($53) on video-tape 
rentals. If we look at expenditures for 
only those families reporting going 
out to the movies, average spending 
has still dropped by 19% in constant 
dollars. In addition, the national 
participation rate in movie attendance 
has dropped from 59% of families to 
52% in the same time span. The 
Culture Statistics Program’s Survey of 
Cinemas and Drive-ins reports similar 
trends in paid admissions: 1986 levels 
were down by 18% from 1978 levels, 


although data from 1987 indicate that 
this downward trend might have 
bottomed out. 


While it seems Canadians are 
spending less on going out to the 
movies, they are spending more 
money to attend plays and live 
concerts. Spending on admissions to 
plays and concerts increased by 56% 
in constant dollars between 1978 and 
1986. In fact, average per family 
expenditures on plays and concerts 
showed the second largest increase 
of all cultural items, after expenditures 
on cablevision. Families in all 
provinces reported increased 
spending on the performing arts; from 
a 26% increase in Quebec to a 138% 
in Prince Edward Island. Not only is 
more of the family budget being 
diverted to the performing arts, more 
families are incurring this category of 
expense: 39% of families in 1986 
compared to 28% in 1978. 


As a point of comparison, 
expenditures on admissions to live 
sports events have shown no change 
between 1978 and 1986, and at $26 
per family, are below the spending 
levels on performing arts. 
Interestingly, this phenomenon is not 
an exclusively Canadian one. The 
National Endowment for the Arts, in 
its Research Division Note #32 
(December 1989), reports that per 
Capita expenditures on sports events 
in the U.S.A. have been surpassed by 
expenditures on the performing arts 
from 1985 to 1988 (latest data 
availabie). 


Spending on reading material 
(excluding educational material) 
reveals differing patterns depending 
on the type of book. Families are 
shifting their spending from hardcover 
books, showing an 18% decrease 
between 1978 and 1986, to 
paperbacks, which increased by 13% 
over the period. In 1986, the average 
Canadian family spent $28 on 
hardcover books and $34 on 
paperbacks. Expenditures on 
magazines rose by 19%. Whereas 
Quebec families reported by far the 
highest 
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expenses on reading material in 1978 
($222 per family), their spending in 
this area had dropped by 13% by 
1986. All other provinces showed 
increasing spending patterns on 
reading material. 


These figures have been extracted 
from Statistics Canada’s Family 


Expenditure Survey, which has been 
conducted approximately every two 
years since 1953. Detailed 
questionnaires are sent to a sample of 
Canadian families to obtain 
information on their household 
expenditures during the year. Items 


covered include everything from food, 
shelter, clothing, health care, child 
care, furnishings and education to 
reading material and admissions to 
museums. Although most surveys 
covered only selected cities in 
Canada, those of 1978, 1982 and 1986 
were conducted in all provinces and 
therefore can provide information at 
the national and provincial levels. By 
selecting certains items which reflect 
“cultural” goods and services, 
researchers using the Family 
Expenditure Survey can access a 


Public Libraries: How They Grew

Inflation over the last decade has 
taken a toll on the financial position of 
public libraries. Total operating 
revenues and expenditures have 
grown substantially over the last 
decade, up 11% and 128% 
respectively. However, when 
expressed in 1979 based constant 
dollars, both revenues and 
expenditures have actually declined in 
real terms. 


Indeed the level of funding of public 
libraries has decreased steadily since

1981, with the exception of 1984. 
Operating expenses also declined, 
although less rapidly, leading to the 
near elimination of the operating 
surplus by the 1987-88 survey year, as 
illustrated in Figure IV. 


Local and provincial governments 
have been and continue to be the 
major sources of funding for public 

libraries, accounting for over 94% of 
total operating revenues in 1987-88. 

Local government is the predominant 
source of funding in the provinces of 
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veritable gold mine of information 
about cultural consumption patterns in 
Canada. 


For purposes of this study of 
expenditures on culture, a number of 
items were extracted from the files of 
the 1978, 1982 and 1986 national 
surveys. All figures were expressed 
as constant 1986 dollars. The next 
Family Expenditure Survey, conducted 
by the Household Surveys Division, 
will cover expenditures incurred 
during 1990 in selected cities only. 
The next national survey is scheduled 
to cover the year 1992. [] 


Ontario and Quebec as well as the 
western provinces (a high of 85% in 
Ontario and a low of 68% in 
Saskatchewan). The reverse is the 
case in the Atlantic Provinces which 
depend primarily on provincial funding 
for their operating revenues. 


On the expenditure side, personnel 
represented 78% of total operating 
expenses in 1987-88. This is a 
significant increase from 1979-80, 
when personnel accounted for 63% of 
total operating expenditures. 


In constant dollars, expenditures on 
personnel fluctuated over the decade, 
rising from $138 million in 1979 to a 
high of $168 million in 1983, to the 
current low of $128 million. This fact 
is surprising, considering that the 
number of persons employed by 
public libraries rose steadily from 
10,456 in 1979 to 12,287 in 1987-88. It 
is interesting to note that minor 
structural changes in personnel type 
occurred over the decade: support 
personnel formed 62% of total 
employees in 1987-88 compared to 
56% in 1979, whereas library 
technicians dropped from 23% to 
18%; professional librarians remained 
unchanged at 20% of total library 
personnel. 


The second largest expenditure item 
in 1987-88 was book purchases at 
14% of operating expenditures, down 
from 16% in 1979. Constant dollar 
expenditures on bookstock show 
consistent declines, going from 31.4 
million in 1979-80 to 23.4 million in 
1987-88. This situation is reflected in 
the fact that acquisitions of print 
material have held steady at 3.9 
million titles since 1984. [] 


Breaking Ground for Special Surveys

The Culture Statistics Program has 
undertaken three new surveys to 
provide a more detailed look at film 
producers, film distributors and film 
services in Ontario. These surveys, 
which supplement data already being 
collected, were designed, tested and 
carried out over a seven month period 
in 1989 and 1990. 


Why the surveys were 
conducted 

The Culture Statistics Program agreed 
to conduct these surveys for a 
number of reasons: 


- To provide the client NGL 
Consulting Ltd. (on a cost-recovery 
basis), with the data needed to 
conduct a comprehensive socio- 
economic impact study for the 
Ontario Film Development 
Corporation. The Culture Statistics 
Program does not normally collect 
data at the level of detail required 
for this study. 


To lessen the burden to Ontario 
companies in compieting 
questionnaires. Without Statistics 
Canada’s involvement NGL 
Consulting Ltd. would have had to 
duplicate the surveys already 
conducted by Statistics Canada in 
addition to the supplementary 
surveys. 


To obtain information about 
Ontario companies which were not 
On the existing mailing list for the 
surveys. New sources of 
information for the mailing lists are 
always welcome and help ensure 
that complete coverage is attained. 


- To test some additional questions 
for inclusion in the future on three 
of the four existing questionnaires 
on the film sector. 


What was collected 


Three supplementary questionnaires 
were designed in conjunction with 
NGL Consulting Ltd. and an Advisory 
Board for the study which included 
the Ontario Film Development 


Since the supplementary 
questionnaires followed the existing 
surveys very closely, it was possible 
for the Culture Statistics Program to 
test and finalize the questionnaires 


Corporation, the Canadian Film and very quickly. 


Television Association, and the 
Association of Canadian Film and 
Television Producers. They were 
designed to obtain information about: 


How the surveys were 
conducted 

Due to time constraints, it was 
decided that, of the 443 eligible 
Ontario companies, 190 (making up 
90% of the total revenue for each 
existing survey) would be included in 
the supplementary surveys. NGL 
Consulting Ltd. identified only 10 
companies which had not been 
included on the mailing list for the 
existing surveys. 


1. Ontario companies involved in film, 
video and audio-visual production, 


. Ontario companies involved in film, 
video and audio-visual distribution 
and videocassette wholesaling, 


. Ontario companies involved in 
motion picture laboratory 
operations and production and 


post-production services. In December, we contacted each 


company by telephone to explain the 
need for the supplementary surveys 
and to obtain their cooperation in 
completing the appropriate 
questionnaire. Questionnaires were 
mailed out and companies who did not 
respond by mail were followed up by 
telephone in an effort to obtain their 
data. 


These questionnaires requested more 
detailed breakdowns of existing data 
on employment, revenue, expenses, 
clients, sources of financing, 
products, etc. These breakdowns 
included gender data for employees, 
U.S. client information, location of 
expenditures, budget information for 
productions, expenditures on 
advertising, etc. The companies were 
asked to provide data for their fiscal 
year ending betwen April 1, 1988 and 
March 31, 1989. 


It was possible to dedicate one 
person full time to the collection, edit 
and capture of the data. This meant 
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3.9 million

we were able to release the data from 
the supplementary surveys in March, a 
much shorter time frame than is 
possible for the larger regular annual 
surveys conducted by the Culture 
Statistics Program. 


The client received aggregate 
tabulations which amalgamated the 
data from the regular annual surveys 
with those of the supplements. These 
tabulations do not divulge information 
relating to any identifiable business. 


For more information 


These supplementary surveys show 
that it is possible to collect data from 
select groups on an ad hoc basis over 
a relatively short time frame. It is 
important to note that such surveys 
demand extraordinary coordination 
and must avoid increasing 

respondent burden.

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Buying Time: The Acquisition of Collections

“We always return to the original 
works of the past, the tangible 
artifacts of our heritage. They 
represent our authentic and 
irreplaceable link with our history”.! 
Yet, with the rising costs of artifacts, 
museums face increasing difficulties 
in expanding their collections 
through purchases. For the majority 
of museums and art galleries across 
Canada donations may indeed be the 
major means through which 
institutions can expand their 
collections. 


Direct Purchases 


The money for direct purchases 
comes from either the museum’s 
operating or capital budget. Fewer 
than 20% of the 1,100 museums 
reporting Operating expenditures in 
the 1987-88 Survey of Heritage 
institutions indicated expenditures 
On acquisitions. In fact, fewer than 
10% spent $1,000 or more on 
acquiring artifacts, specimens or 
other collection items, although some 
did spend sizeable amounts. 


A total of $5 million was reported by 
museums as operating expenditures 
on acquisitions, about 2% of their 
total operating expenditures of $293 
million. For all museums reporting 
Operating expenditures, the average 
amount of operating dollars spent on 
acquisitions was $4,800, out of 
average operating expenditures of 
$273,000. Looking only at the 
museums which actually spent money 


Canadian Museums Policy, Supply 
and Services Canada, 1990, p.7. 
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On acquisitions, the average amount 
was $28,000 per museum. 


Since expenditures on acquisitions may 
be very large, some museums use their 
capital funds for this purpose. Of the 
468 museums reporting capital 
expenditures, 21% reported some 
expenditures on acquisitions. In total, 
$6 million of capital expenditures on 
acquisitions was reported by museums; 
this amount represented approximately 
8% of their total capital expenditures 
($79 million). The average amount of 
capital dollars spent on acquisitions 
was three times as high as that for 
operating dollars. On average, $12,800 
was spent On acquisitions by museums 
reporting capital expenditures, but 
among those which actually spent 
money On acquisitions the average was 
approximately $60,000. 


Museum Size 


It is a likely hypothesis that larger 
museums spend more money on buying 
artifacts for their collections than small 
museums. If nothing else, small 
museums rarely have an acquisitions 
budget. The 1984 Supplement to the 
Survey of Heritage Institutions showed 
that only 25% of the museums 
responding to the supplement had “set 
aside funds specifically for acquisitions 
of artifacts or other heritage 
resources”. The percentage of 
museums with acquisition funds 
increased by size group, as shown in 
Figure 1 (page 2). This question did 
not differentiate between operating or 
capital funds.

Although very large museums 
accounted for 87% of total operating 
expenditures on acquisitions, the 
results of the 1987-88 Survey of 
Heritage Institutions show that the 
ratio of these expenditures to total 
operating income did not vary by size 
of museum. Operating expenditures 
on acquisitions represented 
approximately 2% of the total 
Operating expenses of all size groups. 


This is not the case with capital 
expenditures. Capital dollars spent on 
acquisitions represented 
approximately 8% of the total capital 
expenditures. Small museums 
reported the lowest percentage of 
capital expenditures On acquisitions, 
6%. This percentage rose to 12% for 
medium sized museums, 21% for large 
museums and dropped to 5% for very 
large museums. 


Type of Museum 


Expenditures on acquisitions made up 
about 1% of the total operating 
expenditures of both science and 
technology and community museums. 
On the other hand they accounted for 
over 3% of the expenditures of human 
history, anthropology or ethnology 
museums. The remaining groups fell 
between these extremes (see Table 1). 


The pattern for capital expenditures 
on acquisitions was slightly different. 
Of those institutions reporting capital 
expenditures, museums of natural 
history, human history, halls of fame 


-and community museums spent less 


than 2% of their capital expenditures 
On acquisitions. By contrast, capital 
expenditures on acquisitions 
accounted for 11% of the capital 
expenditures of art museums. Table 2 
indicates the breakdown of capital 
expenditures by museum types. 


If little money was spent on expanding 
collections, less than 10% of the 
budget for museums in general, then 
how do collections expand? 


Donations 


In a news release dated October 1987, 
Arnold Edinborough, then President of 
the Council for Business and the Arts 
in Canada, commented that Canadian 
art galleries must rely heavily on 
donations of art to build their 
collections. Their most recent survey 
of about 100 museums and art 
galleries shows donations of art works 
and artifacts valued at $20 million, 
compared with direct expenditures on 
acquisitions of just over $8 million. 


Many museums benefit from 
donations, acquiring large items. A 
recent notable example is the 


Very large 
$500,000 and over 


collection of the Canadian post- 
impressionist James Wilson Morrice, 
donated by G. Blair Laing to the 
National Gallery of Canada. This 
collection of 84 works, featured in the 
aptly titled exhibit, A Gift to the 
Nation, was valued at $15 million. At 
the other end of the scale are small 
artifacts or specimens, such as bones, 
which are of great scientific interest, 
but may be of little monetary value. 


Why would private collectors or 
corporations donate artifacts? 
Besides the opportunity to contribute 
to cultural heritage, the goodwill and 
recognition given to the donor, there 
are financial benefits in the form of 
tax exemptions or tax credits. The 
income tax consequences of a gift 
depend upon whether it is to a 
charitable organization, to a 
government institution, or a gift of 
certified cultural property to a 
designated institution under the 
Cultural Property Export and Import 
Act (CPEIA). 


Currently , neither Revenue Canada 
nor Statistics Canada have statistics 
on the full market value of donations 
to museums or other heritage 
institutions. Annual reports, published 
by the Movable Cultural Property

Program of the Department of 
Communications, provide a basis for 
an estimate. Their 1987-88 annual 
report estimated the fair market value 
of donations (gifts in kind) to 
designated heritage institutions to be 
almost $51 million. This amount 
includes only those gifts which were 
certified as cultural property for 
income tax purposes by the Cultural 
Property Export Review Board. 


Grants 


Museums may also rely, to a lesser 
extent, On specific programs which 
give grants for the purchase of 
artifacts. One such federal program is 
the Movable Cultural Property 
Program which administers the 
Canadian Cultural Property Export and 
Import Act of 1977. The primary 
purpose of the Act is to preserve in

Canada significant examples of 
Canadian heritage in movable cultural 
property. This is done through a 
system of export controls, tax 
incentives for individuals to donate or 
sell cultural objects to designated 
institutions and grants to assist 
institutions in acquisitions of cultural 
objects. 


The 1987-88 annual report of Movable 
Cultural Property listed over 201 
designated institutions. A total of 26 
grants were given with total 
expenditures of approximately $1.5 
million. These grants must be used 
for the purchase of objects of 
Canadian interest which are located 
outside of Canada or for which export 
permits have been refused. Examples 
to prevent the export of objects from 
Canada include paintings by Joseph 
Wright bought by the Agnes

Etherington Art Centre and the 
Naskapi coat purchased by the 
Newfoundland Museum. An example 
of a purchase of objects abroad 
includes the Louisbourg Medal 
repatriated from England by the 
Canadian War Museum. 


Very few provinces have separate 
granting programs specifically geared 
towards the acquisition of artifacts. 
One such program is that 
administered by the Ontario Ministry 
of Culture and Communications under 
the Wintario Program. The main 
purpose of this program is to help 
non-profit heritage organizations 
acquire items or collections of 
historical significance relevant to 
Ontario’s heritage. A grant can cover

up to 50% of the eligible costs, to a 
maximum of $15,000. The Ontario 
Ministry of Culture and 
Communications also administers 
grants for the acquisitions of 
contemporary art. The province of 
Saskatchewan had an Emergency 
Fund for acquisitions of collections 
between 1974 to 1978. The items 
were bought by the government, with 


a contribution from the museum which 
acted as the repository. The 
ownership remained with the province. 
Since, at present, acquisition budgets 
are small and there are hardly any 
granting programs geared specifically 
to support this activity, institutions 
across the country rely on donations 
to expand their collections. [] 


PATRONS OF CULTURE: GOVERNMENT 
EXPENDITURES IN 1988-89

Since the Second Worid War 
governments in Canada have 
increasingly intervened to promote 
Canadian culture. They have tried to 
assure its viability and accessibility 
through policies, programs, and 
regulations, and through direct 
Participation as owners and operators 
of cultural institutions. 


Governments at all levels are involved 
in funding book publishing, promoting 
film production and distribution, 
operating museums, archives, libraries 
and broadcasting systems, 
encouraging the performing arts, and 
developing historic sites. In 1988-89 
the federal, provincial and municipal 
governments combined spent $5.3 
billion on culture, an increase of 8% 
over the previous year. 


The federal government alone 
pumped $2.8 billion into the cultural 
sector (52% of all government 
spending on culture), up 6% from the 
preceding year. Provincial spending 
went up 8% to $1.6 billion, while 
municipal governments spent nearly 
$1 billion, 11% above the 1987-88 
level. 


Sharing the pie... 


Over the years three areas have 
obtained the bulk of government 
spending: cultural industries 
(particularly broadcasting), libraries 
and heritage. Nonetheless the pattern 
of spending varies considerably. 


The federal government devoted two 
thirds of its spending to the cultural 
industries (which include 
broadcasting, publishing, film and 
video, and sound recording), and a 
quarter to heritage (see Figure Il). {t 
contributed nearly 90% of the amount 
allocated by all governments to 
cultural industries. 


Provincial governments dispersed 
their spending more widely, with 
libraries obtaining over one third, 
heritage a quarter, cultural industries 


-15% and the arts 13% of the pie. 


Quebec allocated more of its cultural 
budget to the cultural industries than 
did any other province, while in British 
Columbia the focus was more on 
libraries, in Prince Edward Island more 
on heritage, and in Alberta more on 
the arts. 


Overall the cultural industries received 
nearly 40% of all government 
spending on culture, the same 
proportion as in 1987-88. Broadcasting 
took nearly three quarters of the $2.1 
billion allocated to the cultural 
industries. 


One quarter of government spending 
On culture went to libraries. This 
proportion had not changed from the 
previous year. Half of the $1.4 billion 
involved was spent on public libraries. 


Four fifths of municipal spending on 
culture went to libraries, over half of 
all government funding for these 
institutions. 


Government spending on heritage 
activities reached $1.1 billion. 
Museums accounted for $440 million, 
or 42% of the total budget for 
heritage. The federal government 
contributed 52% of total expenditures 
on museums, largely through funding 
for the National Museums of Canada 
and the Canada Museums 
Construction Corporation. 


Public spending on the arts (including 
the performing arts, arts education, 
visual arts and crafts, and artists) 
came to $349 million, or 7% of all 
government expenditures on culture. 
The performing arts received 68% of 
this amount. 


Provincial differences 


Figure Ill shows a breakdown of 
government expenditures on culture 
by region. The range was wide. A 
total of $1.9 billion was spent on 
culture in Ontario (36% of total 
government budgets for culture), 
while spending in the Atlantic region 
reached $346 million (6.5% of all 
governments’ cultural budgets). 


Per capita, however, more was spent 
in Québec than Ontario. In the other 
regions, spending on this basis was 
almost identical. 


Support comes in various 
forms 


In Canada, governments provide 
direct support to culture through 
Operating and capital expenditures on 
goods and services, and by providing 
grants and contributions to cultural 
industries, institutions, organizations 
and artists. The largest category of 
expenditures is “operating costs", 
which includes costs incurred in 
running cultural departments and 
agencies. The federal and provincial 
operating budget amounted to $2.6 
billion or 59% of their total cultural 
budgets. Operating costs consumed

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The New Discs

When compact discs and their 
laser players appeared on the market 
in 1983-84, they caused a revolution in 
the recording industry. 


The compact disc garnered a 
market share of 26% in 1988-89 
compared with 22% in 1987-88 and 
12% in 1986-87. With the rise of the 
compact disc, the traditional vinyl 
formats (albums and singles) saw 
their dominant position in 1983-84 of 
59% of the market fall to 22% in 1988- 
89. The market share of tapes has 
remained steady since 1985-86 in the 
vicinity Of 52%. 


The compact disc was initially 
aimed at an older audience, interested 
in jazz and classical music, which was 
able to pay a higher price to get a 
higher-quality sound on compact disc. 
In fact, these recordings registered 
the strongest average annual increase 
in sales in the period from 1983-84 to 
1988-89, rising by 27% in the case of 
jazz and 20% in the case of classical 


“music. 


In 1988-89, the rock or rock- 
oriented music category accounted 
for 66% of vinyl-record, tape and 
compact-disc sales. The survey of 
radio listening habits shows that 
young people between the ages of 18 
and 24 years most appreciate this kind 
of music. With the introduction of 
“bpudget- priced” compact discs, 
record companies are trying to 
capture the youth consumer market. 


Record companies generated an 
average of $10.52 for every compact 
disc sold in 1988-89 compared with 
$7.01 for albums and $5.11 for tapes. 
In 1983-84, unit sales were $14.45 for 
compact discs, $5.22 for albums and 
$5.74 for tapes. The number of 
compact discs sold is increasing year 


by year while the number of albums 
sold declines. Although the total 
number of units sold has remained 
steady, the trend towards replacing 
albums with more expensive compact 
discs has translated into growth in the 
value of sales (see FigurelV). 


A similar trend is also to be found 
in home entertainment equipment. 
Twelve per cent of Canadian 
households owned a compact disc 
player in 1989, an increase of 4% over 
the previous year. The number of 
households owning a tape or video 
recorder has remained steady at 
approximately 68%. 


The change in format does not 
seem to have changed inventory 
turnover. By the nature of its 
activities, the recording industry 
needs a high stock turnover rate’. A 
company’s financial situation improves 
when record stocks turn over 
frequently. A company with a high 
stock turnover rate does not need to 
invest large amounts in this asset as 
compared with a company with a low 
turnover rate. 


In 1988-89, the stock turnover rate 
of foreign-controlled record 
companies was 8.8 times. Canadian- 
based companies had less favourable 
turnover rates, standing at 6.4 times 
for record companies with revenues 
of $1 million or more, 5.0 times for 
record companies with revenues 
between $100,000 and $1 million and 
1.4 times for record companies with 
less than $100,000 in revenues. In 
1988-89 the stock turnover rate for all 
record companies was 8.1 times, an 
increase over the 6.0 times for 1983- 
84, the year when the compact disc 
made its appearance.

Who Listens to Radio?

Is there really any need for radio 
today? If it’s music that you need, 
there are portable cassette and 
compact disc players which will 
reproduce your favourite artists 
anywhere in high fidelity - and you 
get to pick your own music. If it’s 
news that you crave, newspapers and 
especially television are ubiquitous. 
What else could you want from 
radio? 


For record producers, radio is one of 
the prime media for the 
dissemination of new recordings. 
Others will affirm that the great thing 
about radio is that while you’re 
listening, you can also jog or 
commute to work. Not surprisingly, a 
time use survey showed that 95% of 
radio listening takes place as a 
secondary activity. ! 


The radio listening database of the 
Culture Statistics Program may not 
tell us why we listen to radio, but it 
can tell us who listens. In the fall of 
1989, 94% of Canadians listened at 
least once a week. The overall reach 
of radio hardly varied from province 
to province, but fewer children and 
teens listened (79% and 90% 
respectively) while adult women 
listened slightly more than men (97% 
vs. 95%). 


The average hours per week of 
listening showed more variation 
among the provinces. At almost 20 
hours per week, Quebecers reported 
the highest listening; New

Brunswickers reported only 16 hours 
per week. Nationally, the level of radio 
listening has remained relatively stable 
over recent years and in fall 1989 stood 
at 18.8 hours per week per capita. 


Advances in electronics have increased 
the portability of radio. Thirty-eight 
percent of listening took place outside 
of the home. For adult men (age 18 and 
over) this listening represented half of 
all their listening. Listening peaks 
occur immediately preceding 9:00 AM 
and immediately following 3:00 PM, so 
much of this out-of-home listening 
probably coincided with travel to and 
from work. 


In contrast to television, radio stations 
are licensed to provide material within 
specific formats established by the 
Canadian Radio-television and 
Telecommunications Commission. 
These formats do not restrict a station 
from broadcasting any specific 
material, but are intended to establish 
the primary thrust of the station. The 
combination of Adult Contemporary 
and Gold formats accounted for a 
quarter of all listening while Middle-of- 
the-Road stations gained a further 
20%. Country, Album-Oriented-Rock, 
and CBC stations each garnered 
around 10%. United States’ stations 
accounted for less than 4%. 


The popularity of the Adult 
Contemporary/Gold and Middle-of-the- 
Road formats can be seen in all 
age/sex group combinations measured. 
In each group one of these two formats 
received either the greatest or second 
greatest tuning and, in most instances, 
they occupied both first and second 
place. The order of the two formats 
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did, however, vary with age. Middle- 
of-the-Road was the most popular 
format with all male and female age 
groups 45 years of age and over, 
Adult Contemporary/Gold was the 
preferred format of all groups under 
45 with the exception of males 18-24. 


Album-Oriented-Rock reigned 
supreme for these young males (age 
18-24) and was the second choice for 
females of the same age and males 
25-34. 


Country Music received little tuning 
from younger audiences but for those 
over 35 it was almost consistently in 
third place. The two exceptions were 
males 50-54 where it was in second 
place and females 65 and over where 
the Country format was displaced to 
fourth by CBC. 


The CBC’s greatest popularity came 
from older audiences. Although CBC 
tuning represented less than 5% for 
audiences under 25, its share grew 
steadily as age increased, reaching 


16% for both men and women over 65. 


An even more pronounced growth in

the popularity of the CBC can be seen 
as education increases. Although it 
drew less than 5% of the tuning of 
listeners who had not completed high 
school, its share grew to 17% for 
those with some university education 
and to 28% of all listening for those 
with a university degree. In fact, for 
university graduates, the CBC had the 
largest share of listening. 


For those with less than a university 
degree, the Adult Contemporary/Gold 
format had the greatest share for all 
groups. For these same groups, the 
Middle-of-the-Road format was in 
second place. The Country Music 
format showed a pattern opposite to 
the CBC, achieving its lowest share 
among university graduates. 


Analyzing the audience by occupation, 
the pattern looks very similar. In all 
but two occupation groups, the Adult 
Contemporary/Gold format received 
the largest share of tuning. The 
exceptions were farmers and farm 
workers who showed a strong 
preference for Country Music and the 
artistic/literary/recreational grouping 
which preferred the CBC. 


Following true to form, where Adult 
Contemporary/Gold was the number 
one format, Middle-of-the-Road was 
usually second. The exceptions were 
the fishing and skilled trades sectors 
where the Country format placed 
second and the professional sector 
where the CBC was almost equal in 
popularity to the first place Adult 
Contemporary/Gold format. 


So do we listen to radio? Yes, over 
two hours and forty minutes a day. 
What do we listen to? A little of 
everything but especially Adult 
Contemporary/Gold and Middle-of- 
the-Road. The remaining listening 
(just over half of the total) is shared 
by the other formats with some 
showing considerable popularity in 
specific niches. 


The next time you’re about to 
complain about your kids’ radio 
listening habits, pause for a moment 
and remember - it can’t be all that 
bad; nearly everybody does it. []

Not Only Gold Glitters 


In Canada, FM radio stations are 
licensed with a specific format which 
defines the character of the station’s 
programming. These formats require 
that certain minimums be met but do 
not normally restrict the programming 
beyond these minimums. AM stations 
do not have to follow a specific 
format but for the purposes of the 
accompanying analysis, they have 
been assigned to a format based on 
their programming at the time of the 
survey. 


Gold format stations largely program 
past hits and other selections 
released within the last 30 years. 
However, some Adult-Contemporary 
(AC) stations, which program 
primarily soft-rock and pop music, 
play many selections classed as gold 
in addition to new adult-contemporary 
releases. As well as these Gold- 
Based AC stations, the format also 
encompasses Current-AC stations, 
which emphasize more-recent 
releases and New-AC stations, which 
lean towards new age and soft 
contemporary jazz. 


In the accompanying analysis, the 
Adult-Contemporary and Gold 
formats have been combined because 
of these similarities. Also included in 
the combination are the FM formats 
known as Group IV and Group IV 
Dance. FM formats are not perfectly 
comparable to AM formats but to date 
Group IV looks like the FM equivalent 
of the Go/d AM format. 


Group /V Dance, as one would expect, 
includes mostly dance music and 
appeals to a younger audience. (At 
the time of the fall 1989 survey, there 
were no Group IV Dance stations 
outside Quebec.) 


Within the Adult Contemporary-Gold 
combination, Adult Contemporary 
contributed almost three-quarters of 
the total listening while Gold 
accounted for 6%. The remainder was 
almost equally split between the two 
Group IV categories. 


The second most popular format is 
Middle-of-the-Road. This format is 
softer than Adult Contemporary and 
tends to program artists and 
selections released prior to 1960.

Also covered are music-oriented 
stations that include numerous talk- 
oriented programs and stations 
playing the “Music of Your Life”. 
These stations play more vocal than 
pure instrumental selections. 


Album-Oriented Rock (AOR) is an FM 
format that draws most of its audience 
from the 18-34 age group. It 

programs not less than 70% rock 
music and plays a significant number 
of album cuts. As is the case for all 
FM formats in Canada, AOR stations 
play not more than 50% hits. 


Contemporary stations, also known as 
Top 40 or Hit Radio, mostly program 
Current hits with little talk. It is most 
popular with teenagers, but is also 
listened to by a significant number of 
pre-teens and young adults. 


The Easy-Listening format is almost 
self explanatory. Also known as 
Beautiful Music, it programs soft, 
predominately instrumental music. 
Country stations, as might be 
expected, play almost exclusively 
country music. Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation (CBC) 
stations are non-commercial and 
provide a unique variety of 
information and entertainment 
programming. []

What “nobody knows" is how to 
predict which film will appeal to a 
global audience. Following the right 
creative hunch, picking the great 
script, directing the luminous 
performance - that is the art of film. 


But film is also a business. The U.S. 
mainstream film is a commodity, 
marketed like a can of pop, splashed 
across 2,000 North American screens 
and backed by a $35 million ad 
campaign and promotional tie-ins. It 
is harder than ever for the unusual or 
provocative film to find its way onto 
our screens. 


Ontario producers have become 
increasingly sophisticated in order to 
survive in the international 
marketplace. But the industry needs 
more than good creative hunches to 
succeed. The Ontario Film 
Development Corporation (OFDC) has 
always recognized the industry’s need 
for up to the minute economic 
information. The data is also needed 
to track the effect of government 
programs which support the industry 
to a total $1.2 billion annually. 


The OFDC recently commissioned the 
consulting firm Nordicity/NGL to 
conduct a comprehensive Socio- 
Economic Impact Assessment of the 
Ontario Film and Video Industry. The 
information gathered will form the 
basis for an integrated, industry 
driven strategic plan for Ontario’s film 
and television industry. It also creates 
a basic policy and advocacy tool. 


The Assessment’s data came from 
four sources. Existing Statistics 
Canada information on the industry 
was reviewed and used. A 
supplementary company survey was 
conducted through Statistics Canada. 


Socio-Economic Impact Assessment of the 
Ontario Film and Video Industry 


by James Nadler, Senior Policy Analyst, Ontario Film Development Corporation 


Department of Communications, the 
OFDC and film industry players helped 
Statistics Canada in its review of its 
questionnaires. 


The data collected provided a timely 
snapshot of the Ontario industry. 
Table 1 outlines the total domestic 
output of the industry in Ontario for 
1988-89 at $2.7 billion. The total 
direct and indirect economic impact 
on Ontario of its film industry was 
estimated at $5.4 billion. 


More than 25 industry representatives 
were interviewed in depth to obtain a 
qualitative assessment of the industry. 
Finally, the mass of existing 
government film agency information 
(primarily OFDC, CAVCO and Telefilm) 
was collected and analyzed. 


The Culture Statistics Program of 
Statistics Canada does not normally 
collect the detailed data at the 
provincial level required for this 
Assessment. Statistics Canada and 
NGL Consulting, with the aid of the 
Assessment’s advisory panel and the 
OFDC, designed three supplementary 
questionnaires. The experience gained 
by Statistics Canada through the 
supplementary surveys and 
subsequent meetings with the 


Total direct employment in the Ontario 
industry is 35,700. Of that, 16,300 
individuals are employed in 

production and post-production 
sectors and 19,400 are employed in 
distribution, exhibition and retail 
sectors. In the Ontario industry 

10,300 members belong to various 
unions and guilds.

The Assessment reports two major 
but seemingly contradictory findings: 
the film and video industry is vital to 
Ontario with an impressive economic 
impact. Yet the industry is faced with 
many Critical and long standing 
problems that prevent it from reaching 
its full economic and cultural 
potential. These issues cannot be 
solved with a few hit movies and must 
be addressed on an ongoing basis. 


The Assessment brings into vivid 
relief the domination of Ontario’s 
movie theatres and television screens 
by foreign, mostly American product. 
Only 26% of television “consumption” 
in Ontario is of Canadian product. 
The Assessment points out that 
through our public affairs and news 
programs, Ontarians are kept as well 
informed about events and issues 
effecting them as anyone in the 
world. However the level of Canadian 
content for dramatic TV programming 
and films remains disappointingly low. 
For example, Canadian films capture 
3% of the screen time in Ontario and 
less than 2% of the box office. 


Film and video defines Canadian 
culture for Ontario residents and 
reflects the diversity of Ontario’s 
heritage and society. As U.S. products 
dominate the areas of feature films 
and television drama, it may be 
American, not Canadian, values, 
traditions and goals that are being 
disseminated. 


Other issues facing the industry 
include the ongoing difficulty of 
Canadian producers in raising 
production financing and marketing 
their product effectively. The 
Canadian market alone cannot support 
a feature film and video industry. 
(With rising budgets, not even the U.S. 
market can support a major film 
without foreign sales). In the global 
marketplace Canadian producers may 
be at an advantage given their 
experience with international co- 
productions, co-ventures and 
Partnerships. 


To sustain this competitive advantage 
the industry needs more data about 
itself on an Ongoing basis. In order to 
make this data available, the Socio- 
Economic Impact Assessment 
recommends that the federal 
Department of Communications take 
the lead in supporting the 
development of a national database 
On the film and video industry. [] 


The Book Is Still King: Public Libraries 


in 1988-89

1988-89 was a year of both stability 
and change for public libraries. In 
general, trends established in 
previous years continued; for 
example, circulation was up 1% at 174 
million transactions, a turnover rate of 
three times the total print material 
held. On the other hand acquisitions 
increased by 10%, the first major 
increase in three years, reaching 4.4 
million items. Acquisitions were 7% 
of total holdings. 


Library holdings exhibited this same 
paradox of stability and change. Print 
material continued to dominate 
holdings accounting for fully 95% of 
the total, unchanged from 1987-88. 
But non-traditional holdings, while 
remaining a small fraction of the total, 
continued on an upswing with 
holdings of talking books increasing 
by 14% and of video by 31%. Film 
continued to decline. 


The financial situation showed little 
change from the previous year. Both 
revenues and expenditures were up 
7% in 1988-89, to $568 and $542 


million respectively. Public libraries 
had a total operating surplus of $26 
million, $3 million more than in 1987- 
88. 


The sources of funding remained 
constant. Local government 
continued to supply 74%, followed by 
provincial governments at 20%; these 
shares were unchanged from 1987-88. 


The relationships among the three 
largest expenditure items was also 
unchanged, with personnel accounting 
for 63%, book purchases, 11% and 
debt service, 2%, in both years. The 
number employed by public libraries 
increased at the same rate as the 
increase in personnel expenditures, 
7%. This increase was distributed 
proportionately across occupational 
categories. Professional librarians 
constitute 17% of the library labour 
force, as do library technicians. 
Support staff make up another 61%.

The number of permanent service 
points increased by 3%, going from 
3,024 to 3,101. These are the number 
of libraries, branches and mobile 
stations stops at which service is 
provided to users on a regular basis. 
On a per capita basis there was one 
permanent service point per 8,300 
people in 1988-89, compared to one 
for every 8,500 people in 1987-88. 


Thus, while there were some 
significant changes in 1988-89, these 
did not change the basic structure of 
the libraries. Non-traditional holdings 
remained minuscule in comparison 
with bookstock, so that the major 
increase in their acquisition did not 
have an immediate impact on the 
make up of total holdings. If changes 
in acquisition patterns continue, 
however, libraries in ten years will be 
very different from the institutions we 
know today. ([]

Developing and Monitoring Heritage Tourism in 


Alberta

Heritage is becoming big business in 
Alberta. Development of heritage 
facilities has changed the face of 
tourism in the province, bringing 
visitors into non-traditional tourism 
areas. 


In an effort to diversify, decentralize 
and strengthen its economy, Alberta 
has made major investments in a 
network of heritage attractions to 
stimulate this additional tourism. Over 
the last decade, the government has 
spent over $120 million developing a 
network of thirteen new provincial 
heritage facilities, in addition to four 
existing facilities now valued at over 
$50 million. In 1989, 1.4 million 
visitors came to these facilities, a 
figure expected to reach nearly 2 
million by 1993 with the opening of 
two more museums. 


While this is a popular investment, 
which instills local pride and offers 
tangible educational experiences to 
Albertans, its success in stimulating 
regional economies has been the real 


force in securing the system. Put 
simply, these attractions are 
generating new tourism dollars that 
equal their capital costs in short 
periods of three to seven years. 


To measure the return on its 
investment Alberta Culture and 
Multiculturalism initiated an economic 
impact assessment project in 1986. It 
has developed a standardized 
comprehensive method for gathering 
visitor profile information and 
evaluating the regional economic and 
employment impacts of provincial 
heritage facilities. 


The most dramatic is the $28 million 
Royal Tyrrell Museum in Drumheller, 
whose 500,000 visitors in 1989 meant 
$7.5 million to the regional economy, a 
figure expected to rise to $10 million 
this year. The 140,000 visitors to the 
$10 million Head-Smashed-In Buffalo 
Jump World Heritage Site near Fort 
Macleod, generated $2.1 million in 
1989, and visitors are expected to 
produce $2.8 million in business for 
the regional economy this year.

The 1987-88 Statistics Canada Survey 
of Heritage Institutions reported about 
5.5. million visitors to the 190 
museums, historic sites and archives 
in Alberta. 


Highlights from preliminary research 
using information from the 1990 
Alberta Culture and Multiculturalism 
Visitor Survey follows. The research 
is based on 3,500 questionnaires 
representing over 12,000 visitors at 17 
major sites. 


Marketing Information/Visitor 
Profiles: 


— Fully 61% of the visitors to the 17 
site network of heritage facilities 
were Albertans (Figure II). Out-of- 
province visitation was higher at 
the major attractions; at the Head- 
Smashed-in site, 57% of visitors 
this summer were from outside 
Alberta. For the overali network 
there was a 5% drop in American 
visitors from last year; this parallels 
a downward trend in tourists from 
the United States experienced 
across the country, as shown by 
1989 Statistics Canada figures on 
travellers entering Canada. 


Both age and education profiles 
show the broad appeal of the 
facilities. Better educated middle- 
aged visitors and students 
somewhat dominated the profile. 


Over 46% of those surveyed 
became aware of the attraction 
through word-of-mouth, 20% 
through road side signs, with travel 
guides accounting for 15% and all 
other means providing 19%. 
Noteworthy here is the excellent 
performance of road-side signage 
as a promotional vehicle. 


Economic Indicators: 


— The duration of stay by visitors in 
the region broke down as follows: 


— 30% for less than one day, 15% for 
one full day, 22% for two days, and 
33% for more than two days. The 
number of visitors staying two days 
or more decreased 6% from 1989. 


- With regard to accommodation 
30% of the visitors were campers 
spending on average $20.53 each 
per day, while 28% were 
hotel/motel users spending $49.58 
per day each. The rest either 
stayed with friends or were day 
users. Day users spent on average 
$14.05 each. 


The average size of a visitor party 
was 3.7 people, up from 3.2 in 
1989. 


Overall 1990 attendance is 
expected to be down 
approximately 70,000 (5%) a trend 
which is being reported by 
colleagues across the country. Yet 
some major attractions Continue to 
see moderate growth in 
attendance, duration, and visitors 
expenditures. 


In future, the Alberta government will 
be exploring other statistical fields 
such as Capital project impacts, 
revenue leakages, predictive 
computer models, and regional versus 
provincial economic impacts. []

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Canadian-Controlled Book Publishing: The 


Language Groups

The period between 1982-83 and 
1988-89 was an era of expansion for 
Canadian-controlled publishing 
houses. The number of publishing 
houses with incomes over $50,000 
rose from 207 to 273, and their sales 
almost doubled, reaching $670 
million in 1988-89. Even if we take 
into account the rate of inflation over 
these seven years, the real increase 
in sales amounted to 44%. 


This study looks at these Canadian- 
controlled publishing houses from 
the point of view of their linguistic 
affiliation. There are two groups, one 
where most of the sales stem from 
titles in English (English-language 
publishers), and one where the 
largest share of sales come from 
French books (French-language 
publishers). In the following pages, 
we will examine some characteristics 
of these two groups, and their 
development during the period from 
1982-83 to 1988-89. 


In 1982-83, there were 126 Canadian- 
controlled English-language 
publishing houses with incomes over 
$50,000. That year, they published 
almost 2,300 titles, half of all the 
books published in Canada. Over 
18,000 of their own titles were in 
print. The number of titles published 
each year has grown steadily: in 
1988-89, the 176 English-language 
publishers put 3,875 new titles on the 
market, 70% more than in 1982-83.

Ninety-four percent of the 81 
Canadian-controlled French-language 
publishing firms were located in 
Quebec in 1982-83. Six years later, this 
percentage dropped to 90%, and 10 of 
the 97 French-language publishing 
houses had their head offices outside 
Quebec. The French-language firms 
published an average of 1,650 titles per 
year. In 1988-89, 1,815 titles were 
published, an increase of 50% over the 
number printed in 1982-83. These 
1,815 titles represented 24% of the 
production of all Canadian publishing 
houses. 


Before we see how these Canadian- 
controlled publishers got along 
financially, we should point out that the 
figures being used here are averages, 
where the weight of the incomes of the 
larger publishing houses, even though 
they are less numerous, obscures the 
results of small and medium-size firms. 
For example, we know that profitability 
is closely linked to size: in general, 
small businesses are less profitable 
than larger ones. Since our study 
deals with the profit-making capacity of 
these businesses according to their 
linguistic group, we should remember 
that all through the period from 1982- 
83 to 1988-89, the average English- 
language firm was twice as large as the 
average French-language publishing 
house.

Sales of English-language Percentage of revenues Percentage of revenues 
publishers climbed from $264 million 100 

in 1982-83 to $534 million in 1988-89. 
More than 80% of these sales were of 
titles they had published themselves. 
Over the same period, the sales of 
French-language publishers increased 
from $65 million to $147 million, and 
about 65% of these sales came from 
their own titles. 


Did this increase in sales lead to 
increased profits? Was the injection 
of millions of dollars in government 
assistance and other types of aid over 
this period beneficial? 

Figures | and II show the distribution Pts 
of publishers’ incomes by language.

In the case of the French-language 
publishers, aid went down slightly 
each year, from eight percent in 1982- 
83 to less than six percent in 1988-89. 


Would Canadian-controlled publishing 
houses have been profitable without 
these subsidies? To find out, a new 
calculation of income and profits was 
made, ignoring financial aid. The 
results are shown in Figure III. 


Even without financial aid, English- 
language publishers would have 
shown a profit each year. This figure 
clearly shows, altogether, without 
Outside assistance, French-language 
publishing firms would have shown a 
deficit for five of the seven years. For 
each of these years, however, they 
were moving progressively towards 
profitability. 


This study is only partial; despite the 
limited number of participants, the 
book publishing industry may be 
viewed from several angles other than 
language, each of which has its own 
characteristics. For example, the 
specific effects of size or 
specialization on the production of 
new titles, income or profitability were 
not examined. Other indicators, such 
as financial ratios, would be helpful in 
any attempt to obtain a complete

When we attend a beautifully 
costumed and elegantly staged 
classical ballet or a starkly compelling 
modern dance piece, it is in large part 
Our support —- directly and indirectly 
- that makes the experience possible. 
Not only the tickets we buy, but also 
the dollars we pay-in taxes and 
consumer purchases enable this most 
graceful and physically demanding of 
the performing arts to speak to us. 


Each year the Performing Arts Survey 
takes stock of the finances, 
performances and attendance of 
Canada’s professional, non-profit 
theatre, music, dance and opera 
companies. While the 1988-89 data 
are now available, at the time of 
writing, the most recent data were for 
companies with fiscal years ending 
between September 1, 1987 and 
August 31, 1988. That year, 369 
companies responded - 220 theatre, 


88 music, 48 dance and 13 opera. It is 
the 48 dance companies which are the 
focus of this article. Comparison with

Three principal sources of funding 
exist for performing arts companies: 
earned (primarily through box office 
sales), public (government) grants, 
and private donations (corporate and 
individual). Since at least 1982, 
earned revenue from all sources has 
consistently remained at 43% or less 
of total revenues realized by dance 
companies. The other performing 
disciplines averaged 50% or greater 
over the same period. 


Over the seven year period studied, 
there has been a marked increase in 
the proportion of persons attending 
dance performances as part of a 
subscription series, rather than ona 
single ticket purchase basis. 
Subscription tickets, as a proportion 
of all tickets sold, rose from less than 
10% in 1982 to just over 35% in 1988. 
At the same time, the other 
disciplines, which already obtained a 
substantial proportion of ticket sales 
through subscriptions, have simply 
endeavoured to maintain their 
subscription sales as an important 
part of earned revenue. 


After dollars are converted to their 
equivalent 1988 value, government 
funding as a revenue source 
increased substantially over the 7 
year period from $10.8 million to $18.7 
million. In both 1984 and 1986, 
government grants actually exceeded 
the total amount of revenue earned by 
dance companies, underlining how 
vital these grants are in reducing the 
discrepancy between earned revenues 
and company expenditures. They are 
Significantly higher for dance 
companies than for the other three 
disciplines combined. 


While the total dollar support of our 
performing arts companies has been 
steadily increasing, the number of 
companies being funded by public 
grants has also increased. Therefore, 


TABLE 2 


as Table 1 (page 3) shows, average 
dollar support per dance company 
generally declined throughout much 
of the 1980’s, although 1988 saw this 
downward trend reversed. This 
pattern is not constant for dance 
companies of all sizes. For medium 
and large companies (with total 
revenue of $200,000 to $800,000, and 
greater than $800,000, respectively), 
while levels of grants per company 
fluctuated during the 1980s, 
companies reporting in 1988 recorded 
levels 18% lower than those of 1982. 
Small dance companies on the other 
hand (those with less than $200,000 
total annual revenue), despite a drop 
in average grants in 1984, rallied in 
1986, and in 1988 showed a 12% 
increase over 1982. 


Business and individual donations are 
an essential link with earned and 
public revenues, making up about 15% 
of dance company revenues. 
Although total dollars obtained from 
this source have doubled over the 
decade from $3.8 million in 1982 
(constant 1988 doliars) to $7.3 million 
in 1988, so has the number of 
companies reporting assistance from 
this quarter. The result? While 1988 
total average per company receipts 
from the private sector were higher in 
1988 than in 1982 (adjusted for 
inflation), the increase was just 3% 
and the intervening years saw 
substantially lower levels. A further 
examination of the breakdown by 
company size (Table 2) shows that 
average Company values in 1988 were 
actually lower than those of 1982 for 
each of the groups. 


Aithough total revenue for all 
companies increased throughout the 
1980s, prior to 1988 at the individual 
company level, average earned and 
unearned revenues from all sources 
were declining sharply. But, as

revenues declined, so too did average 
company expenditures. In fact, the 
balance between income and 
expenses has been steadily 
strengthening throughout the period. 
This can be seen in the total deficits 
reported by dance companies, which 
were at a high of $1.4 million in 1982, 
fell to $1.1 million in 1984 and 
dropped to $743,000 in 1986. They 
recorded a total surplus of $40,800 in 
1988. 


The public is indeed part of the 
dance. Ticket purchases are the most 
direct support, but government grants 
from tax dollars and corporate 
support, made possible by consumer 
spending, also contribute indirectly to 
the total income receipts of each 
performing company. [] 


French-Language Periodicals in Canada

English and French are the principal 
languages in Canadian periodicals. 
This article compares French- 
language periodicals with those 
published in English, bilingual 
periodicals and those in other 
languages. 


Statistics from the survey of 
periodicals show that over half of the 
1,534 periodicals produced by 
Canadian publishers in the 1988-89 
fiscal year were published in English, 
22% in French and 16% were bilingual 
(English and French). Forty-seven 
publications in languages other than 
English and French accounted for the 
remaining 3%.

Although English is the dominant 
language in Canadian periodical 
publishing, it is French-language and 
bilingual periodicals that have 
increased substantially since 1985-86. 
The number of French-language 
periodicals published in Canada rose 
26% to 339 between 1985-86 and 
1988-89, and that of bilingual 
publications increased a dramatic 87% 
to 247. The number of English- 
language periodicals rose a modest 
3% to 901 during the period. 


Most of the French-language 
periodicals are published in Quebec. 
Of the 339 published in 1988-89, 91% 
were produced in Quebec, 7% in

Ontario and 2% in all other provinces 
combined. Ontario publishers 
produced almost 62% of the English- 
language periodicals published in 
Canada. Six percent were produced 
in Quebec while the rest of the 
provinces, together, produced 32%. 


Circulation of French- 
Language Periodicals Growing 


The circulation of French-language 
periodicals is in a growth stage. In 
1985-86, 99 million copies of French- 
language periodicals were circulated. 
By 1988-89, the annual circulation of 
French periodicals had reached 158 
million copies, an increase of almost 
60% from 1985-86. This compares 
with an increase in circulation of 30% 
for all periodicals and a less than 17% 
increase to 367 million copies for 
English-language periodicals. In an 
amazing spurt, the circulation of 
bilingual publications doubled over 
the same period to 28 million copies 
annually (Figure IV). 


In 1988-89, the circulation of French- 
language periodicals per francophone 
was 24 copies annually, up from 16 
copies in 1985-86. The equivalent 
figure for the circulation of English- 
language periodicals per anglophone 
was 22 copies, up from 20 copies in 
1985-86. Overall, the per capita 
circulation for all periodicals 
published in Canada in 1988-89 was 21 
copies, up from 18 copies in 1985-86. 


Where French-Language 
Periodicals Go 


The annual circulation of French 
periodicals by geographic destination 
shows that in 1988-89 almost 85% 
(135 million copies) were circulated in 
Quebec. The circulation of French 
periodicals in any of the other 
provinces was less than 2% of the 
total. Canada exported annually over

3 million copies of French periodicals 
to the rest of the world, 2% of the 
total circulation. 


In comparison, Canada exported close 
to 5% (18 million copies) of all 
English-language periodicals in 1988- 
89, with most (over 14 million copies) 
going to the United States. Just 
under half of the total 367 million 
copies of English-language 
periodicals were distributed in 
Ontario. For the rest, 16% went to 
British Columbia, 10% to Alberta and 
6% to Quebec. Other provinces 
together received 17%. 


French-Language Periodicals 
Doing Well Financially 


French-language periodicals appear to 
be in a better financial position to 
deal with some of the difficulties the 
periodical industry now faces, such as 
the increased cost of distribution by 
post and the effects on readership of 
free trade and the Goods and 
Services Tax. Since the 1985-86 fiscal 
year, French-language periodicals 
have consistently earned a higher rate 
of profit before taxes than English or 
bilingual publications. Their profit 
before taxes, as a percentage of total 
revenue, was 5% in 1985-86, 
compared with 4% for English- 
language periodicals. Profit for 
French-language periodicals was 
highest in the 1987-88 fiscal year at 
8%, well above the industry average 
of 5%. In 1988-89, the earnings 
before taxes for French-language 
periodicals declined one percentage 
point to 7%, still higher than the 4% 
reported for those of the English. 


For bilingual publications, profits 
before taxes have been negligible. 
Their per unit cost of production at 
$2.20 per copy in 1988-89 was 
considerably higher than the industry 
average of $1.46 per copy (Table 3). 
The per unit cost of producing French 
periodicals was one of the lowest at 
$1.06 per copy. In addition, the single 
copy prices, the subscription prices 
and the advertising rates for French- 
language periodicals, on average, 
were below the industry averages. 
This was probably responsible for 
much of the improvement in the 
circulation figures of French-language 
periodicals during the past four years,

The myths and magic of film have 
permeated North American culture 
for several generations. The reality 
of the operations of the film industry 
in Canada are captured in a series of 
annual surveys which give interesting 
insight into the sector and its 
reactions to the rapidly evolving 
markets. 


In 1989-90, Canada’s film industry 
included 602 production companies, 
148 post-production service 
companies, 140 film and video 
distributors, 42 videocassette 
wholesalers and 733 cinemas and 
drive-ins in operation. Contrary to 
the strong association south of our 
border between the “film industry" 
and the end product in a movie 
house, in Canada, less than 10% of 
the market for Canadian films comes 
from the movie houses. The rest is 
absorbed primarily by advertising, 
television, and specialized work for 
industry, education and government 
institutions. 


1990 Indicators 


Except for the production sector, 
revenues are rising in the film 
industry, although profits on those 
revenues are leaner. 


Preliminary 1989-90 data show that 
production company revenues 
dropped 6% from 1988-89 to $588 
million. Profits diminished even more 
substantially by 31% to $15 million.

Motion picture laboratory and post- 
production service companies 
experienced a 14% increase in their 
revenues to $260 million. Post- 
production services accounted for 68% 
of this figure. Although revenues for 
these companies were up, profit as a 
percentage of revenue was down to 
18% compared to 24% a year earlier. 


Preliminary 1989-90 statistics show 
revenue increases for film and video 
distributors as well: total revenues 
reached $667 million in that year. The 
greatest share of their revenues (43%) 
came from conventional television 
productions. Videocassette 
wholesalers continued to increase their 
revenues; they showed a jump of about 
62% to $436 million in 1989-90. 


The number of cinemas and drive-ins in 
operation dropped to 773 in 1989-90, 
down 2% from the previous year. 
Nevertheless, revenues from admission 
receipts rose to $426 million and total 
attendance increased to 82 million. 


These 1989-90 figures are preliminary 
and are presently being refined. What 
follows is a more in-depth analysis of 
the final 1988-89 figures from the four 
sectors of the Culture Statistics 
Program’s annual film industry surveys. 


Who are the customers? 


Production company revenue sources 
reveal their principal markets. In 
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Canada 


1988-89 the most important source of 
revenue from productions consisted 
of the buyers of television programs 
and commercials, advertising agencies 
(27%) and television broadcasters 
(18%), followed by distributors (for 
distribution to all markets) (14%) and 
other producers using production 
company services (12%). It should be 
pointed out that investments in 
productions are not included in 
revenue. According to production 
companies which produce television 
programs or theatrical features, their 
activities require total funding of 

$126 million. 


Although no direct link can be made 
between reported revenue and 
number of productions (revenue 
reflects only a firm’s financial 
position), changes in principal 
activities are measurable. For 
example, the number of feature films 
and other productions 75 minutes or 
longer was up 26% from the 
preceding year, productions between 
30 and 74 minutes were up 6%; 
productions less than 30 minutes were 
up 12%; and television commercials

were up 10%. Only music videos and 
film strips did not increase in 1988-89. 


Taken as a group, production 
companies posted overall profits 
equal to 4% of total revenue. Profit 
as a percentage of revenue generally 
increases along with revenue. From a 
deficit of 21% for producers with 
revenues below $300,000, the ratio 
climbs to a profit of 7% for producers 
with revenues of $5,000,000 and over. 
Production companies in Ontario and 
Saskatchewan outpaced those in 
other provinces by posting profit 
margins far above the national 
average of 4% (10% and 12% 
respectively). 


In Quebec... 


The Quebec market is unique and 
more restricted, mainly because of 
differences in language and culture. 
The figures show that the main 
sources of revenue from productions 
for the province’s production 
companies are distributors (27%) and 
television broadcasters (23%). It is 
not surprising that, at the national 


level, the province’s production 
companies account for the largest 
number of productions in two 
categories: 43% of all productions 
between 30 and 74 minutes and 43% 
of all theatrical features. The highest 
provincial averages for television 
viewing occur in Newfoundland and 
Quebec (26.2 hours per week); the 
figure for francophone Quebeckers 
(26.3 hours per week) is marginally 
higher than the provincial average. 
Furthermore francophones watch 
more Canadian programs than 
angiophones. 


A glance at the statistics on Quebec 
production companies shows an 
overall deficit of 6%. A small group 
of 11 firms with revenues of 
$5,000,000 or more posted profits at 
the national average (4% of total 
revenue). It should be pointed out 
that, in addition to the reported $131.7 
million in total revenue, Quebec 
production companies received 
investments of $58.3 million for 
theatrical features and television 
programs.

Technical Services 


The activity level of production 
companies has an impact on activity in 
the technical industries, the 
companies which provide services to 
production companies. The 145 firms 
whose principal activities consist of 
providing laboratory, production and 
post-production services reported 
revenues of $228 million. For the year 
1988-1989, post-production services 
accounted for the largest slice (63%) 
of industry revenue. The remainder 
break down as follows: 29% for film 
printing, 4% for film developing and 
4% for allied activities. Since 1986, 
the revenue generated by technical 
service firms has improved, rising by 
26%, Compared with 34% for 
production companies. 


Distributors 


While many think of motion picture 
theatres as the distributors’ principal 
market, in fact, distribution to motion 
picture theatres accounts for only 
30% of their revenues. 


The revenue share attributable to 
distributing Canadian titles, as 
determined by studying distributor 
revenue sources by market, reveals

Joint Venture Spells Success for CRTC 


by lan McDiarmid, Chief of Marketing Research, CRTC 


The Radio and Television Project, a 
joint venture by the Canadian Radio- 
television and Telecommunications 
Commission (CRTC), Statistics 
Canada and the Department of 
Communications, is key to the 
success of the CRTC’s research into 
the kinds of TV and radio programs 
Canadians enjoy. This audience- 
oriented project purchases raw survey 
data from the BBM Bureau of 
Measurement (BBM) and refines and 
enhances it to meet the CRTC’s 
needs. 


It is this value-added treatment that 
sets the television and radio data 
apart. This kind of information is 
invaluable to the CRTC’s marketing 
research section when, for example, it 
conducts research in support of the 
review Of applications for station 
licenses. The market must be 
carefully analyzed to determine 
audience viewing habits. Based on 
this information, the impact of issuing 
an additional license in that market is 
evaluated.

Files from BBM provide information on 
viewer and listener habits — who they 
are, what stations they watch or listen 
to, and when. The files are compiled 
from surveys in which respondents fill 
in a diary showing which station they 
watched or listened to over a one 
week period. Although silent on 
program content, the files reveal such 
things as age, sex, education levels, 
occupation and language spoken in 
the home. 


In the case of television, Marketing 
Research staff identify and code the 
characteristics of some 5000 unique 
programs scheduled during the survey 
period — usually three weeks in 
November. This data includes 
program type, such as drama, news, or 
sports; Canadian content; broadcast 
language; and, the program’s country 
of origin. This particular file contains 
data on ail television stations whose 
signals are received ordinarily in 
Canada off-air or on cable systems. 
This program information is then 
combined with the tuning file, creating 


a single data base with powerful 
analytic potential. 


The data base allows the Commission 
to examine scheduling and viewing, 
both the supply and demand for 
programming at the network and 
individual station level. It is thus a 
unique tool for examining TV industry 
trends in Canada. For example, the 
scheduling and viewing of Canadian 
programs can be analyzed by 
audience demographics, region, 
province, or even by local market. Or, 
the influence of American services can 
be tracked over time. 


Custom analyses using the data base 
are often undertaken On diverse topics 
related to strategic issues. Last year 
the Commission looked at the 
availability and viewing of children’s 
programming. Chart 1 is one of 
several produced for a paper on the 
Status of children’s programs in 
Canada. 


The Radio and Television Project also 
purchases radio tuning and 


demographic data from BBM. While

the radio data base is similar to that 
for television, there is one major 
difference: BBM does not provide 
information on radio schedules. Most 
radio stations have specific music or 
programming formats, targeting a 
particular audience or demographic 
segment, and varying little over a 24- 
hour period. Radio listening analyses 
must take this unique program style 
into account. 


Marketing Research adds information 
On station formats to enhance the 
data base’s potential. In this way 
tuning can be measured by particular 
formats, by grouping data on similar 
stations, such as adult contemporary, 
country, jazz, oldies, talk. [For more 
details on station formats see Focus 
on Culture, Vol. 2 No. 4 Winter 1990] 


The Commission also conducts spot 
checks on station performance. 
These are based on music play lists 
and audio tapes that stations are 
regularly required to submit. Radio 
program analysts spend hours 
listening to these tapes and verifying 
the play lists, making sure that 
program commitments are met. 


Canadian content requirements are 
well known, but they are only one 
aspect of radio policy. A primary goal 
of FM policy, for example, is to 
achieve as wide a range of 
programming formats as possible in a 
given market. Emerging formats, the 
convergence of AM and FM formats, 
shifting audience demographics, and 
the effects of new technologies are 
all issues under examination. 


The data bases created by the Radio 
and Television Project are valuable 
resources for the Commission. They 
contain television data from 1984 to 
1989 and radio data from 1986 to 
1990. They demonstrate the benefits 
of interdepartmental cooperation and 
resource sharing, and make it easier 
for the CRTC to reach its goals. The 
scope of these data bases is such 
that analysis is limited only by time 
restrictions. [] 


The Broadcasting Act of 1968 
established the Canadian Radio- 
television and Telecommunications 
Commission (CRTC), as an 
independent agency to regulate and 
supervise all areas of the Canadian 
broadcasting system. This includes 
both AM and FM radio, conventional 
television, pay and specialty 


television, and cable services. The 
CRTC Act of 1975 established an 
additional role for the Commission as 
a regulator of telecommunication 
companies within federal jurisdiction. 
The new Broadcasting Act (1990) has 
redefined the role of the Commission 
in the face of rapid changes within 
these industries. 


Highlights of New Publications from the 
Culture Statistics Program

A whole new crop of cultural data is 
hitting the desks of cultural 
researchers everywhere. Over the 
past year, Focus on Culture has 
brought you news of 1988-89 cultural 
data as they were released by the 
Culture Statistics Program (CSP). 
Now, the detailed publications are 
here, and we thought we’d whet your 
appetite by giving you a glimpse of 
them. So, read on to find how 
broadly-based the CSP’s databases 
really are. 


Some Data on Canada’s Cultural 
Industries ... 


Sound Recording 1988-89 presents 
results of the annual survey of record 


label companies located in Canada. 
Here are some highlights selected 
from the publication’s many statistical 
tables: 


The 1988-89 Canadian market for 
sound recording was an 
estimated $481 million, an 
increase of 12% over 1987-88, 
due largely to an increase in sales 
of records manufactured in 
Canada. 


Record label companies located 
in Canada reported sales of $312 
million, a 15% increase over 1987- 
88. 


Ontario companies had 75% of 
sales by companies in Canada, 
while a further 23% went to 
Quebec companies. 


The market share for cassette 
tapes remained around 52%, 
while the share of vinyl albums 
dropped to 19%. Compact discs 
increased their market share to 
26%. 


Foreign-controlled record label 
companies dominated the market 
with 85% of sales, 80% of full- 
time employment and 72% of new 
recordings. 


Other information collected includes: 
the releases and sales of recordings, 
the origin of master tapes, the 
Canadian content of new recordings 
and the financial position of the 
reporting companies.

Information resulting from the CSP’s 
annual survey of periodicals can be 
found in Periodical Publishing 1988- 
89. The survey is an annual census of 
individual periodicals published in 
Canada during 1988-89. In that year: 


The total annual circulation of 
1,534 Canadian periodicals 
reached 558 million copies, up 
9% from the previous year. 


Total circulation was highest for 
periodicals published in Ontario 
with 309 million copies annuaily. 


Quebec periodicals experienced 
a 21% increase in annual 
circulation, reaching 157 million 
copies. 


Paid circulation accounted for 
more than half (56%) of the total 
(combined) circulation per issue. 


Other information available in this 
publication includes revenues by 
source (advertising, subscriptions, 
single copy sales, etc.), expenses, 
description of the periodical 
population by category, content, 
language, province of the publisher, 
and more. Additional information is 
available in Periodical Publishing 
1988-89, (Catalogue Number 87-203), 
$17 in Canada. 


Results from the annual surveys of the 
film industry are published in Film and 
Video, 1988-89. These four surveys 
cover the film production, post- 
production, distribution and exhibition 
sectors. Among highlights of this 
publication are the following: 


The number of theatrical feature 
film productions increased to 46 
from 34 in 1987-88. Quebec 
companies produced 44% of 
these features. 


The 145 motion picture laboratory 
and post-production service 
companies reported total 
revenues of $228 million. 


Canadian productions provided 
only 8% of the total revenues of 
film and video distributors. 


Admission receipts to cinemas 
increased by 4% from 1987-88 
levels, while attendance 
decreased by 7%.

Television Viewing 1989 provides 
summary data from Statistics 


Canada’s Television Viewing Data 
Bank on the television viewing habits 
of Canadians aged 2 and over. 

Among other interesting facts, you will 
find that: 


Canadians watched an average of 
23.4 hours of television per week 
in 1989. This was the lowest level 
reported in the 1980’s. 


Canadian programmes were more 
popular with francophones than 
with anglophones. 


Quebec and Newfoundland were 
the provinces where Canadian 
comedy and drama were the most 
popular (10.8% and 5.4% of total 
viewing, respectively). 


Other data available in the publication 
include average hours of viewing per 
capita analyzed by age, sex and 
province, as well as a percentage 
breakdown of total viewing by 
program type and origin.

An analytical description of Canada’s 
book publishing industry makes up the 


text of Specialization: A 
Characteristic of Book Publishing, a 
bulletin in the Culture Communique 
series. This 13-page analysis 
examines how book publishers tend to 
specialize in various markets through 
an examination of title production, 
sales of own titles and exclusive 
agency titles, market shares and 
profitability. Some highlights of the 
analysis include: 


In 1988-89, the majority of 
Canadian-controlled firms 
specialized in tradebooks, 
foreign-controlled firms were 
more interested in textbooks. 


Textbook specialists reported the 
highest before tax profit at 12% 
of their revenues. 


Canadian-controlled publishers 
specializing in professional and 
technical titles accounted for 
70% of the total sales in this 
category.

Institutions 


The Culture Statistics Program 
conducts an annual survey of all 
public libraries in Canada. Data such 
as circulation figures, holdings of 
books and other material, acquisitions, 
employment, revenues, expenses and 
more are published in Public Libraries, 
1988-89. Among the wealth of 
information are the following 
highlights: 


Circulation was up by 1%, at 176 
million transactions during 1988- 
89. 


Public libraries reported holdings 
of 59.6 million books, or 2.3 
books per capita. 


Acquisitions were up 11% in 
1988-89, the first major increase 
in three years; they reached 4.4 
million items. 


993 public library boards reported 
a total of 3,111 permanent service 
points in 1988-89. On a per 
capita basis, there was one 
permanent service point per 8,300 
people.

Data on cultural spending by all levels 
of government are collected annually 
and the latest survey results are 
published in Government

sectors. Among other interesting 
facts: 


In 1988-89, governments at all 
levels (federal, provincial and 
municipal) spent a total of $5.3 
billion on culture. 


After controlling for inflation, 
cultural spending by all levels has 
increased at an average annual 
rate of nearly 3% since 1984-85. 


Federal spending on culture 
reached $2.8 billion, or 2% of the 
total federal budget. 


After controlling for inflation 
since 1984-85, government 
spending has increased at an 
average annual rate of 4% for 
heritage activities, 3% for 
libraries, 1% for cultural 
industries and well under 1% for 
the arts.

Both number of 
performances offered and 
attendance figures remained 
Stable from the previous year. 


Ticket sales accounted for 34% 
of the average revenues of 
performing arts companies, while 
government grants represented 
35%. 


Music companies recorded a total 
deficit of $782,700 in 1988, while 
the other disciplines showed 
overall surpluses ranging from 
$35,200 for opera companies to 
slightly better than $336,000 for 
theatre companies. 


Further data include information on 
the finances, performances and 
audiences of companies from the four 
disciplines of theatre, music, dance 
and opera.

Foreign control is another important 
factor in the film and video 
distribution market. The 23 foreign 
controlled firms represented only 16% 
of the 144 reporting firms, but 
accounted for 62% of distribution 
revenue. 


The videocassette market has been a 
goldmine for distributors. The 
proportion of Canadian households 
with videocassette recorders 
continues to climb (from 15% in 1985 
to 66% in 1990). The closely related 
demand for rental of films and other 
programs on video has shot up, and 
the market continues to expand. Our 
survey, which does not cover retail 
sales, measures wholesaie sales of 
prerecorded videocassettes. The 
1988-89 figures show annual 
wholesale sales of $268 million. 


In 1986 (most recent data) Canadians 
spent more money watching videos at 
home than on movie tickets. Average 
family spending on motion pictures 
plunged to $41, while spending on 
videocassettes averaged $58. The 
figures reflect the enormous 
popularity of videocassettes. 


The decline of cinema attendance 


Going to the movies is declining, and 
the lost ground taken over by 
television and video. Motion picture 
theatre attendance figures, continuing 
their downward movement, fell to 79 
million in 1988-89. The 7% deciine 
from 1987-88 figures continues the 
downward trend which followed the 
high observed in 1980-81, when 
admissions totalled 101 million. 
Motion picture theatres have generally 
been able to offset the drop in 
attendance by raising ticket prices. In 
1988-89, box-office cash receipts 
totalled $375 million, with the 
profit/revenue ratio at 14%, up from 
the 1986-87 level of 9%. []

group or the company representing 
the artist(s). The record company 
contracts with an artist, rents studio 
time and assumes all the costs 
associated with the production of a 


master recording of that artist’s work. 


At that stage, a label company 
ensures that copies are 
manufactured from the master, 
negotiates a distribution agreement, 
and manages the marketing and 
release of the product. 


Record and label companies may be 
independent or under the control of 
a single corporate entity as 
integrated branches of a company, 
subsidiaries or affiliates. In Canada, 
the level of integration is such that 
all these companies are usually 
referred to together as record/label 
companies for the Sound Recording 
Survey. This survey, which provides 
the data for this article, consists of 
an annual census of record and label 


companies that generate revenues or 


release recordings from masters 
which they produced or leased from 
another organization. Given the 
small size of the Canadian market, 


many record/label companies engage 


in other sound recording related 
activities such as licensing, 
distribution and artist management.

leased from other companies in or 
outside Canada. Despite its 
importance, licensing itself generated 
revenues Of only $10 million in 1989-90 
compared to $340 million in sales of 
sound recordings. 


Corporate revenues for record/label 
companies totalled $636 million in 
1989-90. Approximately half of their 
revenues ($340 million) came from 
sales of records, tapes and compact 
discs and one-third ($240 million) from 
distribution for other companies, sales 
of imports, concert booking and 
promotion, artist management and 
other industry-related activities. The 
most lucrative of these latter activities 
is distribution for other companies, at 
almost $150 million in 1989-90. 


Many different entities can be involved 
in the distribution of recordings: 
independent distributors, record/label 
companies or even artists themselves 
who may sell directly to their audiences 
or to specialized retail stores. Most 
record/label companies sell to 
distributors or sub-distributors such as 
“one-stops” or “rack-jobbers”. (A 
“one-stop” services record stores, 
while a “rack-jobber" services record 
Outlets in non-record stores). In 
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Canada 


1989-90, record/label companies 
reported revenues of $340 million 
from sales of recordings, of which 
56% was from distributors and 31% 
from rack-jobbers. 


At the retail level, all recordings 
appear under a “label”. The label 
belongs either to the record/label 
company or to the distributor, 
depending on the agreements 
between them on how a particular 
artist’s work will be distributed. 
Among the different distribution 
agreements are the “buy and sell” 
agreement and the licensing 
agreement. 


Under a buy and sell agreement, the 
distributor (or company performing 
the service) buys a number of finished 
recordings from an independent 
record/label company in order to sell 
them. The record/label company 
covers the costs of production and 
usually most of the costs involved in 
promotion and advertising. 


Under a lease or license agreement, 
the recordings generally appear under 


Figure | 


the distributor's label(s). Although 
these arrangements are used for 
Canadian artists, it is most often used 
for the Canadian distribution of 
foreign artists. Under the latter 
arrangement, the licenser provides the 
Canadian-located company with a 
master tape as well as the jacket 
artwork, music video(s), poster(s) and 
other promotional material relating to 
the artist. The Canadian-located 
company releasing the recording 
(either a distributor or a record/label 
company distributing for other 
companies) incurs manufacturing 
costs (i.e. tape duplicating, disc 
pressing) and some marketing 
expenses in addition to the licensing 
fees. 


In 1989-90, approximately 80% of total 
sales of records, tapes and compact 
discs ($275 million) were generated 
from recordings produced by masters 
licensed or leased from companies 
located outside Canada, 11% of sales 
were from recordings produced by 
masters leased from other Canadian- 
located record/label companies, and, 
over 6% of sales were from masters

they produced themselves. Results 
from 1987-88 and 1988-89 survey 
years followed the same pattern. 


Canadian-controlled companies make 
over 70% of their sales ($39 million) 
from masters either produced by 
themselves or leased from another 
record/label company in Canada. 
Foreign-controlled companies 
generate 90% of their sales from 
masters leased from record/label 
companies established in other 
countries. A similar trend appears 
when we look at the origin of albums 
released. Foreign-controlled 
companies release 96% of their 
albums from master(s) leased from 
record/label companies in other 
countries. 


Marketing is an increasingly important 
factor in the distribution of 
recordings. In 1989-90, record/label 
companies spent $80 million on 
marketing, an increase of 25% over 
the previous year. Although 70% of 
companies reported marketing 
expenses, the predominant 
expenditures are made by large! 
companies. 98% of the total 
marketing expenses were made by 
companies in the large category. 
Foreign-controlled companies spent 
more than half of their total operating 
expenses On marketing, compared to 
less than 30% for large Canadian- 
controlled companies. Marketing 
expenditures decrease with the size 
of the company, but even small and 
medium size companies allocate up to 
14% of their operating budget to 
marketing. 


With the advent of “Much Music” and 
“Musique Plus” channels on TV, the 
production of music videos has 
become an increasingly important part 
of promoting artists and their 
recordings. Music video promotion 
expenses doubled between the 1987- 
88 and 1989-90 survey years to reach 
$1.6 million. In the fall of 1988, 5% of 
television viewers reported watching 
Much Music, and 2% Musique Plus. 
These viewers spent on average 2.0 
hours per week watching Much Music 
and 2.3 hours watching Musique Plus.2 
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Radio airplay still remains the main 
dissemination tool for music.3 In 
order to promote Canadian artists, the 
CRTC requires that 30% of all musical 
selections played on AM radio 
stations in Canada have Canadian 
content. A musical selection must 
have at least 2 "“MAPL" elements in 
order to qualify as Canadian. These 
elements are: Music, Artist, 
Production and Lyrics. With respect 
to the FM stations, the percentages 
vary according to the musical 
category (e.g. classical music has 
minimal requirements for Canadian 
content). A recent study of the 
programming of 33 FM radio stations 
indicated about 68% of their air time 
was music.4: 


Releases and sales of recordings with 
Canadian content have remained 
stable around 15% of total releases 
and 11% of total sales in the past 
three years. Canadian-controlled 
companies generate approximately 
half of their total sales of records, 
tapes and compact discs from 
Canadian-content releases. Foreign- 
controlled companies obtained $16 
million in Canadian- content sales, 
slightly less than their Canadian 
counterparts ($21 million). Overall, 
sales of Canadian content recordings 
account for approximately 5% of total 
sales by foreign-controlled 
companies. 


From artist to producer to distributor 
to consumer, the sound recordings 
industry in Canada has a significant 
cultural impact with 4,289 albums 
released in 1989-90 and an economic 
impact of $340 million in sales from 
recordings in 1989-90. []

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From Your Tables to Ours 


At the Culture Statistics Program we 
build quality into all our products. 
The initial step is to gather accurate 
data that meet our clients’ needs. 
That sounds straightforward, but 
ensuring that the results meet our 
criteria of accuracy and relevance has 
to be part of the process. This article 
explains the steps we go through in 
carrying out surveys that allow us to 
produce the information you obtain in 
Focus on Culture, our other 
publications, or even in your daily 
newspaper. 


We are most frequently asked for 
information on cultural products and 
services produced in Canada, on their 
share of the Canadian market, on the 
employment they generate, and on the 
financial condition of the companies 
and institutions involved in the cultural 
sector. People want to know about 
trends, how the cultural sector has 
changed over time. To provide this 
information we must collect 
comparable data for a specific 
reference period each year. 


Reference Period 


To obtain relevant data the Culture 
Statistics Program conducts 12 annual 
surveys of companies and institutions 
in the cultural sector. We ask our 
respondents for financial, employment 
and product or service information for 
their most recent financial year ending 
during the reference period for the 
survey. In most cases the survey 
reference period covers twelve 
months ending on March 31st; in the 
case of one survey, however, to 
conform with the way these 
companies operate, the period ends 
on August 31st. This approach - 
basing the surveys on the 
respondents’ financial year - was 
adopted at their request. Although 
this makes it easier for respondents to 
answer our questionnaires, it does 
mean that we must wait until after 
March 31st to begin collecting the 
data. 
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Start-up 


The surveys of the Culture Statistics 
Program have existed now for a 
number of years. Each year, however, 
we have to review our questionnaires 
in consultation with outside experts to 
make certain they are up-to-date and 
relevant. Normally this results in 
minor changes designed to help 
obtain better information for our 
clients. From time to time a new issue 
emerges that leads to substantial 
additions, as reported in the article 
on the Periodical survey in this issue 
of Focus on Culture. Occasionally we 
need to review a Survey from top to 
bottom, looking not just at the 
content, but at the overall approach 
being taken. 


In general the preparatory activities 
for a survey include: 


planning and consultation, to 
ensure the surveys continue to 
meet user requirements 


updating the mailing list to ensure 
accurate and complete coverage 
of the target group 


questionnaire revision and design 
with special attention on making 
the questionnaire easier to 
complete 


preparation of covering fetters, 
information from the pervious 
survey and other inserts designed 
to help the respondent answer all 
questions accurately 


revising the collection and 
processing manuals and 
preparing edit specifications so 
our interviewers get the right 
answers from respondents 


Mail Out 


The surveys are mailed out shortly 
after the end of the reference period. 
Mail outs are staggered somewhat to 
accommodate the processing of the 
material by Statistics Canada regional 
office staff. By mailing at different 
times we can handle a greater number 
of questionnaires with the staff 
available.

21 days of the receipt of the 
questionnaire. All those who do not 
reply within a few weeks of the mail 
out are contacted by telephone. A 
special effort is made to obtain 
information from major companies and 
institutions. Their data affects annual 
totals significantly. Overall this effort 
is very successful; our surveys usually 
have a response rate greater than 
90%.

Once collected the data are entered 
into the computer and checked for 
errors and inconsistencies. We go 
through a series of rigorous steps to 
ensure the accuracy of the data we 
report. These include: 


. data capture verification

comparisons with previously 
reported data 


checks of the internal 
consistency of reported data 


estimation of missing data 


a review by project managers 
based on their knowledge of the 
companies surveyed and 
structural changes in the sector 


At times it is necessary to go back to 
the respondent to make certain that 
our interpretation of the information is 
correct. This also helps clarify any 
major changes revealed by the data. 


The editing of the data begins as soon 
as questionnaires are received, and, 
as with the mail out, the correction 
cycle is staggered so that more 
questionnaires can be handled. 


Dissemination of Results 


When all these steps have been 
completed it is time to produce tables 
of the preliminary data from the 
survey. Although this has been 
automated, there is one final step we 
must go through. The tables must be 
checked manually to ensure that the 
confidentiality of each company or 


institution is respected. This is a 
requirement of the Statistics Act. 


Then the project managers analyse 
the data and produce highlights 
covering interesting trends revealed 
by the survey. At this point the data 
are released, and are available to 
everyone through summary tables and 
special requests, even though they 
have not yet made it through the 
Official publication process. 


The steps in conducting a survey, 
from start-up through publication, 
overlap from one survey year to the 
next. At any one time we may be 
dealing with work from three survey 
years simultaneously. 


These stages in the life of a survey 
are designed to produce the best 
results possible now. They ensure the 
high quality data for which Statistics 
Canada is world-renowned. To keep 
them that way work on improvements 
is On-going. We want to be sure we 
can always say that the extensive data 
available from these unique surveys 
are the best available. 


As the world moves on new 
approaches will be developed, but 
one thing will not change — our 
commitment to quality. [J 


What’s New from the Periodical Publishing 


Survey

These are challenging times for 
periodicals in Canada, and the 
Periodical Survey is adapting to 
changing conditions within the 
industry. Some innovative additions 
have been made to the Periodical 
Publishing Survey to respond to these 
changes. 


Periodical Publishers are looking for 
ways to produce a more 
environmentally friendly magazine. At 
a recent professional development 
seminar On the greening of magazines 
organized by the Canadian Magazine 
Publishers Association, it was noted 


that a number of publishers are 
changing the type of production 
materials and techniques used. For 
example some are switching from 
ultra-violet cured coatings (UV 
coatings) which gives magazine 
covers a high-gloss surface, to water- 
borne (aqueous) coatings. 


Changing to ecologically cleaner 
magazines would affect the cost 
structure of periodical production and 
hence their profit margin. According 
to industry experts, recycled paper is

at least 10% costlier depending on the 
grade. With the encouragement and 
help of periodical industry and 
government experts, questions on the 
environment were added to the 
questionnaire for the 1990-91 survey of 
periodicals published in Canada. The 
questions are designed to collect 
information On the types of paper, 
packaging and ink used for 
periodicals, including the production 
techniques used for covers, binding 
and labels. 


The mail-out date for the 1990-91 
survey was moved forward to June 
from August for the previous survey. 
This will mean that the data are 
released by the end of June 1992, a 
full 2 months earlier than previously. 
The latest article on the Periodical 
Publishing Survey from the Culture 
Statistics Program’s quarterly 
publication Focus on Culture was 
included in the mail-out package for 
the 1990-91 survey questionnaire so 
companies responding to our survey 
could see some of the analyses made 
possible by the data they provide. 


The proposed changes to the 1991-92 
questionnaire have been sent to ail 
periodical publishing companies for 
their comments. The proposal calls 
for a modification of the expense 
section of the periodical publishing 
questionnaire to obtain information on 
salaries by function, as is currently 
done for other expenses. This would 
allow the calculation of certain 
performance ratios such as 
productions expenses to total 
revenue, advertising sales expenses 
to advertising revenue and publication 
distribution expenses to circulation 
revenue. 


The latest service bulletin, “Periodical 
Publishing, 1988-89 in a Historical 
Perspective” was released recently. 
Here are some of the highlights of the 
publication: 


* 


The total revenue accruing to 
periodicals published in Canada 
has almost doubled since 1981- 
82. It reached $867 million in 
1988-89. In constant 1981 dollars, 
the growth averaged 5% annually, 


compared to 4% for print 
publishing (which includes daily 
and non-daily newspapers, 
periodicals and books). In 
comparison, the Canadian 
economy as represented by the 
Gross Domestic Product 
registered an average annual 
growth rate of 3.6% during the 
period. 


In recent years, an increasing 
amount of advertising revenue 
has found its way to the print 
media despite competition from 
the broadcast media. Between 
1985-86 and 1988-89, advertising 
revenue (in constant dollars) for 
periodicals and daily newspapers 
grew an average of 5% annually 
and non-dailies recorded an 
average annual growth of 6%. In 
comparison, the average annual 
increase in advertising revenues 
for radio and television was 3% 
each. 


In 1988-89, the total annual 
circulation of 1,534 Canadian 
periodicals rose 9% to 558 million 
copies from the previous year. 


The results of the 1989-90 survey will 
be available by the time this article 
appears.

flirting with trendy technocratic 
jargon, the Fifth Annual Report of the 
National Advisory Committee on 
Culture Statistics is focussed on the 
concept of partnership. The 
Committee believes that in the 
present budgetary context, only 
increased co-operation will allow the 
Culture Statistics Program to stay on 
course and continue to fulfil the 
essentials of its role. 


This joint action must first be 
demonstrated within Statistics 
Canada. The Committee feels that 
the Culture Statistics Program could 
make better use of the surveys of 
family expenditure, imports and 
exports, the General Social Survey, 
and so on. Similarly, other Statistics 
Canada programs should interest 
themselves in the cultural dimensions 
of their surveys. 


Clearly joint action must bring 
together all those with an interest in 
Culture statistics, the Department of 
Communications, other federal 
Cultural agencies, the provinces, 
industry and university and other 
researchers, not only so their needs 
Can be better addressed, but also so 
there can be increased access to the 
data they often collect to fill gaps in 
the existing statistics, for their own 
Purposes. This would allow data

5 evident that in the present context 
the resources made available to the 
Program will not be increased 
Significantly. 


The Advisory Committee notes in its 
report that an effort has been made at 
joint action and that tangible progress 
has been achieved, for example in the 
level of co-operation between 
representatives of the Program and 
those of the provinces. For its part, 
over the past two years the Committee 
has heard from representatives of the 
municipalities, and industries such as 
recording, advertising and film. They 
have been asked to state their 
information requirements and to 
describe their accomplishments in this 
area. 


A great deal remains to be done, 
however, to promote systematic joint 
action, if we want the Culture Statistics 
Program to become the natural “point 
of convergence” for all those using 
culture statistics. In particular, we need 


to call on university researchers, whose 


expertise is already being tapped for 


other Statistics Canada programs. Joint 


CSP-university projects could be 
planned, with support solicited from 
granting agencies such as the Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research

Council. As well, the Program should 
consider greater cooperation with the 
Canada Council. 


On several occasions since its 
creation the Committee has examined 
the question of the use made of 
culture statistics. It reiterates in its 
report a recommendation it has 
already made several times: it is of 
little use to incur the expense of 
collecting data if there is no effort to 
make their existence known and if 
they are not disseminated in a format 
accessible to potential users. The 
Committee notes that considerable 
progress has been made in this field 
(the present publication is concrete 
proof of this fact) but hopes that 
more will be done. 


The Committee also devotes several 
pages to the profound transforma- 
tions (technological development and 
internationalization of markets) now 
affecting our cultural industries, 
artists and other cultural practitioners. 
These changes are real, even if there 
is a tendency to overstate their short- 
term effects. The complexity of the 
new problems they create makes joint 
action and co-operation all the more 
important. In this context, and 
because it is increasingly useful to be 
able to compare our culture sector 
with those of other countries, the 
Department of Communications has 
undertaken to bring together inter- 


national culture statistics. The 
Committee considers this to be a 
most interesting project, but it 
wonders whether the Culture 
Statistics Program should not have 
been more closely involved in its 
development. 


As well as taking an interest in what 
goes On abroad, in the case of arts 
and culture activities where 
knowledge of the degree of 
internationalization is required, it 
would be useful if our own national 
surveys included questions on 
international trade and related 
activities. In the same spirit, if we want 
the Culture Statistics Program to 
continue to reflect our cultural reality 
and its evolution, the existing surveys 
should take the new media into 
account, when they are relevant. 


The Committee realizes that the 
additional activities it calls for will 
have to be done without increased 
resources. It does not request 
increased funding for the Program in 
its report solely because it realizes 
that simply to repeat such a request 
would be pointless. Nonetheless, it 
continues to believe that the present 
level of funding for the Culture 
Statistics Program is inadequate. It is 
not sufficient to allow the Program to 
play its role fully, and yet its role is 
vital to Canada’s cultural life. [) 


The Declining Trend in Television Viewing 


John Gordon, Project Manager, Radio and Television 


Canadians are watching less 
television. This is one of the findings 
recently published by the Culture 
Statistics Program. The weekly 
average of 23.4 hours reported in 
1989 continued a downward trend 
from a high of 24.3 hours in 1984 and 
was the lowest level reported in the 
decade. Preliminary data for 1990 
show the downward trend continuing. 


This article examines viewing trends 
for various segments of the Canadian 
public over the five years from 1985 to 
1989. The data used are from Fall 


Sweep periods covering three weeks 
in October and November of each 
year. A brief examination of results 
from other periods of the year 
confirms the overall direction of the 
trends discussed here. 


Viewing seems to go against the trend 


Changes in Canadian viewing habits 


are not surprising it is the direction 
of the changes which is at odds with 
many predictions. Subscription to 
cable distribution systems is 
increasing, as is the diversity of 


The National Advisory Committee on 
Culture Statistics, established in 1984, 
exists to provide advice on the 
development of statistical activities 
concerning all aspects of culture and 
the arts in Canada.

programming on these systems. 
There are also an increasing number 
of video rental outlets to service the 
increasing number of families who 
own a VCR. Even with all these 
increases in the availability of 
programming and the addition of 
VCRs, viewing is decreasing. 


No two provinces are the same 


At the national level, viewing 
increased slightly in 1986 but has 
dropped continually ever since. For 
individual provinces, the downward 
trend is clearly evident in nearly all 
cases but there is more variability 
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from year to year and the direction of 
the annual changes is not consistent 
amongst provinces. For example, 
even with the overall downward trend, 
five provinces reported increased 
viewing from 1988 to 1989, but only 
one of these, Saskatchewan, reported 
viewing levels higher than 1985. (See 
Table 1.) 


Quebec also reported 1989 viewing 
marginally higher than 1985 but 
because the television environment 
there is so different, comparisons with 
rest of the country can be difficult. 
Within the province, the viewing for 
both major linguistic groups ended 
the five-year period at almost the 
same level as they began, although 
the changes from year to year were 
considerable and never in the same 
direction for two years in succession. 
Both linguistic groups demonstrated 
this pattern but, in any one year, the 
direction of change for one group was 
always the opposite of the other’s. 
(See Figure 1.) 


Lower years equal lower watching 


Given that nearly all provinces seem 
to be following this downward trend, 
perhaps the reason can be more 
clearly seen by taking a different 
approach to the data. The population 
can also be segmented by gender and 
age. In general, women watch more 
television than men and older persons 
watch more than the young. The 
major exception to this generalization 
is teenagers who watch less TV than 
all other major demographic groups. 
The downward trend in viewing can be 
seen in each of the major groups but 
is especially evident in teens and 
children aged 2to11. 


For adults, age 18 and over, the drop 
has been about one-half hour for both 
men and women over the five years. 
For both sexes, it is the younger 
adults, especially in the 18 to 24 age 
group, who demonstrated the greatest 
drop. In this latter age group, 
women’s average viewing decreased 
two hours per week while men 
reported a drop of one and a half 
hours. (See Figure 2.)

The variations by province mentioned 
above can also be seen within demo- 
graphic groups. For example, in 
Newfoundland which showed one of 
the largest provincial decreases in 
viewing (2.9 hours per week), children, 
teens, and women 18-24 all reported 
an almost-five-hour decline in viewing 
while males 18-24 reported a six-hour 
decline. 


At the other end of the scale, 
Saskatchewan’s provincial average 
increased more than three-quarters of 
an hour from 1985-1989. Following 
the provincial trend, young men’s and

women’s viewing also increased and 
although children’s and teen’s viewing 
still declined, the decrease was less 
than the national average. The only 
instances where the viewing of under 
18’s did not show a decline over the 
five-year period were Prince Edward 
Island teens and New Brunswick 
children 2-11; in the latter case, the 
1989 level was only one-tenth of an 
hour higher than the 1985 level. 


For years researchers have been 
concerned about the amount of

television that young people watch. 
Now it appears that youth have turned 
their interests elsewhere. But where? 
What are they doing with the extra 
time not spent watching television? 
Why is this happening? Will this 
change in habits carry over to their 
adult life? 


If nothing else, these changes will 
certainly provide considerable grist 
for the television research mill. In the 
belief that more information will 
increase our ability to understand 
what is happening and point towards 
other social impacts these changes 
may have on society, next year will 
see the undertaking of a project which 
will permit the examination of 
television viewing within a wider 
context. 


In 1992, Statistics Canada will carry 
Out a time-budget study as part of the 
General Social Survey. Similar to a 
study done in 1986, it will detail the 
minute-by-minute activities of 
Canadians. A comparison of results 
from the two years will document the 
changing patterns in Canadian 
lifestyles, including television 
watching. Hopefully, it will also help 
to answer the question of why the 
changes are happening.

Deficit Multiplies for Performing Arts 


Companies 


by Mary Cromie, Project Manager, Performing Arts Companies 


The deficit of Performing Arts 
Companies in 1988-89 was nine times 
greater than in the previous year and 
represented the largest deficit since 
1985-86. Although the total revenues 
of the reporting companies rose 8% 
between 1987-88 and 1988-89, 
expenditures rose 9%, resulting in a 
total overall deficit of $3.4 million for 
all companies. 


Total dollars paid to all personnel - 
creative and performing artists, 
production and technical staff, 
administrative and management staff, 
marketers, fund raisers, front-of-house 
staff, maintenance staff - amounted to 
$179 million in 1988-89. This 
represents a real increase of 5% over 
the previous year and more than 


half of all company expenses. Music 
companies in fact spent two thirds of 
their budgets on personnel. 


Other production costs consumed 
another $55 million, marketing and 
fundraising $34 million, and 
administration $18.5 million. Total 
expenditures reported were $320.7 
million. 


Total company revenues topped $317 
million in 1988-89, with government 
grants continuing to account for about 
one third. A total of $109 million was 
received by the reporting companies 
from the various levels of government,

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Canadian periodicals saw initial signs 
of the recent recession in 1989-90 
when their circulation figures 
dropped for the first time since 1984- 
85. However, total revenue in current 
dollars continued to grow despite the 
decrease in circulation. Increased 
advertising sales and price increases 
for single-copy sales and 
subscriptions were the major factors 
responsible for the growth in 
revenue. But when inflation is taken 
into account, total revenue for 
Canadian periodicals remained 
unchanged from the 1988-89 level. 


In 1989-90, the combined annual 
circulation of all Canadian periodicals 
declined 6% to 522 million copies 
(Figure 1 on page 2). The average 
annual circulation per periodical was 
down to 349,500 copies from 363,000 
in 1988-89 and 359,500 in 1987-88. 


Circulation declines for all 
revenue-size groups 


The decline in total circulation was 
across the board. Circulation figures 
for periodicals with annual revenues 
of half a million dollars and over 
decreased 4% in 1989-90 over the 
previous year. Periodicals in the 
lower revenue ranges experienced 
larger declines: 15% for those in the 
medium revenue range of $100,000 to 
less than half a million dollars and

18% for those in the small revenue 
range of less than $100,000. While, on 
average, periodicals were not seriously 
hurting financially in 1989-90, this 
downturn signalled the beginning of a 
rough and rocky road for Canadian 
periodicals. 


Revenue holding on 


Financially, periodicals were still 
holding on, thanks to advertising 
revenue which continued to grow, 
increasing by 6% from the year before 
to $576 million in 1989-90. This 
compares with a marginal increase of 
less than 2% for revenue from 
circulation (made up of single copy 
sales and subscriptions). Total 
revenue for all Canadian periodicals 
grew by 5% in current dollars to $903 
million in 1989-90 from the previous 
year. 


In constant 1986 dollars, however, 
circulation revenue in 1989-90 actually 
decreased by 3% from the previous 
year. After accounting for inflation, 
advertising revenue rose by less than 
1%, while the total revenue for all 
Canadian periodicals just barely held 
on to 1988-89 levels in real terms 
(Figure 2 on page 2). 


Compared to the Canadian economy, it 
would appear that the recession came 
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early for Canadian periodicals. The 
Gross Domestic Product (GDP), an 
indicator of how well the Canadian 
economy is performing, grew by 3% in 
1989 after posting 4% growth in the 
previous year. Although expansion 
slowed down, the Canadian economy 
outperformed Canadian periodicals in 
the growth of output during the 
period. 


Part of the problem for periodicals 
was that consumer demand for 
reading materials grew at a much 
slower rate than the demand for all 
goods and services. In 1989-90, 
personal expenditures on reading, 
adjusted for inflation, increased by 1% 
from the previous year.'! This 
compares with an increase of 4% for 
total personal expenditures on all 
consumer goods and services. 


A look at the performance of other 
print media suggests that periodicals 
are not alone in their struggle to 
survive hard economic times. 
Advertising revenue, which is the 
bread and butter of daily newspapers 
(accounting for 70% of their total 
revenue), dropped by 1% in real terms 
in 1989-90. Private radio and 
television stations recorded moderate 
increases in advertising revenue of 
1% and 2% respectively, after netting 
Out inflation. 


Quebec publishers hardest hit by 
the decline in circulation — 


Provincially, the decline in circulation 
hit Quebec the hardest as annual 
circulation of periodicals published in 
this province dropped 20% from the 
previous year to 125 million copies in 
1989-90. Led by drops in newsstand 
and controlled circulation, the average 
annual circulation per periodical 
published in Quebec was down to 
304,000 from an average of 365,000 
copies in 1988-89 and 347,000 in 1987- 
88.

Annual circulation declined 12% for 
periodicals published in Alberta and 
Manitoba. Those published in Ontario 
had a marginal decrease in circulation 
of 1%. Notable increases of 10% 
were recorded for periodicals 
published in Saskatchewan and British 
Columbia. The number of copies 
circulated by those published in 
Atlantic provinces rose by less than 
1% in 1989-90 from the previous year.

With employment in the Canadian 
periodical publishing industry down 
6% in 1989-90, the outlook for the 
1990-91 is bound to be grimmer. If 
circulation continued to drop with the 
recent recession, revenue is likely to 
decline as advertisers react to 
changes in the periodical market as 
well as to changes in their own 
economic situation. [] 
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Provincial Differences in Government Cultural Support 


Norman Verma, Project Manager, Government Expenditures on Culture 


Public support for arts and culture in 
Canada has a long history. A large 
number of government departments 
and agencies have provided a 
substantial amount of financial aid to 
cultural industries, institutions and 
artists, particularly since the 
Centennial in 1967, with the aim of 
making arts and culture accessible to 
all Canadians. Although people in all 
regions have benefitted from 
government cultural spending, there 
have been disparities among the 
provinces in the growth of support, as 
well as differences in the distribution 
of the total cultural budget among 
them. 


Spending Growth 


Results of the Survey of Government 
Expenditures on Culture show that in 
1989-90, governments at all levels 
spent a total of $5.7 billion on culture. 
The federal government contributed 
slightly more than half, at $2.9 billion, 
while provincial and municipal 
governments spent $1.7 billion and 
$1.1 billion respectively. 


Over the period from 1985-86 to 1989- 
90, with inflation accounted for, al/ 
government spending on culture grew 
by about 15%. Above average 
spending growth occurred in Nova 
Scotia, Quebec, Ontario and British 
Columbia. At the other end of the 
spectrum, outlays actually declined in 
Prince Edward Island and Alberta; 
while in all other provinces spending 
growth fell below the national 
average. 


During the same time period, federal! 
cultural expenditures grew at a rate 
exceeding the national average (12%) 


in Newfoundland, Quebec, Alberta and 


British Columbia. Prince Edward 
Island and New Brunswick recorded 
drops in federal spending. 


The corresponding growth in 
provincial government outlays on 
culture also averaged 12%, ranging 
from a high of 51% in Nova Scotia 


through 1% in Manitoba, to a drop of 
27% in Alberta. 


Municipal cultural spending grew 
rapidly in this period, showing a 
national average of 31%. This rate 
was exceeded in Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, Quebec, Ontario and 
Manitoba. However, total municipal 
cultural spending declined in Alberta 
and Newfoundland. 


Uneven Provincial Distribution 


Public funds for cultural activities 
were not distributed evenly across the 
country, especially with regard to 
federal support. The spending 
patterns, both absolute and per 
capita, reveal a concentration of 
federal cultural expenditures in 
Québec and Ontario, which reflects 
the location of a large number of 
federal cultural departments and 
agencies, as well as major cultural 
industries and institutions in these 
provinces. Federal spending in the 
other provinces, on a per capita basis, 
was higher in the east than in the west 
(see Figure 3).

There was no evident geographical 
pattern of cultural expenditures by 
provincial governments. Prince 
Edward Island ranked first in per 
capita spending at $93 per person, 
followed by Quebec ($75), Nova 
Scotia ($73), Manitoba ($70), 
Saskatchewan ($69), Alberta ($63), 
British Columbia ($60), Ontario ($59), 
Newfoundiand ($41) and New 
Brunswick ($37). 


In contrast to federal spending, 
municipal cultural expenditures, in 
general, increased from east to west. 
Per capita spending in British 
Columbia, Ontario and Saskatchewan 
exceeded the national average ($41), 
while it fell below the national average 
in all other provinces. 


Across the country, people benefitted 
differently from overall government 
support for culture. The spread was 
wide, ranging from Prince Edward 
island at $27.1 million from all levels 
of government, to Ontario at $2.1 
billion. 
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Differences in Priorities 


Cultural expenditures can be broken 
down into the major cultural sectors 
of the cultural industries, libraries, 
heritage and the arts. The three 
levels of government attached 
different priorities to these fields, with 
the federal government concentrating 
its spending on the cultural industries, 
the provincial governments on 
libraries and heritage, and municipal 
governments principally on libraries. 


Cultural Industries 


The cultural industries (which include 
broadcasting, film and video, book 
and periodical publishing, and sound 
recording), received $2.2 billion, or 
two-fifths of all government spending 
on culture, with the broadcasting 
sector accounting for 72% of this 
total. Ontario and Quebec received a 
significant amount (72%) of the total 
support given to the cultural 
industries: to a considerable extent, 
this pattern follows an existing 
physical concentration of production 
facilities and related infrastructure in 
these two provinces. 


Although various levels of government 
spent dollars on cultural industries in

all provinces, the proportion of 
funding allocated to these industries 
varied from province to province. For 
example, in Quebec, 46% of all 
cultural expenditures was allocated to 
the cultural industries, a higher 
proportion than in any other province. 
British Columbia recorded the lowest 
proportion at 20%. 


Libraries 


Libraries received a total of $1.5 
billion from all levels of government. 
Ontario’s libraries received the largest 
share -— $584.4 million, or two-fifths 
of all government spending on this 
field because there are substantially 
more libraries in Ontario than in any 
other province. There was a wide 
range in the allocation spent in each 
province; for example, libraries in 
British Columbia received over half 
(51%) of the total cultural budget, 
while those in Prince Edward Island 
received 19%. 


Heritage 


The heritage sector received $1.1 


billion from all levels of government. 
As with the cultural industries, there 
was a concentration of total spending 
in Ontario and Quebec. On a per 
Capita basis, however, spending was

relatively low in these provinces and 
high in the Atlantic region, due largely 
to the presence there of major federal 
nature or historic parks. Per capita 
spending was above the national 
average ($42) in Manitoba and Alberta. 


The proportion of spending attached 
to heritage differed from province to 
province. !In Prince Edward Island, for 
example, overall government spending 
on heritage was 47% of the total 
cultural expenditures, while in Ontario 
it represented 18%. In dollar terms, 
however, Ontario’s share amounted to 
$378.9 million, the highest of all 
provinces. Ontario is home to such 
large heritage institutions as the 
National Gallery of Canada, the Royal 
Ontario Museum and the Art Gallery of 
Ontario. 


Arts 


Governments at all levels provided a 
total of $369.4 million to the arts 
(which include the performing arts, 
arts education, and visual arts and 
crafts). The arts in Alberta received a 
larger proportion (11%) of total 
government cultural spending than in 
any other province, while New 
Brunswick’s proportion (2%) was the 
smallest. []

Book Publishing: Past Performance Holds Promise

It is believed that recessions affect 
the book publishing industry as 
severely as the economy as a whole. 
But does the book publishing industry 
really suffer as much as the 
economy? And how does it recover? 
Although it is too soon for an analysis 
based on the current situation, the 
figures reported by publishers 
between 1981-82 and 1989-90 provide 
some insight into the book publishing 
industry during a recession and the 
recovery period. 


Ten years ago, Canada was in the grip 
of a short but severe recession. From 
1981 to 1982, the value of the gross 
domestic product (GDP) in constant 
dollars fell by 3.2%, before returning 
to its pre-recession level in 1983. 


Book publishing 


During the 1981-1982 period, total 
sales! of the book publishing industry, 
including publishers’ own titles? and 
exclusive agency titles?, declined 
3.7%, then rose 6.5% the following 
year. Figure 5 shows the yearly 
fluctuations in the sales of own titles 
and total sales by publishing firms 
compared with the fluctuations in the 
GDP. Although publishers’ sales 
varied much more widely than the 
GDP, they increased more than the 
GDP on an average annual basis. The 
average annual increase in total sales 
was 4.1% for the period 1980-81 to 
1989-90 (3.7% for own titles and 4.5% 
for exclusive agency titles), while the 
GDP increased by 3.2% a year over 
the same period. As a result, book 
publishers suffered some adverse 
effects during the recession, but they 
emerged from it in a stronger position 
than the economy as a whole. The 
real increase (in constant dollars) in 
total sales in Canada for the ten years 
indicated above was 43%, reaching 
$1.04 billion in 1989-90, including 
$564 million for their own titles. 


All sales figures have been converted 
into 1989 dollars. 

Own titles are titles published by 
publishing houses operating in Canada. 
Exclusive agency titles are mostly tities 
published outside Canada. 


Tradebooks 


Although the book publishing industry 
during this decade was in reasonably 
good health, there were some 
differences in sales figures for the 
various product lines. For example, 
sales in the tradebook category

stagnated until 1986-87, when 
exclusive agency sales boosted 
tradebook growth rates by 7 to 15%, 
far exceeding the industry as a whole. 
Meanwhile, sales of publishers’ own 
titles advanced slowly but steadily. 
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The significant drop in own title sales 
in 1984-85 (see Figure 6) is probably 
related to a change in the publishing 
policies of some companies. No 
changes were made in the survey 
methodology at that time that could 
have induced this decrease in the 
data. However, general reference and 
how-to books appear to have taken 
off at about this time. The data 
indicate that the decline in tradebook 
revenue was offset by increased sales 
in the reference books category that 
year. 


Textbooks 


Textbooks appear to be less 
vulnerable during economic 
downturns. From 1981-82 to 1982-83, 
sales in the other categories declined, 
but textbook sales increased by 
almost 2%. Sales of own titles were 
even up more than 5%. Over the ten- 
year period from 1980-81 to 1989-90, 
total sales rose almost every year, 
growing from $254 million to $372 
million in constant dollars. Sales of 
own titles posted a real increase of 
almost 49%, and agency textbook 
sales increased somewhat less, with a 
gain of 43%. 


Summary 


As indicated above, the impact of the 
1981-82 recession on the book 
publishing industry was mild and 
short-lived. The book publishing 
sector even grew at a rate exceeding 
that of the overall economy, under the 
impetus of the strong growth of 
exclusive agency sales. Own title 
sales, increasing 3.7% a year, were 
lagging a bit behind agency sales 
whose rate of growth reached 4.5% a 
year. Tradebooks were mainly 
responsible for this situation. 
Specifically, agency sales accounted 
for more than half of all sales in the 
tradebook category since 1983-84, 
and maintained an average annual 
growth rate of 8.3% from 1981-82 to 
1989-90. Over the same period, sales 
of own titles decreased 1.8% a year. 
Our figures further indicate that 
companies dealing in textbooks or 
popular reference and practical titles 
did not suffer serious adverse effects 
during this period. The data suggest 
that diversification of products and 
operations often yields success over 
the long term. []

Deficits of Performing 
Arts Companies Continue 
to Climb

Newly released data from the Survey 
of Performing Arts Companies show 
that: 


e@ the net balance between total 
company revenues and 
expenditures resulted in a 
significant $7.5 million deficit for 
performing arts companies. This 
represented an increase in the 
deficit of 117% over 1988-89. 


earned revenues as a percentage 
of total revenues have been 
steadily increasing, moving from 
49% of total revenues in 1986-87, 
to 51% in 1989-90. 


government grants continue to 
account for over one third of all 
company operating revenues, 
changing little in the past year, but 
down 3% from 1986-87. 


theatre companies, as the largest 
component of the performing arts, 
display different characteristics 
from the other disciplines (music, 
dance and opera): earned revenues 
were much higher, at 57% of total 
revenues in 1989-90, and public 
grants were Slightly less, 
contributing 31% of revenues. 


55% of total performing arts 
company expenditures were for 
personnel wages, salaries and fees.

Looking out for the Cultural Labour Force

“Many thousands of Canadians ... 
devote most of their talents, efforts 
and lives to cultural activities ... 
whether as creators, designers, 
performers, impressarios, 
administrators, entrepreneurs, 
producers, directors, curators, 
technicians, translators, teachers, 
trainers and ... bureaucrats.”' 


Although their efforts are visible 
everywhere in such things as books, 
theatre, music and museum 
collections, it has long been 
recognized that Canada lacks good 
solid information on the individuals 
who create these products. For 
example, we have no precise 
description of: 


how many artists and cultural 
workers there are; 

what they work on; 

what qualifications they require; 
how they are being affected by 
social, political, economic and 
technological change. 


Statistics Canada, with the 
sponsorship of Employment and 
Immigration Canada, will be filling this 
information gap by the first cross- 
occupational look at Canadian artists 
and cultural workers. The Cultural 
Labour Force Project will be one way 
to recognize the social and economic 
value of artists and cultural workers. 
Most existing information sources 
such as the Census of Population or 
the Labour Force Survey do not 
provide a detailed cross-sectional 
picture of the cultural labour force. 


The project will be developed to 
integrate the information requirements 
of the cultural community: arts groups, 
individual artists and cultural workers, 
entrepreneurs, government policy 
makers. The first step will be to talk to

the cultural community about the 
survey and their information 
requirements. The Canadian 
Conference of the Arts, the 
Department of Communications and 
the Canada Council are already 
Participating in the project. Meetings 
and focus group discussions will 
occur over the next few months. At 
the same time, we will be assessing 
the best methods for collecting 
information from the cultural labour 
force, in order to prepare the 
schedule for collection. 


It will be a project of interest to 
everyone involved in the creation, 
production, performance, marketing, 
management and preservation of the 
arts in Canada. We will ensure that 
the cultural community has the best 
quality information possible about 
itself. Through discussions and 
continuous status reports, the sector 
will be involved in the project from 
beginning to end.

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The Canada Council Looks to the Future with 


Cultural Data

To better respond to the challenges 
facing the arts today, and to plan for the 
future, the Canada Council, the national 
funding body for the arts in Canada, 
initiated a formal long-range planning 
process in 1989. An integral requirement 
of this process is solid data on the arts, 
including the finances of arts 
organizations, the status of artists and 
cultural workers and the health of the 
sector as a whole. 


One of the important uses of the data in 
the planning process is to analyze long- 
term trends. The Council is able to 
obtain data on the performing, literary and 
visual arts organizations that it funds 
through Statistics Canada’s annual 
Performing Arts, Book Publishing, 
Periodicals, and Heritage Surveys. 
The Council began by focusing on the 
performing arts (performing arts 
companies received about one half of 
Council’s total grants of $88 million in 
1990-91). While Statistics Canada 
provides data from its surveys in 
publications and special analyses, the 
Council has requested long-term data on 
only the companies it funds. The special 
data series thus obtained from Statistics 
Canada’s Performing Arts Survey 
Currently spans the 1980s to 1990, and 
will be updated annually. It includes most 
of the performing arts companies

fundedby the Council. In 1990, the data 
series represented the activities of 241 
companies: 29 ballet and modem dance 
companies, 45 orchestras and chamber 
groups, 9 opera companies and 158 theatre 
companies. 


The Council has been able to tap into this 
wealth of performing arts data to develop 
the aggregate time-series data it requires. 
These include the finances and attendance 
and performance figures for dance, music, 
opera and theatre companies, and for 
performing arts companies by province and 
major urban area. Future work will focus on 
profiling small, medium and large 
companies. The data provide a unique 
portrait of performing arts companies 
funded by the Canada Council during the 
1980s that exists nowhere else. The 
analysis will be published by the Council in 
the near future to make the data available to 
the arts community. 


Long-term Trends in the 1980s 


Through data on its client companies from 
the Performing Arts Survey, the Canada 
Council is able to analyze long-term trends. 
The data have been aggregated by 
Statistics Canada to suit particular needs, 
including various discipline, geographic and 
size breakdowns. 
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As the data reveal, the 1980s was a 
decade of growth. The number of 
performing arts companies funded by the 
Council increased as many new modern 
dance, theatre and other performing 
companies appeared on the scene. 
Audiences grew with attendance 
increasing from 8.5 million in 1980 to 11.6 
million in 1989. There was especially 
rapid growth in young audiences, which in 
1989 made up 3.4 million or 29% of 
attendance (see Figure 1). Average total 
attendance per performance increased 
from 359 to 380, indicating a growing 
audience for more artistic product. 
Reflecting overall growth, average revenue 
per company increased by 12% during the 
decade, even after taking account of 
inflation. 


While more companies were reaching a 
growing audience, their ability to fund their 
activities increasingly became a balancing 
act with greater competition for resources. 
Whereas rising ticket sales, as well as 
other earned revenue, such as guarantees 
and service fees, allowed companies to 
continue to receive about one half of their 
revenue from earned sources, the 
percentage declined from over 50% in 
1986 to just under 49% in 1989. At the 
same time, however, government funding 
did not keep pace with growth which 
meant that companies had to turn 
increasingly to the private sector for 
support. Corporate support, particularly 
sponsorships, grew from 4% of revenue in 
1980 to 7% in 1989, and private support 
overall from 13% to 17%. Government 
grants by contrast declined overall from 
37% to 35%, mostly as a result of the 
declining share of Canada Council grants. 
These fell from 17% of revenue at the 
beginning of the decade to 13% at the end 
(see Figure 2). 


1990 was a turning point for companies as 
the early effects of the recession became 
apparent. Attendance fell from 11.6 million 
to 11 million. Corporate donations and 
sponsorships also fell after an almost 
continuous increase during the 1980s. 


The combined effects of the recession and 
essentially frozen Canada Council grants 
point towards serious financial difficulties of 
the sector, which are likely to become 
more acute in the 1990s. At mid-decade,

But by 1990, annual 
deficits had increased again to $7.3 million.

problem as they were in the mid-1980s, 
the full impact of the recession is not 
measured in 1990 data. Accumulated 
deficits, at about $20 million in 1990, 
represent a serious and growing problem 
for performing arts companies. 


Dance, music and theatre companies 
experienced overall annual deficits, while 
opera companies fared relatively better by 
posting an overall annual surplus in 1990. 
Dance, music, opera and theatre 
companies also vary in the degree to 
which they depend on different sources of 
revenue. Dance companies, for example, 
garner a smaller share of total revenue 


from earned sources than other disciplines. 


Earned revenues make up 37% of 
revenue for dance companies compared 
with 43% for opera, 47% for music and 
55% for theatre. Dance companies also 
differ from the other performing arts 
companies in that they go on tour to a far 
greater extent. 


Opera and music organizations receive a 
higher share of income from private 
sources, including corporations, 
foundations, individuals and special events. 
Opera companies receive 24%, followed 
by music (orchestras and chamber groups) 
at 20%, dance at 18% and theatre at 
13%. Opera companies obtain the largest 
share of support from individuals (7% of all 
revenue) of all the performing arts and 
support from individuals makes up the 
largest share of their private support. For 
music organizations sponsorships are the 
most important source of private support 
(8% of all revenue). 


The Challenges of the 1990s 


Although it cannot yet be fully gauged, the 
recession of the early 1990s is likely to 
have had a very significant and negative 
impact on the finances of Canada Council- 
funded performing arts companies, both at 
the box office and among sources of 
private support. Government grants, in 
particular Canada Council grants, have 


been frozen for many companies in recent 
years. A challenge of the 1990s for 
performing arts companies will be to hold 
on to existing audiences and reach out to 
new ones. For this reason the growth in 
youth attendance during the 1980s should 
be seen as a potentially positive sign for 
the 1990s. A critical challenge for 
performing arts companies will be to seek 
out and develop new sources of support 
from the private sector. 


Through the use of data from Statistics 
Canada’s Performing Arts Survey, the 
Council will be able to continue to monitor 
these trends into the 1990s. It will also be 
working with data from the other culture 
surveys of Statistics Canada to build up a 
comprehensive long-term profile of arts 
organizations, artists and audiences. 
These include the Book Publishing Survey, 
the Periodicals Survey, the Heritage 
Survey, the Arts and Culture Supplement 
to the General Social Survey and the 
recently announced Cultural Labour Force 
Project. [] 


The Balance of Trade in Canada’s Cultural Industries

Canada’s size, small population and 
proximity to the United States make it an 
unusual marketplace. Most books, films, 
recordings and broadcast entertainment 
products (series, drama and feature films 
for TV) sold in Canada come from outside 
the country, mostly from the United States. 
American firms located in Canada benefit 
from the profits of their exclusive 
distribution business, with little or no risk in 
distributing the popular, "mass appeal" 
U.S. films, books, and recordings. But 
despite this reality, export and import 
patterns have shown some notable 
changes over the last decade. 


Market Share of Foreign-Controlled 
Firms 


Foreign-controlled companies continue to 
account for a substantial portion of earned 
revenue, but recent data suggest their 
market share is changing. 


Their share of film and video revenue, for 
example, has declined significantly in 


the last decade. In 1989-90 they held 
59% of these revenues (including 86% of 
the theatrical market, 54% of the TV 
market and 26% of the pay TV and home 
video markets), compared to 74% in 
1982-83. 


Other notable highlights over the same 
period include: 


a slightly smaller share of domestic 
book sales by foreign-controlled 
publishers and exclusive agents 
compared to previous years (42% of 
their own titles and 53% of agency 
sales) 


73% of English-language publishers’ 
textbook sales (both own and agency 
titles) were by foreign-controlled 
establishments 


virtually no change in the percentage 
- 89% -— ofall record sales in 
Canada held by 14 foreign-controlled 
firms. 


Canadian Content Market Share 
Holding Its Own... 


What has happened to Canadian content 
in the last few years, given the influence of 
foreign-controlled companies on Canadian 
culture? 


Canadian drama made up 14% of total 
drama programming in 1989, more than 
double the 6% it represented in 1984. 
Over half of variety and game shows were 
Canadian in 1989, compared to 42% in 
1984. 


Canadian films and videos still earn only a 
small share of distributors’ total income: 
about 9% of distribution revenue in 1989- 
90, compared to 7% in 1984-85. 


With 4% of revenues in 1989-90 — the 
same as in 1984-85 - Canadian 
theatrical films were holding their share of 
revenues from movie distribution, but 
making no gains. 
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As a proportion of total revenue from 
distribution of home entertainment films, 
those with Canadian content showed only 
a slight increase, rising to 10% of the total 
in 1989-90 from 9% in 1984-85. 


The picture for broadcasting was even less 
bright. In 1989, 54% of the viewing hours 
of documentary programs had Canadian 
content, a substantial drop from the 71% 
they represented in 1984. 


Between 1984 and 1989, only 5% to 6% 
of comedy programs were home-grown 
Canadian humour. And, at 11% of total 
sales in 1989-90, the percentage of 
Canadian content in the record, tape and 
compact disc industries has shown little 
change over the years. 


...While Demand for Canadian Content 
Products Continues to Grow 


Canada is paying more for imported 
products trough increased royalty 
payments, and both Canadian and foreign 
players are competing for the higher profit 
margins associated with the distribution of 
imported cultural products. So it is quite 
remarkable that sales of Canadian- 
produced books, records and films are 
growing relatively quickly. The data (in 
constant 1984 dollars) show: 


@ Revenue from Canadian publishers’ 
own books, periodicals, newspapers, 
and Canadian films and records 
increased by 36% from 1984-85 to 
1989-90, to reach $1.9 billion in 
1989-90. ; 


Volume sales for Canadian 
publishers’ own books increased from 
$459 million in 1984-85 to $680 
million in 1989-90, a 48% increase. 


Sales of Canadian periodicals 
increased by 27%, from $182 million 
in 1984-85 to $232 million in 
1989-90. 


Canadian newspaper sales totalled 
$533 million in 1984-85 and $586 
million in 1989-90, a 10% increase. 


Canadian film and video producers 
increased their 1984-85 production 
revenue of $231 million to $445 
million (constant dollars) in 1989; this 
represents a 93% real increase. 


A real increase of 18% brought sales 
of Canadian content recordings to 
$33 million in 1989-90 from $28 
million in 1984-85. 


Canadian Products in Foreign Markets 


Increased penetration of foreign markets is 
one avenue Canadian firms can explore to 
increase their sales outside the small 
domestic market. In fact, although its value 
is small in relation to total sales in Canada, 
the export market is growing: 


Data show that sales of exported 
cultural products almost doubled 
through the 1980s, reaching $238 
million in 1989 


Export sales of TV programming 
increased from $17 million in 1982 to 
$24 million (in 1982 dollars) in 1990, 
an overall hike of 41%. 


Film and video exports by distributors 
and producers increased from $18 
million in 1981-82 to $96 million (in 
1981 dollars) in 1989-90. Even two 
years earlier, these exports stood at 
only $33 million (in 1981 dollars). On 
the other hand, exports of records, 
tapes and CDs fell by more

than 50% over the same two-year period, 
to $12 million (in 1987 dollars) in 1989-90. 


Book exports more than doubled in 
constant 1981 dollars, to $27 million in 
1989-90, from their 1981-82 level of 
$12 million. 


Monetary transactions (receipts from 
foreigners for royalties, and licensing 
costs) were down 14% from 1988 to 
1989, to a total of $35 million. Annual 
increases averaged 10% 

in previous years. 


Culture-related hardware/software 
commodity exports amounted to $3.1 
billion (in 1988 dollars) in 1989, almost 
15% more than in 1988. From 1981 
to 1987, these exports increased by 
77% in constant 1981 dollars. 


Compare these figures to those for culture 
imports to Canada. Commodity imports 
(recordings, films, books, newspapers and 
periodicals) by cultural industries totalled 
$1.6 billion (in 1984 dollars) in 1989, a 
real increase of 33% from 1984 to 1989. 
Payments to foreigners for products from 
these and the broadcasting industries 
increased by 32% after inflation between 
1984 and 1987, and by 14% after inflation 
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Balance of Payments, Cultural Industries, Commodity Exchange 


and Monetary Transactions 
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from 1988 to 1989, to reach $507 million 
(in 1988 dollars) in 1989. Imports of 
culture-related hardware/software 
commodities totalled $8.1 billion (in 1988 
dollars) in 1989, up 9% from 1988. From 
1984 to 1987, the increase after inflation 
had been practically nil.1 


Balance of Cultural Trade 


Although exports and domestic sales both 
show annual increases greater than the 
rate of inflation, and the value of imports is 
growing less quickly, Canada still faces a 
large deficit in its cultural industries. In 
1989, the balance of trade between culture 
imports and exports continued to be 
significant: $7 billion. Looking at the 
different categories comprising this total, 
we see that, on a constant dollar level: 


@ The deficit for culture-related 
commodities tripled between 1981 and 
1989, to reach $1.6 billion in 1989. 


Since 1981, the deficit for monetary 
transactions (royalty payments, 
subsidiary rights) has more than 
doubled to reach $483 million. 


International transactions of culture- 
related hardware/software commodities 
produced a $5 billion deficit in 1989, up 
4% from 1988; this deficit recorded a 
60% increase between 1981 and 
1987. 


During this same period (1981-1989), 
the Consumer Price Index increased at 
an average annual rate of 5.3%. 


What Hangs in the Balance? 


While foreign-controlled firms continue to 
be the dominant force in culture industries 
in Canada, a declining deficit in the 
balance of cultural trade is a significant 
change. Some Canadian-produced 
commodities continue to find and expand 
their market niche and Canadian content, 
while not making overwhelming gains, is 
holding — and sometimes increasing — 
its ground. [] 


A major revision of commodity 
import/export classification to the 
Harmonized System (HS) of classification 
took place between 1987 and 1988: 
therefore data for these two periods are 
not comparable. More information on 
concordance between the two 
classification systems is available upon 
request. 


Special Announcement 


Library statistics users will be disappointed 
to learn that, due to 1992-93 budget 
reductions, the Culture Statistics 
Program’s annual Survey of Public 
Libraries has been suspended. This is 
one of our oldest surveys, providing useful 
information to the library community and 
cultural policy makers and planners since 
1921. 


The 1988 report of the National Library’s 
Task Force on Canadian Library Statistics 
recommended that the survey’ be 
expanded greatly in scope to cover 
libraries at all levels - university, college, 
school, special. Unfortunately, resources 
to carry out such an expansion were not 
forthcoming, and now, in fact, Statistics 
Canada no longer has the resources to 
maintain the current survey. 


The 1991-92 data will continue to be 
collected, but will not be analysed or 
released until funds can be obtained. 
Meanwhile, the 1990-91 data have been 
released and the annual publication, 
Public Libraries, 1990-91 (Catalogue no. 
87-205) is scheduled for release in 
August. []

Spending Our Culture Dollars

Canadians continue to spend a larger 
proportion of their incomes on cultural 
activities, particularly those that can be 
enjoyed at home. But some of this 
increased spending reflects the rising price 
of entertainment. 


According to Statistics Canada’s Survey of 
Family Expenditures, in 1990 families 
spent 9% of their income on culture and 
recreation activities — a 1.2 percentage 
point increase from 1982 and up 2 
percentage points from 1969. 


However, the price of entertainment has 
also risen. According to the Consumer 
Price Index, costs for entertainment 
admissions (the performing arts), movies 
and reading from 1982 to 1990 surpassed 
the average annual increase in the inflation 
rate for all items by 61%, 20% and 42%, 
respectively. 


Canadians, then, are spending more on 
cultural and recreational activities, but are 
more Canadians actually participating? 
Various surveys by the Culture Statistics 
Program show a number of trends. 


Spending on At-home Activities 
Increases 


People may, in fact, be going out less 
often because of economic pressures. 
Between 1982 and 1990 (in constant 
1982 dollars), the largest increases in 
spending related to home entertainment. 
From an annual average of $6, families 
increased their expenditures on video 
tapes and discs more than ten times to 
$62 by 1990. Spending on cable more 
than doubled increasing from $56 to $123. 


Expenditures on records and tapes 
consumed an average $54 of the 
Canadian family’s budget in 1982, showed 
no increase in 1986 (again, in constant 
dollars), and then increased by 20% to 
$65 in 1990. Compact discs (CDs) 
particularly captured the imaginations 


and dollars of Canadians, with the number 
sold increasing about 33% annually 
between 1988 and 1990. But, as CDs 
grew in popularity, LPs and cassettes 
waned, with sales dropping 56% and 13% 
respectively. Combined shipments of LPs, 
CDs and cassettes dropped 8% in 1990 
over 1989. 


Reading, on the other hand, seems to be 
one activity that is somewhat "recession 
proof". Surveys on reading habits 
between 1978 and 1991 show that 
Canadians’ interest in reading for pleasure 
continues to grow. 


While daily and non-daily newspapers had 
a 3% increase in circulation between 1988 
and 1989, Canadian periodicals did not 
fare as well, reporting a 6% drop in 
circulation in 1989. 


Spending on print media increased as well. 
In constant 1982 dollars, expenditures on 
magazines, books and newspapers rose 
between 1982 and 1990: spending on 
magazines increased from $41 to $50 per 
family; the amount spent on books rose 
from $46 to $55. Canadian families spent 
an average $106 a year on newspapers in 
1990. Textbooks and other printed maierial 
showed even larger increases. 


Spending on Going Out Also Rises 


Canadians continued to attend sporting 
events, spending $28 in 1990 (up 20% in 
constant 1982 dollars from 1982 levels). 
Their outlay for live stage performances 
was even greater, increasing by 70% 
between 1982 and 1990 (from $27 to $46 
in constant 1982 dollars). Attendance at 
performing arts events grew as well, by 
about 3% a year between 1987 and 1989, 
but a 12% drop was reported for 1990. 


From 1982 to 1986, Canadian families 
spent an average $41 a year to go to the 
movies, but by 1990, their average annual 
movie expenditure had risen to $50 in 


1982 dollars, an overall increase of 22% 
over the period. But in fact, fewer people 
were going to the movies: almost 4% fewer 
paid admissions were counted in 1990 
than in 1989. 


Proportion Spent on Leisure Remains 
Steady 


The general increase in spending on 
cultural and recreational activities reflects 
pronounced shifts in spending patterns by 
Canadians between 1981 and 1991. A 
look at proportions of income spent on 
food, shelter, transportation and other 
goods and services offers another 
perspective. 


Percentages of total income spent on 
recreation, entertainment, education and 
culture (a more inclusive category used by 
the System of National Accounts than for 
the Survey of Family Expenditures 
mentioned earlier) rose from 10.3% in 
1981 to 10.8% in 1991. In comparison, the 
proportion for food dropped steadily, from 
19% to 16%, and shelter costs increased 
from 20% to 23%. Transportation costs 
remained at about 13%, whereas the 
amount spent on clothing and footwear 
dropped from 7% to 5%. The share 
consumed by medical and health care 
services increased almost 1% to 4.5%. 


Consumer spending paralleled the growth 
in disposable income between 1981 and 
1991. Growth in spending slowed from 
4% in the mid to late eighties to about 
1.3% in 1990, and dropped 1% in 1991. 


Culture "purchases", like other consumer 
goods and services, are subject to the 
vagaries of the economy. When economic 
pressures ease, Canadians may find 
themselves with more culture dollars to 
spend. It will be interesting to see whether 
they choose to spend on more activities 
outside their homes, or if they continue to 
channel culture dollars to home-related 
activities. []

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A Site For Your Eyes: Historic Sites in Canada 


Erika Dugas, Project Manager, Heritage Institutions Survey 


What sites! The array of historic sites in 
this country , from coast to coast, is 
remarkable. Fortifications, living museums 
or heritage villages, canals and historic 
houses are some examples of the sites 
across Canada which help us recapture 
the past and experience the uniqueness 
of communities in our country. 


Sites seen by almost 17 million 


The first national historic park, Fort Anne 
in Nova Scotia, was established in 1917; 
this was only the beginning. By 1976, 
200 "restorations" were reported in the 
Statistics Canada heritage survey, 
drawing over 7.8 million visitors. Interest 
in and exploration of historic sites has 
continued to increase for tourists and 
locals alike. The Canadian Travel Survey 
shows that visiting historic sites is a 
popular pastime for "get-away" (short- 
break) travellers, with 17% visiting a 
historic site or park. Counting both tourist 
and local visitation, the 368 historic sites 
in the 1989-90 annual Survey of Heritage 
Institutions reported almost 17 million 
visits. 

What type of site ? 

Historic sites are a rich grouping of 
attractions: they can include sites, 


buildings, parks, and communities. 
Responses to the Survey of Heritage 


Note of Appreciation 


Institutions included community (local 
interest); human history, archaeology, 
anthropology or ethnology; fort or military; 
maritime or marine; science and technology; 
natural history or natural science; sports or 
halls of fame; transportation; and other sites. 
This breakdown reflects the nature of the 
collections or the theme of the reporting 
historic site. 


From house to church....the sense of 
community 


"Community" is the largest single category, 
recording 197 historic sites. Most such 
sites are historic house museums, such as 
Simeon Perkins House in Nova Scotia or 
Manoir Lebouthillier in Quebec, or historic 
church sites such as St. John the Divine 
Church in British Columbia. This grouping 
accounted for over 53% of the total historic 
sites in Our Survey. 


Most of these institutions are small. On 
average, they reported smaller interior 
areas, lower attendance, lower revenues 
and less full-time personne! than other 
groupings . The average interior area was 
674 square meters, or about one-quarter 
that of historic sites in general. While the 
er_of weeks they were open 
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general, the average attendance, 15,450 
visits, was lower. The average operating 
revenue was about $139,000 or one-third 
that of historic sites in general. 


Less than one-third of these institutions 
had full-time staff, the average being one 
full-time employee. An average of eight 
part-time persons and 17 volunteers was 
reported. 


Human history sites bring the past 
alive 


The next largest category of historic sites 
reported was “human history, 
archaeology, anthropology or ethnology”. 
Included among these 93 sites are what 
are known as "living museum” sites such 
as Ukrainian Cultural Heritage Village in 
Alberta and Kings Landing Historical 
Settlement in New Brunswick, historic 
parks such as |’Anse aux Meadows 
Historic Park in Newfoundland, and also 
smaller sites focusing on human history 
themes such as the Log Farm in Ontario 
or Cannington Manor Historic Park in 
Saskatchewan. 


Overall, this grouping of sites represented 
larger institutions with higher average 
operating revenues, higher attendance 
and more full-time personnel than 
community museums. They were also 
open for a longer season (see Table 1), 
and had the highest average number of 
volunteers (24). 


Not all institutions in this grouping, 
however, were large . While the average 
operating revenue of this group was 
approximately $610,000, half of these 
sites had revenues under $133,000. The 
average interior area reported was over 
4,000 square meters but 50% of the 
institutions reported less than 400 square 
meters of interior space. Thus, there are 
two distinct subgroups in this category. 


Ceremonial retreats: fort or military 
historic sites 


There are 44 fort or military historic sites 
in Canada. Examples in this category 


include the Fortifications of Quebec, the 
Manitoba North National Historic Park and 
Sites, and Historic Fort York in Ontario. 


The average operating revenue of this group 
is similar to that of the human history 
grouping, as are the number of weeks open 
and the number of full-time personnel. 


As might be expected at such sites, the area 
reported was large, with the average interior 
area being over 3,000 square metres. 


Average attendance for military sites was 
considerably higher than for community or 
human history sites, with an average of 
almost 126,000 visits per institution. 


Other Categories 


The remaining types of historic sites are 
grouped into a category including such 
varied sites as the Yukon National Historic 
Sites, the Fort McMurray Oil Sands 
Interpretation Centre in Alberta, certain 
canalways such as Sault Ste-Marie Canal in 
Ontario and historic buildings such as 
courthouses and lighthouses. 


Generally, these institutions were larger in 
size and registered higher attendance than 
community historic sites . Their average 
operating revenue was $220,000, and they 
employed an average of 2 full-time staff (see 
Table 1). 


Funding: where does the money come 
from ? 


Historic sites reported a total of $118.6 
million in operating revenues; 21% of this 
amount was earned. 


An institution’s sources of revenue are 
largely based on its governing authority. 
Although institutions with a public governing 
authority represented 57% of the historic 
sites surveyed, they received 93% of the 
total unearned revenues. These unearned 
revenues were primarily budgetary 
allocations from their governing authority 
(e.g. federal historic sites receiving federal 
funding). 


Those institutions with a non-government 
governing authority revealed interesting 
patterns. Community and military historic 
sites (e.g. Murney Tower in Ontario) 
derived a larger percentage of their 
operating revenues from provincial funding 
than other non-government sites, while 
human history sites indicated a reliance on 
municipal funding. The “other” group 
reported the highest percentage of 
revenues from institutional or corporate 
sources, and from federal funding. The 
percentage distribution of operating 
revenues by source for non-government 
institutions is presented in Figure 1.

Historic sites benefit from a variety of 
granting programs. Since many of them 
have museum collections, they are eligible 
for grants from provincial museum 
assistance programs. Others still may Percentage 
apply for funding from provincial programs 100 
for architectural conservation or heritage 
restoration and conservation. Many 80 
foundations or trusts, such as the Manitoba 
Heritage Foundation, or the B.C. Heritage 
Trust, disperse grants to historic sites. 
Likewise, municipalities provide valuable 
funding. Historic sites also rely, although to 
a lesser extent, on federal or provincial 
employment programs.

These are but a few of the many highlights 
contained in Canadian Arts Consumer 
Profile 1990-91 - Findings, released 
in May 1992. The Canadian Arts 
Consumer Profile is the first national 
survey of current and potential consumers 
of professional performing arts and visual 
arts. Intended to form the basis for new 
marketing initiatives for the arts in Canada, 
the study was funded jointly by 
Department of Communications, the 
ministries responsible for culture in all ten 
provinces and the cities of Vancouver, 
Toronto and Montreal. The three year 
project was carried out by Decima 
Research of Toronto and Montreal’s Les 
Consultants Cultur’inc inc. 


The data were collected through surveys 
of the general population, and of those 
attending the performing arts and festivals, 
and purchasing original visual arts pieces. 
The surveys were administered in various 
cycles during 1990 and 1991. Findings 
presents and analyzes the results of 
65,000 questionnaires. The data reflect 
not only the behaviour of Canadians 
regarding the arts, but also their attitudes 
and desires — useful data for those 
designing marketing strategies. An 
interesting aspect of this analysis Is its 
presentation of results for various 
segments of the population, for instance 
audience compared to the general public, 
as can be seen in Table 2. 


The study is extensive in its coverage of 
the arts. There are data here on 
everything from stand-up comedy to opera 
to avant-garde theatre to performances for 
children, from paintings to videography, 
and on consumer motivations, attitudes, 
intentions and perceptions in all the 
provinces and the three participating cities. 
For any researcher interested in the 
consumption of the arts in Canada, this 
report will prove to be required reading.

The Cultural Labour Force Project Opens Across Canada

Consultations are the key to the Cultural 
Labour Force Project. 


The Cultural Labour Force (CLF) Project 
has been initiated by Statistics Canada 
under contract to Canada Employment and 
Immigration to obtain baseline information 
on individuals in the cultural sector: their 
labour market status and patterns, training, 
financial status and demographic 
characteristics. 


Statistics Canada and Employment and 
Immigration Canada have been consulting 
the people who know the most about the 
Cultural labour force — the individuals 
involved in the creation, production, 
distribution, conservation and support of 
cultural products such as art, theatre and 
television. As well, those who provide 
education to and about the cultural sector 
are being consulted. 


The consultations have focused on: 


how to identify the people involved in 
the arts, the cultural industries and 
heritage 


the kind of information needed on 
these people 


how to use the data to understand 
this sector, its employment 
opportunities and training needs. 


Quite a challenge 


A private consultant, Thompson Lightstone 
& Company Limited, with expertise in 
moderating focus groups and experience in 
the cultural sector, took on the task of 
organizing 23 focus groups in 14 centres 
across the country for Statistics Canada. 
Focus groups are particularly well suited 
for the research into issues identification 
and information needs, and to 
understanding the motivations, beliefs, 
attitudes and priorities of a particular 
group. Members of the cultural community 
were included as part of the project team 
to ensure that recruiters and moderators 
were speaking their language. Through 
these focus groups, individuals from 
Statistics Canada, Employment and 
Immigration Canada and others involved in 
the project could hear first-hand, without 
intervening, the honest views of the 
cultural community. 


Participants in the groups were selected to 
reflect the diverse disciplines and 
organizations within the cultural sector: 
visual and applied arts, crafts, music, 
dance, theatre, writing, publishing, 
recording, broadcasting, film and video, 
heritage, conservation, libraries, copyright, 
education and government. It was also 
important to ensure that as many people 
with as many kinds and levels of expertise 
as possible be included — artists, 


technicians, administrators and other types 
of cultural workers, professionals, amateurs 
and volunteers - from as many groups in 
Canadian society as possible. That meant 
seeking English, French and multi-cultural 
participants, Aboriginal people, persons 
with disabilities, women and individuals of 
varying ages and levels of 
accomplishment. 


It worked 


The cultural community was eager to help. 
Although there was concern about "yet 
another study of the cultural sector", there 
was strong recognition of the urgent need 
for a project that would provide the current, 
comparable, accurate data on the cultural 
labour force that is now lacking. In fact, 
the focus groups across Canada attracted 
an average of ten participants; a good 
turnout for a focus group is usually eight 
people. 


The depth and quality of information 
gleaned from the sessions went far beyond 
what had been expected. The groups 
identified many issues and the data 
needed to address them, provided useful 
information on which people to include in a 
definition of the cultural labour force, and 
offered helpful suggestions on the survey 
design. Personal experiences and 
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eloquent explanations of the cultural 
community’s concerns added substantially 
to the understanding necessary to provide 
useful information. 


A key issue raised by the groups was the 
sectors complex employment situation 
where many artists and cultural workers 
face unstable employment, low 
remuneration, few employment 
opportunities, barriers to advancement, 
poor working conditions and lack of 
funding, and must deal with the burden of 
being self-employed, the requirement to 
move where the work is, and the demand 
for many different skills. Education and 
training issues were also a concern: the 
lack of access to appropriate training 
opportunities and long-term funding for 
them; the lack of regional training centres; 
and the need for more professional 
development opportunities. The lack of 
recognition of the cultural sector and the 
need to illustrate the economic impact of 
the sector were other issues raised. 


The participants’ suggestions regarding 
data to address these issues included: 


labour force status (self-employed, 
full-time, part-time, etc.) 

historical job patterns and 
corresponding income 

profiles of occupations in cultural 
labour force 

the demographic composition of the 
cultural labour force 

differences by region and 
demographics 

existing education and training and 
the demand for and availability of 
them 

sources of income from cultural and 
non-Cultural activities, funding, 
sponsorship, etc. 

time spent on creative activities, 
practice, administration, lobbying, 
fund raising, etc. 

measurement of the sector’s 
economic impact 

the public’s perception of cultural 
activity 

how economic, social, technological 
and political changes have affected 
the cultural labour force 


Participants expressed a clear preference 
for a broader view of the cultural sector. 
Many different occupations and vocations 
- from the traditional artists and 
storytellers, to lighting technicians, 
booksellers, arts educators and arts policy 
makers, whether they are professionals, 
amateurs or volunteers — were mentioned 
as having a tremendous economic impact 
that would and should be measured. 
However, there is a recognized need for a 
detailed look at certain disciplines, such as 
dance, where the number of artists and 
others involved are small. 


Associations, unions and artist centres 
were suggested as organizations that could 
help identify people in the cultural sector, 
although it would be difficult to locate 
everyone through these sources. 
Participants were confident of the 
cooperation that these organizations would 
give. Participants felt that, if there were a 
clear indication of the goals of the survey 
and how the results will be used, the 
cultural community would endorse the 
project and encourage full co-operation in 
providing data. 


More ideas and detailed explanations are 
included in the report on the focus groups, 
which is available through the contacts 
listed at the end of this article. 


The focus groups are only one mechanism 
for obtaining information for the project. 
Other consultations have included sessions 
conducted during the Canadian 
Conference of the Arts’ "CCA Days” in 10 
cities across Canada. The CCA Days 
were partially funded by Statistics Canada 
and Employment and Immigration Canada. 


Consultations on the approach to a survey 
questionnaire are continuing in order to 
ensure that the information gathered has 
been completely understood and that the 
survey will cover the sector’s information 
needs as completely as the project's 
budget will allow.

Sound Recording and its Environment in 


1990-97 


Nicole Charron, Project Manager, Sound Recording Industry 


It is almost impossible to make an analysis 
of the sound recording industry without 
taking into account the international 
context. The Canadian recording industry 
has to deal with large multinationals, the 
popularity of international artists and the 
fact that the majority of sales involve 
products of foreign artists distributed locally 
by multinational subsidiaries. 


In recent years, new technology, 
globalization and the emergence of trade 
blocks have contributed to the 
development of international trade. The 
sound recording industry is particularly 
affected by this development. This 
industry has been influenced by the advent 
of compact disc players, compact discs 
and digital tapes and by the removal of 
tariff barriers on record pressing and tape 
duplication under the Free Trade 
Agreement with the United States. 


The 180 record companies that responded 
to Statistics Canada’s 1990-91 Sound 
Recording Survey reported a total of 4,665 
new releases, including 618 with Canadian 
content, and sales of $509 million, of 
which $54 million came from records or 
tapes with Canadian content. This was an 
increase over the 2,953 new releases and 
$401 million in sales reported for 1988-89. 


Multinationals 


At the international level, the sound 
recording industry underwent some major 
transformations as a result of the 
acquisition of multinationals by large 
conglomerates, such as Columbia 
Entertainment (CBS Records) by Sony in 
1988 and MCA by Matsushita in 1990. 
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A dozen-foreign controlled companies 
continued to dominate the record industry 
in Canada, with 89% of sound recording 
sales in 1990-91, the same percentage as 


share of new releases increased from 72% 
in 1988-89 to 79% in 1990-91. 


In 1990-91, foreign companies accounted 
for 43% of all sales of sound recordings 
with Canadian content, and 29% of new 
Canadian releases. As in previous years, 
the major foreign-controlled companies 
focussed on successful Canadian 
recordings. Canadian products must adapt 
to an international context, as they have to 
compete with foreign sound recordings 
marketed in Canada by multinationals, who 
can take advantage of economies of scale. 


Canadian-controlled record companies 
marketed and released under their labels 
71% of new releases with Canadian 
content, generating $31 million in 1990-91, 
or 52% of their total sales. Many 
Canadian record companies release 
recordings by foreign artists under their 
labels on the Canadian market by 
obtaining a licence from companies located 
outside Canada. It should be noted that 
foreign products account for almost half of 
the sales of Canadian-controlled record 
companies, and are often crucial to these 
companies’ survival. 


Technology and competitiveness 


Compact discs continued to attract new 
consumers, and their share of total sales 
increased from 27% in 1988-89 to 40% in 
1990-91. Vinyl LPs’ share of sales 
continued to drop, accounting for only2% 
of the $509 million in sales in 1990-91. 
Tapes’ share remained steady around 
56%, and singles on various media 
accounted for 3% of sales. Canadian- 
controlled companies were slower than 
foreign-controlled companies in moving to 
new technology. The 1990-91 figures 
show that compact discs accounted for 
27% of sales of Canadian companies, 
compared with 40% for foreign-controlled 
companies. Canadians are spending their 
ever-shrinking discretionary dollar on an 
ever-increasing variety of leisure products. 
Per-family spending on records and 
cassettes climbed from $63 in 1986 to $87 
in 1990, an annual increase of 9% in 
constant dollars (base year 1986), in spite 
of a drop of 3% in the number of

families buying sound recordings. Part of 
this increase can be attributed to compact 
discs, which have a higher cost per unit. 
This means that Canadians are good 
sound recording consumers, in spite of the 
small size of the Canadian market (27 
million inhabitants). 


Consumers will soon have two more new 
formats to choose from, the Sony Mini 

Disc (MD) and the Philips digital compact 
cassette (DCC). These new formats and

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Beyond the Big Screen: Competitiveness of 


Film Markets

Movies are not confined to the big screen 
any more. The markets for home video 
and pay-TV are growing and consumers 
can choose to see their favourite films 
either at home or in the theatre. 


According to the Family Expenditure 
Survey, Canadian families spent an 
average of $72 to go to the movies in 
1990, an average annual increase of 
7.3% since 1982. For the first time, 
however, they spent more on 
videocassette rentals, $75 per family. 
This represents an average annual 
growth of 16% from 1986, the first year 
for which data were collected on this 
item. 


Cautious consumers 


The evidence suggests movie-goers are 
becoming more selective. They are still 
attracted by the big screen, but they are 
attending less frequently on average. 
Paid admissions to theatres and drive-ins 
dropped in 1990-91 by almost 4% from 
the previous year. This continues a trend 
that covers the decade of the 1980s. In 
1979-80 theatres and drive-ins reported 
nearly 100 million in paid attendance; by 
1990- 91 this had dropped to under 80 
million. 


Back in 1979-80 Canadians went to the 
movies, on average, 4.2 times a year. In

recent years, they have gone to the movies 
about 2.9 times a year. The lack of 
fluctuation in this number suggests a point 
of equilibrium has been reached. 


The impact of the drop in demand in the 
theatrical sector is evident. In 1986-87 
there were 897 theatres and drive-ins, a 
significant drop from the 1,355 reported in 
1979-80. By 1990-91, the number had 
dropped again to 742. The decline was 
most pronounced for theatres and drive-ins 
located in small towns and rural areas. 


Even though film attendance has been 
dropping, theatres reported total revenue, 
from both admission receipts and 
concessions, of $582 million in 1990-91, an 
average annual increase of 9.6% since 
1986-87. The overall profit margin was 
14% in 1990-91. 


This increase in revenue is explained, in 
part, by the 8.6% annual increase in ticket 
prices, over the same period. The average 
ticket price went from $4.25 in 1986-87 to 
$5.92 in 1990-91. For consumers this is 
only the beginning of the cost of an evening 
at a movie theatre. They also have to take 
into account such other expenses as baby- 
sitting, parking and purchases from the 
theatre concessions. 
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The Home-Movie Front 


Increasingly, consumers are obtaining 
their movies by other means. 

Nearly every home in Canada has at 
least one television set, and almost 70% 
have access to a VCR. Perhaps the 
most striking lifestyle change of the 1980s 
has been the expansion of home 
entertainment equipment. New films are 
now available through video rental, often 
at much less than the price of admission 
to a movie theatre, and on pay-TV and 
conventional television. Three quarters of 
homes have cable, and the number now 
viewing specialty television services 
comes close to 40%. 


The retail market for home video rental is 
estimated to be around $800 million to $1 
billion. In 1990-91, video wholesalers 
alone reported revenues of $495 million. 


Distribution 


Distributors gained $695 million in 
revenues from the sale and rental of films 
and videos in 1990-91. This represents 
an average annual increase of 16.2% 
since 1986-87. Their profit margin 
increased slightly from 8% to 9% over 
the same period. 


The theatrical market is responsible for a 
constantly diminishing proportion of these 
revenues. In 1982- 83, 55% of 
distribution income came from this 
market. By 1990-91 this proportion had 
dropped to 26%. While the $184 million 
revenue from this market is down 18% 
from the previous year, this is the first 
significant decrease reported, after years 
of steady increase. 


If the proportion of revenues from the 
theatrical market is down, this is largely 
because of the growth of other markets. 
The home entertainment market 
(conventional TV, pay-TV and home 
video) has increased rapidly to $486 
million in 1990-91. This is a 21% 
average annual increase since 1986-87. 
The most important part of this market for 
distributors is conventional television at 
$370 million, 53% of the total revenue 
from distribution activities.

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The pay-TV and home video markets 
garnered distributors $42 million and $75 
million respectively. 


Canadian Content 


The number of Canadian feature films 
released has doubled since 1986-87, 
going from 26 in that year, to 54 in 1990- 
91. However, the production companies 
specializing in feature film continued to 
show operating losses of 17% on $21 
million total revenues. This compares 
with average losses of 22% in 1986-87. 
Canadian feature films have not made 
major inroads in the theatrical market. 
Distributors placing Canadian features in 
movie theatres reported $11 million in 
revenues from these products, which was 
6% of the total revenue distributors 
gained from the theatrical market in 1990- 
91. 


By contrast, the home entertainment sector 
has provided additional markets for the 
producers of theatrical features, and those 
producers specializing in television 
production were more profitable. Their 
revenues reached $138 million from 
conventional television and $28 million from 
pay-TV. This provided them with a profit 
margin of 1%. 


Nonetheless, Canadian productions are a 
small proportion of all the film and video 
products distributed in Canada. In total, 
distributors earned $620 million from 
imported productions in 1990-91 -- an 
amount close to 9 times higher than the $74 
million they earned from Canadian 
productions. As a proportion of the total 
revenue earned, Canadian productions rose 
from 6% in 1986-87 to 11% in 1990-91. 
Canadian productions were responsible for 
over a quarter of the total distribution 
revenues from the pay- TV market, where 


Deficits of Performing Arts Companies Level Off

The total debt generated by performing 
arts companies in 1990-91, $7.6 million, 
was virtually equal to that acquired in 
1989-90. The 395 companies which 
responded to Statistics Canada’s 1990- 
91 survey of performing arts companies 
reported total revenues of $373 million 
and total expenditures of $381 million. 
The survey shows that this debt is spread 
among companies in all provinces and in 
all performing disciplines. 


The number of live performances in 
1990-91 was reduced by 5% from the 
previous year, to 38,700. Attendance, 
however, held to nearly the level 
achieved in 1989-90, dropping just 2% to 
13.6 million. This was, nevertheless, still 
well down from the over 15 million 
attendances reported in 1988-89. 


This drop was offset by increased ticket 
prices, as revenue from ticket sales rose 
by 9% from the previous year. In fact, 


the average revenue obtained per spectator 
rose 10%, moving from $10.82 the previous 
year, to $11.86. 


Average expenses per company were up 
8%, with average expenditures rising in all 
departments except marketing and publicity, 
where costs were trimmed by 3%. At the 
same time, personnel and other production 
expenses rose 8% and 10% respectively. 


Half of the companies reported some 
expenditures on fund-raising activities (a new 
category on the 1990- 91 survey). The 
amounts ranged from over $600,000 to less 
than $100 per company; the average 
amount was $36,450. 


For every dollar brought in through ticket 
sales and related advertising, bar and 
concession sales, investment incomes and 
facilities rental, the performing arts 
companies had to raise an additional dollar 
from public and private grants and donations 
to keep their deficits in line. 


they generated $11 million. In the 
conventional television market, distributors 
reported earning 11% of their revenues 
from Canadian productions, or $41 million. 


Looking into the future 


Over the decade of the 1980s the home 
entertainment market has become the 
principal source of revenue for both 
producers and distributors. There is a 
growing market for Canadian productions 
on television (see also the article, The 
Growth of Canadian Drama on TV, p. 5) 
and new opportunities in the home video 
market. 


Further technological developments, such 
as high definition television, interactive 
cable systems and direct satellite 
broadcasting may only serve to accelerate 
this trend. [] 


Business and individual sponsorships and 
donations, together with revenues from 
fund-raising activities, brought in nearly $59 
million, up 9% from 1989-90. This was 
equivalent to $4.32 per spectator. 


Government grants, from all levels of 
government, amounted to $9.22 per person 
attending a performance, up from $8.53 the 
previous year. In total, government grants 
to these companies rose by 6% from 1989- 
90 to reach $125 million. Provincial grants 
increased at a faster rate (7%) than those 
from either federal or municipal coffers (4% 
and 5% respectively).

Casting Call for the Cultural Labour Force Project 


Kathryn A. Williams, Manager, Cultural Labour Force Project 


The planning stage of the Cultural Labour 
Force Project ended in October 1992 with 
the completion of a Strategy Report on the 
options for conducting a survey to obtain 
baseline information on individuals in the 
Cultural sector. In this report, the many 
steps associated with developing and 
implementing this survey have been 
considered. 


After extensive consultations with the 
cultural community from April to June 
using such mechanisms as focus groups 
and sessions at the Canadian Conference 
of the Arts’ CCA Days, the working group 
has been synthesizing all of the valuable 

| information obtained. The Strategy Report 
includes a draft questionnaire, a clearer 
description of the individuals who should 
be included in the cultural labour force 
survey, and the identification of various 
options available for surveying this unique 
and complex population. 


Who to include 


The definition of the cultural labour force 
population has been one of the most 
challenging elements of the survey. 
Generally speaking, the participants in the 
focus groups and others consulted, voiced 
a preference for a broad view of the 
Cultural labour force. As a result, two 
approaches were taken for this aspect of 
the survey. First, we developed a short 
description that would help individuals 
understand the population we wish to 
survey. Second, we identified many of 
the commonly used titles of the 
occupations and vocations within the 
Cultural sector. Even though there is no 
Strict definition of the cultural labour force, 
with the initial input we received from the 
Cultural community, we suggest this 
description, at least to stimulate further 
discussion: 


Residents of Canada working in the 
creation, production, distribution, 
conservation, administration and 
support of cultural products and 
activities, as well as those who 
provide education to, and about, the 
cultural sector. Examples would 
include individuals writing books, 


painting pictures, acting in plays, 
designing buildings, making crafts, 
dancing in productions, directing 
television programs, providing 
technical support, teaching art, 
conserving artifacts, publishing books, 
selling cultural products,etc. 


A listing of 906 commonly used titles of 
occupations and vocations has been 
prepared using Statistics Canada’s 
classification systems, reference material 
on the cultural labour force and titles given 
as examples during the consultations. 
These titles are very diverse: singer, 
theatre director, set electrician, 
sportscaster, projectionist, editor, 
playwright, painter, art gallery manager, 
photographer, composer, animator, potter, 
designer, translator, curator, librarian, 
visual arts teacher, music therapist, 
publisher, typesetter, arts administrator, 
subscription assistant, agent, record store 
manager, violin maker, wig maker, and the 
list goes on. 


With such diversity, it will only be possible 
to survey a broad representation of the 
cultural labour force if the population is 
separated into two groups: a core group, 
and a supplementary group. The core 
group would include individuals with 
occupations and vocations for which 
detailed information is essential, while the 
supplementary group would include 
individuals with occupations that could be 
included in a broad description of the 
cultural labour force. 


In order to satisfy many of the information 
needs of the cultural community, and to 
allow provincial analyses of the various 
cultural disciplines in the core group, a 
sample size of 18,500 would be required. 
Information needed for a broad view of the 
Cultural labour force could be obtained 
through a limited general survey of the 
whole population of Canada, including 
those employed in the supplementary 
occupations. 


How to be included 


From the consultations and investigations, 
it has been determined that the best way 


to identify the individuals in the core group 
is through the membership and other lists 
of cultural associations, unions and 
councils. There has been a great deal of 
support by representatives of these 
organizations and the individual members 
for the use of these lists. The fact that 
information obtained by Statistics Canada 
would be used for statistical purposes only 
and that the confidentiality of the lists 
would be preserved, is well-known in the 
cultural community. Using these lists is the 
most cost-effective way to conduct an 
extensive survey of the cultural labour 
force. 


A broad view of the cultural labour force 
could be obtained be conducting a limited 
survey of the general population. Since the 
cultural labour force would make up at 
most 10% of the labour force, even with a 
very broad definition, such a survey would 
only be cost-effective if a very short 
questionnaire is used. It would serve to 
improve the estimates provided by a 
survey of individuals in the core group 
using the association and union lists and it 
would provide a estimate of the total 
cultural labour force including the 
supplementary group. 


In order to make the survey process as 
easy as possible for the individuals in the 
cultural sector, a very specialized method 
of collecting information will be used called 
computer assisted telephone interviewing 
(CATI). This method will improve the 
question flow and make responding easier 
for those contacted. It will also allow 
occupation-specific questions. 


What to ask 


In order to determine the content of the 
questionnaire, the information needs of the 
cultural community were identified during 
the consultations. The discussion of 
information needs was structured to draw 
out the issues of concern to the cultural 
community and to link these issues to 
specific information needed to address 
them. As a result, the proposed 
questionnaire is issue driven. 
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In order to explore the cultural sector’s 
"complex employment situation", questions 
will be asked concerning the variety of 
work that artists and cultural workers 
perform over a year, the difficulties they 
have finding work or consumers for their 
work, the adequacy of remuneration and 
funding, the costs involved in pursuing 
Cultural activities, the barriers to 
advancement they face, the education and 
training they have or require and their 
working conditions. A number of 
demographic questions are also included 
to create a portrait of the individuals 
involved in the cultural sector. The level of 
recognition of cultural activities is explored 
by considering the formal achievements 
and the self-perception of artists and 
Cultural workers in this area. 


Numerous questions could be asked to fill 
information gaps about this unique and 
complex sector. But, the burden to survey 
participants must be considered, and 
therefore, we need the assistance of the 
cultural community to identify the priorities 
in the information to be collected. This is 
the next step for the project.

The Growth of Canadian Drama on TV 


John C. Gordon, Manager, Radio and Television 


The days of our lives include a myriad of 
emotions and activities. On television, 
much of this reality is reflected in the 
dramatic format which occupies a 
considerable portion of the schedule. In 
1991, comedy and drama shows! made 
up around 40% of the total Canadian 


English-language station schedules; for 
French-language stations the level was 
about 35%2. 


It has been argued that if television is to 
act as a true mirror of society, then 
Canadian comedy and drama should be 
reasonably represented on Canadian 
television. In support of this argument, 
several government agencies and 
programmes have pursued policies of 
support to film and video production. This 
article looks at possible effects of these 
actions. 


At the Federal level, there is the capital- 
cost allowance for film and video 
production. The CRTC? requires 
broadcasters to maintain at least a certain 
minimum of Canadian content in TV 
schedules, with special incentives in the 
area of drama. Telefilm Canada has been 
supporting production for many years and 
more recently has begun funding 
distribution of Canadian productions. 
Provinces and territories administer, 
directly or indirectly, their own support 
programmes. 


In 1990, the two senior levels of 
government made grants and contributions 
of over $225 million to the film and 
broadcasting sector. 


How successful have these programmes 
been in the area of conventional 
television?4 The heavy lines in Figures 1 
and 2 show that the percentage of 
schedule time given over to Canadian 
comedy and drama has increased over the 
past decade on both English-language and 
French-language stations. Both linguistic 
sectors reported an average around 4% of 
the total schedule being given over to 
Canadian comedy and drama in 1982; a 
decade later this percentage had almost 
doubled for English stations and almost 
tripled for French stations. This trend is 
consistent with the almost 10% annual 
increases in revenues reported by 
producers of television programming during 
the latter half of the 1980s. 


Are these new Canadian comedy and 
drama programmes reaching an audience? 
The higher of the two viewing lines (the 
thinner lines) in the figures shows the 
increasing viewing trend for the 
conventional stations discussed above. 
Although the absolute viewing levels for 
French-stations are higher, the relative 
increase in viewing over the decade was 
greater for English-language stations. For 
these latter stations, Canadian comedy

and drama programme viewing as a 
percentage of all viewing actually 
increased more than the corresponding 
schedule increases. In the French- 
language sector, the growth in viewing was 
slightly less than the increase in schedule 
time.6 


Finally, to look at the complete picture, the 
tuning to Canadian comedy and drama in 
relation to the overall use of television by 
anglophones and francophones was 
calculated. These viewing lines are lower 
and slightly flatter; nevertheless, even in 
the anglophone market where the 
competition from foreign programming is 
the greatest, viewing of domestic comedy 
and drama programmes is over double 
what it was a decade ago, paralleling the 
increase in schedule time. A similar 
parallelism can also be seen in 
francophone viewing which increased 
threefold. 


ls Canadian comedy and drama 
programming reflected in Canadian 
television? Yes, it makes up almost 8% of 
English schedules and over 11% of 
French schedules and has increased 
considerably over the past decade. Given 
that the percentage of all scheduled 
comedy and drama programming has 
remained almost constant over the last ten 
years, the results also show that Canadian 
programming Is displacing foreign 
Continued p. 6 


programming. Within the category of 
comedy and drama, Canadian material 
now makes up about 20% of English 
programming and a third of French 
programming. 


Are Canadians watching Canadian drama 
and comedy? Yes, and viewing of these 
programmes is increasing at about the 
same rate as the corresponding increase in 
overall schedule time. Amongst 
francophones, the percent of viewing time 
surpasses the schedule ratio. For 
anglophones, the viewing levels are about 
half the percentage of supply but 
nevertheless, viewing increases parallel the 
expansion of Canadian productions in TV 
schedules. 


Is this the end of the story? No, only a 
pilot for a proposed series — stay tuned. 
There is much that can be extracted from 
our Television Viewing Data Bank and we 
have only scratched the surface. Who 
watches what? What effect does 
education have on viewing? What are the 
differences between British Columbia and 
Newfoundland? How do daytime and 
primetime compare? If you have questions 
that need answers, please contact us.

The schedule analysis in this article is 
limited to Canadian stations and 
excludes pay and speciality services. 


Stations were originally organized by 
relative size into five groups within each 
linguistic sector. The percentage of 
Canadian comedy and drama showed 
similar patterns across all groups and as 
a result a simple average of all stations 
within each linguistic sector was used to 
calculate the values for the schedule 
lines in Figures 1 and 2. Although a 
more precise methodology is being 
developed, the current approach is 
sufficient to show relative tendencies. 


For English-language stations, the 
schedule increase was 81% while the 
viewing increase was 162%. For French- 
language stations the corresponding 
increases were 157% and 126%. []

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Book Readers Borrow More, Buy Less \S Ps)

In the field of books, as in most cultural sectors, there is a wealth 
of interrelated data that are often difficult to reconcile. The purpose 
of collecting the data, the scope of the data, the definitions or the 
length of the time series may make these sets of data to some 
degree incompatible with each other. But after taking account of 
these differences, it is nonetheless possible to see whether the 
trends in each are consistent. 


A survey of Canadians’ reading habits commissioned by 
Communications Canada in 19911 provides us with the opportunity 
to verify some findings about the increase in the reading 
participation rate and the sources of reading material, borrowed or 
bought. Have public libraries placed more books at people’s 
disposal? Do the trends in libraries’ expenditures on acquisitions 
and Canadian families’ expenditures on books agree with the sales 
figures for publishers and exclusive agents? If there has been a 
significant increase in reading, has this led to a greater number of 
books coming onto the market in Canada and improved the 
financial situation of publishers? A look at data from surveys of 
reading habits, public libraries, family expenditures, and publishers 
and exclusive agents will provide the answers to these questions. 


Are Canadians Reading More Than They Used To? 


Reading in Canada 1997 informs us that, compared to the figures 
for a similar survey conducted by Statistics Canada in 1978, the 
participation rate for book reading has increased by more than 20 
percentage points. Eighty-four per cent of respondents indicated in 
1991 that they had read at least one book for pleasure in the last 
twelve months (compared with 63% in 1978). Forty-three percent 
of respondents in the 1991 survey indicated that they had read 
more than 10 books in the last year. Not only did the number of 
readers increase from 1978 to 1991, the number of hours devoted 
to book reading jumped from 2.7 to 4.4 per week.

The types of books read for pleasure covered a wide range, 
including tradebooks, both fiction and non-fiction, self-help and 
how-to books and reference books. Forty-six per cent of 
respondents indicated that they had obtained their last book from a 
bookstore, a book club or other commercial outlet for new books. 
Another 12% said they had received the book as a gift. These 
figures are similar to those of the 1978 study. However, among 
those who indicated they had borrowed their last book, the 
discrepancy between the two surveys is wider. As in 1978, 37% 
of readers indicated in 1991 that they had borrowed the book. But 
in 1991 a greater percentage of borrowed books came from a 
public library (16% in 1991 and 9% in 1978), and the percentage 
of books borrowed from other libraries (4% in 1991 and 7% in 
1978) or from an individual (17% in 1991 and 21% in 1978) 
declined. 


Having sketched a brief portrait of book readers with the help of 
Reading in Canada 1991, let us now examine whether other 
sources of data can verify and corroborate this portrait. While it is

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obvious that we cannot directly link 
consumer spending, book purchases and 
library use, or publishers’ book sales with 
reading habits, it is nonetheless interesting to 
see whether the trends are consistent. 


Less in the Family Budget to Buy Books 


Let us begin by examining some figures from 
a consumer survey, the Family Expenditure 
Survey. In 1990, 52.5% of Canadian 
families bought books, a slight increase 
compared to 51.8% in 1978. The amount of 
money they spent on books doubled over 
this period, rising from $39 to $78, but when 
these figures are weighted by the Reading 
Materials Price Index, we observe a 
decrease of 23%. Even the percentage of 
after-tax family income spent on books fell 
from 0.3% in 1978 to 0.2% in 1990 once 
inflation is taken into account. Viewed as a 
portion of their total expenditures, family 
spending on books was 33% lower in 
19902. 


The percentage of families who spent part of 
their income on books has remained virtually 
unchanged between 1978 and 1990, so we 
must conclude that the increase in 
participation noted earlier comes from 
borrowing.

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Public Libraries: an Increasingly 
Important Source of Books 


The 1991 study showed that the total 
number of book readers had increased by 
33% since 1978. Sixteen per cent of 
respondents indicated that they had 
borrowed books from a public library, which 
is an increase of seven percentage points 
over the 1978 figure. During this time, public 
libraries reported an increase of 53% in their 
loans (including books and all other types of 
material), from 116 million in 1978 to 178 
million in 1990. The increase in the reading 
age population is not sufficient to explain 
such an increase. The number of Canadians 
over five years of age increased by only 
13% during this period. 


To Satisfy this growing clientele, public 
libraries added almost 20 million books to 
their collections over the 12-year period and 
their book acquisition expenditures 
mushroomed from $29 million in 1978 to 
$75 million in 1990. While impressive, in 
constant dollars the total increase is less 
than 2%, mainly because expenditures over 
the last four years have averaged an annual 
increase of 1.7%. 


Publishers and Exclusive Agents 
Assuming that sales by publishers represent 


overall market trends, let us look at changes 
over the last twelve years. Sales of 


tradebooks and reference books published in 
Canada in 1978 were an estimated $106 
million. In 1990, the figure was $251 million. 
But when these figures are adjusted for 
inflation, the real value of sales decreased 
by 8% over this period. This drop would 
have been even larger had it not been for 
the slight recovery in book sales over the 
last four years. But if we add to these figures 
those for exclusive agents, which are mainly 
imports, the market picture becomes more 
comprehensive and sales post a real 
increase of 0.2% between 1978 and 1990. 
Over the last eight years, sales for 
publishers and exclusive agents increased at 
an average annual rate of 1.9%. 


Publishers have also brought out a large 
number of new titles. From 1987 to 1990, 
about 5,000 tradebooks and reference books 
were published each year, about 2,000 more 
than in 1978. Even though new works are 
the most profitable, the variety of books 
available during this period is not directly 
reflected in any increase in revenues. During 
this period, the average revenues of 
publishers for each title in their catalogues 
dropped by 32% for tradebooks and 
reference books. 


An Ongoing Debate 


After taking account of the fact that the 
Reading Materials Price Index has outpaced 
the Consumer Price Index since 1983, the 
growth in average purchases of books by 
consumers and institutions appears relatively 
small. This is what the Family Expenditure 
Survey and the Survey of Public Libraries 
indicate, and these findings are also in line 
with the observed stagnation of book sales 
over the last 12 years. 


This suggests that if reading is on the 
increase, it is not necessarily because book 
readers are buying more books. Changes in 
reading habits are, however, in line with the 
increase in library circulation. But while 
libraries are circulating more items, these are 
not only books but also many non-book 
items. Results from the 1992 General 
Social Survey, which will be available this 
summer, will shed further light on this 
question, providing data on book reading, as 
well as data on participation in many other 
daily and less frequent cultural 

activities. [J 
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Recession Has Mixed Impact on Canadian Consumer Periodicals

The circulation of Canadian consumer 
periodicals has been sluggish over the past 
few years, perhaps reflecting the lack of 
consumer confidence in the economy. 
While this part of the periodical industry 
performed better than expected in the face 
of the recession, its performance has been 
mixed: some periodicals made money; 
others had a hard time breaking even. 


Magazine Buyers Feel the Pinch 


Indicating the slowdown in demand, 
spending on consumer periodicals stood at 
virtually the same level in 1990-91 as it was 
in 1986-87, after taking account of inflation. 
Expenditure per family was $57 in 1990-91, 
compared with $56 in 1986-87. 


The total annual circulation per issue of 
consumer periodicals declined two years in a 
row, representing a drop of 3% from 1989- 
90 and 4% from 1988-89. This is a 
downturn from the growth years of 1986-87 
to 1988-89 when the circulation of consumer 
periodicals grew an average rate of 4.3% 
annually. Average annual circulation per 
issue followed a similar trend, falling by 3% 
from the previous year to reach 28 million 
copies in 1990-91, and decreasing by 6% 
from 1988-89 (Figure 1).

Paid circulation, which represents 58% of 
total circulation of consumer periodicals, 
dropped 3% from 1989-90, mainly because 
of a 12% decrease in newsstand circulation 
— the hardest hit by the recession. 
Newsstand (single copy) circulation 
accounts for onesixth of the paid circulation. 


Subscription circulation remained fairly 
Stable, declining only slightly (less than 1%) 
in 1990-91 from the previous year. This 
compares with a drop of 4% for the sub- 
scription circulation of business periodicals. 
For Canadian periodicals as a whole, 
Circulation through subscription in 1990-91 
was almost at the same level (19 million 
copies per issue) as in the previous year. 


Periodical Publishers Hit by Declining 
Revenues 


A look at other vital indicators shows poor 
performance as well, particularly in the areas 
of revenue and employment. Total revenue 
reported for consumer periodicals dropped 
7% in 1990-91 from the previous year. This 
was the result of declines in circulation and 
advertising sales (Figure 2). Circulation 
sales (made up of single-copy and subscrip- 
tion sales) decreased by 9%, while adver 
tising sales dropped 5% from 1989-90. 


Circulation per Issue of Consumer Periodicals, 1986-87 to 1990-91 
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Revenue from other sources not directly 
related to current operations slumped by 
20%. 


Adjusting to the Recession 


Despite this shortfall in revenue, consumer 
periodicals managed to eke out some profits 
(1.5% of total revenue in 1990-91). But this 
was only about one-half of 1989-90 levels. 
Periodical publishers made a profit only by 
cutting across the board in almost all 
categories of expenses. The deepest cut 
was in marketing and promotional expenses, 
down 35% in 1990-91 from the previous 
year. This was followed by fulfillment and 
invoicing costs, down 13%, and production 
and printing costs, down 7%. These 
reductions in expenses led to more efficient 
production of Canadian consumer 
periodicals, with cost per copy declining 3% 
from 1989-90. This was the first decrease in 
five years and the lowest per unit cost in the 
past three years. 


There were other adjustments to the 
recession. Consumer periodicals used more 
outside sources for text and artwork in 1990- 
91 than they did in previous years. In 1988- 
89, 53% of text and artwork came from 
outside sources. By 1990-91, this figure 
had reached 56%, the highest share ever 
recorded. Furthermore, publishers spent 
18% more on outside professional fees in 
1990-91 than they did a year earlier. Not 
surprisingly, the number of employees 
dropped, 2% for full-time and 8% for part- 
time. 
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What Are Consumer Periodicals? 


These include magazines of general interest 
to the consumer such as Maclean’s or 
L’Actualité which are aimed at a large 
portion of the market. The category also 


includes special interest magazines such as 
Hockey News or Age d’Or Vie Nouvelle. 
Both types try to inform or entertain the 
reader. Other categories of periodical 
covered in the Periodical Publishing Survey 
are: Business or Trade, Farm, Religious and 
Scholarly. 
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Another area of adjustment was in the 
number of pages published. This was 10% 
less than in the previous year, a trend which 
paralleled the decline in advertising sales. 
The number of advertising pages for 
consumer periodicals was down 9% to 
10,728 pages in 1990-91. Text or editorial 
pages were down as well, decreasing by 8% 
from 1989-90. 


Mixed Results 


For some periodicals, the reduction in 
expenses and other adjustments to the 
recession were not enough to avert revenue 
losses. Of the 618 consumer periodicals 
published in Canada, about half (49%) 
reported losses in 1990-91, 5% broke even 
and 46% made some profit. 


If the bottom line is profitability, the results 
are mixed. A further analysis of the data 
shows that those periodicals that made 
money in 1990-91, did well, averaging 11% 
of their total revenue in profit. For those that

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lost money, the average loss was 20% of 
total revenue. This left the overall profit 
level of Canadian consumer periodicals at 


$9.3 million in 1990-91. While better than 
expected, this was less than half of the level 
in 1989-90. [] 


From Growth to Restraint: Federal Cultural Spending Over the Last Decade 


Norman Verma, Project Manager, Government Expenditures on Culture Survey 


Federal cultural spending increased 74% 
over the last decade from $1.7 billion in 
1981-82 to $2.9 billion in 1990-91. The 
effect of inflation, however, has been to 
reduce this increase to about 12%. The 
rate of growth in federal cultural 
expenditures was slower in the second half 
of the decade than in the first half, and in 
1990-91, actually fell by 5%. 


This article examines changes over the 
decade in federal support to culture by 
different categories of expenditure and by 
various Cultural fields. Throughout the 
article, all growth rates refer to changes 
after taking account of inflation. 


Types of Expenditure on Culture 


All types of cultural spending -- operating 
expenditures, grants and contributions and 
Capital spending -- grew over the first part of 
the eighties, with grants and contributions 
experiencing the most rapid growth of the 
three areas.

Over the decade, operating expendi- 
tures averaged approximately four-fifths of 
the total federal cultural budget, by far the 
largest category of support. This category of 
spending totalled $2.2 billion in 1990-91. 
Ajiter reaching a peak in 1984-85, operating 
expenditures fell by 5% in 1985-86, largely 
due to a decline in spending on 
broadcasting. They rose again over the 
latter part of the decade, but by 1990-91 
had not regained 1984-85 levels. 


Grants and contributions to artists and 
cultural organizations accounted for about 
14% of the total cultural budget in 1990-91 
or $416 million. Although a relatively small 
category of spending, it grew at a faster rate 
than other forms of support -- 61% alone 
between 1981-82 and 1986-87. Much of 
this growth resulted from a considerable 
increase in assistance provided by Telefilm 
Canada to stimulate filmmaking for television 
and theatrical release. Grants and 
contributions grew more slowly over the next 
three years and actually dropped by 3% in 
1990-91. 


Outlays on capital projects, the third 
category of spending, have fluctuated from 
year to year, averaging about 10% of the 
federal cultural budget. As with other forms 
of support, capital spending grew in the early 
part of the decade -- by 16% between 
1981-82 and 1984-85. By contrast, the 
second part of the decade saw considerable 
fluctuation in capital spending: expenditures 
fell by 18% in 1985-86, but rose again by 
47% over the next four years. Finally, 
capital spending dropped by a significant 
34% in 1990-91. In 1990-91, capital 
spending totalled $242 million. New 
projects, such as the construction of the 
Canadian Museum of Civilization, as well as 
capital funding for broadcasting and for the 
construction and expansion of historic parks 
and sites, accounted for most of these 
fluctuations. 
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Support by Cultural Sector 


In 1990-91, broadcasting, the largest 
cultural industry, consumed $1.5 billion, or 
about 50% of all federal spending, a 
proportion almost unchanged since 1981-82. 
Over most of the decade, spending on 
broadcasting increased, with the exception of 
a reduction of 9% in 1985-86. As with other 
cultural sectors, 1990-91 also saw 
reductions in cultural spending -- 3% in the 
case of broadcasting. 


The next largest area of spending was 
heritage activities (including museums, 
historic sites and nature parks). The federal 
government spent a total of $648 million in 
1990-91, well over onefifth of federal cultural 
spending. Spending in this area was fairly 
stable between 1981-82 and 1985-86. 
Then, over the next three years, spending 
rose by 22% while major construction 
activities were undertaken. In 1989-90 and 
1990-91, as these projects neared 
completion, spending was down and 
declined 4% between 1989-90 and 
1990-91. 


Federal spending on cultural industries other 
than broadcasting (book and periodical 
publishing, film and video, and sound 
recording) amounted to $496 million, or 
17% of the total federal cultural budget in 
1990-91. Spending on these areas 
increased 30% from 1981-82 to 1988-89, 
then dropped by 2% in 1989-90 and by 
12% in 1990-91, due to reductions in the 
postal subsidy which had provided for 
reduced postal rates for books, periodicals 
and newspapers. 


Federal spending on the arts, including 
performing arts, visual arts and crafts, and 
arts education, totalled $129 million in 1990- 
91, the smallest category at only 5% of total 
federal spending on culture. Spending on 
the arts increased by 21% between 1981- 
82 and 1989-90. However, in 1990-91 
there was a decrease of 12% from the 
previous year, largely due to a reduction in 
financial aid to performing arts organizations. 


From Growth to Restraint 


An examination of federal data for the last 
ten years shows that, in general, the rate of 
growth in federal spending on culture has 
been slowing down. In 1990-91, expendi- 
tures actually declined from the previous

Defining Federal Cultural Spending 


There are three main categories of spending 
on culture: (1) operating expenditures, (2) 
capital expenditures and (3) grants and 
contributions. Operating expenditures 
include costs incurred in running cultural 
departments and agencies such as the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation, the 
national museums, the Canadian 
Radiotelevision and Telecommunications 
Commission and the Canada Council. 
Capital expenditures are those associated 
with the construction and acquisition of 
buildings, machinery, equipment and land. 
Grants and contributions represent financial 
assistance to artists and organizations in the 
cultural sector for operations and capital 
projects. Federal cultural spending is 
primarily financed through parliamentary 
appropriations, but also through other 
sources such as advertising revenues (e.g. 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation) and 
reinvestments (e.g. Telefilm Canada).

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Four Decades in the Balance: Retrospective on the Performing Arts in 


Canada

Canada today has hundreds of professional 
performing arts companies in cities large and 
small, directly employing on a full or part- 
time basis over 25,000 Canadians. In the 
not-for-profit area, 226 theatre companies, 
100 orchestras and other music companies, 
54 ballet and modern dance companies and 
15 opera companies are surveyed by 
Statistics Canada. 


Scenes from the Past 


Quite a switch from the level of activity four 
decades ago! The 1951 report of the Royal 
Commission on National Development in the 
Arts, Letters and Sciences drew a portrait of 
flourishing amateur activity in the 
performing arts, but found professional 
activity confined to just a few larger centres, 
with limited opportunity for Canadian 
performing artists. Smaller centres at that 
time were "...largely dependent on the radio 
and on moving pictures, an inadequate 
substitute for the concert artist and the living 
drama.” 


Those few professional companies and 
artists faced enormous challenges. There 
were, for example, only four orchestras 
"...equipped to present the more serious and 
more elaborate types of symphonic music." 
And they were all faced with "more or less 
acute financial problems which can readily 
be aggravated if they venture to present 
what their audiences consider to be an 
excessive amount of modern music.” The 
Commission reported that "a concert of 
Canadian music given by the Toronto 
Symphony Orchestra in January 1948, 
although well advertised, was so poorly 
supported that it resulted in a deficit of 
almost $3,000.” It also noted that 
"obviously no orchestra can undertake such 
a venture without some form of guarantee or 
subsidy”. 


The 1951 Royal Commission had much to 
say about the vital role of the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation (C.B.C.) in the 
artistic life of the country. “The C.B.C. 
Opera Company, using the resources and 
facilities of the Opera School of the Royal 
Conservatory of Music of Toronto, has 
aroused wide enthusiasm in Canada...". 
Festivals too played a key part in the 
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development of the performing arts: "The 
demand for opera in Canada and the ability 
of Canadians to meet this demand are both 
well illustrated by the Société des Festivals 
de Montréal which for more than fifteen 
years has done so much for Canadian 
musicians and for the musical life of this 
country.” 


Ballet was a late-comer to the arts in 
Canada, but proved an immediate success. 
Canadians apparently were beginning to 
"discern the fallacy in the ancient maxim, 
"no sober man ever dances’”. In 1939, 
there were three ballet companies in 
Canada. By 1951 there were at least 
twenty in cities from Halifax to Vancouver, 
and in November 1950, at the third 
Canadian Ballet Festival held in Montreal, 
fifteen Canadian companies presented 
twenty-three original Canadian ballets. 
Ballet companies were, however, up against 
"the crippling cost of travel over our vast 
distances” as well as a scarcity of 
competent instructors and the absence of a 
school of advanced training. 


Theatre in the late 1940s was "...restricted 
to sporadic visits in four or five cities by 
companies from beyond our borders, to the 
laudable but overworked and ill-supported 
efforts of our few repertory theatres, and to 
the amateur companies which have done 
remarkable work against remarkable odds, 
largely for their own private pleasure.” The 
Commission commented that Canada had 
no shortage of theatrical talent but that this 
talent received little encouragement or outlet 
apart from the C.B.C. Theatre schools were 
non-existent, and talented young actors, 
producers and technicians were forced to 
leave the country for training, and returned 
only rarely. 


From Amateur to Professional 


It was in the two decades after the Second 
World War that professional activity in the 
performing arts finally came into its own. 
The creation of the Canada Council in 1957 
helped to spur this development. In its 
1967 Annual Report, the Council described 
how Canadian professional companies were 


making their mark on the international scene. 


Between 1957 and 1967, performing arts 


attendance had more than doubled. And we 
can track, through Statistics Canada’s 
Performing Arts Survey, how attendance 
has grown since then. In 1967, professional 
companies reported attendance of 2.7 
million. By 1990-91, attendance had 
reached 13.5 million, a fivefold increase over 
25 years. 


Today, although companies still face an 
ongoing financial struggle (annual deficits 
totalled almost $8 million in 1990-91), 
funding from the private sector and 
government at all three levels has created a 
remarkably changed environment for the 
performing arts. This funding allows 
companies to undertake more performing 
activity than might otherwise be possible, 
including the creation and performance of 
works by Canadian artists. In 1990-91, 
performing arts companies received $125 
million in grants from government at all three 
levels and about $59 million from private 
sources, including corporations, foundations 
and individuals. 


Maintaining the Balance 


But the other half of the equation is equally 
important. Box office and other earned 
revenues accounted for $189 million in 
1990-91, 51% of the revenues of 
performing arts companies. Twenty-five 
years ago, the Canada Council stressed that 
the evolution of the performing arts should 
take place with an eye to the ticket-buying 
public. Performing arts activity, as 
measured by the number of performances, 
increased more than ninefold from 1967 to 
1990-91. The number of professional 
companies increased tenfold from 33 to 395, 
164 of which are small companies. 


Although attendance grew more slowly than 
either performances or the number of 
companies, it grew fast enough to help the 
performing arts maintain the balance 
between growth in the box office and 
government grants spoken of by the Canada 
Council twenty-five years ago. In 1967, 
earned revenues accounted for 55% of total 
revenues of performing arts companies; 
today, although lower, they still account for 
over one-half of total revenues. [] 
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Sports Fans! 


Did you know that 17 Canadian sports 
museums and halls of fame drew over 
660,000 visitors in 1990-91? Sports 
enthusiasts have also been able to catch 
sports exhibits at other museums, such as 
the "Let’s Play Ball!" exhibit at The Royal 
Ontario Museum in the Spring of 1989.

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Regional Cultural Statistics in Quebec: Some Recent Developments 


Serge Bernier, Bureau de la statistique du Quebec 


Statistics have come a long way in Quebec since Jean Talon 
conducted the first census. Agricultural statistics have been 
systematized for nearly a century. However, since statisticians’ 
interest in culture began only in the 1970s, it comes as no surprise 
that regional cultural statistics are still evolving. 


The Bureau de la statistique du Québec (BSQ) has made regional 
Statistics one of its main objectives. The success of its two series 

of regional compendiums (1987 and 1990) and progress towards a 
third attest to the relevance of this objective. 


Regional Cultural Statistics 


The interest in developing and maintaining a program of regional 
Statistics is now extending to culture. Since government spending 
on culture has been a top priority for years, it was only natural that 
Our initial efforts at regionalization of statistics should focus on this 
sector. And we feel that this is an especially important choice as 
the Government of Quebec is currently implementing a policy of 
regionalization on several levels. 


Our first task was to convince our colleagues in the Department of 
Municipal Affairs to modify the financial report which municipalities 
are required to file, in order to obtain more detailed information on 
Culture expenditures. We now have expenditure forecasts for 1992 
and the first actual data are expected in the fall of 1993. With 
data for each municipality available, it will be a simple matter to 
regionalize them. 


We then turned our attention to regionalization of provincial 
government expenditures. For several years, Statistics Canada 
and the BSQ have jointly conducted an annual survey of spending 
on Culture by the Government of Quebec. After determining with 
the respondents that the project was feasible, we added a regional 


breakdown to the questionnaire for 1991-92. We would have 
created an excessive paperburden if we had multiplied the usual 
questionnaire by sixteen, since Quebec has that many administra- 
tive regions. Instead, we asked the respondents first to provide a 
breakdown by region of total expenditures by category (administra- 
tive expenditures and grants) and then to report total expenditures 
by field for each region. While the complete results for 1991-92 
will not be released until the fall of 1993, we can make a few 
observations on the survey data. 


Some Results from the 1991-92 Survey 


Of the $665 million which the Government of Quebec spent on 
culture in 1991-92, nearly two-thirds ($416 million) was paid out 
as grants, contributions and transfers to individuals, associations, 
agencies, municipalities and others. The remaining $249 million 
consisted of administrative expenditures on departmental and

Consumers spent $420 billion in 1992, of 
which culture and recreation activities 
accounted for $35 billion or 8% of the total. 
Consumer spending as a whole grew faster 
in the mid-1980s when the economy was 
strong (about 4% annually in real terms) 
than in the early 1990s. In 1992, spending 
increased by less than 1% after inflation, 
and in the previous year at the height of the 
recession it actually fell by over 2%. 


Consumer Spending on Culture and 
Recreation Rising 


if economic downturns have little effect on 
expenditures allocated to necessities such as 
food, shelter, and energy, they have far 
more impact on the demand for discretionary 
goods and services such as those related to 
culture. During the 1982 recession the 
share of consumer spending allocated to 
rent, fuel, and power rose by 8% and to 
food by 1% The share held by culture and 
recreation fell by 2%. During the recent 
recession, the share held by culture and 
recreation fell 1% in 1991 and remained the 
same in 1992 as in the previous year. 


From a longer-term perspective, however, 
there have been pronounced shifts in 
expenditure patterns of Canadian families. 
Between 1969 and 1992 the proportion of 
spending on food declined steadily, from 
22% to 19% of the total, while shelter 
expenses, including household operation and 
furnishings, increased from 28% to 33%. 
The demand for the latter has been 
especially influenced by the growth in the 25 
to 34 year old age group, and rising levels of 
education and standard of living of this 
group. Transportation, which had been 
more or less stable around 15%, has 
recently fallen to 14%, perhaps indicating 
that Canadians staying at home more and 
travelling less. 


Culture and recreation activities represented 
a 1 percentage point higher share of 
consumer spending in 1992 (8%) than in 


1982 (7%). Admission to cultural events 
(€.g., Museums, live stage performances, 
movies) and the purchase of cultural goods 
(e.g., print material, recordings, video tapes, 
collectors’ items, original works of art, art 
goods and decorative ware, artists’ 
materials, handicraft kits) represented an 
estimated 3% of consumer spending in 
1992 or $11 billion. Between 1982 and 
1992, expenditures on cultural activities and 
events grew at a much faster annual rate 
than total consumer expenditures (9% 
compared to 7%). 


Spending More on Staying at Home 


Consumers spent an estimated $6 billion on 
Cultural equipment in 1992 (2% of consumer 
spending), and this is the fastest growing 
area of spending on culture. Cable 
television penetration levelled off at just 
under 72% in 1992. Expenditures for cable 
more than tripled from 1982 to 1992, 
reaching $176 per family, a 15% annual 
increase. The VCR market continued to 
expand with almost 75% of households 
owning a VCR in 1992. And, with the 
increasing number of specialty television 
services (or extended services) available, 
their popularity with viewers also increased. 
Less than 10% of households subscribed in 
1987 compared to almost 40% in 1992. 
Family expenditures for video tapes and 
discs jumped from $6 per family to $89 in 
1990, representing a 40% annual increase. 
And in 1991-92, for the first time, record 
companies reported larger sales of compact 
discs ($322 million) than tapes ($241 
million) due both to the increased popularity 
of compact discs and their higher unit cost. 


Among the losers to technology are motion 
picture theatres and drive-ins. Previously 
one of the most popular forms of entertain- 
ment, going out to the movies has suffered a 
major decline. in 1985, there were 1,007 
theatres and drive-ins, 23% fewer than in 
1980, and a further decline between 1986 


and 1990 brought the total to 742. This 
trend is even more pronounced for theatres 
and drive-ins located in small towns and 
rural areas, where 40% closed their doors 
between 1980 and 1985. Attendance at 
theatres and drive-ins fell by 20% between 
1980 and 1985, and as much as 46% in 
rural Canada. Since 1986 attendance at 
theatres has been more or less stable 
(around 75 to 80 million), while attendance 
at drive-ins has continued to decline, from 4 
million in 1986 to under 3 million in 1990. 


Culture Consumers Pay the Price 


While spending on culture and recreation 
may have increased, polling and other data 
have suggested that in recent years there 
has been a decline in the number of 
Canadians who attend or engage in various 
cultural activities, especially outside the 
home. This discrepancy between partici- 
pation and expenditure levels, if it truly 
exists, would be explained largely by the 
substantial price increases for cultural goods 
and services. Consumers are allocating a 
greater share of their personal expenditures 
to culture and recreational activities than 
they did ten years ago, but in many cases 
as a result of increased prices rather than 
increased demand. For the period extending 
from 1982 to 1992, the average annual 
increases in the consumer price index (CPI), 
surpassed the average annual inflation rate 
by 58% for admission to entertainment 
events (e.g., performing arts), by 53% for 
reading material, and by 22% for movies. 
And, because consumer demand for cultural 
commodities is often price- elastic, we may 
expect this demand to continue to fall if 
prices continue to rise substantially. 


A Taxing Issue 


Whether or not the inflation rate for cultural 
goods and services eases in the 1990s, 
consumers will still find more of their 
personal income going towards taxes

and therefore less available for discretionary 
items. The percentage of personal income 
going to direct taxes such as income tax and 
other transfers was 23% in 1992 compared 
to 21% in 1986 and 17% in 1969 -— a 
36% increase in relative terms. 


Indirect taxes (Such as customs import 
duties, excise taxes including GST, air 
transportation tax, amusement tax, gasoline 
tax, motor vehicle and other licences fees 
and permits, real and personal property tax, 
and retail sales tax) made up an estimated 
15% of total personal income. Direct and 
indirect taxes together account for at least 
38% of personal income in 1992. 


Just like governments, individuals are also 
increasing their debt load. In the mid to late 
eighties personal debt increased at an 
alarming rate (12 to 14% annually), putting 
further pressure on Canadians’ pocket- 
books. interest payments for personal loans 
and credit cards captured almost 2% of 
personal income in 1991-92. However, as 
times are getting tougher, consumers are 


changing this habit, with interest payments 
dropping by 20% in 1992 - only a small 
portion of which is due to declining interest 
rates. This type of outlay represented just 
over 1% of personal income in 1992, but it 
too competes for the consumer’s culture 
dollar. 


Nineties Culture Consumers 


The nineties will likely continue to show a 
decline in conspicuous spending. 
Consumers will have fewer disposable 
dollars to spend and there will be enormous 
competition for their discretionary dollar. 
However, factors such as an aging 
population, a higher average level of 
education and increasing urbanization are 
also having an impact on cultural 
consumption habits. And, though we know 
less about their impact, so too are the 
increasing ethnic diversity of the population 
and changing family structures. Upcoming 
issues of Focus on Culture will include 
analysis of these trends and their 
implications for consumption of cultural 
goods and services in the nineties. [] 
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Note of Appreciation 

Canada owes the success of its statistical 
system to a long-standing cooperation 
involving Statistics Canada, the citizens of 
Canada, its businesses and governments. 
Accurate and timely statistical information 
could not be produced without their 
continued cooperation and goodwill. 
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Census figures show that the number of 
people working in the cultural sector has 
steadily increased, reaching 358,000 in 
1991 up from 314,000 in 1986 and 278,000 
in 1981. This translates into 29% growth 
between 1981 and 1991. The cultural labour 
force also slightly increased its share of the 
total labour force’ to 2.5% in 1991 up from 
2.3% in 1981. But this growth was not 
evenly spread, as a review of some of the 
occupation trends between 1986 and 1991 
shows. 


Arts Occupations Show Impressive 
Growth 


The cultural labour force as a whole grew 
14% between 1986 and 1991. However, 
there were differences in the trends between 
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two broad categories in the cultural labour 
force which we call Arts Occupations and 
Other Cultural Sector Occupations 
(Table 1). Arts Occupations?, making up 
56% of the total, showed the larger 
increase, with an impressive 19% growth 
rate. The three main occupation groups in 
this category all grew faster than the cultural 
labour force as a whole. Producers & Direc- 
tors (26%), Painters, Sculptors & Related 
Artists (25%) and Writers & Editors (21%) 
were among the occupations showing the 
strongest growth. 


Other Cultural Sector Occupations, which 
make up 46% of the cultural labour force, 
grew 8%. This was slower than the growth 
in Arts Occupations and was also below the 
average for the total labour force (12%). 


Many Printing & Related occupations (by far 
the largest group in Other Cultural Sector 
Occupations) dropped in number, the most 
significant being Photoengraving & Related 
Occupations (-20%) and Typesetting & 
Composition (-16%). Printing & Related 
occupations as a whole fell 3%. Another 
notable downward trend was Motion Picture 
Projectionists (part of the Electronic & 
Related Communications Equipment 
Operating n.e.c. group), which experienced a 
21% decline. 


However, other groups in this category 
demonstrated relatively strong growth, 
including Other Crafts and Equipment

Operating, n.e.c. (24%) and Library, 
Museums and Archival Sciences (14%). 
And within the latter, the number of 
Librarians, Archivists and Conservators 


increased significantly at 18%. As well, the 
number of Architects increased 38% and 


Fine Arts Teachers n.e.c. 19%. 


Growth for Women Stronger 


From 1986 to 1991 both men and women 


increased their numbers in the cultural

labour force. The number of men rose 10% 
to 194,000, while the number of women 
rose almost twice as fast (19%) reaching 
163,000. Furthermore, women entered both 
Arts and Other Cultural Sector Occupations 
at a faster rate than men. Women now 
make up 46% of the cultural labour force, as 
compared to 43% in 1986. 


Arts Occupations increases for both women 
(27%) and men (14%) were higher than 
their rates of increase in the labour force 
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generally (17% for women and 7% for 
men). In Arts Occupations groups, the 
number of women in each case increased 
more than 25%, while the number of men 
increased at most by 19% (in the Writing 


group). 


In Other Cultural Sector Occupations, 
women Architects more than doubled their 
numbers in the five-year span, with a 108% 
increase. In fact, this was the highest growth 
in any Cultural occupation for either men or 
women. The number of women involved in 
Other Crafts & Equipment Operating n.e.c. 
also rose by a substantial 23%. 


Elsewhere, in Other Cultural Sector 
Occupations, the growth rate for women was 
much lower and below their overall labour 
force growth rate of 17%. The number of 
women in both the Library, Museums & 
Archival Sciences and the Electronic & 
Related Communications Equipment n.e.c. 
groups increased 15%. And in the Printing 
and Related group there were actually 5% 
fewer women in 1991 than in 1986. 


The number of men in most Other Cultural 
Sector Occupations grew faster than in the 
total labour force (7%), including Architects 
(28%), Fine Arts Teachers n.e.c. (23%), 
and occupations in Other Crafts & Equip- 
ment Operating (26%), Electronic & Related 
Communications Equipment n.e.c. (10%), 
and Library, Museums & Archival Sciences 
(8%). However, the largest group for men in 
this category — Printing & Related occupa- 
tions — actually decreased by 2%, with the 
result that the growth rate for men in Other 
Cultural Sector Occupations as a whole 
(6%) was below the total labour force 
growth rate for men (7%).

1980 Standard Occupational Classification of the Cultural Labour Force 


in order to provide consistent data on the types of work people are involved in, Statistics 
Canada has developed the 1980 Standard Occupation Classification (SOC) system. This 
system currently provides the most appropriate framework for defining the Cultural Labour 
Force (CLF) using the 1991 Census data. 


However, the SOC system does possess its limits when it comes to examining the CLF. In 
some cases, "bona fide" cultural workers cannot be included in the CLF because they form 
only a small subset of some occupational units and groups. This is the case with managers 
in the cultural sector, who are included with managers from other sectors. Inversely, some 
of the workers included in the cultural SOC’s are not cultural workers. For example, the 
Other Crafts & Equipment Operating group has a manufacturing component. Some people 
who are included in the group are involved in manufacturing processes rather than creating 
their own crafts. 


Furthermore, individuals whose cultural activity may be supported primarily through other 
non-cultural work, would not be included in the Census data on the CLF. Nonetheless, 
using the SOC-derived scheme with the 1991 Census data provides the best estimates 
possible at this time of both the size and components of the Cultural Labour Force. 


The SOC is made up of 22 major occupation divisions, which in turn are each made up of a 
series of 80 occupation groups, which finally are broken down into 514 more detailed units. 
These units often contain more than one occupation. We have kept the same convention as 


the SOC scheme for naming the occupation units and groups.

Periodical Publishing Going Green?

In Canada, as in most countries, economic 
growth is a highly sought-after goal but one 
which comes with a price in the form of 
undesirable side effects. In some industries, 
the continued growth in production has 
produced waste management problems and 
other side effects which have an impact on 
the environment. 


For the print industry, including newspapers 
and periodicals, the waste by-products of 
production take the form of sulphur dioxide, 
nonrenewable petroleum-based inks, hot- 
melt plastic glues and used prints and 
polybags. The environmental effects, and 
the management and disposal of these 
waste by-products, are among the major 
issues facing the industry. 


Recognizing the importance of statistics in 
assessing possible adverse effects of perio- 
dical publishing on the environment, the 
Culture Statistics Program embarked on the 
collection of data on this issue. Working in 
conjunction with experts in the industry and 
industry associations, Statistics Canada 
included questions in its Periodical Publish- 
ing Survey designed to collect information 
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on the type of paper used, the type of 
packaging, the type of ink and the produc- 
tion techniques used for the magazine 
covers, binding and labels — all of which 
have implications for the environment. 


First administered in 1990-91, and now in 
the second year of data collection, the 
environment-related questions show the 
following results for 1991-92: 


@ Twenty per cent of the periodicals 
published in Canada use recycled 
paper with various combinations of 
post-commercial, post-consumer and 
virgin-fibre papers. This is up from 
12% from 1990-91, an indication that 
the waste paper recovery rate is 
increasing. Sixty-six per cent use 
coated or uncoated paper made from 
virgin fibre, down from 72% in 
1990-91. 


Scholarly publishers are more likely to 
use recycled paper than other types of 
periodicals with 33% of their 
publications using recycled paper in 
1991-92, up from 24% in 1990-91. 


Most periodicals (61%) are distributed 
unpackaged, up from 56% in 1990-91, 
while 27% are packaged with polywrap 
or paperwrap and 11% use other types 
of wraps. Polywraps, in particular, pose 
problems in landfills as they are not 
biodegradable. 


Petroleum-based ink is used on 49% of 
the periodicals, down slightly from the 
previous year. Vegetable-based ink, a 
more environmentally friendly and less 
toxic pigment is used on 31% of the 
periodicals, up from 22% in 1990-91. 


While many publications (47%) are not 
covered with any type of coating for 
lustre, 17% are covered with laminated 
coatings, 5% with ultra-violet cured 
coatings and 11% with the more 
environmentally friendly water-borne 
(aqueous) coatings. Some coatings 
(e.g. ultra-violet cured coatings) have 
been known to cause problems to the 
environment and create skin irritations 
for workers during the recycling 
process. 
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@  Pressure-sensitive address labels are 
the most commonly used type of label, 
though they are neither the most 
environmentally friendly nor easily 
recycled. Fifty-seven per cent of 
Canadian periodicals reported using 
pressure-sensitive address labels, down 
marginally from 1990-91. Ink-jetting, 
which eliminates the need for glued 
labels, is used on 7% of periodicals, up 
two percentage points from the 
previous year. 


The use of hot-melt glues for binding 
periodicals, like the pressure-sensitive 
address labels, poses some problems 
in the recycling process. Fourteen per 
cent of the responding periodicals 
reported using this type of binding, 
down from 16% in 1990-91. Saddle- 
Stitch binding is the most widely used 
with 53% declaring having used it in 
1991-92, while 3% used the more 
water soluble glues. 
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Overall, despite the recession, the Canadian 
periodical industry has made progress in 
reducing the environmental impact of its 
production activities, judging from the two- 
year data on this topic. The number of 
periodicals using recycled paper is up 60% 
from the previous year and there was also 
some improvement in the use of the more 
environmentally friendly vegetable- based 
ink. With the use of more recycled paper 
and less packaging, the amount of waste 
going to landfills is reduced. [] 


Fine and Applied Arts Graduates —- Where Are They Now?

What are the employment prospects for 
graduates of arts training programs? 
Institutions providing arts training include: 
universities, community colleges and 
CEGEPS; specialized art colleges and music 
conservatories; and independent specialized 
institutions (e.g. the National Theatre 
School). But little information exists about 
how graduates of these institutions fare in 
the job market after graduation. 


Using the 1988 National Graduates Survey’, 
we can take a look at 1986 graduates of 
university and community college fine and 
applied arts programs two years after 
graduation. This article focuses on 
university fine and applied arts graduates, 
while a future article will look at community 
college graduates from arts programs. 


There were almost 4,500 graduates from 
fine and applied arts degree, diploma and 
certificate programs in 1991 (Table 1), about 
3% of all university graduates. Their studies 
fall into five broad categories: fine art, music, 
other performing arts, industrial design and 
other applied arts (see box for definitions). 


The Art of Finding a Job in the Arts 


Enrolment in fine and applied arts programs 
more than doubled over the past two 
decades (Figure 1). It also grew relatively 
faster than total university enrolment even 
Over the past five years, indicating growing

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interest in this field of study. However, 
finding full-time employment has proved has 
proved more difficult for fine and applied arts 
graduates than almost all other university 
graduates. Fifty-nine per cent were in full- 
time jobs two years after graduation 
compared with 75% of university graduates 
as a whole. A further 20% of fine and 
applied arts graduates were in part-time jobs 
- ahigher percentage than in any other 
field of study. 


Many had also not found full-time work in 
their field: 33% of those working full time 
were in a job directly related to their 
education compared with a combined figure 
of 48% for all university graduates. 
However, fine and applied arts graduates in 
1988 were in a better position than 
graduates surveyed five years earlier: only 
23% of those working full time in 1984 had 
found jobs directly related to their education. 
This group made the most progress of all 
university graduates over that time period. 


Categorized according to tne job at which 
they spent the most hours, more of fine and 
applied arts graduates ended up in teaching 
and related occupations (34%) than any 
other occupation, and about half of these 
were in elementary and secondary school 
teaching. Music graduates (even excluding 
music education graduates) were most likely 
to go on to teaching jobs (58% were in 
teaching and related occupations). Only 
17% of fine and applied arts graduates 
found jobs in artistic, literary, recreational 
and related occupations, while another 14% 
were in managerial, administrative and 
related occupations and 11% were in 
clerical and related occupations. Fine and 
applied arts graduates with a master’s 
degree were more likely than bachelor’s 
graduates to be working in arts occupations 
(33% vs. 16%). 


It may well be that some of the graduates 
hold a second job which is arts-related. 
Indeed, a higher percentage of fine and 
applied arts graduates (19%) than graduates 
as a whole (11%) were found to be holding 
more than one job, and this was especially 
true of music graduates (27%). Music 
graduates (22%) and other performing 
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arts graduates (27%) were also 
characterized by a high level of self- 
employment. Some of these self-employed 
graduates may be performing artists or 
performing arts teachers. 


For many university graduates, including 
most categories of fine and applied arts 
graduates, the chances of being unemployed 
at some time during the two years after 
graduation were less in 1988 than in 1984, 
reflecting an improvement in the economy 
between those two years. Fine art 
graduates were an exception to this, as they 
had almost the same chance of being 
unemployed after graduation in 1988 as in 
1984. 


Lower incomes Than Other Graduates 


Fine and applied arts graduates had lower 
earnings than other university graduates. 
Those working full-time had median earnings 
of $24,000 compared with an overall median 
of $28,000 for university graduates, and 
further qualifications did not have much 
impact on median earnings for fine and 
applied arts graduates ($26,000 for a 
master’s graduate vs. $24,000 for a 
bachelor’s graduate). Personal income 
distribution figures do not improve this 
picture. Fifty-four per cent of fine and 
applied arts graduates had incomes of less 
than $15,000 in 1988, compared with 31% 
of university graduates as a whole. 


On the positive side, although fine and 
applied arts graduates remain at the lower 
end of the income spectrum, a comparison 
of graduates in 1984 and 1988 shows that 
those in the fine and applied arts had the 
biggest gains in earnings of all graduates 
over the five years. 


For the Love of Art 


The less-than-rosy outlook for fine and 
applied arts graduates in the labour market 
did not lessen their satisfaction with their 
studies. Virtually the same percentage of 
fine and applied arts graduates (70%) as 
university graduates overall (71%) would 
have selected the same program in 
retrospect. Graduates in performing arts 
programs (music, dance, and theatre) were 
most positive about their studies: 75% of 
music graduates and 77% of other 
performing arts graduates would have 
chosen the same program again. Fine art 
and applied arts graduates felt less strongly: 
64% of fine art graduates and 69% of 
applied arts graduates would have chosen 
the same program again. But for the latter 
two groups, graduates at higher levels of 
qualifications felt more positive: 79% of fine 
art and 83% of applied arts master’s 
graduates would have chosen the same 
program in retrospect. 
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Fine and Applied Arts -— What’s Included? 


Fine and applied arts include a wide range of studies under the five broad headings of fine 


art, music, other performing arts, industrial design and other applied arts. 


Fine art, the 


largest category (37% of fine and applied arts graduates), is made up of general art studies, 


fine art appreciation, aesthetics, fine art, printing and sculpture. 


Music (about 25% of 


graduates) includes all music studies except music education, while other performing arts 
(the smallest category at 13%) include dance, drama and theatre. Applied arts (the 
remaining 25% of graduates) cover industrial design and other applied arts such as graphic 
arts, drawing, graphic design, engraving, photography, lithography, printing, ceramics, 
jewellery design, fashion design and interior design. Fine and applied arts as defined above 
do not represent all arts-related training. Areas such as music education, creative writing, 
architecture, museology, and arts administration are included with other fields of study. The 
National Graduates Survey does not, however, include detail on most of these other areas. 


In the future, we will have much more 
information about these and other training 
experiences from the Cultural Labour Force 
Project now under way at Statistics Canada 
with the sponsorship of Employment and 
Immigration Canada. This project will also 


provide much needed in depth information 
about labour force experiences of those who 
work in the cultural sector. A survey of 
1990 graduates which took place in 1992 
will also allow us to see whether further 
progress has occurred for fine and applied 
arts graduates.

Heritage Attendance Stabilizes....0r Does It? 


Erika Dugas, Project Manager, Heritage Institutions Survey 


In 1990-91, attendance at heritage 

institutions’ remained stable overall, with 57 
million visits reported. This did not hold true, 
however, across all provinces and institution 


types. 


The 1990-91 Survey of Heritage institutions 
shows that the province of Quebec, for 
example, clearly leapt ahead, with a 12% 
increase in attendance over that of 1989-90, 
to 15 million visits. The Yukon, on the other 
hand, experienced a drop of 12% to 
145,000 visits. The Maritime provinces and 
Ontario also suffered declines but of smaller 
magnitudes, ranging from 3 to 6%. 
Attendance elsewhere held to nearly the 
same levels as in 1989-90. 


Visitors are being drawn in increasing 
numbers to museums and exhibition centres. 
Visits to museums, which alone represent 
44% of all attendance, rose by almost 3% 
from the previous year to 25 million visits, an 
all-time high. Visits to exhibition centres 
increased 4% to 2.8 million visits. Atten- 
dance at botanical gardens, arboretums and 
conservatories also climbed 6% to 4.4 
million visits. This is good news after the 
16% drop between 1988-89 and 1989-90. 
Nevertheless, visitation is still well below the 
1988-89 figure of 4.9 million and is in fact 
lower than that of all the mid-eighties. 


The number of visits to historic sites, the 
next largest category after museums, 
remained stable, attracting a large number of 
visitors, with 17 million visits. Three groups 
of institutions — zoos and aquariums, 
archives, and planetariums and 
observatories —- experienced drops of 7% 
or more in their attendance. 


Other highlights from the 1990-91 Survey: 


@ heritage institutions reported total 
revenues of $792 million, an increase of 
7%. 


@ earned revenues of heritage institutions 
rose by 11%, to a total of $167 million; 
revenues from government sources 
increased by approximately 6%. 


@ operating expenditures also climbed 7%, 
to a total of $754 million; wages and 
salaries (including benefits) increased by 
9%, whereas all other expenses 
combined increased by 5%. 


® capital revenues decreased by 16% toa 
total of $168 million, providing a sharp 
contrast to the previous year when 
dollars for capital projects had increased 
more than 50%. 


@ the number of full-time and part-time 
personnel rose 1% and 2% respectively. 
in all, 9,900 full-time and 13,900 part- 
time personnel worked in heritage 
institutions. 


@ volunteers continue to play an important 
role in the heritage community: more 
than 42,800 volunteers were reported by 
heritage institutions, an increase of nearly 
11%.

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Cultural Statistics in Australia - The View From Down Under 


Barry Haydon, Director, National Culture/Leisure Statistics Unit, Australian Bureau of Statistics (ABS) 


Having recently created a statistical unit to develop 
cultural statistics in Australia, the Australian Bureau of 
Statistics (ABS) asked me to visit Statistics Canada, 
primarily to learn about the Culture Statistics Program 
and to see if its approaches could be introduced in 
Australia. During my visit at the beginning of May 1993, 
| was struck by a number of things, the prime ones being 
the friendliness of Canadians and the well advanced 
nature of the cultural statistics program in Canada 
relative to that in Australia. It is indeed a program that 
we in Australia aspire to. 


| found that there were similarities in approach to the 
various statistical issues facing our respective countries. 
In particular, the emphasis upon a reliable set of 
statistical definitions and the continual need to consult 
with users to ensure the program produces meaningful 
(both useful and used) output is paramount in both 
countries. 


The ABS Culture-Leisure Industry Statistical 
Framework 


In Australia, the majority of our definitions are based on a 
statistical framework for culture/leisure statistics 
developed by the Statistical Advisory Group to the 
Cultural Ministers Council. This Advisory Group was set 
up in 1985 to foster the development of statistics in this 
field before the ABS had become a major stakeholder in 
future developments. And now that the ABS has made a 
major commitment to cultural statistics, the Group 
remains a key player by providing the bureau with 
indications of priority requirements and by being the 
major user of the output. 


The ABS framework, based heavily on the Unesco 
Framework for Cultural Statistics, was developed after 
extensive discussions with the major potential users of 
any resultant statistics. ABS now has the major 
responsibility for maintaining the framework in Australia 
and will adopt a sector by sector approach in this work.

The Sport and Recreation Industry Statistical 
Framework 


One of the categories identified by Unesco and 
consequently included in the Australian framework is that 
of Sport and Recreation. Until very recently there has 
been little official work in this area, but plans are now 
well advanced for development of a separate, detailed 
framework for Sport and Recreation, thanks to the efforts 
of the Commonwealth Department of the Environment, 
Sport and Territories. The Department has also been 
instrumental in encouraging the ABS to develop a new 
survey vehicle — one which will enable small household 
surveys to be conducted. The first of these will be 
conducted in August this year and will include questions 
relating to the Australians’ involvement in a variety of 
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sport and recreation activities. This 
area could be one where Australia 
may be in a position to provide advice 
to Canada. 


Consultation With Users 


Apart from lengthy discussions with 
the Statistical Advisory Group, the 
ABS has had only minimal contact 
with prospective users of all cultural 
statistics at this stage.While we are 
keen to play a more active role in this 
area, resources have simply not been 
available for any extensive 
consultation work. It is hoped that 
eventually the ABS will be able to 
assist more actively the development 
of all cultural statistics. One of the 
activities of Statistics Canada is to 
host meetings of experts from users 
of cultural statistics, asking them to 
provide advice about the future 
direction of the program, and where 
appropriate, to be involved in joint 
developments. Perhaps this form of 
consultation would also be beneficial 
in Australia. 


Measuring the Economic 
Significance of Culture 


One of the fundamental issues facing 
both statistical agencies relates to the 


measurement of the economic 
significance of culture. While in 
Canada there are numerous surveys 
designed to measure the economics 
of various elements of the cultural 
sector, it has still been considered 
necessary to undertake a significant 
investigation into the labour force 
associated with culture. In Australia, 
we are nowhere near as fortunate in 
having statistics on the various 
economic elements of the industry, 
but we have recently conducted a 
household survey which was 
designed to measure the real level of 
employment within the culture 
industry. It will be interesting to 
compare the results of our respective 
cultural labour force collections when 
the data become available. 


With the numerous similarities 
between our two countries and 
between our two statistical systems | 
am confident that Canada and 
Australia will be able to assist each 
other’s statistical development in the 
future. At the moment, it is likely that 
Australia will be the major beneficiary 
of such a relationship, but | am sure 
that it will not be long before we are 
able to return the favour. 
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A Canadian Culture Framework To Build On

Culture to Canadians can mean 
anything from Michel Tremblay or the 
Stratford Festival, to the traditions of a 
particular group, to the way our 
society passes on its values. So, 
setting up a framework for cultural 
statistics requires a clear idea of what 
kind of statistics we and others need. 


The Statistics Canada framework is 
being built on the foundation of 
existing work. Some of the culture- 
related surveys have a history that 
reaches back as far as the 1930s, but 
the current scope of the program, 
which comprises 12 annual surveys 
and 3 projects, has gradually evolved 
through constant dicussion and 
dialogue with the client community 
over the twenty years since the 
Culture Statistics Program was 
established. In addition, in 1986, in 
recognition of the the increasing 
importance of culture, Unesco 
adopted a Framework for Cultural 
Statistics, which provides an 
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international context to the collection 
and comparison of cultural statistics. 


Why A Framework? 


The role of the framework is to supply 
consistency and coherency. To be 
useful, it has to reflect how 
organizations and industries are doing 
business now, and how they are likely 
do so in the future. To achieve this we 
need common sets of categories, 
definitions and measures. 


Without agreement, we and other 
jurisdictions would collect information 
but be unable to make comparisons. 
We would also find it difficult to relate 
cultural information to the 
sociodemographic and economic 
context. 


A Flexible Approach 


No matter what form the framework 
takes, one thing is certain — the 


segment of the world we are trying to 
measure is in constant evolution. The 
framework must be flexible to avoid 
creating artificial distinctions between 
institutions that are alike. 


We need to know about cultural 
goods and services being produced, 
as well as culture consumers, workers 
and firms. But our information needs 
go well beyond this. The number of 
Canadian books being published is 
important, but their share of the 
Canadian book market, and the 
proportion of Canadians reading them 
are more interesting findings. The 
number of Canadian feature films is 
not as critical as their earnings (in 
various formats), their audience, and 
their impact on the economy. The 
cost of running museums has more 
meaning when put in the context of 
the cost per visitor. 
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Putting the Framework Together 


Our framework must help us draw 
together data from a variety of 
sources. Basic to our approach is the 
segmenting of culture into four 
constituencies: 


@ the people who make cultural 
activities possible (cultural labour 
force) 


e@ the institutions and companies 
which produce, distribute, retail 
and conserve cultural goods and 
services 


@ the government sector, which 
supports, regulates, operates or 
otherwise influences cultural 
activities 


@ the consumers who purchase, 
borrow, use or spend time on 
cultural goods and services 


To organize the information, we are 
building a supply and demand model. 
This will allow us to link culture 
information with Statistics Canada’s 
rich hoards of demographic, social 
and economic data and to expand the 
amount of analysis of our data that is 
possible. 


Existing Statistics Canada 
classifications are not sufficiently 
detailed for our framework. We need 


to develop three classifications 
specifically for culture: one for 
industries that make up the cultural 
sector (including those parts of 
government which are involved); 
another for occupations which exist in 
the cultural sector; and a third for 
cultural goods and services. 


We are beginning the project with the 
Classification of industries (Figure 1). 
An important part of this is work on 
definitions with other federal agencies, 
other governments, and with 
members of the cultural community. 


We Can Get There From Here 


Of course, we are not waiting for the 
completion of the framework before 
getting on with the job. We have 
used the consultations already held to 
modify some of our surveys, and we 
have established an informal check 
list for all surveys, which ensures we 
collect, to the extent possible, all the 
major statistics our users require. 


We are also actively involving the 
provinces and federal institutions 
interested in culture in a review of the 
standards and definitions used for 
cultural statistics across the country. 
The Bureau de la statistique du 
Québec has formed a provincial 
committee for this purpose. 
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Our aim is to arrive at a common 
framework which includes accepted 
definitions of the institutions and 
activities that make up the cultural 
sector, so that we can compare 
information gathered anywhere in the 
country. 


Movie Theatres and Drive-ins Respond to Changing Entertainment Market

The tastes of Canadian movie-goers 
have undergone a dramatic change 
since the early 1900’s when an 
evening spent at a majestic movie 
palace was a gala event. As we enter 
the 1990’s, the home entertainment 
sector is capturing an ever increasing 
share of the Canadian film market. 
This trend is supported by the 
proliferation of home entertainment 
alternatives such as videocassette 
recorders, pay television, specialty 
channels and cable stations. As a 
result, theatres and drive-ins have 
been forced to adjust to rapidly 
changing consumer preferences. 


Today, fewer movie theatres cater to 
@ diminishing number of spectators. 
In order to remain competitive, 

_ theatres are offering a greater choice 
of films. Between 1987-88 and 1991- 


92, the total number of regular 
theatres in Canada dropped 8% to 
620, while the number of screens 
jumped by 13% to 1,611. At the 
same time, there were 12 million 
fewer paid admissions to theatres in 
1991-92 than in 1987-88, representing 
a decrease of 7%. 


The real cost of theatre admission has 


_increased marginally, with average 


ticket price to regular theatres, in 
constant 1991 dollars, going from 
$5.40 in 1987-88 to $5.64 in 1991-92.! 


Drive-in motion picture venues have 
been hit particularly hard by the 
changing preferences of film 
consumers. In 1991-92, there were 


’ 103 drive-ins in Canada, down 29% 


from 1987-88. Paid admissions have 
also dropped dramatically. 
Attendance fell 28% between 1987-88 
and 1991-92. However, unlike regular 
theatres, the drop in the number of 
drive-in venues was accompanied by 
an equally large drop in the number of 
screens (26%). 
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Despite declining attendance, theatres 
and drive-ins have experienced a 
relatively small decline in 
profitability2. Regular theatres 
reported a profit margin of 11.8% in 
1991-92, compared to 13.2% in 1987- 
88, while the figure for drive-ins 
dropped from 12.4% to 10.8%. 


Remaining profitable has translated 
into expenditure reductions and 
employment adjustments. For 
example, decreased expenditures on 
salaries, wages and benefits were 


accompanied by lower levels of full- 
time employment. Compared with 
1987-88, there were 24% fewer full- 
time positions at theatres and 22% 
fewer at drive-ins in 1991-92. 
Nonetheless, this restructuring 
actually led to a 3% net increase in 
employment at regular theatres. This 
was due to the rise in the number of 
part-time employees, which jumped 
from 7,091 to 7,794. Total 
employment at drive-ins, however, fell 
15% over the same period. 


As new technologies change the face 
of the film industry, the business 
share of Canadian theatres and drive- 
ins is becoming smaller. 

Nevertheless, the theatre sector 
appears to be meeting the challenge 
of remaining competitive in a market 
which offers a myriad of entertainment 
choices.

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If life-long interest in the arts and 
culture is established early in life, then 
the signs seem positive for young 
people’s future involvement with 
culture. New data on participation in 
culture from the 1992 General Social 
Survey show that young people 
(defined as those from age 15 to 24) 
take part in a wide variety of cultural 
activities both outside and in the 
home - and their level of participation 
is often higher than for other age 
groups. What is more, they are 
interested not only in popular cultural 
activities but also the more traditional 
forms. 


Seeking Out Variety in Culture and 
Entertainment 


About three out of ten young people 
attended professional performances of 
theatre, music, dance and opera in 

the previous year. This rate is almost 
the same as for the group usually 
thought of as the most active 
performing arts attenders - those from 
age 35 to 59. The pattern is similar 
for visiting museums and art galleries. 


Moreover, in other cultural activities 
outside the home, young people 
participate more than other age 
groups. About 40% attended popular 
music performances in the past year. 
Twenty-two per cent of 15 to 19 year 
olds and 16% of 20 to 24 year olds 
went to a movie in the previous week. 
However, watching movies at home is 
even more popular, with 63% of 15-19 
age group and 54% of the 20-24 age 
group viewing movies on the VCR in 
the previous week. Young people are 
also more interested in attending 
professional sports events than older 
age groups. 
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What Are They Doing When 
They’re At Home? 


Whatever cultural activities young 
people are involved in at home, 
television viewing is becoming less 
important among them. 

According to 1992 data from Statistics 
Canada’s Television Viewing Data 
Bank, young people aged 18-24 are 
watching on average 18 hours of 
television per week (compared with an 
average of 23 hours for the total

population) - and the figure for the 18 
to 24 group has been on the decline 
for several years. 


On the other hand, more than four out 
of ten young people reported reading 
a book for leisure in the previous 
week, similar to the figure for other 
age groups. But for 68% of the 15-19 
age group and 59% of the 20-24 age 
group, the last book read was fiction - 
a significantly higher level of interest 
than for other age groups. 
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Young people also read magazines - 
about six out of ten in the past week - 
and this was also similar to other age 
groups. The only print medium in 
which young people show significantly 
less interest than other age groups is 
newspapers, with 74% of 15-19 year 
olds and 79% of 20-24 year olds 
reading them in the past week, 
compared with 87% for the 45-59 


group. 


As might be expected, the vast 
majority of those under age 25 
listened to CD’s and cassettes - about 
nine out of ten in the previous week. 
While still a popular activity among 
other age groups, the percentage is 
significantly lower - 69% for those 35- 
44 and 59% for the 45-59 age group. 


Over and above this, young people are 
also engaged in hands-on cultural 
activity. This is especially true of the 
15-19 group, where 25% undertook art 
activities such as painting and 
sculpting and 33% played a musical 
instrument at home in the previous 
year. For 20-24 year olds, the 
percentage was a little lower (16% for 
art activities and 24% for playing 
musical instruments), and for other 
age groups much lower again. 


Tomorrow’s Culture Consumers 


The healthy level of participation in 
cultural activities is perhaps a result of 
the efforts of arts organizations in 
recent years in putting on programs 
aimed at young audiences. Whatever 
the cause, the results bode well for the 
future of the culture sector. 


Culture Spending and Participation by Canada’s 


Immigrants 


Judy Reid, Project Manager, Sound Recording Survey 


Immigrants have changed Canada in 
all kinds of ways. While contributing 
significantly to Canada’s economic 
development, they have also had an 
impact on culture and the arts. The 
annual Caribana festival in Toronto 
and writer Michael Ondaatje who won 
a Governor General’s Literary Award 
in 1992 are just two examples of this. 
But what about immigrants’ 
involvement in culture as consumers? 
This article focuses on Canada’s 
immigrant population - where the 
immigrants have come from and what 
their cultural habits are. 


Changing Patterns of Immigration 


Immigrants made up about 16% of the 
total population in 1991 (or 4.3 million 
people), nearly half of whom came to 
Canada prior to 1971. The number 
arriving in Canada each year has 
grown continually from 84,000 in 1985 
to 231,000 in 1991, but where they are 
coming from has changed (Figure 1). 
According to the Census in 1991, 54% 
of immigrants came from Europe, 
while 25% came from Asia. Prior to 
1961, 90% of immigrants came from 

_ European countries and only 3% from 
Asia. In consequence, Canada’s 

_ population is becoming more culturally 

diverse. 


Larger Households, Tighter 
Budgets 


There is a tendency for immigrants to 
live in multiple-family and extended- 
family households. Household 
income for immigrants born in Asia 
was actually 3% more than the 
average for the total population. 
Those from the Middle East, Africa, 
the Caribbean and South and Central 
America had household incomes 13% 
less than the overall average. 


For immigrants, a slightly higher 
percentage of household income is 
spent on basics such as food and 
shelter. Immigrants from Southern or 
Eastern Europe or Asia spent about 
45% of their disposable household 
income on food and shelter. 
Immigrants from the Middle East, 
Africa, the Caribbean, or Central and 
South America spent slightly more 
(about 47%). Those born in Canada 
spent 42% on basics and those born 
in the U.S.A. and Western Europe, 
43%. 


Culture Spending and Participation 
Patterns 


According to the 1990 Family 
Expenditure Survey, those born in 
Canada and those from Great Britain, 


The 1992 General Social Survey: 
Focus on Time Use and Cultural 
Activities 


The General Social Survey has 
gathered data every year since 1985 
on trends in Canadian society. The 
1992 survey focused on daily time 
use measured through a 24-hour time 
diary. It also included questions 
concerning participation in a wide 
variety of cultural activities over the 
previous year, month and week. This 
is the first time specific questions on 
participation in cultural activities have 
been asked in the General Social 
Survey, although time use was the 
focus of an earlier General Social 
Survey in 1986. The questions on 
cultural activities were sponsored by a 
consortium of federal and provincial 
users with the objective of obtaining a 
more comprehensive measure of 
participation in these activities. 


Many different kinds of analyses of 
consumer behaviour can be 
undertaken using the General Social 
Survey data, together with other 
sources of information on culture 
consumers such as the Family 
Expenditure Survey and the 
Television Viewing Data Bank. [J 


the U.S.A. and Northern or Western 
Europe (immigrants who also tend to 
have lived longest in Canada) spent a 
larger share of their disposable 
income on culture- and recreation- 
related items than recent immigrants 
from Asia, the Caribbean and Central 
and South America. Data from the 
1992 General Social Survey paint a 
similar picture regarding differences 
in participation in cultural activities. 


But there was one area where recent 
immigrants (those from Asia, the 
Caribbean and Central and South 
America) spent more on culture and 
recreation. They spent on average 
$362 on home entertainment 
equipment compared with $228 for 
those born in the U.S.A., Northern and 
Western Europe, and $327 for those 
born in Canada. While the differences 
are not as large, viewing habits in a 
typical week are consistent with this. 
Forty-two per cent of those born in 
Asia and 46% of those from Central 
and South America or the Caribbean 
viewed a movie on the VCR.

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This compares with 40% of those 
born in Canada. European-born 
immigrants viewed considerably less 
(31%). Recent immigrants working 
long hours generally tend to see this 
as the easiest way to provide 
relaxation for the whole household. 
They may also want to view videos in 
a variety of languages. 


Recent immigrants spent 
considerably less of their household 
disposable income on reading 
materials. Immigrants from Southern 
or Eastern Europe spent $194 and 
those from Asia $195. This compares 
with $283 for those born in Canada. 
There are also differences in leisure 
reading habits. Some, but not all, 
recent immigrants read books as a 
pastime less: 37% of those born in 
Asia compared with 44% of those 
born in Canada read a book in the 
past week. Fifty-three per cent of 
those from Central and South America 
and the Caribbean read a book in the 
past week. For some immigrants, in 
particular those born in Asia, the 
percentage borrowing books from 
libraries is larger than for those born 
in Canada (40% vs. 33% per cent in 
the past year). Immigrants are 
stretching their culture dollars further 
by borrowing books. Books in 
languages other than English and 
French may also be more readily 
available in libraries. 


Live Stage Performances were 
extremely popular with those 
immigrants born in the U.S.A. and 
Western and Northern Europe ($96 
per year). They were much less so 
with recent immigrants, who spent 
less than half of that. Those born in 
Canada spent $68. Participation data 
also show that 33% of European-born 
immigrants went to the performing 
arts compared with 31% of those born 
in Canada and 22% of those born in 
Asia. Interest is higher among 
immigrants in ethnic and heritage 
dance and music, with 25% of recent 
immigrants,15% of European 
immigrants and 10% of those born in 
Canada attending in the previous 
year. 


Live spectator sports events were 
more popular with those born in 
Canada than all immigrant groups, 
whether recent or living longer in 
Canada, both in terms of spending 
and participation.

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However, the variety of amateur and 
free sports events common in many 
immigrant communities are not 
reflected in the data. 


Spending on going to the movies was 
similar for all groups ($73 to $77 per 
household) except those born in USA, 
Northern and Western Europe, where 
it was $57 per household. 
Participation rate data also suggest 
that fewer European-born immigrants 
went to a movie in the past year 
(44%) compared with 50% for those 
born in Canada and 51% of those 
born elsewhere. 


Accommodating Change 


If immigration levels remain 
unchanged, the cultural sector can 
expect continuing pressure to 
broaden its focus to become more 
accommodating of changing tastes. 
A more culturally diverse immigrant 
population may begin to insist on 
greater access to a variety of means 
of cultural expression. 


Further analysis of cultural consumers 
from different immigrant groups in 
relation to variables such as age, 
education, occupation, gender and 
income level would be useful in this 
context and can be undertaken with 
the data sources used in this brief 
article. 
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Update on the Cultural Labour Force Project — Survey Pre-test

The Cultural Labour Force Project is 
moving into the testing phase for its 
two surveys. In order to ensure that 
questionnaires and survey processes 
are well-designed, it is essential that 
thorough testing is conducted. 


The major survey, "Survey of the 
Canadian Cultural Labour Force", will 
collect detailed information from 
people involved in the cultural sector 
who have been identified through their 
affiliation with associations, unions 
and councils. 


Tuning in to Canada’s 
Public Broadcaster 


Ever wondered how many Canadians 
tune in to CBC in a typical week? 
According to new data on participation 
in cultural activities measured over 
the entire year (see box on page 5), 
16.8 million or 79% of Canadians 
aged 15 and older reported in 1992 
that they watched CBC English and 
French Television in the previous 
week. There were 3.6 million heavy 
viewers watching 10 or more hours in 
the week. 


CBC/Radio Canada radio listeners 
numbered 6.6 million in the previous 
week, about 31% of the population 
aged 15 and over. Heavy users of 
CBC Radio (10 or more hours in the 
week) totalled 1.5 million.

It will focus on their labour market 
status and patterns, training, financial 
status, demographic characteristics 
and other issues pertinent to the 
cultural labour force. Testing of this 
survey is scheduled for this winter. 


The other survey, "Working in the 
Cultural Sector", will focus on people 
in the general population who report 
they are involved in the cultural 
sector. It is intended to cover some 
aspects of employment and training in 
the culture sector, and will provide a 
more accurate estimate of the size of 


the sector. Testing of this survey is 
scheduled for the fall. 


Each test will involve collecting data 
from a small sample of people 
(approximately 500). If all goes well, 
the full collection of data for "Working 
in the Cultural Sector" will occur in 
January and collection for the "Survey 
of the Canadian Cultural Labour 
Force” will occur in April and May.

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Canadian Sound Recording Industry Looks at Impact of 


New Technology 


Brian Chater, President, Canadian Independent Record Producers Association 


The Canadian sound recording industry in 1993 
resembles the current economic situation in Canada as a 
whole. Operational costs continue to rise, very often as a 
result of tax increases. And, at least according to preli- 
minary industry data, sales are generally flat or very 
slightly ahead after three years of stagnant or declining 
sales. In addition, rapid advances in technology today 
are challenging both the traditional way music is re- 
corded and the way it is distributed to consumers (see 
box). The industry must explore how best to utilize 
these changes for its benefit. There is also the problem 
that the change of the industry to one based on rights 
rather than sales of physical product continues to be 
impeded by the lack of any clear action on the passage 
of a modern, effective Copyright Act that would grant fair 
remuneration to rights’ owners. 


Task Force Set Up 


To this end, the Minister of Communications announced 
earlier this year, the formation of a Task Force to study 
the Canadian music industry with a mandate to analyze 
and report on the impact of technological changes and 
trends on the industry and to look at the consequences 
that these new technologies will have on all aspects of 
the industry, including production, marketing, distribution 
and retailing, and on consumer views and buying 
decisions. 


At the same time, it will investigate the impact of govern- 
ment policies and legislation on the industry as a whole. 
Given the nature of the recording business, the study will 
encompass not only what is happening in Canada but will 
review actions and policies and industry reactions on 
many major foreign markets. By the middle of 1994, the 
task force hopes to report to the Minister its detailed 
recommendations on policy to ensure the long-term 
viability of the sound recording sector in Canada. 


V of Tae 
Canadian Artists - Ensuring Future Success Stories 


In today’s record industry, as with other Canadian 
cultural industries, the vast majority of distribution is 
undertaken by foreign-controlled companies (the majors). 
In fact, the face of these majors has changed 
significantly over the past few years as mergers and 
acquisitions have resulted in the consolidation worldwide 
of just five or six major multi-media conglomerates. 
However, in the music industry, unlike some of the other 
cultural industries, these foreigncontrolled companies are 
active in the production of Canadian artists and compete 
directly with the independent sector to sign new 
Canadian talent.

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The success of Canadian artists in 
markets around the world continues to 
increase and revenues from abroad 
continue to grow steadily year after 
year. Major artists such as Bryan 
Adams and Roch Voisine continue to 
sell in great numbers, but even more 
encouraging, is the fact that many 
newer Canadian acts are making their 
mark abroad, such as Holly Cole in 
Japan. 


The issue of Canadian content (Figure 
1) is critical to the future of the Cana- 
dian sound recording industry. There 
is little doubt that there are potentially 
major changes to Canadian content in 
the wind with the advent of new 
technologies. However, at present, it 
is difficult to adequately assess their 
impact until the policies of the CRTC 
regarding the future regulatory 
environment are made clearer. 


Updated Statement on Copyright 
Needed 


The most pressing concern expressed 
by the industry today is the swift 
passage of an effective, modern 
Copyright Act that will contain mecha- 
nisms to update it regularly in the face 
of the constant technological advan- 
ces that continually threaten the 
viability of the music industry. While 
proper funding and training programs 
are no doubt important, the fact is that 
if creators cannot obtain just reward 
for their labours, then other programs 
are not needed: there will be little 
desire to produce and market product 
in Canada if there is no realistic ex- 
pectation of a fair payment for crea- 
tors from users. Industry analysts 
believe that a modern, effective, Co- 
pyright Act that protects creators’ 
rights, could lead to a thriving indus- 
try, driven by independent entre- 
preneurs utilizing the new techno- 
logies to the fullest extent. 


As technology continues to advance 
at a faster and faster rate, this will 
obviously have a major effect, not just 
on distribution methods, but also on 
all products and marketing. It is hard 
to predict exactly what changes will 
ensue, but clearly, the past is not the 
future.

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New Technologies in the Music Industry - The Coming 


Revolution 


According to Nicholas Negroponte, of MIT’s 
Media Lab, the introduction of new 
technologies may revolutionize the music 
and broadcasting industries. The digital 
technology that has been used in the 
production of the CD now threatens to 
eliminate the need for a standard packaged 
format (CD, tape, etc) to deliver recordings 
to consumers. While today, digitalized 
information is transferred to CDs, shipped to 
retail outlets and carried home by the 
consumer, it could also be transferred to 
homes directly through phone lines, cable or 
satellite. In the future, record companies 
could potentially trade in their shipping 
departments for fibre optic delivery systems

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and central databanks. Audio (and visual) 
wares would be provided over phone wires, 
revolutionizing the existing distribution and 
retail systems. 


Although electronic delivery of recordings 
may be a little way off in the future, earlier 
this year two companies applied to the 
CRTC for licences to offer digital pay-audio 
service. The proposed service would offer 
mainly non-Canadian commercial-free music 
programming with CD-quality to cable TV 
subscribers (via satellite-cable delivery) at a 
low cost. Availability of such a service has 
implications for copyright holders as well as 
for the future of Canadian content.

The Ups and Downs of Government Spending on 


Culture 


Norman Verma, Project Manager, Government Expenditures on Culture 


New 1991-92 data show that federal 
government expenditures on culture 
fell in current dollars for the first time, 
and in constant dollars (after inflation 
is taken into account) for the second 


consecutive year. Spending, at $2.9 
billion, represented a decline of 4%1, 
following the previous year’s decline 
of 5%. 
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Municipal cultural expenditures also 
dropped, to $1.3 billion in 1991-92, a 
decrease of 2%, after showing growth 
in spending over the last six years. 
Provincial and territorial spending, on 
the other hand, increased to $1.9 
billion in 1991-92, up 4% after having 
remained fairly constant in the 
preceding year. 


The arts (including performing arts, 
visual arts and crafts, and arts 
education) was the only major sector 
where federal spending was up, 
growing to $141 million, a 5% 
increase. Expenditure on the 
performing arts alone rose to $121 
million, up about 7% after the 
substantial drop of 15% in 1990-91. 


In fact, spending rose across the 
board for the performing arts. 
Provincial and territorial spending in 
this area continued to grow, reaching 


$149 million, an increase of 17%. At 
the municipal level, following a 
decline of 30% in the previous year, 
funding for the performing arts 
doubled to $35 million, attributable 
largely to increased expenditures on 
the construction of performing arts 
facilities in Ontario. 


In 1991-92, the federal government 
devoted two-thirds of its total cultural 
outlay, or almost $2 billion, to the 
cultural industries (including 
broadcasting, book and periodical 
publishing, film and video, and sound 
recording), a drop of 4% from the 
previous year. Broadcasting, 
accounting for three-quarters of 
federal spending on cultural 
industries, fell 3% to $1.5 billion. 


Provincial and territorial governments, 
on the other hand, allocated $1.2 
billion, or three-fifths of their total 
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cultural expenditures, to two areas — 
libraries and heritage. Provincial and 
territorial spending on heritage alone 
grew 5.5% to $436 million, contrasting 
with a decline of 4.8% in federal 
spending on this area, to $642 million. 


Municipal governments spent three- 
quarters or $961 million of their 1991- 
92 total cultural budget on libraries, an 
increase of about 3% from the year 
before.

News In The News 


John Gordon, Project Manager, Radio and Television 


News is one of the hottest areas of 
television programming. CBC 
NEWSWORLD has been on the air for 
almost five years and CNN in the 
United States has just celebrated its 
tenth anniversary; several groups 
have recently made applications to 
the CRTC’ to implement additional 
speciality news channels. 


Tuning to each of the speciality news 
services is still less than half of one 
per cent of total viewing; however, the 
growth in recent years has been 
considerable. Viewing of 
NEWSWORLD has more than 
doubled over the four years for which 
we have data; CNN’s increase has 
been even greater during the same 
period but its viewing still remains 
about 10% below NEWSWORLD. 


Who’s Watching More? 


Although both these news services 
include a variety of other 
programming in their schedules, the 
remainder of this article deals only 
with tuning to news programs, 
including major public affairs shows2. 
Since most news programming is not 
directed towards younger audiences, 
the viewing of children less than 12 


years old has been excluded from 
consideration. 


Between 1989 and 1992, there was a 
12% increase in the hours of news 
viewing from all sources (including 
conventional channels and all cable 
specialty services). A closer 
examination of the data, however, 
reveals that almost all the increase 
can be attributed to viewers 35 and 
over. Looked at in isolation, the 
increase in news viewing for this 
older-adult group was 20%. 


Viewing among teens (12-17) 
declined both in the percentage who 
reported at least some tuning to news 
(reach) as well as in the amount of 
time spent by those who continued to 
watch. Combined, these two effects 
resulted in a decrease in total viewing 
hours of 21% for anglophone teens 
and 10% for francophone teens. 


Viewing by young adults (18-34) also 
declined by about 10%; francophone 
men were the exception. Although 
this latter group showed a decrease in 
reach, they reported an increase in 
tuning per viewer; the result was an 
increase of 2% in their total viewing 
hours. 


Since teens accounted for only 2% of 
news viewing in 1992 and young 
adults a further 18%, the impact of 
their viewing habits pales in 
comparison to the patterns exhibited 
by older adults. Accounting for about 
80% of the total hours in 1992, and 
showing an increase of 20% from 
1989 to 1992, it is the viewing of this 
latter group which most influences the 
numbers. 


Although this 20% increase in total 
viewing hours did take place, the 
growth is not all that it might seem; 
the population of older adults grew 
about 15% during the same period 
and, all other things being equal, total 
hours of viewing would be expected 
to increase by a similar percentage. 
In addition, although well over 80% of 
individuals in this age group (35 and 
over) do watch news, there was about 
a five percent decline in the reach 
over the period. Counteracting this 
decline was an increase in the 
average number of viewing hours for 
those who continued to watch. Taking 
all these factors into account, the reals 
change was a slight increase in total 
viewing hours (3%-4%) for most 
groups; for francophone men, the real 
increase was 9%. 
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Specialty Services or 
Conventional Channels - Which is 
Benefiting? 


For anglophones, both the availability4 
and viewing of Canadian5 news on 
conventional channels have remained 
almost unchanged over the period. In 
1992, women reported a reach of 
83% and five and one half hours of 
tuning per week per viewer; the 
corresponding figures for men are 
81% and about one-half hour per 
week less viewing. Foreign news 
viewing on conventional channels was 
also stable. 


All of the realS increase by 
anglophones came from viewing of 
speciality services and although they 
have established an increased 
presence (due in part to the marketing 
efforts of the cable companies) only 
10% of the anglophone population 
reported any news viewing on 
specialty services. It is, however, this 
small audience segment that has 
effected the entire 3% increase. 
Approximately one third of the gain 
went to Canadian programs. The 
larger portion of the audience gain 
which went to foreign programming 
on specialty services has allowed 
them to play catch-up with Canadian 
programming on speciality services. 
By 1992, audiences for Canadian and 
foreign news programming on these 
services were almost equal.

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For francophones, the first thing to 
note is that there are few choices for 
news in their home language other 
than Canadian programs on conven- 
tional channels§; almost 95% of their 
TV news comes from this source. In 
1992, 3% came from foreign pro- 
gramming on conventional channels 
but this was down from 4% in 1989. 


Similar to their anglophone 
counterparts, francophone women 
showed a real increase of 3% in 
news viewing. Over 60% of the 
increase went to foreign programming 
on speciality services but half of this 
gain may have come at the expense 
of foreign programs on conventional 
channels where a real decline in 
viewing hours was reported. Here 
again, the reach of specialty services 
was relatively low, less than 10% of 
the population. Francophone women 
also reported an increase in tuning to 
conventionally transmitted Canadian 
news programming. 


Francophone men recorded the 
largest real gain in TV news viewing 
(9%) and over two thirds of the 
increase went to Canadian programs 
on conventional channels; again, 
foreign programs on conventional 
channels actually lost some viewing 
hours. On speciality services, foreign 
programs gained about four times 
more viewing hours than Canadian 
programs.

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Have the new speciality services had 
an effect on TV news viewing? Yes, 
but only for a small (less than 10%) 
portion of the population. For 
anglophones, these services 
accounted for almost the entire 3% 
increase in viewing of TV news. For 
francophones, the tuning to speciality 
services by a small percentage of the 
population also accounted for real 
increases in news viewing but, 
contrary to the case for anglophones, 
Canadian programming on conven- 
tional channels also profited in in- 
creased viewing. If the CRTC licen- 
ces a French-language speciality 
news service, will it generate further 
increases in news viewing or will the 
gains by conventional channels be 
lost to the speciality services as 
seems to have happened in the 
English-language market? We'll keep 
you posted.

Attendance at Heritage Institutions Dips

In 1991-92, attendance at heritage 
institutions’ fell by 5%, overall, with 
54.3 million visits reported. While 
there were few exceptions to this 
downturn, the Survey of Heritage 
Institutions shows that some provinces 
and institution types were hit harder 
than others. 


Only Newfoundland, P.E.!. and the 
Northwest Territories reported 
increased attendance, all between 6% 
and 10%. Elsewhere visits to heritage 
institutions dropped, with the province 
of Manitoba experiencing the sharpest 
decline at 12%. Decreases in other 
provinces and the Yukon were of 
smaller magnitudes, from 2 to 7%. 


Attendance was down across all 
institution types, with the sole 
exception of planetariums and 
observatories. Although showing a 
significant increase over last year (due 
to the re-opening of an institution 
which had been closed for 
renovations), attendance for these 
institutions did not recover to the level 
of two years previous. 


Attendance at archives took a 
nosedive for the second consecutive 
year, with a 10% drop. Also 
continuing the decline reported in the 
previous year were zoos and 
aquariums, the next hardest hit, where 
attendance dropped 9%, to 6.7 million 
visits. 


Certain institution types showed a 
marked turn-around from the 
attendance increases of the previous 
year. Attendance at exhibition centres 
and botanical gardens, arboretums 
and conservatories decreased 8%. 
Visits to museums, also reversing 
direction, accounted for the largest 
decrease in absolute numbers, with 
1.5 million fewer visits recorded; just 
over 23 million visits were reported to 
museums in 1991-92, for a decrease 
of 6%. 


Historic sites fared better than most 
other institutions, with attendance 
down just 1% from the previous 
survey year, to under 17 million visits. 


Other highlights from the 1991-92 
survey: 


e@ heritage institutions reported total 
operating revenues of $861 million, 
an increase of 9%, continuing an 
upward trend. 


@ earned revenues rose by 3%, toa 
total of $172 million; revenues from 
government sources increased by 
approximately 8% over the 
previous survey year. 


® operating expenditures climbed 
10%, to a total of $825 million; 
wages and salaries (including 
benefits) increased by 7%, whereas 
all other expenses combined 
increased by 13%. 


@ capital revenues decreased by 9%, 
to a total of $154 million, a 
continued downward trend from 
1990-91. 


@ the number of full-time personnel 
rose slightly (1%), while the 
number of part-time personnel 
declined slightly (under 1%). In 
total, over 10,000 full-time and 
13,800 part-time personnel worked 
in heritage institutions. 


@ more than 45,000 volunteers 
contributed their time to heritage 
institutions across the country, an 
increase of 5%.

Canadians’ appetite for theatre 
appears to have increased 
significantly since the mid-1970s. A 
comparison of two similar surveys of 
participation in cultural activities’ 
shows that between 1975 and 1992 
the percentage of the population 15 
and over reporting that they went to 
theatre in the previous year rose to 
23%2 from 13%. 


It looks as though both not-for-profit 
and commercial theatre audiences 
contributed to this trend. Statistics 
Canada’s annual Survey of 
Performing Arts Companies, which 
covers notfor-profit companies, shows 
theatre attendance doubling to 8 
million between 1975 and 1992, with 
the number of companies increasing 
to 232 from 46. 


The commercial theatre sector, not 
currently covered in the above- 
mentioned survey, has witnessed 
huge box office successes, 
particularly within the past decade, 
with musicals such as Cats, Les 
Misérables, and Phantom of the 
Opera. This, as well as the 
construction or renovation of large 
theatre facilities, especially in the 
major centres, are evidence of an 
expanding audience for commercial 
theatre. 


What Kind of Theatre? 


In the 1992 survey of participation in 
cultural activities’, data were collected 
on drama, comedy, avant-garde 
theatre, musicals and stand-up 
comedy. An estimated 5 million — 
Canadians 15 years and older went to 
one or more of these types of theatre 
in 1992. About 2.4 million took in a 
musical, 2.2 million a comedy and 1.8 
million a drama. 


In percentage terms, 11% of 
Canadians went to a musical in the 
previous year, 10% a comedy, 9% a 
drama performance, 6% stand-up 
comedy, and 1% avant-garde theatre. 
These audiences overlap somewhat: 
for example, about a quarter of those 
who went to a musical in the previous 
year also went to a drama 
performance. Patrons of avant-garde 
are true theatre devotees: though 
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the smallest group, they were far 
more likely than any other theatre 
patrons to go to all the other forms of 
theatre. 


Who’s Going? 


Theatre does not attract all segments 


of the population to the same degree. 


Language, education, household 
income, age, and to a lesser extent 
gender, appear to have some 
influence on level of participation as 
well as the type of theatre attended 
(Table 1). 


Twenty-nine per cent of 
francophones, 24% of anglophones 
and 12% of those whose language 
spoken most often at home is neither 
English nor French, went to a theatre 
performance in the previous year. A 
much larger percentage of 
francophones attended both comedy 
and stand-up comedy than the other 
two language categories, while a 
larger percentage of anglophones

than the other two groups attended 
drama. As a language-based art: 
form, theatre differs from music and 
dance where the percentages for the 
three language categories are much 
more similar. 


The percentage of Canadians who 
went to a theatre performance in the 
previous 12 months increases quite 
consistently with household income. 
Forty-nine per cent of those whose 
household income is $80,000 or more 
went to a theatre performance in the 
previous year, compared with only 
half that (24%) for those with 
household incomes of $40,000 to 
$49,999. Twenty-five per cent of 
Canadians with household income of 
over $80,000 attended musicals, 21% 
went to comedy and 19% saw a 
drama performance. For the $40,000 
to $49,999 income group the 
comparable figures were 10% for 
musicals, 11% for comedy and 8% 
for drama.

Level of education is also a factor. 
The percentage of Canadians 
reporting that they went to theatre in 
the past 12 months shifts from 15% 
for those whose highest level of 
education is elementary/secondary, to 
27% for those with a diploma, to 44% 
for those with a B.A. For stand-up 
comedy, the shift varies least, ranging 
from 4% (elementary/secondary) to 
7% (diploma) to 9% (B.A.). 


The 15-19 age group shows the 
highest percentage attendance at 
drama. This is not perhaps surprising 
given the widespread availability of 
theatre for young audiences, including 
school programmes. The 35-44 and 


45-59 age groups have the highest 
percentages going to musicals, 13% 
of the former and 14% of the latter. 
For almost all categories of theatre, 
the over 60 age group has the lowest 
percentage attending. If the over- 
sixties have a preference, however, it 
is for musicals and comedy. 


A slightly higher percentage of 
women (26%) than men (22%) are 
patrons of theatre, and this pattern 
holds true for all categories of theatre 
except for stand-up comedy.

Opera Companies Successful Fundraisers

- A peek behind the latest numbers 
reveals some interesting facets of 
Canada’s opera companies. 


Data from the 1991-92 Performing 
Arts Survey show that opera 
companies have been very successful 
at fundraising, bringing in over $9 
million of the total $58.6 million raised 
in the private sector by all performing 
arts companies. This represents a full 
24% of total opera company 
revenues, a ratio by far the highest 
among the four performing arts 
disciplines of opera, music, dance and 
theatre. Opera also has the largest 
average fundraising revenues per 
company, about $600,000, an amount 
more than two and a half times higher 
than the average for music 
companies, the next closest 
discipline. 


Even so, opera companies have an 
average company deficit of $31,300, a 
4% increase over the previous year, 
with only 6 of the 16 companies 
showing a surplus in 1991-92. In fact, 
opera is the only one of the four 
disciplines with a declining 
percentage of companies reporting a 


surplus over the last four years. 
During this time period, expenses 
have been growing slightly faster than 
revenues. 


Competition for the opera-going 
audience has become keener. Since 
1982-83, the number of opera 
companies has doubled and the 
number of performances is over two 
and a half times higher, having risen 
from 276 to 716. Audiences, on the 
other hand, have increased by just 
over one and a half times, rising from 
365,000 in 1982-83 to a peak of 
572,000 in 1987-88, subsequently 
dropping, and only in 1991-92 
regaining that level again, with an all- 
time high of 574,000. Nevertheless, 
even with this ebb in attendance, 
earned revenues from ticket sales 
have increased since 1987-88, at an 
average annual rate of nearly 10% 
(after inflation, 5%). 


Other highlights from the 1991-92 
survey, for all four disciplines 
combined, include: 


@ The 396 companies staged 35,454 
live performances, drawing an 


audience of 13.1 million, a 3% 
decrease in total attendance 
compared to the previous year. 


Total expenditures increased 2% 
to $387 million, while total 
revenues increased 3% to $383 
million. 


The combined deficits of all 
companies thus totalled $4 million, 
down from $7.6 million in 1990-91; 
54% of all companies reported a 
surplus. 


Information gathered for the first 
time shows that more than 17,000 
persons contributed their time on a 
voluntary basis.

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The Canadian film production industry experienced an overall drop in 
production revenue from $617.3 million in 1990-91 to $581.8 million 
in 1991-921. A decline was also reported in 1989-90, when reve- 
nues were only $553.1 million. However, an analysis of film and 
video production from a regional perspective reveals some positive 
trends, such as strong growth outside Ontario and a thriving 
theatrical feature film sector. 


Although attendance at movie theatres and drive-ins has dropped 
over the past few years, the Canadian feature film industry has 
shown steady progress. The production of theatrical features has 
increased 65% since 1987-88, to a total of 56 films in 1991-92. 
Over the same period, the percentage of distribution revenues 
generated by Canadian films was also up from 4.4% to 6.4%. 


The dominance of Ontario film companies has diminished somewhat 
over the past five years. In fact, in 1991-92, production revenue in 
Ontario fell to a five-year low of $272.4 million. 


Production Revenue 
The Big Three 


At present, Ontario, Quebec and British Columbia account for the 
lion’s share of film production revenue in Canada. In 1991-92, 
independent production companies in these three provinces earned 
95% of all production revenue and produced 90% of all Canadian 
titles2. 


Historically, Ontario producers have represented well over half of all 
film and video production revenue in Canada. However, for the first 
time in over five years, the Ontario market share fell to 47% in 1991- 
92, down from 53% the previous year. At the same time, five-year 
trend data show that Quebec, and to a lesser extent British 
Columbia, are beginning to attract a larger piece of the production 
revenue pie. Quebec’s share of production revenue jumped from 


28% to 32% and the British Columbisfigure Leber, 0 14% to 
16% (see Figure 1). V of > 


Consistent with the relative redistribution of total production revenue 
among the three major film producing provinces, revenue dropped 
$50 million in Ontario to $272.4 million. Conversely, Quebec’s 
revenue was up $10 million to $185.9 million, while in British 
Columbia, the figure rose $8 million to $94.6 million. 
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For this issue of Focus on Culture we specifically selected a 


provincial/territorial or regional theme for all the articles where 
this type of analysis was feasible.

The Prairies and Atlantic Canada 


Throughout the remaining provinces, Alberta 
led the way in 1991-92 with production 
revenue of $12.5 million, followed by 
Saskatchewan ($5.3 million) and Nova Scotia 
($4.7 million). Production receipts in Manitoba 
totalled a further $3.3 million, compared with 
$1.8 million in New Brunswick and $1.0 million 
in Newfoundland and P.E.I. combined. 
Production revenues were up from 1990-91 
levels in just two of these provinces: Manitoba 
and Nova Scotia. 


Specialized Producers 


The vast majority (88%) of production 
companies in Canada are specialized in a 
single film market (e.g. theatrical feature films, 
television production, advertising, 
etc.).Producers are assigned to specialization 
groups based on the source of the largest 
portion of their production revenue. 


Increasing market fragmentation, such as the 
growth in specialty television services and pay 


TV, does not appear to have affected the 
proportion of companies specializing in each 
market segment. Among the provinces, 
however, producer specialization varies 
considerably (Table 1), as does the volume of 
completed productions. 


Theatrical Features 


The largest concentration of producers 
specializing in theatrical features was found in 
Quebec in 1991-92, with a total of 9 
companies. There were another 6 reported in 
Ontario, 4 in British Columbia and 1 in 
Manitoba. 


The theatrical feature market has been growing 
steadily in Quebec over the past five years. A 
total of 38 feature films were completed in 
1991-92, up from 30 the previous year and 
just 13 in 1987-88. Ontario’s production in 
this sector has been relatively steady, despite 
a slight drop from 15 films in 1990-91 to 13 in 
1991-92. Another 3 features were produced 
in British Columbia, and one each in Manitoba 
and Alberta, bringing the Canada total to 56 
for 1991-92. 


Total production revenue earned from 
distributors of theatrical features fell in Quebec 
in 1991-92, despite the increase in the number 
of films completed. Theatrical production 
revenue totalled $4.8 million, down from $7.0 
million the previous year, and significantly 
lower than the $27.2 million reported in 1988- 
89. In comparison, Ontario’s theatrical 
production revenue was just $3.0 million in 
1991-92, down from a five-year high of $7.7 
million in 1989-90. 


Television Production 


The province of Quebec is also home to more 
companies specialized in television production 
than any other province. There were 62 such 
producers in Quebec in 1991-92, while Ontario 
reported 49. In Atlantic Canada, three of the 
four companies which specialized in television 
production were from New Brunswick. 


In terms of production revenue, the television 
market can be divided into two components: 
conventional and pay television. Pay television 
revenues increased quite dramatically in 
Ontario between 1989-90 and 1990-91, 
jumping from $5.4 million to $27.7 million. 
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This market continued to expand in 1991-92, 
reaching $29.3 million. On the other hand, 
Quebec appears to lead the industry in terms 
of conventional television production. In 1991- 
92, this market generated $92.4 million in 
revenue (a 9% increase over the previous 
year), versus just $35 million in Ontario (a 
decline of 47%). 


However, when considering the percentage of 
producers specialized in each market segment 
by province, Manitoba has the largest 
percentage specializing in TV. Six companies 
of a total of 22 (27%) earned the largest 
portion of their production revenue in the 
television market. In comparison, the 
percentages for Quebec and Ontario were 
22% and 20% respectively. 


Non-theatrical Market 


Given that the non-theatrical sector 
(advertising, government, educational and 
industrial clients) accounts for 45% of all 
production revenue, it is not surprising that 
virtually half of all specialized production 
companies focus on these markets. In Alberta, 
the percentage of producers working primarily 
in the non-theatrical sector reached 73% in 
1991-92, compared with a low of 41% in 
Manitoba. This percentage was also quite 
high in Atlantic Canada (59%) and Ontario 
(53%). 


Non-theatrical productions, including television 
commercials, music videos, corporate videos, 
home videos and educational productions, 
numbered 8,610 for all of Canada in 1991-92. 
The Ontario industry share was 40%, followed 
by 26% in Quebec and 16% in British 
Columbia. Due to the large percentage of 


- companies specialized in this sector, Alberta 


also reported a significant market share, 
accounting for 12% of the total number of non- 
theatrical productions. 


In Conclusion 


This brief examination of regional trends 


demonstrates the fact that a viable film 


| production industry exists outside of Ontario, 
| despite the prominent role played by producers 


from this province. Quebec is clearly 


| becoming a major force on the Canadian 


production scene, while the British Columbia 


| industry holds its own. Smaller provinces are 


also making their mark on the industry by 
developing market specialities; note for 


_ €xample, the non-theatrical concentration in 


Alberta and the television speciality in 
Manitoba and in New Brunswick.

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Using the Census to Analyze The Cultural Labour Force 


Kathryn Williams, Manager, Cultural Labour Force Project 


Over the past decade, the growth in Canada’s 
cultural labour force has consistently 
outstripped that of the general labour force. 
According to the 1991 Census, more than 
300,000 Canadians - from performers and 
producers to technicians and trainers - are 
employed in the cultural labour force. 


To paint a clear portrait of this unique sector, 
and utilize fully a data source that already 
exists, Statistics Canada is creating a 
consortium of data users to finance the 
compilation and detailed analysis of census 
data on the cultural labour force. 


This undertaking is part of the Cultural Labour 
Force Project, whose main goal is to conduct 
the first detailed survey of Canada’s cultural 
sector. Until the results of this survey are 
available in November, 1994 (see article 
entitled "Cultural Labour Force Project Data 
Collection in May", p. 8), Census data will 
continue to be the major source of information 
about individuals working in the cultural sector. 
In addition, the Census uniquely provides very 
detailed long-term data, essential for trend 
analyses. 


With the help of its consortium partners, 
Statistics Canada can create a comprehensive 
portrait of the demographic, employment and 
economic characteristics of those employed in 
the cultural field. Working together to finance 
this project on a cost-recovery basis, 
consortium members will have access to the 
widest possible range of data covering a range 
of geographic levels: federal, provincial and 
sub-provincial. By pooling resources, costs 
per member will be substantially lower than if 
members were to purchase such data 
individually and conduct their own analyses. 


The results of this study will be invaluable to all 
levels of government in assessing policy and 
program development and their requests for 
any new resources. Non-government 
organizations will also find the data useful for 
targeting resources and for planning and 
research. The results will help with preparation 
of grant applications, support for market 


studies and keeping informed of trends in the 
cultural sector. 


Consortium members will have access to the 
pre-defined data, tables and analyses agreed 
on within the project, as well as limited 
additional customized data and analyses, as 


required. A joint publication could be the final 
product of the consortium.

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Fluctuations in Government Cultural Spending

Canada’s recent recession, combined with 
budgetary restraints, has had a restrictive 
effect on government expenditures on culture, 
particularly at the federal level. 


In 1991-92, total spending on culture by all 
levels of government, at $6.1 billion, dropped 
by about 1% for the second consecutive year, 
after having increased by about 3% in each of 
the two previous years, net of inflation." 


The picture at the federal level showed that 
after a declining rate of growth in spending 
since 1986-87, the federal cultural budget 
actually fell by 5% in 1990-91, and by another 
4% in 1991-92, to $2.9 billion. Municipal

cultural expenditures, which had been growing 
for each of the last six years, also fell in 1991 
by 2% to $1.3 billion. 


Moderating the impact of these two declines, 
spending on culture at the provincial/territorial 
level rose by a full 4% overall in 1991-92, to 
$1.9 billion, after having remained fairly 
constant in the preceding year. 


Changes by Province and Territory 


The distribution of change in total spending on 
culture by all levels of government was uneven 
across the country, with some provinces and

or Territory, 1991-92 
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territories experiencing drops in spending, and 
others recording growth. 


In 1991-92 the greatest drops in spending 
occurred in Saskatchewan (12%) and 
Newfoundland (11%), followed by Nova 
Scotia, Manitoba, Quebec, the Northwest 
Territories, and Alberta, due largely to a 
reduction in expenditures on broadcasting and 
heritage activities. On the other hand, outlays 
actually increased in the Yukon, Prince 
Edward Island, British Columbia, New 
Brunswick and Ontario, with libraries, the 
performing arts, broadcasting, and heritage 
activities receiving the most. 


At the federal level, the 4% decrease in 
spending in 1991-92 was felt across the 
country, with the exception only of Prince 
Edward Island, Ontario, and the two territories. 
Broadcasting and heritage activities were 
hardest hit in those provinces where spending 
reductions occurred, whereas broadcasting 
and the performing arts benefitted most where 
growth was recorded. 


_ Municipal cultural spending, despite the overall 
' drop of 2%, actually increased or stayed 
' Steady in most of the country. New 
_ Brunswick, in fact, showed an exceptional 
_ increase of 55%. However, sizeable declines 
_in the Northwest Territories (62%) and 
, Quebec (23%), supported by decreases in 
_ Saskatchewan and Manitoba, brought nation- 
_ wide expenditures at this level down. 
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Expenditures on libraries were largely 


accountable for the changes, in both directions. 


For example, municipalities in New Brunswick 
spent $21.3 million on libraries in 1991-92, 
compared to $14.2 million in 1990-91, 
whereas the Northwest Territories’ spending in 
this area dropped to $1.7 million from $4.2 
million over the same period. 


Expenditures on culture by the provinces and 
territories were also up everywhere but Nova 
Scotia, Saskatchewan, the Northwest 
Territories and Manitoba. In the Yukon and 
Prince Edward Island, growth in spending far 
exceeded the national average of 4%, at 53% 
and 15% respectively. Increases were largely 
allocated to the performing arts, the literary 
arts, libraries, broadcasting and cultural 
centers. On the other hand, reported drops in 
spending were due mainly to reductions for 
libraries and heritage activities. 


As Table 2 illustrates, only Ontario received 
increased funding from all three levels of 
government, and these percentage increases 
were very small. The Yukon and Prince 
Edward Island did, however, both improve their 
Situation, with increases at the federal and 
provincial/territorial levels, and no change at 
the municipal level. Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba, on the other hand, experienced 
reductions at all three levels of funding and 
Saskatchewan ended with the largest overall 
percentage decrease (12%). Newfoundland 
also suffered, with a major reduction at the 
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federal level, as did Nova Scotia, which took a 
sizeable drop at both the federal and provincial 
levels. 


Per Capita Differences by Province and 
Territory 


As may be expected, federal spending was by 
far the highest, on a per capita basis, where 
the population is smallest - in the Northwest 
Territories ($655) and the Yukon ($574), 
followed by Prince Edward Island ($137) (see 
Figure 2). Quebec and Ontario, where much 
of the infrastructure for the cultural industries is 
concentrated, came next at $125 and $112 
respectively. Per capita spending in all other 
provinces fell below the national average of 
$106; it was, however, higher in the East than 
in the West. 


No clear geographic pattern emerged for 
cultural expenditures by provincial and 
territorial governments. On a per capita basis, 
outlays far exceeded the national average of 
$71 again in the Yukon ($451), the Northwest 
Territories ($216), and Prince Edward Island 
($99), with Quebec, British Columbia, and 
Manitoba following. In all other provinces, 
spending fell below the national average. 


Municipal cultural expenditures, on a per capita 
basis, fell below the national average of $47 in 
all provinces and territories except British 
Columbia ($64), Ontario ($59), and 
Saskatchewan ($49). In contrast to the federal 
picture, municipal cultural expenditures, on this 
basis, were higher in the West than in the 
East. 


Spending Priorities by Level of 
Government 


Cultural outlays by governments in Canada 
target the cultural industries (including 
broadcasting, film and video production, book 
and periodical publishing, and sound 
recording), libraries, heritage and the arts. 
Nevertheless, the three levels of government 
continue to spend their cultural budgets quite 
differently: the federal government 
concentrates its spending on the cultural 
industries, provincial and territorial 
governments on libraries and heritage, and 
municipal governments on libraries. The arts 
are not the principal funding recipient at any of 
the three levels. 


Devoting nearly $3 billion to culture, the federal 
government allocated two-thirds of this amount 
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to the cultural industries, with the broadcasting 
sector receiving three-quarters of the cultural 
industries’ portion. Federal spending on the 
cultural industries was again concentrated in 
Ontario and Quebec, supporting the existing 
physical concentration of production facilities 
and related infrastructure. 


The way in which federal expenditures were 
apportionned varied from one province or 
territory to another. In Quebec, for example, 
72% of federal cultural expenditures were 
allotted to the cultural industries, a higher 
proportion than in any other province or 
territory. In Prince Edward Island, on the other 


hand, the split was the most even, with 38% to 
the industries (the lowest proportion of any 
province or territory), 35% to heritage, and 
24% to the arts (the highest proportion of any 
province or territory). 


Libraries and heritage together received $1.2 
billion, or three-fifths of all provincial and 
territorial cultural spending in 1991-92. The 
proportion of the provincial and territorial 
cultural budgets spent on libraries ranged 
widely, from 63% in British Columbia to 16% 
in the Northwest Territories. Heritage activities 
were similarly affected by provincial and 
territorial priorities: Prince Edward Island and 
the Yukon each spent 38% of their cultural 


budgets on heritage, while Newfoundland 
devoted 13%. 


Spending on libraries figured significantly in 
municipal cultural expenditures as well, 
accounting for over $961 million, or three- 
quarters of total municipal cultural spending. 
Libraries in Newfoundland and the Northwest 
Territories each received nearly the entire 
amount of municipal cultural funding available, 
whereas the proportion was the smallest in 
Quebec (68%). O

Where they live is certainly a key component 
in establishing Canadians’ cultural habits. The 
annual General Social Survey contained a 
series of questions on participation in cultural 
activities that provide the data on provincial 
patterns of participation in cultural activites 
during 1992.

The Performing Arts 


The percentage of the population 15 and over 
who attended a performing arts performance 
during the previous year averages 30% for 
Canada as a whole. However, the provincial 
variations are significant, ranging from a low of 
15% in Newfoundland to a high of 34% in 
Ontario. British Columbia and Québec are tied

for a close second, at 32% each. It is 
suggested that at least some of this variation is 
linked to the availability of the performing arts 
by province. Although covering only the not- 
for-profit sector, our annual survey of 
performing arts companies clearly shows that 
over three-quarters of the performing 
companies are indeed located in these three 
provinces of highest participation. 


Looking at the performing arts disciplines 
individually, (theatre, music, dance and opera), 
residents of Québec are more likely to attend a 
theatrical or stage performance (particularly 
any form of comedy) and less likely to take in 
a dance performance than residents of most 
other provinces, especially the West. At the 
same time, in the area of children’s performing 
arts (of all types), Québec was the highest, 
with 10% of Quebeckers attending a 
performance in the previous year. 


How does attendance at professional sporting 
events compare with that at professional 
performing arts performances? The survey 
indicates that 31% of all Canadians went to a 
sporting event in the previous twelve months, 
compared to 42% to a performing arts 
performance. The provincial distribution of 
attendance at these two types of events is 
roughly similar for each of the Atlantic 
provinces, Ontario and British Columbia, while 
Quebeckers are much more likely to support 
the arts and residents of the three Prairie 
provinces, sports (see Figure 3). 
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A slightly larger proportion of Nova Scotians 
than residents of any other province, more 
consistently attend all types of performances of 
popular music. However, if we separate out 
the different kinds of popular music, we see 
that Quebeckers far exceed all other provinces 
in terms of attendance at performances of both 
pop/rock (20%) and jazz/blues (18%). At the 
same time, the eastern provinces support folk 
music more, and country and western music 
appeals most to the residents of 
Saskatchewan, followed closely by 
P.E.lslanders. This latter preference in music 
iS Carried through in radio listening habits; 
Statistics Canada’s Radio Listening Data Bank 
shows that residents of P.E.!. and 
Saskatchewan vastly exceed those of all other 
provinces in the percentage of their listening 
time devoted to country music. 


Museums Favoured by Nova Scotians 


The percentage of Canadians 15 and over 
visiting museums at least once in the previous 
year averages 32% for Canada as a whole. 
However, the figures range from 23% for New 
Brunswick to 45% for British Columbia. What 
is perhaps most of note is the attendance 
patterns of Nova Scotians. For practically all 
types of heritage institutions, such as museums 
of science and technology, natural history, 
general or human history and community 
museums, they either led or placed a close 
second to all provinces in terms of levels of 
participation. In fact, a higher proportion of 
residents of Nova Scotia visited historic sites 
than did any other Canadians. Only for zoos 
and aquariums did they fall way behind a 
number of other provinces, but this is a 
function of accessibility to facilities as much as 
anything. By and large, the Atlantic provinces 
supported festivals and fairs more than 
residents of the west (57% vs 50%), as well 
as Circus’ and ice shows. 


British Columbia a Reading Province 


It would appear that British Columbians are the 
most avid readers of the country. The 
proportions who read magazines (88%), and 
books (78%), in the past twelve months, 
exceed those in other provinces, and as 
newspaper readers, they exceed the national 
average, although the residents of Prince 
Edward Island clearly show the highest 
percentage (97%). Further, British Columbia 
reports the largest proportion borrowing 


ce 


library books, although interestingly, this 
certainly is not related to the number of public 
library service points available to residents. 


Going out to the Movies or Staying 
Home? 


Does the pattern of going to the movies versus 
renting a movie for home viewing on the VCR 
vary significantly by province? Actually, the 
percentage differences between the provinces 
are much less than those between these two 
types of entertainment. The Canadian 
averages for participation during the previous 
12 months, are 49% for going to the movies 
and 71% for home rental. Movie going is 
lowest in New Brunswick and Newfoundland 
(38%), while a noticeably lower proportion of 
residents of Québec watch rented movies than 
persons in any other province (just 62%). If 
we look at provincia! data on the ownership of 
VCRs, the percentage of households with a 
VCR is, in fact, slightly lower for Québec than 
for other provinces (69% versus 74% for 
Canada). 


Many other variables can be looked at using 
the General Social Survey data base. For 
example, the Winter 1993 issue of Focus on 
Culture contained an article on the socio- 
demographic characteristics of live-theatre 
patrons.

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Cultural Labour Force Project Data Collection in May 


The survey of the cultural sector labour force 
is in its final stages of preparation and will be 
into the field before summer! 


This major survey, which is sponsored by 
Human Resources Development Canada 
(HRDC) will be conducted in May 1994 and 
results will be available the following 
November. The aggregated data from the 
survey will provide a great depth of information 
on artists and cultural workers: their labour 
market status and patterns, training, financial 
status, and related demographic 
characteristics. 


Both the sponsor of the survey and 
representatives of the cultural community, with 
whom we have had extensive consultations, 
have noted the great value of this data to their 


policy development activities. It will fill a 
critical gap that has always existed regarding 
national data on the employment 
characteristics and career paths of those that 
contribute directly to Canada’s cultural 
environment. 


This great depth of information will be possible 
as the survey will be targeted at specific 
groups within the cultural sector who are 
identified on a "list fame”. These are people 
who have been identified -- again with the 
close cooperation of the cultural community -- 
through their affiliations with cultural 
associations, unions and councils. 


Earlier plans for the Cultural Labour Force 
Project had included a parallel survey to 
assess also the breadth of the cultural sector 


by identifying people in a general population 
survey reporting any involvement in the 
cultural sector. Unfortunately, recent budge 
cut-backs have forced cancellation of the latter 
survey. Current plans are to compensate by 
relating the results of the list frame survey to 
other surveys, such as the Census and the 
Labour Force Survey, to give the in-depth 
information a broader perspective. However, 
some potentially valuable detail will no doubt 
be lost.

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Book Publishing in Canada 


Manon Nadeau, Project Manager, Book Publishing 


In 1991-92 in Canada, the book publishing 
sector included 322 publishing firms with 
revenues of more than $50,000, an increase 
of 36 firms over 1987-88. There were also 48 
exclusive agents in Canada in 1991-92, 
virtually the same number as in 1987-88. This 
is a brief examination of how book publishing 
evolved over the five-year period. 


Record number of titles published 


According to the survey of book publishers, a 
record 8,722 titles were published in 1991-92, 
a 27% increase over 1987-88. During this 
period, only 1990-91 was marked by a 
decrease (1%) in the number of titles 
published compared to the previous year. The 
majority of the new releases were tradebooks. 


The number of reprinted titles rose by an 
appreciable 34% during this period, from 
4,562 in 1987-88 to 6,065 in 1991-92. 
However, there was a 6% decrease in 
reprinted titles in 1991-92 compared to the 
previous year. 


Slow growth of domestic sales 


Sales in Canada of own titles and exclusive 
agency titles did not grow rapidly. Taking 
inflation into account, domestic sales of own 
titles reached $464 million in 1991-92, which 
represents real growth of only 2% compared 
to 1987-88. We note that in 1991-92, there 


was a decrease of 6% in sales of own titles in 
Canada compared to the previous year. If we 
compare 1987-88 to 1991-92, true sales of 
own titles outside Canada’ increased much 
more rapidly (43%) than domestic sales (2%). 


Sales of exclusive agency titles in Canada 
increased slightly more rapidly than sales of 
own titles. In 1991-92, sales of exclusive 
agency titles reached $530 million in constant 
dollars, a real increase of 3% compared to 
1987-88. 


Profit down 


Nearly 38% of publishers reported losses in 
1991-92, compared to 27% in 1987-88. In 
1991-92, publishers had an average profit? of 
5% of total revenues, the lowest profit 
recorded since 1987-88. For the entire period, 
exclusive agents realized an average profit of 
3% of total revenues. Exclusive agents had a 
lower average profit than publishers during the 
period observed. 


Increase in financial aid 


In 1991-92, publishing firms received $24 
million in financial aid from the public and 
private sectors, a 15% increase over 1987-88. 
However, the proportion of firms which 
obtained grants has remained largely the same 
since 1987-88. In 1991-92, nearly 64% of 


the 322 firms received financial aid, and the 
average amount of aid was more than 
$115,000 or roughly the same as in 1987-88. 


Stagnation of full-time jobs 


From 1987-88 to 1991-92, the average annual 
rate of growth of full-time jobs in the publishing 
and exclusive agency sector was less than 
1%. In 1991-92, publishing firms provided 
full-time employment for 6,201 people with an 
average salary of $35,000. For the same 
year, exclusive agents provided full-time jobs 
for 928 people who received $29 million in 
pay, for an average salary of $31,000. 


In summary, the increase in the number of 
publishing firms and titles published did not 
result in a significant rise in domestic sales. 
Consequently, profits declined and the number 
of full-time jobs remained virtually 

unchanged. OU

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Reaching Youth Audiences: a Growing Trend? | 9d4 =}

lf our young people are attracted to the performing arts 
today, will they return tomorrow, as adults? Will today’s 
audiences become tomorrow’s? 


While only time can answer these questions completely, a 
look at performing arts data does indicate a growing 
interest in young audiences. 


Youth audiences have expanded significantly since the 
early 1980s. Our Annual Survey of Performing Arts 
Companies shows that attendance at performances 
targeted specifically toward young audiences grew from 
2.5 million in 1981-82 to a peak of 4.2 million in 1988-89, 
thereafter declining to 3.5 million by 1991-92. 


This drop in the last 3 years, accounted for mostly by 
medium-size theatre companies, follows the general 
downtrend of audiences throughout the performing arts 
sector during this economically fragile period. 
Nevertheless, from coast to coast, fully 35 million young 
people enjoyed 123,000 performances especially directed 
toward them, over the last 10 years. Eighty-eight per cent 
of these performances were presented by theatre 
companies. Over and above this number, many additional 
young people attended performances directed towards a 
general audience. 


Developing an Audience 


Several recent studies have supported the idea that adults 
attending arts performances have been exposed to the 
performing arts as children. For example, a study 
prepared for the Ontario Ministry of Citizenship and 
Culture’ showed that early attendance at concerts of 
symphony or other classical music was correlated with 
Current attendance patterns. Seventy per cent of the 
frequent attenders reported that they had gone to such 
concerts as children. More and more companies are 
developing youth audiences, in the hope that this will 

_ broaden attendance at performing arts activities in the

All the performing arts disciplines (theatre, music, dance 
and opera) attempt to reach young audiences. The number 
of performances targeted at them grew consistently 
between 1982-83 and 1990-91, from 8,757 to 15,178, a 
73% increase; in 1991-92, however the number dropped 
sharply to 12,390. 


Theatre is the discipline which stands out in terms of the 
number of youngsters reached. Music, on the other hand, 
has shown the greatest growth. Opera companies have 
shown a 24% increase in the number of performances for 
youth, although average attendance has dropped 27% 
since 1987-88. Dance companies alone have experienced 
a downslide of 38% in both attendance and number of 
youth performances offered over this same period. 
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Music For Young Audiences On The 
Rise 


Music companies have greatly 
increased their efforts to reach the 
young. In the last five years alone, there 
has been an increase of 54% in the 
number of performances for youth from 
653 to 1005 (see Figure 1), and a 16% 
increase in attendance, from 388,000 to 
449,000. Although the number of 
performances offered has increased 
substantially, the response from the 
young public has not quite met all 
expectations, as the average attendance 
per performance declined by 25% 
between 1987-88 and 1991-92. Of the 
performances given by music 
companies, the share of performances 
targeted toward young audiences has 
increased from 21% to 27% over the 
same period. By targeting this age 
group, they are educating tomorrow’s 
audiences in an effort crucial to their 
long-term survival. 


Theatre: A Kid’s Favourite 


Theatre is the most popular of the 
performing arts disciplines. Theatre for 
young audiences attracts more children 
by far than all other disciplines 
combined (2.8 out of 3.5 million). Young 
audiences represent a full 33% of the 
total theatre-going audience. 


Touring is the favoured venue for 
presenting theatre to young audiences 
(TYA). As a matter of fact, 68% of all 
TYA attendance occurs at touring 
performances. Average attendance at 
TYA events is also much higher on tour 
than at home, by almost 3 times. 


There are in fact a significant number of 
theatre companies which choose to 
perform primarily for kids. Performing 
for youth has indeed become a theatre 
sub-specialization, a phenomenon rarely 
found in the other disciplines. Our 
1991-92 survey found 50 theatres 
companies which worked primarily or 
solely in TYA. These 50 companies 
draw 76% of the total attendance at 
theatre presented for youth. Another 57 
theatre companies present 
performances targeted toward young 
audiences as what may be termed a 
secondary activity. Audience targeting 
of this nature allows companies to fine- 
tune their presentations for this 
audience, enabling the creation of 
shows of the right length for a restless 
audience with a shorter attention span.

The 50 companies working primarily 
with young audiences are mostly of 
medium size (defined as having total 
revenue between $200,000 and 
$800,000). They showed an average 
surplus per company of $5,800, just 
under half of the average reported by all 
medium-sized theatre companies. The 
provincial breakdown of the companies 
indicates that 26 of them (52%) are 
located in Quebec, 11 in Ontario, and 
the other 13 scattered across Canada. 
Nevertheless, Ontario companies 
reached the largest audience, 895,000. 


Since 1985-86, government grants to 
these 50 companies have increased by 
73%, contributing to the almost 
doubling of the total revenue for these 
companies in that time period. A wide 
variety of programming for the young

their audience, have in all likelihood 
contributed to the success of these 
companies. 


The Challenge... 


The challenge remains for performing 
arts companies to continue to attract 
young people to their live 
performances, youngsters who will 
continue choosing performing arts from 
among those pastimes in other fields 
competing for their interest, leisure time 
and entertainment dollars.

For many people the phrase "print 
and broadcast media" brings to mind 
books, magazines and radio or 
television programs. However, 
consumers of these products rarely 
consider their economic value; 
specifically, how they generate 
employment and income for 


thousands of Canadians, who depend 
on the print and broadcast media for 
their livelihood. 


Besides their cultural, educational and 
entertainment value, these media 
facilitate economic activity for 
individuals, institutions and industries. 
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They are also important advertising 
vehicles for Canadian goods and 
services. In fact, hundreds of products 
and services are traded every day as a 
result of media exposure. Advertising 
revenue, the mainstay of these media, 
supports many jobs, from creating 
goods and services to delivering them. 


This article looks at the economic 
activities of these media and assesses 
their direct economic impact through 
their contribution to gross domestic 
product (GDP) (see Definitions). It also 
looks at the number of Canadians this 
sector supports, how much consumers 
spend in this area, and the amount of 
capital investment in these industries. 


Growing Contribution to GDP 


In 1991, the print and broadcast media 
contributed $7.1 billion to GDP: $4.3 
billion for print and $2.8 billion for 
broadcast media (Table 1). Books, 
newspapers, periodicals and other 
printing and publishing industries 
increased the print media’s share of 
GDP by 30% from 1986 to 1991, 
averaging 5.4% annually. Radio and 
television (broadcast media)’ grew an 
average of 5.5% yearly, up 31% from 
1986. 


In comparison, the GDP for the entire 
manufacturing industry during the 1986 
to 1991 period grew by 3.8%, at an 
average of just 0.7% annually. This 
low growth was mainly caused by the 
recession of the 1990s. At the 
manufacturing level, GDP dropped two 
years in a row—by 2.6% in 1990 and by 
a whopping 15.3% in 1991. Even in 
the thick of the recession, the broadcast 
media registered steady growth, and 
the print media declined by just 3.6% 
from 1990 to 1991. 


The print and broadcast media 
accounted for 1.4% of Canadian GDP at 
factor cost in 1991. They provided a 
livelihood for 90,825 Canadians — down 
5% from 1990, but still 2 percentage 
points less than the loss in jobs in the 
manufacturing sector overall. The 
number of jobs in all sectors dropped 
by 2% from 1990 to 1991 as GDP 
dipped 1%. 


The Ripple Effect 


Although the print and broadcast media 
contribute directly to the economy, this 
is not the whole story. They also 

_ produce significant indirect or 
secondary affects as any contribution to 


GDP has a multiplied or ripple effect on 
production and employment. 


The multiplier for the print media was 
estimated at 1.68 in 1991, meaning the 
actual economic impact was over $7.2 
billion, 1.68 times greater than its initial 
$4.3 billion contribution to GDP. With a 
multiplier of 1.53, broadcasting 
contributed $4.3 billion. 


Productive Workers 


Output per worker in the print and 
broadcast media has been high over the 
years, consistently outpacing 
manufacturing and the Canadian 
economy as a whole. In 1991, labour 
productivity (GDP per worker) in print 
media was 1.7 times that of all 
manufacturing industries combined, and 
almost twice that of national 
productivity. Workers in broadcasting 
showed similar high productivity. 


Capacity utilization (see Definitions) was 
also higher in the print media than in 
the total manufacturing sector during 
the 1986 to 1991 period. In 1986 and 
1987, the print media operated at 91% 
capacity, 10 percentage points higher 
than the manufacturing industry. 
Although the gap has narrowed over the 
years, the print media still maintain a 
slight edge. 


Recession Didn’t Affect Spending 


Reading, watching television and 
listening to the radio are among 
Canadians’ favourite pastimes. The 
extent of these activities determines the 
demand for goods and services offered

by the the print and broadcast media. 
In 1991, consumers spent 1% of their 
disposable income on printed 
materials, mostly books, newspapers 
and periodicals. This means that, on 
average, a family with a disposable 
income of $50,000 spent $500 a year 
on printed materials. Families spent 
about half as much (0.5% of their 
total expenditures) on cable television. 
This share has remained fairly stable, 
even during the recent recession. 
Between 1986 and 1991, the demand 
for printed materials increased by 
44% and the demand for cable 
subscriptions more than doubled.

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Furthermore, the television audience is 
a faithful one and viewing habits have 
not changed much over the years. 
Canadians 18 years of age and over 
have watched about the same number 
of hours per week for several years: 27 
hours for women and 22 for men. 


Attracting More Capital 


With their growing contribution to GDP 
and high productivity, the print and 
broadcast media have attracted a fair 
amount of capital, reflecting increased 
demand for their goods and services 
and a potentially decent return on 
investment. Actually, both media 
reported a strong return on investment 
— 5% in 1991. And the broadcast 
media alone recorded a 4% return. In 
comparison, the return on investment 
for the entire manufacturing industry 
was about half as much (2.4%). 


In 1986, the print media’s capital 
expenditures were $314 million. By 
4991, this figure had more than doubled 
to $762 million, with an average annual 
growth rate of over 19%. These 
figures exclude expenditures on 
machinery repair, equipment and other 
durable goods. The broadcasting 
media doubled capital expenditures 
over the same period, averaging 9% 
annually. And with the emerging 
information superhighway, capital 
investment in this sector is bound to 
increase. Capital expenditures in 
manufacturing did not grow as much, 
rising 28% during the period from 1986 
to 1991, with an annual average growth 
rate of 5%. 


Because 45% of the money in the print 
and broadcast media comes from owner 
equity and over half (55%) comes 
from borrowed funds, owner control is 
limited. However, business owners Or 
investors are well able to service 
interest charges on debts, especially 
since the demand for goods and 
services produced by this sector is 
increasing and labour productivity 
remains high. 


Conclusions 


With contributions to GDP, employment 
and productivity growing in the print and 
broadcast media, this sector should be 
competitive globally. However, 
because of certain constraints — a 
limited domestic market and increasing 
free trade — all groups within the sector 
may not be competitive. 


Compared with the United States, 
Canada’s biggest trading partner, the 
domestic market can only absorb a 
limited amount of goods and services. 
Some companies may have to 
restructure, by dropping unprofitable 
operations, consolidating others, or

merging with similar companies. 
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Film and Broadcasting Research Working Group: An Eye Towards the 


Future 


Statistics Canada and the Department 
of Canadian Heritage jointly hosted a 
gathering of film and broadcasting 
agencies, associations and ministries 
from across the country, on December 
1, 1993. Recent meetings had 
underlined the need for the community 
of researchers, information users and 
data gatherers to meet and review the 
state of film and broadcasting statistics, 
and to recommend ways to best meet 
the growing demand for information. 


The primary objective of this meeting 
was to improve research in the film, 
video and broadcasting sector by 
facilitating the exchange of knowledge, 
experience and existing information. It 
was hoped that this could be achieved 
by establishing a more open and 
cooperative environment involving 
various parties with similar research 
and data interests. 


The response to the invitation was 
overwhelming. More than 40 
individuals attended the session, 
representing over 30 different industry 
associations, unions, collectives, film 
development corporations, economic 
development offices, and other 


government agencies and departments. 


In addition to national level 
organizations such as Telefilm 


Canada, the Canadian Association of 
Broadcasters, the Copyright Board, the 
National Film Board and the Canadian 
Radio and Television Commission, the 
provinces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan, 
Nova Scotia, Alberta, Ontario and 
Quebec were also represented. 


Discussion centred around a few key 
items, the first being the fact that many 
potential sources of data exist in 
virtually every organization present at 
the table. However, it quickly became 
evident that even the most seasoned 
researcher of film and broadcasting 
was not aware of the complete array of 
data possibilities. Statistics Canada 
agreed to coordinate the creation of a 
directory of existing databases for the 
film and broadcasting sector. All 
session participants were invited to 
send a description of their data 
holdings for inclusion in the directory, 
and many have already responded. 


There was enough interest expressed 
in specific research projects to warrant 
the creation of four smaller working 
groups. These include: 


@ Economic impact: studies on 
both a national and a provincial 
level (employment, contribution to 
GDP, etc.) 


Location shooting: 
establishment of a standard 
practice for measuring the value of 
location shooting by foreign 
production companies 
Imports/exports: (especially 
exports) development of improved 
measures; more clarification on 
which items are included 

Movie Theatres and Home 
Entertainment: development of a 
better mechanism for measuring 
access to screens, as well as 
faster, better box office statistics 
and measurement of video retail 
and rental markets. 


The positive response to this initiative 
suggests that the time is right for a 
more coordinated approach to research 
and statistical activities. In the current 
climate of economic restraint, all 
parties stand to benefit from increased 
collaboration and better consistency in 
data integration and interpretation.

Distinctive Characteristics of the Cultural Sector Labour Force 


Paul Labelle, formerly of the Cultural Sector Labour Force Project 


Data from the 1991 Census help us 
paint a new portrait of the cultural 
sector labour force and its distinctive 
socio-demographic characteristics. 
The Census information provides 
valuable insights into the working 
lives of the 348,000 individuals 
whose primary occupation is involved 
in the arts, cultural industries and 
heritage. Both creators and 
disseminators of works of art are 
included. 


Gender distribution parallels total 
labour force 


The proportion of men (54%) and 
women (46%) employed in the 
Cultural sector is similar to that of the 
total labour force. Of the 189,000 men 
and 159,000 women working in the 
Cultural sector, greater proportions

For this analysis of the 1991 census 
data, creators of works of art include 
painters, designers, photographers, 
conductors, musicians, actors, radio 
and television announcers, writers and 
craftspeople. Disseminators of works 
of art include curators, librarians, 
archivists, typesetters, radio and 
television broadcasting equipment 
operators, bookbinders and 
projectionists.1 


Census figures reveal that slightly 
more than half of the experienced 
cultural sector labour force?, or 
197,000 people, are employed in the 
creation of works of art, while 43% 
(151,000) concentrate in the 
dissemination of works of art (see 
Table 1). 


Occupations in fine arts, commercial 
arts and photography represent the 
largest segment of creators (24%), 


followed by writers and editors. Fully 
one in five people (20%) of those 
involved in the dissemination of works 
of art is employed in printing and 
related occupations. 


7 The Standard Occupational 
Classification (SOC) system of 1980 is 
used here to define the labour force 
of the cultural sector using 1991 
census data. The SOC contains major 
groups which are divided into minor 
groups which are further divided into 
unit groups, the smallest unit used in 
the SOC.

(59% and 54% respectively) are 
involved in the creation of works of art. 
The slightly higher proportion of women 
(46%) involved in the dissemination of 
works of art is due to the much larger 
number of female fine arts teachers and 
female library, museum and archival 
sciences workers. 


Higher proportion aged 25 to 44 


Thirty-four percent of the cultural sector 
labour force is between the ages of 25 
and 34, while only 29% of non-cultural 
workers fall in this age group. Twenty- 
nine percent of cultural workers are 
between 35 and 44 years against 26% 
for the rest of the working population. 
Cultural workers, however, are under- 
represented in both the younger and 
older age groups. 


More highly educated 


Almost 95,000 people employed in the 
cultural sector have university degrees. 
This represents 27% of all cultural 
workers, almost double the figure for 
the rest of the labour force where only 
14% holds a university degree. An 
additional 15% of cultural sector 
workers have taken some university 
courses compared to 11% of other 
workers. As well, 21% of the cultural 
labour force has a non-university 
diploma, as opposed to 19% for the rest

of the labour force. The difference 
between the cultural and non-cultural 
sectors is even more evident when 
figures are compared for workers with 
no post-secondary education. Forty- 
eight per cent of non-cultural workers 
have 13 years of schooling or less, 
while less than one-third of cultural 
workers have 13 years of schooling or 
less. 


Income comparable to total labour 
force 


Data from the 1991 Census reveal that 
the average employment income of 
workers in the cultural sector is similar 
to the national average of $24,500. 
Despite this similarity, a detailed 
analysis of the data reveals certain

occupational differences. Seventy-two 
per cent of architects, 64% of workers 
in electronic and communication 
equipment operating occupations and 
53% of editors earn more than $24,500. 
However, 71% of workers in othercrafts, 
72% of fine arts teachers and 63% of 
occupations in fine and commercial art 
and photography earn $24,500 or less. 
More than 50% of those employed in all 
the other groups represented in Table 1 
also earn less than $24,500. 


Level of education and income 


While the Census data clearly show a 
relationship between education and 
income, it appears that education is less 
important as a determiner of income in 
the cultural sector compared to the rest 
of the experienced labour force (see 
Table 2). Among cultural workers who 
earn more than $24,500 per year, there 
is a difference of just 6 percentage 
points between cultural workers with 
more than 13 years of schooling and 
those with less schooling. In 
comparison, the non-cultural sector 
shows a difference of twice that, at 16 
percentage points. 


Ontario and Quebec dominate 


As with the total Canadian labour force, 
the cultural sector is more concentrated 
in the more populous provinces. 
Together, Ontario and Quebec employ 
close to 70% of all cultural workers, 
although these two provinces account 
for just 62% of the total labour force. 
This results in a slight under- 
representation in the Atlantic and the 
Prairie provinces. Interestingly, the 
Northwest Territories is the only other 
area where the cultural sector is "over- 
represented" (although marginally).

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Conclusion 


The cultural sector labour force, as 
identified from the census data, is 
highly educated and relatively young in 
comparison to the total labour force. It is 
more concentrated in the creation of 
works of art than in their dissemination, 
more so for men than women. Although 


the average employment income of 
workers in this sector as a whole is 
similar to the national average, many 
earn less than average. Their level of 
education does not yield the same 
financial benefits as in the rest of the 
labour force. Finally, more than two- 
thirds of all cultural workers live in 
Ontario and Quebec. 


A consortium of government partners 
has been formed to further this study of 
the cultural sector labour force, using 
the Census. More information on this 
consortium is in the Spring 1994 issue 
of Focus on Culture. lf you are 
interested in participating, please call 
the toll free number 1-800-661-2100.

Who’s Investing? Canadian Film Production and Development Budgets

Despite the unfavourable economic 
Climate of the past few years, there are 
signs that the Canadian film production 
industry is coming of age. With the 
advance of the information 
superhighway, all forms of audio-visual 
communication are becoming hot 
property. For instance, major Canadian 
film production and distribution 
companies went public on the Toronto 
stock market in 1993. As technologies 
converge and markets become more 
globalized, what will happen to the 
demand for film and video productions? 
Who is investing in Canadian film 
projects? 


In order to respond better to requests 
for this type of information, Statistics 
Canada included detailed questions 
about production and development 
budgets, by title, on the Film, Video and 
Audio-visual Production Survey, 
beginning with the 1991-92 reference 
year. Preliminary data suggest 
important differences in the financing 
structure of film production in Canada 
during 1991-92 and 1992-93, depending 
upon the type of production and its 
intended market. To put these statistics 
into context, it is important to 
_understand the infrastructure of the film 
production industry, and the magnitude 
Of each of its market segments. 


Market Structure of the Film 
Production Industry 


The film production industry in Canada 
can be divided into three major market 
or client categories: 

1. Distributors of theatrical feature films; 

2. Television, including conventional 
TV, pay and specialty services; 

3. Sponsors of non-theatrical 
productions, including advertising 
agencies, government departments 
and agencies, educational 
institutions, and industries. 


In terms of gross production revenue, 
the non-theatrical sector represents the 
biggest market for film production. In 
1992-93, non-theatrical productions 
such as television commercials, music 
videos, corporate videos, home videos 
and educational productions generated 
a total of $312.51 million in revenue, 
representing 53% of total production 
revenue. Television production followed 
closely behind, garnering a further 
$267.9 million for a market share of 
46%. On the other hand, production 
revenue from theatrical feature films fell 
to just $4.1 million in 1992-93, for a 
market share of merely 1%. Generally 
speaking, however, these shares did not 
change dramatically from 1991-922. 


The vast majority of production 
companies (88% in 1991-92) earned the 
largest portion of their production 
revenue in a single film market (for 
example, television, advertising or 
feature films). In fact, television and 
theatrical feature producers earned 90% 
of revenue in their primary market 
alone. This tendency to specialize does 
not appear to have been affected yet by 
new technologies or market 
globalization. 


Role of Public Versus Private 
Financing 


During times of economic restraint, all 
types of public spending come under 
scrutiny. Funding of arts and culture is 
no exception. Screen time in most 
Canadian movie theatres is dominated 
by Hollywood productions. Similarly, 
the penetration of U.S. product on the 
small screen is high. However, looking 
at the English-language television 
market, where competition is perhaps 
the strongest, we can see that the 
number of scheduled hours of Canadian 
drama on conventional stations has 
approximately doubled over the last 
decade. As a percentage of all viewing 
on conventional stations, audiences for 
these programs have shown a similar 
growth pattern. 
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How is this increasing Canadian film 
production being financed? 


Considering the film industry as a 
whole, private financing accounted for 
about 75-80% of all production and 
development budgets in 1991-92 and 
1992-93. This figure is influenced to a 
large extent by the fact that non- 
theatrical film and video production is 
almost entirely privately financed, and 
that this market accounts for over half of 
all production revenue. In 1992-93, 
private investment accounted for 94% 
of the $176.2 million in total non- 
theatrical budgets, up from 89% the 
previous year. 


Of the film and television market 
segments, public sector funding 
represents a larger share of total 
budgets for feature films than for 
television productions: 31% versus 21% 
in 1992-93. This represents a 
substantial shift from 1991-92, when 
45% of feature film and 27% of 
television financing came from public 
sources. 


Between 1991-92 and 1992-93, private 
investment in theatrical features 
increased 11% from $32.1 million to 
$35.7 million, while for television 
productions the increase was just 4%, 
from $239.6 million to $249.3 million. 
Conversely, financing from public 
sources dropped by 35% for feature 
films and 19% for television. However, 
the gross amount invested in film and 
television is obviously related to the 
number of productions made, and this 
figure also fell in 1992-93. 


Larger Budgets per Production 


There were 16,412 Canadian film and 
video productions completed in 1992- 
93, a decrease of 17% from 19,891 
productions the previous year. On the 
other hand, total production and 
development budgets increased by 5%, 
leading to a larger budget per 
production ratio. In 1992-93, budgets 
averaged $34,000 per production 
compared with $26,000 in 1991-92. 
This increase was especially 
pronounced for the financing of feature 
films where the budget per title jumped 
49% from $1.04 million to $1.50 million. 
The average television commercial also 
cost substantially more to produce in 
1992-93 at $31,000, versus just $20,000 
the previous year, an increase of 55%. 


However, the average budget for 
television productions? remained 
virtually unchanged at $44,000. 


The phenomenon of making fewer 
productions with bigger production and 
development budgets may be an effect 
of the economic recession beginning in 
1991. When the financial climate is less 
stable, investors tend to be more risk 
averse. It is possible then, that larger 
film budgets are a reflection of investors 
committing their film capital to bigger 
projects which are perceived to have a 
greater chance of success. With this in 
mind, it is interesting to note that the 
overall jump in the average feature film 
budget in 1992-93 was primarily the 
result of increased private sector 
investment. While public financing 
remained fairly steady at about 
$480,000 per film, investment from 
private sources jumped 79%, from an 
average of $573,000 to $1,023,000 per 
film. 


Increasing Exports: The Impact of 
Official Co-productions 


The value of exports in the film industry, 
defined as the value of production 
revenue obtained from foreign clients, 
rose sharply in 1992-93 to $132.0 
million from just $84.0 million in 1991- 
92. This shift may be explained in part 
by the surge in foreign investment in 
official co-productions with Canada. 
Although the number of television co- 
productions increased only marginally 
from 43 to 47, and actually dropped 
from 11 theatrical features to just 4, 
1992-93 saw a huge increase in their 
overall production and development 
budgets. Financing from domestic and 
foreign sources more than doubled for 
television co-productions, resulting in a 
dramatic 214% jump in total budgets 
from $33.6 million to $105.5 million. 


Compared with the impressive increase 
in television co-productions, total 
feature film budgets were up just 35% 
to $23.6 million in 1992-93. However, a 
remarkable increase in feature film co- 
production financing was reported for 
the foreign investment component. This 
figure more than tripled, jumping from 
$3.4 million over 11 co-productions to 
$15.8 million over just 4 productions in 
1992-93. Accordingly, the share of 
overall co-production budgets 
accounted for by foreign investment 
also increased significantly for theatrical 


feature films. In 1992- 93, foreign 
financing represented 67% of total 
budgets, versus just 19% the previous 
year. 


It appears then, that the increase in film 
production exports in 1992-93 may be 
largely accounted for by a steady level 
of television co-production with 
substantially larger budgets, and a few 
major feature film co-productions 
attracting important levels of financial 
support from non-Canadian partners. In 
fact, foreign investment in feature film 
co-productions counted for 82% of total 
foreign financing of all Canadian 
features, up from just 37% in 1991 -92. 
This undoubtedly attests to the 
increasing importance of international 
partnerships to the Canadian film 
industry, and to the globalization of 
market tastes. 


In Conclusion... 


Given the popularity of movies and 
television, people often tend to equate 
the film industry with the television and 
theatrical feature film markets. 

However, looking at the bigger picture, 
the significance of the non-theatrical 
market becomes more obvious. It 
should also be noted that unlike some 
other cultural areas, the level of public 
funding of this sector is a much smaller 
proportion of budgets than private 
sector investment. In addition, like 
other segments of the overall film 
industry4 Canadian producers appear to 
be successfully adapting their strategies 
to the global market, as evidenced by 
the increase in foreign investment, 
particularly for co-production ventures.

Average household expenditures on 
recordings have shown a large increase 
during the period when CD sales have 
increased rapidly. A closer examination 
of the data for household expenditures 
shows that it is high income households 
which are more likely to be buying CDs. 
Statistics show that the likelihood that 
there is a CD player in the household 
rises with household income. Higher 
income households also show much 
greater proportional increases since 
1986 in average expenditures on 
recordings, suggesting that more of the 
music purchased in these households 
than in lower income households is in 
the CD format. 


Continues to be room for two 
formats in the market 


The disappearance of vinyl albums from 
store shelves was virtually complete by 
1990. Although sales of vinyl had been 
dropping rapidly before the introduction 
of the CD, it is likely that the new format 
ensured the swift disappearance of vinyl 
albums as the record companies slowed 
production and promoted sales of the 
more profitable CD.1 


In contrast, however, the rapidly 
increasing sales of CDs have not been 
accompanied by a comparable 
decrease in the number of tapes sold 
(Figure 2). And there will probably 
continue to be a healthy market for 
tapes as long as the price of CDs 
remains substantially higher. The 
majority of households have a cassette 
player and that proportion remains 
stable, even with the increasing 
penetration of CD players. Tape players 
are generally more affordable than CD 
players, and many households possess 
more than one player either as a 
"walkman", car stereo or other portable 
cassette player, in addition to 
possessing a unit in a home sound 
system. 


New digital formats not likely to be 
as successful in generating revenue 
as the CD 


The positive effects on their revenues of 
the introduction of a new higher priced 
format have not gone unnoticed by 
record companies. Only ten years after 
the introduction of the CD, two 
additional new formats have been 
introduced onto the market — the 
MiniDisc and the digital compact 
cassette (DCC). However, it is unlikely 
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Sales of CDs soar in recent years, surpassing tapes 
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that these new formats will be able to 
produce increases in revenue similar to 
those witnessed following the 
introduction of the CD. 


At a time when two-thirds of households 
have not yet invested in a CD player, 
there are early signs that considerable 
resistance exists to the introduction of 
other new formats so soon after the 
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introduction of the CD. Sales of the 
DCC and the Minidisc are negligible in 
Canada, and the largest record retail 
chain in Canada has already sent its 
inventory of DCCs back to the | 
distributor, refusing to continue to | 
stock the format on the basis of its 
very low sales performance. |

Cultural Goods and 
Services: Weathering 
the Current Economic 
Climate 


Michel Durand, Chief, Cultural 
Industries 


During the past decade, the growth of 
the cultural sector has outpaced the 
growth rate of the rest of the economy, 
reflecting a growing demand for cultural 
goods and services. This trend has 
also been evident in many other 
developed countries. 


When examining the health of the 
cultural sector, we can look at such 
elements as the supply of goods and 
services, the growth and composition of 
the cultural labour force and changes in 


preliminary findings were presented at 
the June conference of the Canadian 
Conference of the Arts. 


Included in each sub-sector study is 
assessment of the environment, 
including changes in markets, 
technology, and public policy. Also 
examined are the composition and 
characteristics of the labour force and 
the current infrastructure for education 
and training. After examining this 
material and developing a consensus on 
the issues, current and anticipated gaps 
in training and professional 
development are identified. 


The working groups have adopted a life- 
cycle approach to human resource 
issues, examining the various stages of 
careers for creators, interpreters, 
administrators and technicians in the 
sector. Elementary and secondary 
education has been identified as a 
priority area both in terms of creating a 
strong foundation for a career in the 
sector and as a means for long-term 
audience and market development. 

The appropriateness of post-secondary 
programs in universities and colleges 
has also emerged as an important issue 
and the extent to which they adequately 
prepare individuals for a career in the 
sector. Transition from school to work 
presents difficulties for many and has 
been highlighted as an area to be 
addressed. A range of professional 
development needs for the existing 


Editor’s Clarification: Broadcast 
Media 


This is a clarification of the article "TV 
and Radio, Books and Magazines —

without clearly defining which 
industries were included in the sector. 
We normally use the term 
"broadcasting sector" to cover radio 
and television, including cable. 
Unfortunately, the substitution of the 
term "broadcast media" in this article 
has caused some confusion with our 
readers as it was not made clear at the 


the demand for cultural products, as 
well as how the interplay of these 
factors can influence the vitality of 
Canadian cultural content. 


workforce has also been identified 
including mentorship programs and 
career management training for 
creative and interpretive occupations. 


Sector representatives are currently 
developing an action plan to address 
the findings and will be submitting a 
proposal to HRDC to create a sectoral 
human resource council.

A number of factors have all contributed 
to the increasing supply of cultural 
goods and services.

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Supply of Cultural Goods and 
Services 


A vibrant and growing Canadian cultural 
infrastructure has developed that can 
now sustain an increasing number of 
cultural products and services. Various 
government policies and fiscal 
programs have actively supported the 
production and distribution of cultural 
goods. Further support has come from 
a healthy level of corporate investment. 
In addition, there has been the 
stimulation of increased demand, 
fostered by such socio-economic 
factors as higher average levels of 
education, a larger proportion of two 
income households and a gradual aging 
of the population. And lastly, increased 
levels of foreign exports have brought in 
revenues that can be channelled into 
subsequent additional production. 


Within the past few years however, a 
number of factors have also been 
working in the opposite direction, to 
dampen this growth in the arts and 
culture sector. Personal disposible 
income has been growing only 
moderately, as a larger share of our 
incomes is going to direct and indirect 
taxes and wage levels are being 
frequently frozen or rolled back. 
Consumer confidence overall has been 
low. The demand for cultural goods is 
becoming increasingly fragmented, as 
more cultural and recreational options 
are available to us. At the same time, 
we are making our choices more 
carefully among these options, as the 
amount of disposable leisure time 
appears to be shrinking. The cost of 
many cultural goods and services has 
increased significantly, again making 
consumers choose more carefully, and 
perhaps select alternate options 
altogether. In fact, the option of staying 
at home is becoming increasingly 
popular. 


_ The strength or weakness of the arts 
and culture sector is primarily tied to 
the demand for arts, culture and 

_ recreational commodities. For most, if 
not all cultural industries, some 
reductions in real economic growth 

- occured in the early 1990s as Canada’s 
economy in general suffered a severe 

_ Slowdown. 


_ Cultural Labour Force 


Private and public sector investment 
and consumer demand have had a very 
| positive influence on growth of the 

_ Cultural labour force. The last twc 


decades have witnessed increased 
development of the arts in communities 
throughout many regions of the country. 
There has been considerable growth in 
the diversity and the number of arts 
organizations, providing expanded 
employment opportunities, even in 
periods of overall high unemployment. 


Census data show us that between 
1971 and 1986, the arts and culture 
labour force grew at a much faster rate 
than the total labour force or the 
population. Arts and culture 
occupations expanded by almost 100% 
during this period, whereas the total 
labour force increased by less than 
50%. This growth was projected to 
continue, fuelled by rising levels of 
education, changes in the composition 
of the labour force, the ageing of the 
population, and changes in the nature of 
consumption. Results from the 1991 
census indeed confirm that the cultural 
labour force grew another 13.1% 
between 1986 and 1990, to reach 
almost 350,000 (or 2.5% of the total 
labour force). During that time the total 
labour force grew only 7.9%. So once 
again culture occupations grew almost 
twice as fast as the total labour force, 
reflecting the dynamic nature of this 
sector. Moreover, certain characteristics 
of the census prevent the capturing of a 
full picture of labour activity in this 
sector, as only information on the 
respondent’s primary economic activity 
is captured. Given the tendancy 
towards multiple job holding, it is 
suggested that some significant amount 
of employment in the cultural area goes 
unrecorded. In addition, if one looks at 
the growth in more detail, it appears 
that at least some of it is attributable to 
an increase in part-time jobs. As the 
arts and culture sector faces continued 
restructuring brought about by dramatic 
technological changes and increasing 
competitiveness, the growth rate of this 
segment of the labour force can be 
expected to moderate. 


Demand for Cultural Goods and 
Services 


The cultural sector is indeed dynamic, 
in relation to the economy as a whole. 
During the expansion years of the 
1980’s, consumer spending on 
recreation and culture recorded an 
annual average growth rate of 5.0% 
between 1981 and 1989, while total 
consumer expenditures showed an 
average annual rate of increase of 3.4% 
(in constant 1986$). However, data 
suggest that recessionary times take 
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a greater toll on consumer spending for 
culture and recreation as consumers 
divert their shrinking discretionary 
incomes to purchase the basic 
necessities. 


The value of all recreation and culture 
goods and services purchased in 1992 
(from theatre tickets to books to 
compact disc players to tickets to ball 
games to works of art to flute lessons to 
fishing rods) exceeded $34 billion at the 
national level (Survey of Family 
Expenditures). 


Between 1982 and 1992 there were 
pronounced shifts in expenditure 
patterns of Canadian families. The 
proportion of total household 
expenditures which was used on food 
declined steadily, from 20.4% to 17.5% 
of the total, while shelter expenses, 
including household furnishings and 
equipment, as a proportion of the total, 
increased from 22.0% to 33.0%. 
Transportation expenditures increased 
one percentage point to 17.1%, while 
spending on clothing and footwear 
dropped from 8.1% to 6.7%. Spending 
on recreation and culture increased 
regularly during this period, although 
marginally, from 7.35% in 1982 to 
8.26% in 1992. 


Between 1982 and 1992, average 
annual family expenditures on cultural 
goods and services showed large 
increases in some categories (e.g., 
technology), while displaying only 
marginal increases or drops in others. 
Some of these of interest are: 


@ Home entertainment equipment 
related expenditures (excluding 
cable) displayed large increases in 
family expenditures between 1982 
and 1990, from $189 to $323, but 
then dropped to $289 in 1992. 


@ Expenditures for video tapes and 
discs jumped from $6 per family to 
$101, representing a 40% annual 
increase. 


@ Expenditures for cable more than 
tripled, from $56 to $186, a 15% 
annuai increase. 


@ Spending on going to the movies 
showed no growth between 1982 
and 1986, at $41 per family for both 
years, but increased sharply to $72 
by 1990, to then drop once more to 
$48 in 1992.

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e Ependitures for attendance at live 
stage performances increased 89% 
to $51. 


e@ Expenditures for records, tapes and 
CDs almost doubled, going from 
$54 to $101. 


e Family expenditures on admissions 
to museums increased between 
1982 and 1986 (from $15 to $24), 
but remained rather unchanged 
between then and 1992, fluctuating 
between $22 and $26. 


@ All print media categories (books, 
newspapers and periodicals), 
showed rather large increases 
between 1982 and 1990, but have 
suffered losses in the last few 
years. 


A Reduction in Frequency of 
Participation 


On the assumption that consumer 
demand for cultural commodities is 
price elastic, we may expect the 
demand to nosedive if prices continue 
to rise substantially or disposable 
income shrinks even more. Consumers 
are allocating a greater share of their 
personal expenditures to 
recreational/cultural activities than they 
had ten years ago. However, in many 
cases this may be attributed to inflated 
prices rather than an increased quantity 
of goods and services purchased. For 
the period extending from 1982 to 1992, 
the average annual increases in the 
consumer price index (CPI), for live 
stage performances, reading material 
and movies surpassed the average 
annual increase in the inflation rate for 
all items, by 58%, 53% and 22%, 
respectively. 


Did you know... ? 


Canadian Content Market Share 


Have Canadian content products 
benefitted from the overall increased 
demand of the past decade for cultural 
products and services generally? 


Major, long-standing policy issues have 
affected the health, vitality and 
competitiveness of Canadian-controlled 
and Canadian content goods and 
services in the arts and culture sector. 


Canadian companies finance the 
overwhelming majority of the "less 
profitable" Canadian cultural products. 
Most cultural products imported into 
Canada, however, are distributed not by 
Canadian companies, but by 
subsidiaries of foreign production or 
distribution companies. 


The anticipated effect of further 
increases in foreign-control and market 
share of imported products, and the 
possible reduction in consumer demand 
overall, will be to slow down the growth 
of expenditures on Canadian programs, 
products and services. But what 
actually has happened in the last few 
years? Let’s touch on our survey data 
on the film, recording, book publishing 
and television industries. 


@ Sales and rentals of Canadian films 
have doubled over the last five 
years, although they still represent 
only a small share of total 
distributors’ revenue. In 1988, 
Canadian products earned about 
9.0% of distribution revenue while 
in 1992 they accounted for 18.4 % 
or $119.6 million), which was one of 
the best performances to date. 


This percentage varies for each 
market; 23.0% of the home 
entertainment sector is Canadian 
(including TV, pay TV and home 
video), and 5.2% of the theatrical 
sector. The Canadian home 
entertainment sector has gained 
ground since 1988 while at the 
same time the theatrical sector 
experienced its first decrease in 
five years. 


In the recording industry, Canadian 
content accounted for almost 12% 
of sales, with little change over 
time. 


Canadian authored books represent 
38.7 % of own and agency sales, a 
near 5 percentage point 
improvement over 1988. 


Turning to broadcasting, in the 
English-language conventional 
television market, where 
competition is perhaps the 
strongest, the supply! of Canadian 
dramatic programming has 
increased by one-third. The 
percentage of viewing hours to 
these programmes has also 
increased by almost the same 
amount in this market. In the 
French-language market, the 
supply of Canadian dramatic 
programming has decreased by 
30% over the past five years, but 
viewing has still shown a slight 
increase. 


The supply of television programmes 
has been calculated by weighting 
individual stations’ schedules by the 
reach of the station. 0 


According to data from the 1992-93 Survey of Periodical Publishing, advertising revenues for periodicals continued to slide, 
although less dramatically than in the previous year. They stood at $529 million in 1992-93 a $7 million drop from 1991- 
92. Over the last five years, general consumer magazines have been particularly affected by a reduction in advertising 
revenues of 18% and the number of periodicals in this category has plummetted from 283 to 162.

Our readers may be interested in knowing that in response to concerns that periodicals published in Canada, with 
original content, were losing crucial advertising revenues, a federal task force on the Canadian Magazine Industry was 
set up, and in March of this year reported to the Minister of Canadian Heritage. 
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Federal Cultural Spending Hit Hardest 


Norman Verma, Project Manager, Government Expenditures on Culture 


Newly released data from the surveys 
of government expenditures on culture 
show that federal cultural expenditures 
totalled $2.88 billion in 1992-93, a slight 
drop from the previous year. On the 
other hand, provincial and territorial 
spending went up about 2%, to $1.97 
billion in 1992-93 and municipal 
governments spent $1.36 billion, 8% 
above the 1991 level. 


Federal spending drops slightly 


The drop in federal expenditures 
continued the downward direction of the 
preceding year, when a slight decrease 
in spending was recorded after having 
risen for five consecutive years. Over 
the last two years, not only has the 
amount of federal cultural spending 
declined, but also the federal share of 
all government expenditures on culture 
has fallen by about three percentage 
points to 46%. 


The change in federal spending on 
culture was uneven across the country, 
with some provinces and territories 
experiencing drops in spending, while 
others reported growth. Declines in 
spending ranged from a high of 5% in 
Prince Edward Island to well under 1% 
in Quebec and the Yukon. On the 
other hand, spending increased in 
seven provinces and territories, led by 
New Brunswick (18%) and 
Newfoundland (12%).

The performing arts and heritage 
activities were hardest hit in those 
provinces and territories where federal 
spending reductions occurred, whereas 
broadcasting and heritage activities 
benefitted most where growth was 
recorded. 


On a per capita basis, federal spending 
ranged from a high in the Northwest 
Territories ($570) and the Yukon ($511), 
to a low in British Columbia ($41). Per 
Capita spending in most provinces fell 
below the national average of $101. 


Provincial and territorial spending 
continues to increase 


The growth in provincial and territorial 
spending on culture in 1992-93 followed 
the trend of the previous seven years, 
when spending grew at an average 
annual rate of about 6%. In 1992-93, 
the largest increase in spending was 
reported by Quebec (8%), while the 
smallest increase, of just 1%, was 
reported by each of Newfoundland, 
Nova Scotia and the Northwest 
Territories. Heritage activities and 
multiculturalism benefitted most from 
the spending increase by the 
government of Quebec. On the other 
hand, declines in spending ranged from 
a low of 1% in Ontario to a high of 42% 
in the Yukon, due largely to a reduction 
in capital funding for cultural facilities. 


The survey results show that the 
provinces with the largest expenditures 
did not necessarily have the highest per 
person expenditures. The governments 
of Québec and Ontario spent the largest 
amounts of money but had only the 
fourth and ninth highest expenditures 
per person respectively, while the 
Yukon, with the least spending, ranked 
first in per person spending. 


Growth in municipal spending 


Municipal cultural expenditures rose 8% 
between 1991 and 1992. Over the last 
eight years, although the federal share 
of all government spending on culture 
has declined significantly, and the 
provincial and territorial share has 
increased only slightly, the municipal 
share has grown by six percentage 
points to 22% of overall government 
expenditures on culture. Municipal 
cultural spending grew in 7 of the 
provinces and territories, while declining 
in the remainder. Municipal funding for 
the performing arts jumped again, by 
88%, to $65.9 million in 1992, after 
having risen by 108% in the preceding 
year, due largely to an increase in 
spending on the construction of 
performing arts facilities.

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The Museum Public in Ontario and Quebec

"Museums, in and of themselves, are 
artifacts; social documents that reflect, 
present and transmit the beliefs and 
value systems of the societies that 
create them."1 This study of 
attendance at museums and art 
galleries is based on data from 
Statistics Canada’s 1992 General Social 
Survey concerning the use of time by 
Canadians aged 15 and over. There 
were 1,912 respondents from Quebec 
and 2,239 from Ontario. Only individuals 
who had visited a museum or art gallery 
in the previous 12 months are included 
in this analysis. The object of the study 
is to identify the socioeconomic 
variables that influence visits by 
Quebecers and Ontarians to traditional 
art museums and science and 
technology museums. 


Participation Levels of Quebec and 
Ontario Residents 


The data show that Quebecers attend 
museums and art galleries more than 
Ontarians do, although at 10.9% of 
Quebec respondents and 8.6% of those 
from Ontario, participation rates remain 
very low overall. Residents of Quebec 
had higher rates of attendance than 
their Ontarian counterparts at museums 
of human history, local-interest 
museums and commercial art galleries, 
but Ontarians visited natural science 
museums more frequently (see Figure 
1). The proportion of respondents who 
visited a traditional art museum was 
similar for both provinces; 18.9% for 
Quebec and 18.5% for Ontario, whereas 
science and technology museums drew 
a higher percentage of respondents 
from Ontario (7.1%) than from Quebec 
(6.3%). 


Socioeconomic Profile of Quebec 
and Ontario Visitors to Traditional 
Art Museums and Science and 
Technology Museums 


Little statistical difference was found 
between the profiles of Ontario and 
Quebec visitors to art museums and 
museums of science and technology. 
Gender was not a significant indicator of 
attendance in Ontario, where men and 
women showed equal levels of interest 
in traditional art museums. In Quebec, 
women were more likely to frequent 
traditional art museums, while in both 
provinces, more men than women 
attended science and technology 
museums.

Among Quebec residents, those under 
age 20 had the highest rate of 
attendance at science and technology 
museums (8.2%), followed by the 25-34 
age group (7.6%). In Ontario, visitors to 
this sort of museum are generally older, 
between 35 and 44 (10.6%), followed 
by the under-20 age group (9.8%). 
Ontario residents aged 35-44 are also 
most likely to visit a traditional art 
museum (21.6%), whereas in Quebec, 
visitors to such museums tended to be 
even older: 25.7% of those aged 45-59, 
followed by 22.7% of the 35-44 age 
group (see Figure 2). In both provinces, 
persons over the age of 60 had the 
lowest rates of attendance at either sort 
of museum, averaging 8.3% overall. 


Family income 


The popular image of traditional art 
museums as the preserve of the elite, 
and science and technology museums 
as visited by others, is not corroborated 
by the survey data. In Quebec, art- 
museum attendance was indeed highest 
among households earning $80,000 and 
over (42.1%), while in Ontario,

households in the top two income levels 
($80,000 and over, and $60,000 to 
$79,999) were the most frequent visitors 
to traditional art museums (29.1% and 
25.% respectively). 


However, both Quebecers and 
Ontarians with family incomes of . 
$80,000 and over were also the most 
likely (15.9% and 11.8% respectively) 
to visit science and technology 
museums. In Ontario, few respondents 
(4.8%) with incomes between $10,000 
and $39,999 had visited this sort of 
museum. In Quebec, the two income 
groups with the lowest attendance 
levels at science and technology 
museums were those under $10,000 
(2.5%) and those earning between 
$20,000 and $29,999 (3.1%). 


Education 


Quebec and Ontario visitors shared a 
similar profile with regard to level of 
schooling. In both provinces, 
respondents with masters or doctoral 
degrees were the most assiduous 
visitors to traditional art museums 
(55.9% and 43.9% respectively).

They were followed in both cases by 
persons with specialized university-level 
degrees (e.g. doctors, dentists and 
veterinarians). Science and technology 
museums likewise have a visiting public 
with a higher educational level than the 
population in general: in Ontario the 
highest rate of attendance was 
registered among respondents with 
masters degrees or doctorates (18.1%), 
while in Quebec, university-trained 
specialists visited this sort of museum 
most (29.4%). Respondents with 
elementary or secondary education had 
the lowest level of attendance, followed 
by those with technical college 
diplomas. 


Language 


Anglophones in Quebec and 
Francophones in Ontario attended both 
types of museums twice as often as 
respondents from their province’s 
majority linguistic group. Thus, among 
Ontario residents, 29.1% of Franco- 
ontarians versus 13% of English- 
speakers visited museums or galleries, 
and in Quebec, 23.9% of Anglophones 
versus 11.8% of Francophones did so. 
However, the parallel between the 
provinces does not extend to 
allophones, for in Quebec, the latter 
have a higher rate of art museum 
attendance (21.3%) than Francophones 
(17.5%), whereas in Ontario, the 
average for allophones was only 12.4%, 
compared with 19.1% for English- 
speaking respondents. Allophone 
respondents in both provinces reported 
low levels of attendance at science and 
technology museums: 3.4% in Quebec 
and 5.2% in Ontario. 


Summary of Results 
The data suggest that traditional art 


museums and science and technology 
museums interest a small proportion of

It is suggested that the importance of 
science and technology museums is 
likely to grow, as all walks of society 
will seek more and more information on 
today’s rapidly changing technological 
environment. There is reason to hope 
that such museums will succeed in

attracting a public that has so far not 
shown strong interest in them, for 
museums are less and less confined to 
the role of guardians of collections and 
increasingly concerned with educating 
and conveying pleasure. The new type 
of visitor will see the museum as a 
source of entertainment and relevant 
information, not a depository of holy 
relics.

Economists, at the other 
end of the motives continuum, argue 
that utility maximization or cost-benefit 
assessment underlie destination choice. 
Opinions also vary greatly on how much 
influence a single destination activity 
(e.g., The Barnes Exhibition or 
"Showboat" in the Toronto area) may 
have on choosing one tourist destination 
over another. 


Most researchers on destination choice 
would agree that there is no single 
dominant motive for choosing a desti- 
nation and that the various destination- 
specific opportunities at one location 
are weighed against those of other 
potential destinations. Occasionally, a 
single activity available there will cause 
us to choose a specific destination, but 
much more frequently, we think of all 
arts/heritage opportunities in a place as 
contributing to its "critical mass", along 
with wining and dining, for example (in 
Paris or New York) or sun, sea, sex, and 
sand (in Cancun or Bali). 


In researching destination choice, it is 
necessary to determine from travellers 
to a given place what their motives 
were, the extent to which their expecta- 
tions were met, and whether the post- 
travelling perceptions and behaviours 
associated with their destination were 
influenced by their trip (Pearce and 
Caltabiano)4. It is also important to 
know which destinations were initially 
considered, the order in which pros- 
pective destinations were eliminated 
from the choice set, and the reasons 
their actual destination was finally 
chosen over others. This involves 
gathering information upon arrival and 
again following a visit. One needs to 
collect demographic and psychographic 
information from travellers so that those 
variables contributing to destination 
choice can be associated with a given 
segment of the tourist market. The 
degree to which each of several attri- 
butes or circumstances contribute to 
destination choice may be determined 
through multivariate statistical 
procedures (c.f., Crompton or 
Fodness)®. In light of the information

In 1993, of all activities undertaken on all overnight trips from overseas, 11% 
involved visiting a national or provincial park or historic site, 9% involved 
visiting a Zoo, Museum or natural display and 3% attending a cultural event 


(concert or play). 


lf "pleasure, recreation or holiday" was stated as the primary purpose of 
the trip, the percentages are 13% for parks, 10% for zoos, and 2% for 


cultural events. 


Corresponding figures for all overnight visitors from the United States are 
lower, at 9% involved visiting a park, 6% a zoo or museum and 3% for 


cultural events. 


Activities on trips from the USA undertaken for "pleasure, recreation or a 
holiday", show an increased proportion of visits to parks and historic sites 
(11%), to zoos and museums (7%) as well as to cultural events (4%). 


These data are all from the 1993 International Travel Survey, conducted 
annually by the Education, Culture and Tourism Division of Statistics Canada. 
These data are but a small sub-set of the information available on all activities 
undertaken by visitors to Canada, Canadians returning from abroad and

required to thoroughly explore the 
tourist decision processes, the usual 
museum visitor study comprised of 
demographics and in-museum beha- 
viours is of little value in the develop- 
ment of either programming or marke- 
ting strategies directed at tourists by 
museums. 


And what do we do once we get 
there? 


Research on why tourists choose 
certain activities over others while at a 
given destination has proven, if 
anything, more complex than research 
on the original choice of destination. 
We do know that such decisions are the 
end result of weighing alternative leisure 
opportunities known to the tourist. We 
also know that individual tourists syste- 
matically choose certain types of activi- 
ties over others, each time they travel. 
And we have some ideas about the 
characteristics of those who consistently 
choose cultural experiences. Both ievel 
and character of educational attainment 
are important indicators of activity 
choice. So too is the extent to which a 
traveller participates in cultural 
experiences at home. We also know, 
based on the results of many studies, 
that if a tourist engages in one cultural 
activity at a destination they are also 
likely to engage in others, especially 
others of a similar character. And, 
finally, we know that the segment of the 
tourist population who derive their 
satisfaction from museum-going without 
entering the exhibits are seeking 
symbolic rather than educational (or 


even entertainment) benefits. Their 
personal or social needs are satisfied 
with a single visit to a museum and 
usually are expressed through the 
acquisition and display of some item 
(anything from a T-shirt to a reproduc- 
tion of some object in a collection) 
symbolizing that visit. 


The drawing of the tourist 


Some possible implications of the 
above observations can be suggested. 
As indicated earlier, a tourist who 
visits one museum at a destination is 
likely to visit others (the same holds 
for theatre, music, and other arts 
disciplines). One obvious implication 
is that a museum may get more return 
for its limited promotional efforts by 
combining forces with other museums 
in the same destination area (i.e, the 
other museums should not be seen as 
competitors). Another is that non- 
coilection related services may be 
more important in drawing tourist- 
visitors than has generally been 
assumed; the better known a museum 
outside its own community, the more 
important such services will seem to a 
major segment of cultural tourists. 
Recognizing that the benefits sought 
for some from a museum visit involve 
symbolic objects, should encourage 
those who seek to link the objects in a 
museum shop with he objects in that 
museum's collection; the closer the 
link, the greater the symbolic value an 
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object carries. Those who wish to learn 
just how powerful that symbolism is in 
generating revenue from a museum 
shop are referred to Wall and Knapper’s 
excellent study of the Tutankhamen 
exhibit in Toronto.§ 


In more general terms, if we know who 
is most likely to choose a given arts 
experience while visiting our city and 
why, and we know how to reach those 
prospective visitors, we may also be 
able to influence the tourist decision 
process. Given evidence of a strong 
association between one or more 
arts/heritage activities and the choice of 
a given destination, it may also be 
possible to convince the tourist industry 
infrastructure that it is in their best 
interest to have an active and viable 
arts/heritage component in their 
community, tailored to perceived 
destination attributes, and to promote it.

Statistics Canada on the 
Highway 


John Gordon, Manager, New Media

"Throughout the world, information and 
communication technologies are 
generating a new revolution that is 
carrying mankind forward into the 
Information Age. It is a revolution 
centred on the electronic processing, 
storage, retrieval and communication of 
information." 


This opening paragraph from a theme 
paper prepared for a meeting of the G7 
countries underlines the wide interest in 
changes that will accompany the 
transition to a more informationbased 
society. To coordinate and harmonize 
Statistics Canada’s approach to what 
has come to be known as the 
Information Highway, the New Media 
Project was created within the Culture 
Statistics Program (CSP). 


What is the Information Highway? 


The most common definition of the 
Information Highway is "a network of 
networks" and although this is true, it 
doesn’t tell the whole story. The Infor- 
mation Highway is more than a thing; it 
is rather a concept of a society in 


which information will be a primary 
commodity and the access to, or 
trading of, this information will be 
facilitated by new communication 
systems. 


Information, in this case, is not limited 
to things such as the text and numbers 
in this publication, but includes many 
other things which are not always seen 
as information. One of the more 
common examples is the audio 
Compact Disc (CD) which has almost 
forced vinyl LP’s off the shelves of 
record stores. CD’s store the music in 
a binary digital form, all ones and zeros, 
and using a combination of fast micro 
(computer) processors and their 
associated programmes, the CD player 
is able to retrieve the ones and zeros 
and "recreate" the original music. 
Laser disks have done the same thing 
with films and the word processor used 
to write this article does the same thing 
with text. 


It is the pattern of the ones and zeros 
which give the information its specific 
identity but, from the computer’s point 
of view, they are just digits and as such 
can be manipulated as easily as any 
traditional data. What has really 
brought on the information revolution is 
the combination of rapid increase in the 
processing speed of computers 
combined with the rapid decrease in 
their size and cost. 


Information on the move 


A parallel but equally important factor 
has been the technological advances in 
our ability to transmit data from one 
place to another. Many of us already 
use at least one instance of this tech- 
nology without thinking much about it — 
the automated banking machine (ABM). 
Originally, only the very adventurous, or 
the technologically sophisticated used 
ABM service; now many clients hardly 
ever meet a teller face-to-face. Futu- 
rists believe that Information-Highway 
use will follow a similar pattern and 
soon most of us will wonder how we 
ever lived without it. 


The Federal government, aware that the 
expansion of the digital environment has 
great potential in many areas, including 
culture, has set up the Information 
Highway Advisory Council (IHAC) 
headed by David Johnston, former 
Principal of McGill University. One of 
the three strategic policy objectives is 
to ensure that the Information Highway 
provides positive reinforcement of 


Canadian sovereignty and cultural 
identity. (Co-chairing the working 
group on Canadian Content and 
Culture are Anna Porter and André 
Bureau.) 


The digital environment is not without 
problems and one which is of 
particular interest in the cultural sector 
is that of copyright and other 
intellectual property rights. How can 
these rights be exercised when 
material is distributed in a form 
designed to make "perfect" 
reproductions of the original? Will the 
concept of copyright still be valid? 
How will "consumption" be 
measured? None of the these 
questions will be easily answered but 
the IHAC has commissioned a study 
of the matter. 


Culture and technology 


Within the Culture Statistics Program, 
we have already seen the increasing 
use of digital media in several areas. 
In the recording industry, digital CD’s 
have almost completely replaced 
analogue LP’s. Some artists and 
producers are also exploiting the 
ability of the medium to store other 
types of information, allowing 
consumers with the right technology 
(a CD-ROM player) to read the lyrics 
of a song or look at a graphic image. 
Full-motion video will be next. 


The delivery of music to customers 
may also see radical changes. As an 
alternative to building a large 
permanent collection of CD’s, an 
individual or group may have on-line 
access to the equivalent of an 
electronic juke box where they could 
draw on a world-wide selection of 
digital music libraries. A trial has 
already been carried out in which 
users could download portions of CBC 
radio programming to their computers. 


The existing cable television systems 
are networks in themselves, although 
most of them are currently capable of 
only one-way traffic. As they become 
interactive and linked into larger 
networks, viewers will be able to call 
up individual films or programs or 
possibly arrange to have them sent to 
a VCR for playback at a future time. 
This is not to say that conventional 
broadcasting will disappear, but the 
sector will certainly undergo 
considerable change.

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Similarly, neither libraries nor the books 
on their shelves are likely to vanish in 
the near future, but the contents of 
more and more books will be available 
via the Information Highway. Because 
information is not limited to text, images 
from other repositories such as galleries 
and museums can be distributed in a 
similar manner. Imagine being able to 
look at the contents of a special 
museum collection without leaving your 
own home! The impact on attendance 
at many of our cultural venues could be 
significant. 


Hundreds of periodicals and news 
services are currently available in 
electronic form, some in parallel with 
their paper antecedents and others 
native to the digital universe. 


In addition to substantial changes in 
existing enterprises, whole new 
industries are also developing, in such 
areas as electronic gaming and virtual 
reality. 


New tools for creators 


On the creative side, film and television 
production has seen an increasing use 
of digitalization and individual creators 
of all disciplines will have access to new 
electronic tools. Opportunities to 
participate in some training and skill 
development programs will be available 
to creators from anywhere in the world. 
Communication among artists, often an 
important part of the creative process, 
will also be fostered, either one-on-one 
or in forums. 


To help the distribution of information to 
the cultural sector, The Faculty of Fine 
Arts at the University of Calgary, The 
Canadian Conference of the Arts, and 
the Canadian Institute for Theatre 
Technology are cooperating to mount a 
cultural information clearing house 
called Culture Net?. Exactly what will 
be available on CultureNet will be deter- 
mined over time, but initially, 
information should be available on 
performing arts facility floorplans, arts 
schedules, season listings, artist 
biographies and promos, arts 
directories, and music listings, as well 
as pointers to other cultural information 
such as literary and museum 
information.

Certainly many other applications of 
technology exist within the culture 
sector and there are similar develop- 
ments in numerous other areas, 
particularly in the service sector. Great 
changes are foreseen in the educa- 
tional, training, health and judiciary 
systems. It is because so many areas 
will be affected that there is so much 
interest in the Information Highway. 


New needs... New data? 


Whenever an area is the subject of 
great interest, there are many questions 
raised; questions need answers; 
answers need data. Realizing that the 
existing base of information would 
probably be insufficient, Statistics 
Canada has set up the New Media 
Project. The mandate is to consolidate 
and harmonize the needs of clients, 
coordinate the existing internal 
resources of Statistics Canada, and 
finally, make recommendations to the 
agency on what changes may be 
required to meet the projected data and 
Statistical needs. These changes could 
range from a change in the wording of 
one question on a questionnaire to 
whole new Surveys. 


The Culture Statistics Program is 
undertaking this project because culture 
is expected to be both heavily affected 
by the Information Highway as well as 
highly effective in exploiting it, although 
other areas such as telecommunications 
and the computer industries are also 
directly implicated in these develop- 
ments. Many of those involved will be 
both suppliers and consumers of 
information- related products, while 
others, including most individuals and 
some businesses will be primarily 
consumers of the services offered by 
the Information Highway. 


The mandate of this new project is to 
look at the broad picture of how and 
where the Information Highway will have 
an effect. The role will be to coordinate 
the users and suppliers of statistical 
data so that the information necessary 
to make policy and business decisions 
in this changing environment will be 
available when it is required. To do this 
we need to examine not only the status 
quo and the underlying concepts but, 
by definition, other technologies and 
associated services which might evolve 
in the future. 


We are currently working with other 
Federal departments and agencies, 
including the Information Highway 


Advisory Council, and in the future we 
will be holding discussions with provin- 
cial representatives, industry associa- 
tions and others with an interest in the 
area.

Update on the Cultural 
Labour Force Project - 
Data Collection 
Complete

The most critical stage of this project 
has been completed with the data 
collection for the Survey of the Cultural 
Sector Labour Force (CLFS). This 
survey is sponsored by Human 
Resources Development Canada 
(formerly Employment and Immigration 
Canada). 


Using a list frame of 238,000 artists and 
other people working in specific sub- 
sectors of the cultural sector, a stratified 
random sample of 21,000 people was 
selected. Approximately 15,000 people 
were traced (71% contact rate) and of 
these, 13,000 were interviewed (86% 
response rate). The list frame was 
created with the help of 254 
associations, unions, councils, and 
funding organizations and 759 
employers who provided their 
membership or employee lists for the 
purposes of the survey. The survey 
population will cover visual artists, 
craftspersons, performing artists, writers 
and other creative artists, and 
technicians and administrators in the 
arts, Cultural industries, and heritage 
who are affiliated with key organizations 
in these sub-sectors. 


The people who participated were asked 
questions about their cultural work 
activities, as well as any other work in 
1993; their education and training 
related to their cultural activities; 
sources and levels of all income and 
financial support in 1993; demographic 
characteristics; and some information 
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about opportunities and barriers they 
have encountered in their career. The 
participants were contacted by 
telephone and the interviewers asked 
the questions from a computer screen 
rather than a printed questionnaire. 
This Computer Assisted Telephone 
Interview (CATI) approach allowed the 
questions to be tailored to the 
respondents’ experience and responses 
to previous questions and removed the 
burden of self-completion created by a 
printed questionnaire. 


The cooperation of the artists and other 
people working in the arts, cultural 
industries and heritage who were asked 
to participate, was exceptional. The 
survey owes its success to these 
people and a very sincere thank you is 
extended to all of the people who took 
the time to answer our questions.

Culturally Active 


Canadians

Partaking of cultural activities is 
frequently explained, both by the 
general public and by experts, in terms 
of a handful of straightforward 
demographic or socioeconomic 
characteristics. Often each characte- 
ristic is treated as an ‘independent’ 
predicting variable and its single effect 
on the likelihood of partaking in cultural 
events is described. We may read, for

example, that museum attendance is 
more common in certain provinces, 
among those with a university degree, 
among residents of major urban centres 
or among women. Less understood, 
however, is how such factors interrelate. 
Reading such single-indicator 
descriptions we are often left with a new 
set of questions. Is income the key 
thing while higher education and living 
near facilities are only coincidental? Is 
access the most telling factor with city- 
dwelling attenders just incidentally 
having higher incomes? !f we become 
more aware of the interactions among 
the influential factors we may get a 
better sense of the social dynamic 
involved in cultural participation. This, 
in turn, should enhance efforts to 
estimate the probable impact on 
participation rates of changes such as 
an increase in the proportion of the 
population with higher education or in 
the proportion of the university 
educated who are new to the country or 
of changes in the age makeup of the 
population. 


The 1992 General Social Survey 
identifies the percentage of people who 
participated, at least once in the prece- 
ding year, in a variety of activities. 


The 1992 General Social Survey: 
Focus on Time Use and Participation 
in Cultural Activities 


The General Social Survey has 
gathered data every year since 1985 
on trends in Canadian society. The 
1992 survey focused on daily time 
use, measured through a 24-hour 


time diary. It also included questions 
concerning participation in a wide 
variety of cultural activities over the 
previous week, month and year. It is 
these latter data which are used in 
this analysis — that is, persons who 
reported participating at least once, in 
a given activity, in the previous 12 
months. 


From this source, four categories of 
cultural participation have been com- 
piled: a) attendance at professional 
performing arts; b) going to a museum 
or art gallery; c) going to a historical or 
archaeological site, zoo, conservation 
area or park; and d) participating, 
individually, in painting, photography, 
other arts, crafts, or playing a musical 
instrument. Looking at these varied 
forms of cultural participation should 
enhance our understanding of such 
issues as whether participation in the 
home differs from participation in public 
facilities or whether people who go to 
outdoor, nature related events differ 
from those who attend indoor 
performances. 


This examination does not intend to 
provide a complete explanation of 
inducements to cultural participation. 
Rather, it illustrates the relative impact 
of some of the key factors and high- 
lights the way in which these factors 
interrelate. After briefly examining the 
effect of education, income, home 
language, age, gender and community 
type, as single factors, this study will 
focus on the interrelations among three 
key variables, namely: education, 
income and community type, i.e., 
whether people live in one of the large 
urban centres, in a smaller city or town, 
or in a rural community. Education? 
and income$ have each been collapsed 
into only 3 categories. 


1 The categories used are: large urban 
areas (25 across the country); smaller 
cities or towns, with intermediate 
population densities; and rural areas. 

2 For education, the categories are: high 
schoo! or less; post secondary or 
technical education; and university 
(with or without a degree). 

3 The categories are household income 
of less than $30,000; $30,000 to 
$60,000; and over $60,000.

Today when it seems that we have to pay for everything, you may be surprised to know that the majority of heritage 
institutions continue to have no user fees. According to the 1992-93 Survey of Heritage Institutions, only 30% of 
respondents (excluding nature parks), reported charging admission fees, a rate just slightly higher than the percentage 
reported 5 years earlier. However, if you visit one of the larger institutions (with operating revenues of $500,000 and 
over), you are much more likely to face fees, as almost two-thirds of these institutions charged admission in 1992-93. In 


total, heritage institutions reported $64 million in admission reveues. This represented 7% of total operating revenues, 
the percentage unchanged from 1988-89. Other sources of earned revenue including memberships, boutiques and 
restaurant sales accounted for an additional $112 million, contributing to a total of $874 million in operating revenues.

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Attendance at performing arts 


The average rate of attendance at 
performances such as professional 
musical concerts or dance is 50%. 
However, the percentage attending is as 
much as 45 percentage points higher 
for the upper education and income 
categories as for the lowest education 
and income categories. The influence of 
community type, on its own, increases 
attendance by 20 percentage points as 
urban concentration increases. 
Attendance varies with age by as much 
as 20 percentage points with those 
over 60 being considerably less likely to 
have attended. The difference based on 
gender is slight and being born outside 
the country has no affect on the 
likelinood of occasionally attending 
performing arts. Those whose home 
language is French or English attend 
equally while those who speak a 
language at home other than French or 
English are slightly less likely to attend.

Residents from metropolitan areas who 
have at least some university education 
as well as a household income over 
$60,000 have a participation rate of 
83%. However, as Figure 1 indicates, 
those from the highest education 
brackets also have high rates of 
participation wherever they live. It 
seems that commuting distance is not a 
great deterrent to those keen on 
attending at least an occasional 
performance. While the influence of 
education on viewing a performance is 
strikingly similar in each size of 
community, the influence of income is 
greater in cities than in towns and 
greater in towns than in the country. In 
the middle income and education 
categories the likelinood of attending a 
performance at least occasionally 
increases from 41% for rural residents 
to 43% for town residents and to 57% 
for city residents. Thus, access may be 
a more significant factor for these 
groups. 


Attendance at a museum or art 
gallery 


Since only 1 in 3 Canadians visited a 
museum or art gallery, as opposed to 1 
in 2 who partook of the performing arts, 
it is not surprising that the deviation 
from the average within the different 
categories is less. Still, those with 
university were twice as likely to have 
visited a museum or art gallery as were 
those with a high school education 
regardless of the type of community in 
which they lived. For this cultural form, 
education clearly has the greatest 
impact, yielding increases in the rate of 
participation of over 40 percentage 
points. The difference between the 
highest and lowest income brackets is 
34 percentage points while the 
difference among different age groups 
is half that great. Place of residence is 
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Attending professional performing arts 
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considerably less significant than for 
performing arts (accounting for a 9 
percentage point difference in the rate 
of attendance). Gender again plays a 
slight role while those born outside the 
country are somewhat more likely to 
attend. Those whose home language is 


French, or is neither English nor French, 


are 8 percentage points less likely than 
English speakers to visit these 
institutions. 


As with performance attendance, either 
high income or high education 
increased attendance among city- 
dwellers to a similar extent. However, 
among those who do not live in 
metropolitan areas, the increase with 
education was much more marked than 
the increase with income. Thus, higher 
income rural residents with high school 
education had an attendance rate of 
31%, slightly below the national 
average, while lower income, rural 
residents with university education had 
a 56% attendance rate. In this case, 
the greatest likelinood of attending is 
found among those with higher income 
and higher education who do not reside 
in the major urban centres. 


Visiting an archaeological or 
historic site, Zoo, aquarium, 
conservation area or park 


Overall, Canadians enjoy opportunities 
to experience history or nature - the 
national attendance rate is 63%. 
Education and income remain 
influential, however, with attendance 
rates ranging from about 45% to about 
80%. Age is quite significant, with 
those over 60 about 20 percentage 
points less likely to get to these sites 
than average and those in their 20s and 
30s more likely to do so. Community 
size is less important, with only a 9 
percentage point difference in the 
attendance rate of those who live in 
metropolitan areas and rural-dwellers. 
This is not surprising given that these 
sites are not concentrated in urban 
centres. English speakers are 
significantly more likely to visit these 
outdoor sites than are those whose 
home language is French. Those who 


speak neither French nor English at 
home are also more likely to visit these 
outdoor sites than are French speakers. 
First-generation Canadians are slightly 
more likely to enjoy these heritage 
facilities than are those born here. 


Within each community type, the 
positive influence of education is similar 
to, but greater than, that of increased 
income. There is, however, some 
variation in the linearity of these 
relationships. For example, among rural 
residents, the increase based on 
education resembles even steps for the 
lower and middle income categories, 
whereas, in the higher income 
categories, some post-secondary 
education does not correlate with an 
increase in participation while university 
education does. 


Doing an art or craft or playing a 
musical instrument, etc. 


Creating art, photography, music or 
craftwork is, presumably, a somewhat 
different form of cultural participation - 
requiring a greater commitment of time 
and, perhaps, a different level of 
expressiveness. However, it is certainly 
not reserved to a select few. One out of 
every two Canadians applies her or his 
hand to produce music or art at least 
occasionally. The role of the demo- 
graphic variables considered here is 
quite different with language, gender 
and education the major predictors of 
increased activity. Fifty five per cent of 
English speakers as opposed to 38% of 
French speakers and 40% of those who 
speak another language were involved 
in creating art. Fifty nine per cent of 
women were active as compared to 
39% of men. The variation with higher 
levels of education is similar to the 
variation among different linguistic 
groups and somewhat less than that 
based on gender. Thus, being female, 
being Anglophone or having a 
University degree effected roughly 
similar increases in participation. 
Residence in city, town or country as 
well as age, country of birth and income 
all play relatively minor roles.

While there is a moderate linear 
increase with education among city- 
dwellers and a more marked one 
among rural or town residents, there is 
little, or no, increase based on income. 
An increase congruent with increased 
education is most clear among rural 
residents, especially upper income rural 
residents. Engaging in the practice of 
an art, craft or music on an individual 
basis appears to be a favorite form of 
cultural participation for the ‘average’ 
Canadian. 


Towards an understanding of 
cultural participation 


Considering single factors, we find that 
those born outside the country are as 
interested in Canada’s cultural offerings 
as those born here and particularly seek 
out sites such as historic and heritage 
institutions. Language spoken at home 
and age can be significant factors for 
some forms of activity but neither is a 
consistent or highly influential factor. 
Creating arts and crafts was the only 
category in which gender, on its own, 
played a substantial role. 


Of the three variables which were 
examined in interaction, education 
proved to be significant in each income 
category, in each type of community 
and for each form of cultural 
participation. Community size appears 
less influential, at least to occasional 
attendance, than is often presumed. For 
the three ’attending’ categories of 
cultural activity, but not for creating, 
city-dwellers were consistently more 
likely to be active and rural dwellers the 
least likely to be active. However the 
extent of variation based on this 
distinction was less than that based on 
income and much less than that based 
on education. Those with either high 
education or high income were highly 
active whether they lived in city, town or 
country. High education or income often 
seem to effect an equivalent increase in 
participation. Further examination of the 
interrelated influence of these and other 
variables should promote appreciation 
of the pre-eminent inducements to 
cultural participation and of the subtle 
variations which represent human 
choice and circumstance. 0 
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Did you know... ? 


According to data from the 1992-93 Survey of Performing Arts, there is a continuing decrease in the relative importance to 
performing arts companies of subscription ticket sales as a source of revenue. Revenue generated from subscriptions, as 
a percentage of total earned revenues, has been declining since 1988-89, from 29% to 25%. Single ticket sales have 
helped to smooth out the effects of this drop, as their percentage of total earned revenues rose from 42% to 49% over the 
same period, resulting in a net increase of 28% in total ticket sales over the five years. 


During the 1992-93 season, of all the performing arts disciplines, opera companies showed the largest drop in 
subscription ticket sales (7%), while theatre companies reported the highest increase in single ticket sales (8%).

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Les petits editeurs de livres au Canada - En quoi sont-ils différents? 


David Coish, Gestionnaire, Secteur de I'édition 


Dans |’ensemble, |’industrie canadienne de |’édition du livre a 
connu une forte expansion en 1994-1995, et ses recettes et 
beénefices ont atteint des niveaux records. Pourtant, les petits 
éditeurs' (soit ceux dont les recettes sont inférieures a 250 000 $) 
ont perdu collectivement 678 000 $. Leurs pertes (en pourcentage 
des recettes) étaient de - 5 % et plus du tiers d’entre eux n’ont 
pas atteint le seuil de rentabilité. 


Les petits editeurs assument une fonction importante dans 
l'édition et la promotion des auteurs canadiens (92 % de leurs 
titres en librairie) et d’ouvrages dont la portée est nationale. Par 
consequent, en ce qui concerne le contenu littéraire canadien, 
leur contribution est hors de proportion avec leurs moyens 
financiers. IIs sont en mesure d’offrir des possibilités d’édition a 
des auteurs qui n’ont pas encore fait leurs preuves et dont |’avenir 
est prometteur, lesquels n’exigent que de modestes avances ou 
montants de droits d’auteur, ou encore a ceux qui occupent des 
créneaux peu lucratifs tels que la poésie. Ils aident ainsi ces 
auteurs a se faire connaitre. Toutefois, ils ne peuvent pas réaliser 
les economies d’échelle dont disposent les grands éditeurs. Leurs 
tirages étant plus faibles, leurs coUts unitaires sont plus élevés. 
Pour atteindre le seuil de rentabilité, ils doivent donc vendre un 
plus grand nombre d’exemplaires. 


Différences financiéres 

Les 89 petites maisons d’édition qui ont participé a l’Enquéte 
aupres des éditeurs et diffuseurs exclusifs de livres menée en 
1994-1995, sont toutes en mains canadiennes, ce qui est le cas 
pour 92 % des grands éditeurs. En 1994-1995, comparativement a 
ceux-ci, les petits éediteurs ont tiré de |’exportation une proportion 
légerement plus élevée de leurs recettes de ventes (excepteé les 
autres ventes a l’étranger’), soit 12 % contre 10 %. Toutefois, la 
proportion est de 17 % si l'on n’examine que les grandes maisons 
d’édition sous contrdle canadien. || semble que, malgré leurs 
ressources humaines et financieres plus modestes, les petits 
éditeurs profitent actuellement de l’expansion des marchés. 
internationaux, mais dans une moindre mesure que les grands 
éditeurs sous contrdle canadien. 


Les subventions constituaient 18 % des recettes globales des 
petits editeurs, contre seulement 2 % chez les grands. En 1994- 
1995, si les petits éditeurs n’avaient pas recu de subventions, 
leurs pertes collectives auraient largement dépassé 678 000 $. 
Les réductions des subventions pour les codts d’exploitation, les 
programmes de commercialisation ou le perfectionnement 
professionnel constituent un défi enorme pour les petites maisons 
d’édition dont la situation financiére est précaire.

Les petits editeurs ont tire une faible partie de leurs recettes 
d’activités de diffuseurs exclusifs? (5 % de leurs recettes globales 
en 1994-1995, contre 27 % chez les grands éditeurs). Collective- 
ment toutefois, ils ont tire des recettes assez importantes d’acti- 
vités autres que |’édition de livres ou la diffusion exclusive (24 % 
de leurs recettes globales, contre 16 % chez les grands éditeurs). 
Ces sources communes « autres recettes », comprennent la 
vente de livres au detail, la publication de périodiques et le revenu 
en interéts. Neéanmoins, seulement quelques-uns des petits 
éditeurs ont tiré ces « autres recettes », car 78 % d’entre eux 
n’avaient pas d’autre source de revenus que |’édition de livres.

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Qu’est-ce qu’ils éditent? 

En 1994-1995, en ce qui concerne la 
production des petits éditeurs, la plupart des 
titres édités, réédités et en librairie étaient 
des ouvrages d’auteurs canadiens. Comme 
il a été mentionné ci-dessus, c’était le cas 
pour 92 % de leurs titres en librairie, contre 
79 % chez les grands éditeurs, ou 83 % 
chez les grandes maisons d’édition en 
mains canadiennes. Cela peut étre 
attribuable a divers facteurs, tels que des 
capitaux limités pour |’édition d’auteurs 
étrangers, l’engagement a |’égard de la 
littérature canadienne, ou encore la plus 
grande probabilité que l’auteur soit 
Canadien lorsque |’éditeur publie des livres 
axés sur des themes régionaux. 


Plus des trois quarts des nouveaux titres 
publiés par des petits éditeurs en 1994-1995 
étaient de la littérature générale (format de 
poche et couverture souple et couverture 
rigide*), contre légerement plus de la moitieé 
chez les grands éditeurs. Deux titres sur 
trois réédités par des petits éditeurs étaient 
de la littérature générale, contre 38 % chez 
les grands éditeurs. Cette predominance 
chez les petits éditeurs est aussi observable 
dans les titres en librairie, dont les trois quarts 
étaient de la littérature générale, contre la 
moitié chez les grands éditeurs. Il n’est donc 
pas étonnant qu’en 1994-1995, 68 % des 
recettes de ventes intérieures des petits 
éditeurs provenaient de la littérature génerale, 
contre 27 % chez les grands éditeurs. 


Les petits éditeurs sont bien plus 
susceptibles de publier des ouvrages 
littéraires, romanesques ou non. Dans la 
catégorie des publications commerciales, on 
trouve aussi des créneaux tels que les livres 
de poésie, d’histoire régionale, les biographies 
et les livres pour la jeunesse (qui ne servent 
pas de manuels scolaires). Ils sont 
beaucoup moins susceptibles d’éditer des 
manuels, des ouvrages savants ou des 
ouvrages de référence ou des ouvrages 
professionnels destinés a des publics 
techniques spécialisés. (Voir le Tableau 2.) 


En ce qui concerne /a littérature génerale, 
les petits éditeurs étaient bien plus 
susceptibles que les grands d’éditer des 
livres ayant une couverture souple (88 % 
contre 42 %) et de les rééditer (97 % contre 
68 %). Cela releve du bon sens 
économique, puisque la production de ce 
type de livres cote moins cher que celle 
des livres ayant une couverture rigide tout 
en procurant des recettes plus importantes 
que celle des livres de poche, le prix du livre 
ayant une couverture souple de plus grande 
taille étant plus éleve. 


Si les petits et grands éditeurs étaient de 
loin plus susceptibles d’utiliser l’impression 
en 1994-1995, ils ont aussi publié sur 
d’autres supports, mais dans une moindre 
mesure. Les supports sonores (livres- 
cassettes) et électroniques (logiciels, 
disques CD-ROM, etc.) constituaient 0,8 % 
des nouveaux titres publiés chez les petits 
éditeurs, contre 3,2 % chez les grands et,

en ce qui concerne les ouvrages reédites 
(des audiocassettes pour la plupart), 2,8 % 
contre 4,3 %. 


Lédition de ce type de produit exige souvent 
une importante mise de capital, ce qui n’est 
pas a la portée de la plupart des petits 
éditeurs, compte tenu du fait que plus du 
tiers d’entre eux n'ont pas réalisé de 
bénéfices en 1994-1995. Cela pourrait poser 
un probléme a l'avenir, si les éditeurs 
s’orientent de plus en plus vers les supports 
électroniques, dans un secteur ou la 
composante technologique ne cesse de 
prendre de |’ampleur. 


Dans quelle langue publient-ils? 

Bien qu'une plus faible proportion de petits 
éditeurs publient en francais® (34 % contre 
37 % chez les grands éditeurs), un pourcen- 
tage plus élevée de leurs recettes (ventes 
sur le marché intérieur et a l’exportation) 
provenait de la vente de livres en frangais, 
comparativement aux grands éditeurs (32 % 
contre 28 %). Cela vient confirmer que les 
petits éditeurs offrent un débouché aux 
auteurs régionaux et minoritaires. 


Leur personnel 

Proportionnellement, les petits éditeurs 
emploient plus de personnel a temps partiel 
et travaillent plus souvent comme 
propriétaires actifs et comme beneévoles que 
leurs plus grands compétiteurs. De fait, en 
1994-1995, les employés a plein temps ne 
constituaient que 39 % du personnel des 
petites maisons d’édition (y compris les 
propriétaires actifs), contre 86 % chez les 
grands éditeurs. La forte proportion 
d’employés a temps partiel chez les petits 
éditeurs (33 % contre 13 % chez les grands) 
n'est pas étonnante, compte tenu de la 
modeste envergure de leurs exploitations. 
Limportance du nombre de bénévoles (20 % 
du personnel contre 1,3 % chez les grands 


éditeurs) révéle l’importance du soutien 
local pour beaucoup de petits éditeurs. 
Finalement, 8 % des employés des petites 
maisons d’édition étaient des propriétaires 
actifs en 1994-1995, contre seulement 

0,1 % chez les grands éditeurs. Au total, les 
89 petits éditeurs n’employaient que 251 
personnes, y compris les benévoles et les 
propriétaires actifs. 


A qui vendent-ils leurs produits? 

La répartition des marchés pour les petits et 
grands éditeurs révele des differences 
fondamentales. En 1994-1995, plus du tiers 
du chiffre d’affaires des petits editeurs

Les proportions de petits et grands éditeurs 
étaient comparables dans chaque province 
ou région, a l'exception de la Colombie- 
Britannique, ou les petits éditeurs étaient 
relativement plus nombreux, et de |’Ontario, 
ou ils l’étaient moins. Ainsi, les petits 
éditeurs ne se trouvent-ils pas tant dans les 
provinces ou régions les moins peuplees 
que dans certains créneaux a |’intérieur de 
chaque province ou région.

Projet sur le commerce et 


V’investissement culturel

ll est genéralement reconnu que le commerce 
et les investissements internationaux peuvent 
étre un outil important de croissance et 
d’expansion economiques pour un secteur 
d’activité donne. En particulier, le commerce 
international peut avoir un effet vivifiant sur 
les industries et les activités culturelles. Par 
consequent, les analystes de |’industrie, les 
intervenants du marché et les politiciens ont 
besoin de données qui les aident a déterminer 
et a Suivre de pres la structure et la dyna- 
mique de ces opérations culturelles. Afin de 
répondre a ces besoins d'information, 
Statistique Canada a amorce le Projet sur le 
commerce et l'investissement culturel (CIC). 
Ce projet vise a fournir des données cohe- 
rentes et comparables sur les opérations 
internationales relatives aux industries et 
aux activites culturelles. 


La mise sur pied du projet CIC est échelon- 
née sur trois ans, et celui-ci se trouve 
actuellement a mi-chemin de son acheve- 
ment. Jusqu’a maintenant, un cadre conceptuel 
pour la statistique culturelle a été élaboré et 
les étapes initiales du rassemblement et du 
regroupement des données ont eté franchies. 
La derniére année de la période de mise au 
point sera utilisée pour remédier aux 
faiblesses et aux lacunes des données par 
la redéfinition des concepts et des systemes

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Les petits et les grands éditeurs se répartissent presque également 
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de collecte des données. Une nouvelle série 
de données chronologiques devrait étre 
diffusée au cours de |’étée 1998 par la voie 
du rapport sur le projet CIC. 


Les données utilisées dans le projet CIC 
proviennent de nombreuses sources au sein 
de Statistique Canada, et elles portent sur 
quatre principaux secteurs : le commerce 
des produits culturels, les investissements 
internationaux, le commerce des services 
culturels et le commerce de la propriété 
intellectuelle culturelle. Nous décrirons ces 
quatre secteurs ci-dessous, apres quoi nous 
exposerons les données utilisées dans le 
projet. 


Commerce des produits culturels 

Les produits culturels sont les principaux 
produits matériels des industries et des 
activites definis au moyen du cadre de la 
statistique culturelle (voir La culture en 
perspective, vol. 9, n°3, pour obtenir une 
description de ce cadre). Cassettes vidéo, 
livres, peintures et quotidiens : ce ne sont 
que quelques exemples de ces types de 
produits. Outre les produits culturels, le 
projet CIC mesure le commerce de

des produits culturels ou a la consommation 
de ces produits. Par exemple, |'e@quipement 
d’enregistrement sert a la creation d’un 
disque laser de musique (le produit culturel), 
et le matériel stéréo est utilisé pour écouter 
(c.-a-d. consommer) ce disque laser. 


Un rapport spécial sur le commerce des 
produits culturels devrait étre produit au plus 
tard en février 1998. 


Investissements internationaux 

Les investissements internationaux dans un 
secteur d’activité peuvent étre une importante 
source de capital pour la croissance écono- 
mique. C’est pourquoi le projet CIC produira 
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des données sur les investissements etran- 
gers dans les industries et activités cultu- 
relles canadiennes et sur les investissements 
des industries culturelles canadiennes vers 
'étranger. En général, on compte trois types 
d’'investissements internationaux, soit les 
investissements directs, les investissements 
de portefeuilles (actions et obligations) et les 
autres investissements (préts, dépats, etc.). 
Le type d’investissement qui présente de 
Vintérét pour le projet CIC est celui des 
investissements directs. 


Les investissements internationaux directs 
représentent l'investissement qui permet a 
un investisseur d’avoir voix au chapitre dans 
la gestion d’une entreprise qui exerce son 
activité a l’extérieur de l'économie de son 
pays. Parmi les investissements de ce type, 
citons les fonds destinés a financer la 
formation de capital tels qu’une usine de 
fabrication et |’équipement de production. 
Des données sur les investissements directs 
sont disponibles pour la plupart des 
industries culturelles. 


En plus des données sur les investissements 
directs décrites précédemment, des données 
sur le financement des films sont produites 
a l’intention des entreprises de production 
cinématographique. Lindustrie cinématogra- 
phique est passablement unique en son 
genre parce que les productions cinémato- 
graphiques sont parfois financées par les 
investisseurs qui ne possédent pas le film 
fini ou méme la société qui produit le film. 
Dans ce type d’entente, l’investisseur touche 
habituellement une proportion des redevances 
ou un pourcentage forfaitaire sur les inves- 
tissements lorsque le film produit des 
bénéfices. Les données sur le financement 
des productions cinématographiques sont 
recueillies dans le cadre d’une enquéte sur 
les productions cinématographiques menée 
par le Programme de la statistique culturelle. 


Commerce des services culturels 

Outre le commerce des produits matériels, 
le projet CIC mesure le commerce inter- 
national des services culturels. Fondamenta- 
lement, un fournisseur de services transforme 
ou améliore une entité qui appartient a un 
tiers. Une coupe de cheveux ou des 
réparations a une voiture effectuées par un 
mécanicien sont des exemples de services. 
Les services culturels, tels qu’ils sont 
identifigs au moyen du projet CIC, sont des 
services passablement uniques aux entre- 
prises culturelles et aux activités qui 
relevent du cadre culturel. Un exemple de 
service culturel est la contribution d'un 
rédacteur a un manuscrit. Le rédacteur ne 
possédant pas le manuscrit, les modifica- 
tions sont considérées comme un service. 
Les services d’imprimerie, les services de 
post-production cinématographique tels que 
les effets spéciaux, les services dispensés 
par les agents d'affaires, etc. sont d’autres 
exemples de services culturels. 


Commerce de la propriété intellectuelle 
\l existe deux composantes distinctes des 
produits qui peuvent étre possédes, soit la 


propriété physique et la propriété 
intellectuelle. La propriété physique est un 
produit comme il est décrit precedemment, 
et la propriété intellectuelle est la nature 
incorporelle ou «intellectuelle» d’un produit. 


Le concept de propriété intellectuelle est 
plus facile a comprendre avec un exemple. 
Un livre peut étre acheté par un consomma- 
teur qui le lit, mais les lois sur les droits de 
reproduction interdisent au lecteur de plagier 
des idées ou des passages de ce livre. Dans 
ce cas, le produit (le livre) est achete et 
consommé, mais la propriété intellectuelle 
incorporée dans les passages et les idées 
n’est pas achetée par le consommateur. Le 
propriétaire de la propriété intellectuelle 
contréle par conséquent l'utilisation du 
contenu intellectuel d’un produit. I! vaut la 
peine de mentionner que la propriete 
intellectuelle n'est pas nécessairement 
détenue par l’individu qui a créé le produit; 
tout comme un produit, la propriété intellec- 
tuelle peut étre vendue ou louée. Les droits 
attachés a un livre, une chanson, un 
spectacle, etc. peuvent tous étre achetés. 


ll existe essentiellement deux types de 
gratifications financiéres au titre de la 
propriété intellectuelle qui sont mesurés par 
le projet CIC, soit les redevances et les 
droits de permis. La redevance represente 
une proportion de la vente d’un produit qui 
revient au détenteur de la propriéete intellec- 
tuelle, et les droits de permis consistent un 
frais percus auprés d’un individu qui loue le 
droit a une propriété intellectuelle. 


Questions relatifs aux données 

Les efforts déployés pour deéfinir les 
concepts du projet CIC et pour combler les 
lacunes des données ont permis d’ameéliorer 
sensiblement les données sur le commerce 
des produits internationaux, les investisse- 
ments directs et le financement de produc- 
tions cinématographiques. Ces données 
sont maintenant considérées comme étant 
cohérentes et fiables. Par ailleurs, les 
données sur les services et la propriéte 
intellectuelle continuent de susciter des 
problemes en rapport avec les sources des 
données et les listes des enquétés. 


Les données sur les services et la propriété 
intellectuelle proviennent de plusieurs 
enquétes au sein de Statistique Canada. 
Toutefois, la maniére dont les questions sont 
actuellement posées dans certaines des 
enquétes pertinentes ne correspond pas 
forcément aux besoins du projet CIC. La 
portée des questions est parfois trop 
étendue ou trop étroite pour les utilisations 
du projet CIC, d’ou une perturbation des 
données, une couverture incomplete ou des 
lacunes au niveau de l'information. Les 
remaniements futurs de quelques-unes des 
enquétes répondront peut-étre a ces 
besoins d'information. De méme, la mise en 
oeuvre du PASEP (Projet d’amélioration des 
statistiques 6conomiques provinciales) et du 
SCIAN (Systéme de classification des 
industries de l’Amérique du Nord) au cours 
des prochaines années contribuera peut- 


étre a améliorer la couverture et la qualité 
des données (voir La culture en 
perspective, vol. 9, n° 3). 


La deuxiéme question relative aux données 
est l'utilisation des listes d’enquétes et le 
manque d’harmonie des questions des 
diverses enquétes. Comme les données 
proviennent d’enquétes qui sont menees par 
différentes divisions de Statistique Canada 
et pour différentes raisons, il en résulte que 
ces diverses enquétes utilisent des listes 
d’enquétés et des questions différentes, 
d’ou le danger que les données fassent 
double emploi et soient incohérentes. Pour 
corriger ces lacunes, il importe de bien 
comprendre les enquétes et les activités des 
enquétés. De ce fait, une somme de temps 
considérable a été consacrée a la recherche 
et a l’analyse de ces enquétes afin de les 
coordonner, et des améliorations 
additionnelles sont encore attendues.

Vers un programme complet 


de statistiques sur le sport

Les sports et les jeux font partie du program- 
me de la statistique culturelle de l’'Organisation 
des Nations Unies pour I’éducation, la 
science et la culture (UNESCO). Statistique 
Canada et Sport Canada ont commencé a 
travailler A un nouveau programme national 
de statistiques sur le sport au cours de 
l'année financiére 1996-1997. 


Le sport et l’activité physique sont des 
éléments importants de la société 
canadienne. Nous éprouvons une fierté 
nationale quand nos athletes se distinguent 
lors des compétitions sportives, et certains 
sports comme le hockey sont méme 
considérés comme faisant partie de notre 
identité nationale. Le sport et l’activite 
physique contribuent a la santé et au bien- 
étre de la nation. Le sport encourage des 
valeurs morales telles que la loyauté, |’esprit 
d’initiative, la collaboration, le bénevolat, 
l'égalité entre les sexes et les groupes et la 
recherche de |’excellence. 


Statistique Canada recueille des données 
relatives au sport au moyen d’un certain 
nombre d’enquétes nationales permanentes. 
Il existe des données sur la fabrication 
d’articles de sport, les ventes en gros et au 
détail, l'emploi dans le domaine des sports, 
les dépenses des familles pour le sport, la 
pratique des sports, les dépenses publiques 
en matiére de sports et les importations et 
exportations d’articles de sport. 


a re 
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Malheureusement, la quantité de données 
actuellement disponibles est insuffisante 
pour obtenir un profil complet de ce qu’est le 
sport, de ses avantages et de sa valeur pour 
les Canadiens. De plus, les données qui 
existent sont difficiles a comparer en raison 
de différences sur le plan des concepts et 
des définitions. Autrement dit, lorsqu’on veut 
évaluer les repercussions du secteur du 
sport au Canada, on se trouve regulierement 
devant le fait que les données sur le sport 
sont entremélées aux données sur I’activite 
physique, les activités récréatives et méme 
les loisirs. Le défi qui nous attend consiste 
donc a établir une stratégie permettant 
d’obtenir une définition uniforme du «sport» 
pour toutes les enquétes et d’isoler les 
statistiques sur le sport des données 
connexes. 


Jusqu’a ce qu’on dispose des moyens 
necessaires pour observer, mesurer et 
évaluer toutes les facettes du secteur du 
sport dans l'ensemble du pays, la possibilité 
de formuler des politiques strategiques 
judicieuses et d’entreprendre une planification 
efficace sera limitée. Et sans lignes 
directrices détaillées pour coordonner le 
travail de collecte, évaluer les besoins 
d'information et cibler les lacunes en matiére 
de données, |’information obtenue 
demeurera fragmentaire et insuffisante. 


Reconnaissant l’utilité d’obtenir des statisti- 
ques détaillées sur le sport, Sport Canada a 
conclu deux contrats avec Statistique 
Canada. Le premier, exécuté au cours de 
l'année financiére 1996-1997, comportait 
trois composantes principales. Pour commencer, 
nous avons analyse |’ensemble du secteur 
et examiné les concepts et les définitions du 
sport actuellement en usage. Nous avons 
ensuite evalué les données disponibles et 
nous les avons intégrées la ou c’était 
possible. Ces premieres démarches nous 
ont permis de découvrir des lacunes dans 
les données et l'information connexe. Enfin, 
nous avons élaboré un plan pluriannuel 
comprenant une proposition relative aux 
travaux et aux codts prevus. 


Un second contrat a été signe pour la 
presente année financiére. Un rapport 
preliminaire intitule The Health and Vitality of 
the Sport Sector in Canada a été présenté a 
Sport Canada en mai de cette année, et le 
travail est déja en cours en vue de réaliser 
aussi les objectifs suivants : 


1) établir un cadre statistique clair et 
approuve de tous pour la collecte et la 
presentation de statistiques nationales 
cohérentes sur le sport; 


2) coordonner et intégrer les statistiques 
sur le sport aux enquétes et activités 
de collecte de Statistique Canada; 


3) poursuivre l’intégration et l’analyse 
des données existantes sur le sport; et 


4) élaborer une stratégie efficace de 
communication et de commercialisation. 


Quelques faits saillants 
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Laide gouvernementale au sport et a l’activité physique se présente sous bien des aspects. Le 
total des dépenses gouvernementales pour le sport et les activités récréatives atteignait un peu 
plus de 4 milliards de dollars en 1993-1994 (voir le tableau). Au cours de cette méme année, le 
gouvernement fédéral a dépensé 483 millions de dollars pour le sport, dont 76 millions qui ont 
été fournis par Sport Canada (ministére du Patrimoine canadien). Le financement du sport et 
des activités récréatives par les provinces et les territoires s’établissait a 512 millions de dollars. 
Les dépenses municipales pour les activités récréatives ont atteint plus de 3 milliards de dollars 
en 1993-1994. Elles dépassaient de beaucoup celles des autres paliers d’administration et 
représentaient 76 % de toutes les dépenses gouvernementales pour le sport au cours de cette 
année. Ce sont les administrations locales qui ont la responsabilité principale de financer des 
installations telles que patinoires, piscines, terrains de football et de soccer, gymnases, terrains 


de jeux et centres communautaires. 


Les dépenses gouvernementales pour le sport sont en baisse, mais les municipalités 


demeurent en téte

La stratégie pluriannuelle proposée est axeée 
sur la nécessité d’un travail d’élaboration 
continu pour commencer a combler les 
lacunes en matiére de données ainsi que 
sur des mesures d’intégration et d’analyse 
visant a assurer la cohérence entre les 
différentes enquétes qui recueillent des 
données sur le sport. On a également établi 
comme priorité d’ameliorer les données 
existantes par la consultation, la constitution 
de réseaux et la coordination avec les 
secteurs pertinents a l’intérieur et a 
l'extérieur de Statistique Canada. 


La mobilisation de l'ensemble de la 
communauté sportive, y compris des 
organisations féderales et provinciales qui 
s’occupent de sport, est essentielle pour 
faire en sorte que le travail soit approuve 
dés le début et pour assurer la pertinence et 
rintégrité de l’infrastructure statistique qui 
en resultera. Les consultations se 
poursuivent avec les ministeres provinciaux 
et fédéraux qui s’interessent aux statistiques 
sur le sport. 


Supplément sur le sport a |l’Enquéte 
sociale générale de 1998 

La plus récente initiative visant a combler 
certaines des lacunes en matiere de 
données dans le domaine des statistiques 
sur le sport consiste a reprendre le 
supplément sur le sport de |’Enquéte sociale 
générale en 1998. LESG est une enquéte- 
échantillon effectuée par télephone aupres 
d’environ 10 000 ménages au Canada. C’est 
en 1992 que l'ESG a recueilli pour la 
derniére fois des données détaillées sur la 
participation des Canadiens a des activités 
sportives au niveau national, regional et 


provincial. On pense que le prochain cycle 
de l’ESG sera un moyen économique de 
répondre a certains besoins qui ont éte 
définis en matiére de données sur le sport. 


Le succes du supplement sur le sport 
exigera la participation active de la 
communauté sportive pour en définir le 
contenu et pour y contribuer sur le plan 
financier. Statistique Canada n’est pas 
financé pour entreprendre davantage que la 
partie principale de |'ESG ; nous devrons 
donc compter sur les clients qui 
s'intéressent a ces statistiques pour financer 
le supplement sur le sport. Pour l’instant, 
Sport Canada et quatre provinces ont 
accepté de contribuer financierement a cette 
entreprise. 


Autres activités 

Pour mettre en place un programme 
statistique complet sur le sport, il est 
essentiel de poursuivre le travail accompli 
jusqu’ici. Pour ce faire, nous pouvons 
recourir aux moyens suivants : 


@ encourager et obtenir une acceptation 
générale de la méthode harmonisée 
pour I’étude du sport au Canada;

En raison des politiques de réduction du 
déficit, mises en oeuvre par le gouverne- 
ment fédéral et les provinces ces dernieres 
années, la concurrence s'est intensifiée 
entre les programmes et les initiatives pour 
'obtention des fonds publics dont ils dépen- 
dent et qui se font rares. Cette concurrence 
a eu pour effet d’accroitre la demande, de la 
part des secteurs touchés, de renseignements 
plus précis sur les avantages économiques 
et sociaux des programmes qu’ils offrent 
afin de pouvoir évaluer ces programmes et 
de mener de meilleures campagnes de 
sensibilisation.

D’autres faits saillants 


Les données démontrent que le total des dépenses des consommateurs pour le sport et les 
activités récréatives continue d’augmenter. U’Enquéte sur les dépenses des familles indique une 
augmentation de 20 % des dépenses annuelles pour le matériel de sport et d’athlétisme, les 
vétements de sport, l'utilisation des installations récréatives et assistance a des manifestations 
sportives. Elles sont passées d’une moyenne de 520 $ par famille en 1986 a une moyenne de 
623 $ en 1992. Les dépenses annuelles totales pour les vétements et les activités sportives ont 


augmenté de 33 %, passant de 5,4 milliards de 
consommateurs allouent une plus grande part de 
activités récréatives. Cependant, cette augmenta 


dollars en 1986 a 7,2 milliards en 1992. Les 
leurs dépenses personnelles au sport et aux 
tion peut étre attribuable en partie a la hausse 


des prix plut6t qu’a une demande accrue pour ces biens et services.

C’est chez les Canadiens de 55 ans et plus que 
le taux de participation était le plus faible, car environ une personne sur quatre participait 
réguliérement a des activités sportives. Lenquéte a également permis de constater que les taux 
de participation augmentaient avec Pinstruction et le revenu familial. La participation était deux 
fois plus élevée chez les Canadiens ayant un revenu familial de plus de 80 000 $ que chez ceux 
qui avaient un revenu familial de moins de 20 000 $. Chez les Canadiens qui avaient au moins 
un dipléme universitaire, 58 % faisaient du sport réguliérement, tandis que cette proportion était 
de 36 % chez ceux qui n’avaient pas terminé leurs études secondaires.

combiner les budgets de recherche de 
nombreux clients’ dans le cadre du 
Programme de la statistique culturelle 
(PSC).

On a fourni aux clients des statistiques sur 
les facteurs culturels, sociaux, economiques 
et financiers qui se répercutent sur la culture 
au Canada. Vous trouverez plus loin un 
échantillon de table des matieres, illustrant 
la portée des analyses que nous effectuons. 


Objectifs du programme de partenariat 
Pour établir un si large éventail de 
statistiques, il a fallu créer des bases de 
données géographiques, embrassant le 
caractére multidimensionnel des activités 
culturelles. Les analystes du PSC ont ainsi 
pu avoir une meilleure idée du volume total 
de biens et de services culturels existants,

Les années 90 - Une décennie marquée par la fluctuation de Il’aide financiére accordée a 


la culture

On reconnait dans notre société l’importance d’encourager 
l'expression artistique et de faire en sorte que la collectivité 
puisse jouir des fruits de la créativité des artistes. C’est pourquoi 
les administrations publiques partout dans le monde prennent 
part activement a la promotion des efforts des particuliers, des 
organismes et des établissements qui se consacrent a des 
activités artistiques et culturelles et qui cherchent a exposer 
les biens et services a caractére culturel et a les préserver. 


Le Canada consacre des fonds publics a la culture depuis la 
Confédération, et son soutien financier prend de plus en plus 
d’importance dans ce secteur depuis la Deuxieme Guerre 
mondiale. Nous avons assisté, surtout au cours des années 
70 et 80, Aa une hausse marquée du nombre d’entreprises 
culturelles et de la population active du secteur culturel. Les 
emplois dans ce secteur ont progressé de pres de 100 % au 
Canada pendant les années 80, alors que l|’augmentation de 
la population active totale a été inférieure a 50 %. 


En gros, la politique culturelle du gouvernement a comme 
objectifs : créer, tant a l’échelle nationale que locale, un contexte 
économique qui favorise la créativité au sein de la communauté 
artistique et culturelle canadienne; appuyer le commerce et les 
investissements internationaux dans le domaine de la culture; 
maintenir un systéme qui favorise la production a contenu 
canadien et la réglementation de la propriété; et préserver le 
patrimoine du Canada et le rendre accessible. 


Les administrations publiques disposent de divers mécanismes 
pour promouvoir ces objectifs culturels. Mentionnons notamment 
la propriété directe (p. ex. a titre de propriétaires d’organismes 
tels que les archives, les bibliothéques, les services de radio- 
diffusion et de cinématographie comme la Société Radio-Canada 
et |’Office national du film, ainsi que les établissements et les 
installations du patrimoine et ceux prévus pour les arts d’inter- 
prétation); les subventions (p. ex. aux artistes et l’apport de 
capitaux aux organismes artistiques et patrimoniaux et aux 
industries culturelles, dont les éditeurs, les producteurs de 
films et d’enregistrements sonores); la réglementation (comme 
le contrdle qu’exerce le CRTC sur |’industrie de la radiodiffusion, 
la loi sur le droit d’auteur qui protége les intéréts des créateurs, la

De quelle facon la situation économique 
difficile du début des années 90 a-t-elle influé sur les budgets 
culturels? Les réductions annuelles successives du soutien 
financier accordé par les pouvoirs publics ont-elles contribué a 
l'érosion de l’infrastructure culturelle au Canada (p. ex. le 
nombre d’artistes créatifs et d’artistes de spectacle et le 
nombre de producteurs et de distributeurs de produits et de 
services Culturels canadiens) ou a la viabilité des organismes 


Le remplacement, en septembre 1995, de la déduction pour 
amortissement par un nouveau Crédit d’impot a I’investissement 
remboursable pour les films et les vidéos visait a encourager la 
croissance d'un secteur de la production canadien énergique. Le 
principal objectif du crédit d'impét est d’offrir un avantage fiscal qui 
favorise la création d'une industrie entigrement canadienne contrdlée par 
des Canadiens et d’étre le complément des programmes provinciaux de 
crédits déja offerts au Québec, en Nouvelle-Ecosse et en Ontario.

Dépenses publiques au titre de la 
culture 

Les enquétes sur les dépenses publiques 
du Programme de Ia statistique culturelle 
révelent que les programmes publics 
d'infrastructure et de soutien ont été réduits. 
Au cours des six derniéres années, le taux 
d'inflation l’a emporté sur la croissance 
réelle des dépenses au titre de la culture. 
Au total, les administrations publiques des 
trois niveaux (fédéral, provincial-territorial 
et municipal) ont consacré 5,8 milliards de 
dollars (sans compter les transferts entre 
administrations) a la culture en 1995-1996, 
ce qui représente une diminution d’environ 
5 % par rapport a 1990-1991 (corrigé en 
fonction de l’inflation). 


Alors que le produit intérieur brut (PIB) a 
augmenté de 15 % de 1990 a 1995 et 
indice des prix a la consommation, de 
12 %, les dépenses totales au titre de la 
culture (en dollars courants) des trois 
niveaux d’administration n’ont augmenté 
que de 4 %. Dans le cas des gouverne-

ments fédéral et provinciaux, la hausse 
n’a été que de 1 % pendant cette période, 
tandis qu'elle a été de 15 % dans le cas 
des administrations municipales. (Voir le 
tableau 1 pour les données sur les dépenses 
de tous les paliers de gouvernement au 
titre de la culture.) 


Le niveau d’appui a varié non seulement 
d’un secteur a |’autre (p. ex. les industries 
culturelles, les arts et le patrimoine), mais 
aussi au chapitre des cotts d’infrastructure 
liés aux activités mémes des gouverne- 
ments (p. ex. les dépenses en capital et les 
dépenses de fonctionnement nécessaires 
pour maintenir en place les mécanismes 
et les programmes culturels mentionnés 
précédemment) et des subventions et 
contributions versées aux industries, aux 
établissements ou aux particuliers. En 
1995-1996 un peu plus de 13 % des dé- 
penses fédérales étaient sous forme de 
subventions, de contributions et d'autres 
transferts par rapport a 59 % dans le cas 
des administrations provinciales. 


Dépenses fédérales 

Les industries culturelles (|’édition du livre 
et du périodique, la production cinémato- 
graphique et vidéo, la radiodiffusion et 
l'industrie de |’enregistrement sonore) ont 
été les principales bénéficiaires des fonds

publics fédéraux affectés a la culture, ces 
derniers représentant plus de 70 % du 
budget culturel du gouvernement fédéral 
en 1995-1996. Il s'agit d’'une augmentation 
de 5 % par rapport a 1990-1991, alors 
que les dépenses fédérales au titre des 
arts, du patrimoine et des autres activités 
culturelles ont été réduites d’environ 7 %. 
Au cours de cette période, le budget fédéral 
total affecté a la culture a augmenteé de 
1%. 


Plus précisément, entre 1990-1991 et 
1995-1996 : 


e les coits d’infrastructure du gouver- 
nement fédéral (dépenses de fonc- 
tionnement et dépenses en capital) 
ont augmenté de 3 %, tandis que les 
subventions et les contributions ont 
accusé un recul de 11 %. Les couts 
d’infrastructure ne refletent pas tout 
a fait les mesures de compression 
budgétaire, étant donné que les couts 
associés aux paiements forfaitaires, 
aux programmes d’incitation a la retraite 
ou aux indemnités de départ ont fait 
augmenté les dépenses de fonction- 
nement d’un montant estimé a 200 mil- 
lions de dollars en 1995-1996;

été réduits assez radicalement dans 
certains secteurs : 61 % dans le do- 
maine de l’enseignement des arts, 

47 % dans celui du multiculturalisme, 
35 % au niveau des activités multi- 
disciplinaires’, 18 % dans le domaine 
des arts visuels et de l’artisanat, 14 % 
dans le secteur du cinéma et de la 
vidéo, 12 % dans le secteur de |’enre- 
gistrement sonore et 8 % dans celui 
de la radiodiffusion; 


e les subventions et contributions fedé- 
rales ont diminué de pres de 2 points 
de pourcentage, de sorte que, en 
1995-1996, elles représentaient environ 
13 % des dépenses fédérales totales 
engagées au titre de la culture;

Des hausses ont été enregistrées 
dans certaines provinces et certains 
territoires — 11 % en Ontario, 3 % en 
Alberta et 2 % en Colombie-Britannique 
et dans les Territoires du Nord-Ouest. 


Dépenses provinciales et territoriales 
Les provinces et les territoires ont consacré 
au total 1,8 milliard de dollars a la culture 
en 1995-1996. Méme si ce chiffre excédait 
toujours de 1 % le niveau enregistré en 
1990-1991, il s’agit tout de méme de la 
troisieme réduction annuelle consecutive 
apres huit années de croissance. Les 
dépenses totales engagées au titre des 
industries culturelles ont diminué de 5 %, 


'tandis que le budget consacré aux arts, 


au patrimoine, aux bibliotheques et aux 


autres domaines culturels a augmenté de 
pres de 3 %, soit |’inverse de Ia situation 
au palier fédéral. 


Plus précisément, entre 1990-1991 et 
1995-1996 : 


e les cotts d’infrastructure des adminis- 
trations provinciales et territoriales, 
représentant 41 % des dépenses 
totales, ont augmenté de 10 %, tandis 
que les subventions, les contributions 
et les autres transferts ont chuté de 
4 %' 


e les subventions, les contributions et 
les autres transferts ont représenté 
59 % des dépenses en 1995-1996, 
soit une proportion sensiblement plus 
importante que les 13 % du gouverne- 
ment fédéral; 


e les dépenses liées aux industries Cultu- 
relles, représentant 16 % des dépenses 
totales des provinces et des territoires, 
ont chuté de 5 % (comprend une 
diminution de 9 % dans le secteur de 
la radiodiffusion et de 2 % dans celui 
de |’édition du livre et du périodique); 


e les administrations provinciales et 
territoriales ont augmenteé de 8 % les 
subventions, les contributions et les 
autres transferts accordés aux indus- 
tries culturelles, mais le montant de 
90 millions de dollars était toujours 
inférieur a l'aide d’environ 100 millions 
de dollars offerte €a chacune des années 
entre 1991-1992 et 1994-1995: 


e les montants consacrés aux activites 
culturelles (arts, patrimoine, biblio- 
théques et autres), représeniant 84 % 
du budget culturel des provinces et 
des territoires, ont augmenté de 3 %. 
Par contre, les subventions, les con- 
tributions et les autres transferts pour 
ces activités ont été réduits de 5 %; 


e la plupart des provinces et des terri- 
toires ont réussi, pendant cette période, 
a accroitre leur budget culturel dans 
les proportions suivantes : 27 % au 
Yukon; environ 20 % au Nouveau- 
Brunswick, en Colombie-Britannique 
et dans les Territoires du Nord-Ouest; 
environ 10 a 12 % a I'lle-du-Prince- 
Edouard, a Terre-Neuve, au Québec 
et au Manitoba; 2 % en Saskatchewan. 
En Nouvelle-Ecosse et en Alberta, les 
budgets affectés a la culture ont été 
réduits de 12 % et de 19 % respecti- 
vement. 


Dépenses municipales 

Les municipalités ont consacré 1,4 milliard 
de dollars a la culture en 1995-1996. La 
majeure partie de leur budget culturel 

(75 %) a été consacré aux bibliotheques. 
Entre 1990-1991 et 1995-1996, les muni- 
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cipalités ont enregistré une hausse de 
leurs dépenses sensiblement plus élevée 
que le gouvernement fédéral et les admi- 
nistrations provinciales. La hausse globale 
a été de 15 %, bien que, en 1995-1996, les 
municipalités aient signalé, pour la premiere 
fois, une réduction des dépenses (soit de 
0,5 % par rapport a l’année précédente). 


Alors que la plupart des municipalités 
avaient augmente leur budget culturel, si 
on le compare aux dépenses enregistrées 
il y acing ans, les municipalités du Québec, 
du Yukon et des Territoires du Nord-Ouest 
avaient réduit les montants consacrés ala 
culture. 


Soutien du secteur privé 

A mesure que les revenus provenant des 
pouvoirs publics deviennent moins stables 
et que le cout de production d’ceuvres 
culturelles continue de s’accroitre, les dons 
du secteur privé, en particulier dans le 
domaine du patrimoine et des arts d’inter- 
prétation sans but lucratif, prennent de 
plus en plus d’importance. 


Plus précisément : 


e dans le cas des arts d’interpretation, 
87 % des établissements ont compte 
sur les revenus provenant de la collecte 
de fonds et de dons en 1994-1995, 
une source de revenu representant 
pres de 18 % de leurs dépenses 
d’exploitation; 


e les dons des etablissements, des 
entreprises et des particuliers sont 
intervenus pour 8 % des dépenses 
d’exploitation des établissements du 
patrimoine, 60 % d’entre elles ayant 
regu ce type d’aide financiére en 
1993-1994. Les dons ont augmente 
de 6 % entre 1990-1991 et 1993-1994 
(la derniere année pour laquelle nous 
disposons de données). 


Dépenses de consommation 

La croissance enregistrée dans le secteur 
culturel au cours des années 80 devait, 
selon bon nombre de chercheurs, se 
poursuivre, puisqu’elle était alimentée par 
des niveaux de scolarité plus élevés, par 
des changements dans la composition de 
la main-d’ceuvre, par une augmentation 
des heures de loisirs d’une population 
vieillissante et par des changemenis en ce 
qui concerne les habitudes des consom- 
mateurs. Au cours des années 80, lorsque 
le secteur culture! était en pleine expansion, 
les sommes consacrées aux activites reé- 
créatives et culturelles par les consomma- 
teurs canadiens ont augmenté en moyenne 
de prés de 10 % par année, soit pres d'un 
point de pourcentage de plus que les 
dépenses de consommation totales.

La culture en perspective, automne 1997 


Toutefois, a cause de la récession et de la 
baisse de la confiance des consommateurs, 
la part des budgets personnels consacres 
aux biens et aux services (de toutes les 
catégories) n'a augmenté que de facon 
modeste (3 % par année) de 1990 a 1995, 
pour atteindre 466 milliards de dollars en 
1995. Néanmoins, la valeur des biens et 
services récréatifs et culturels? a augmenté 
de prés de 5 % par année au cours de 
cette période et a dépassé les 54 milliards 
en 1995. Ainsi, malgré la récession, les 
Canadiens ont continué de consommer 
les produits offerts par les organismes et 
les établissements culturels. Méme si les 
données laissent a penser que le budget 
que les consommateurs allouent a la culture 
et aux activités récréatives continue d’aug- 
menter dans l’ensemble et que la culture 
accapare une part toujours croissante des 
dépenses de consommation, le scénario 
n’est peut-étre pas le méme dans le cas 
des niveaux de participation. Lecart entre 
les niveaux de participation et les niveaux 
de dépenses s’explique en partie par la 
hausse substantielle des prix des biens et 
services récréatifs et culturels. De 1990 a 
1994, les prix associés aux spectacles (a 
exclusion des €vénements sportifs) ont 
augmenté deux fois plus rapidement (5 % 
par année) que l’indice des prix a la con- 
sommation (toutes les catégories) qui, lui, 
n'a augmenté que de fagon modeste (2 % 
par année). A mesure que les organismes 
auront a faire face a des coUts de produc- 
tion plus élevés et & un financement réduit, 
ils devront se tourner soit vers les con- 
sommateurs (augmentation des taux de 
participation ou des droits d’entrée), soit 
vers des sources du secteur privé (p. ex. 
dons d’entreprises et de particuliers) pour 
accroitre leurs revenus. Le fait que, en 
1996, la conjoncture économique a montré 
des signes de reprise, accompagnes 
d’une augmentation de la confiance des 
consommateurs et des dépenses de con- 
sommation, améne certains observateurs 
a prédire une croissance renouvelée dans 
le secteur Culturel. 


Les compressions budgétaires et le 
ralentissement de la croissance 
économique n’ont pas la méme | 
incidence sur tous les secteurs 
culturels 

De nombreux établissements et industries 
culturels continuent de compter sur l'aide 
du gouvernement pour leur survie, quoi 
qu’a des degrés différents. Par exemple, 
les subventions et contributions en propor- 
tion du total des revenus varient considé- 
rablement d’un secteur a l'autre, allant de 
quelques points de pourcentage dans le 
cas des industries culturelles, pour atteindre 
de 25 a 35 % dans le cas des festivals et 
des arts d’interprétation sans but lucratif et 
plus de 75 % dans celui des établissements 
du patrimoine. Ce sont les entreprises 
canadiennes ceuvrant dans le secteur des 
industries culturelles qui financent la ma- 
jeure partie des produits culturels canadiens 
moins rentables. Sans les contributions 
financiéres du gouvernement, ces produits 
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pourraient ne jamais voir le jour ou ne 
jamais étre distribués. Malgré l’augmenta- 
tion des dépenses de consommation, 
d’autres facteurs économiques (p. ex. la 
réduction de l'aide financiére, les couts 
plus élevés de production, |’intensification 
de la concurrence attribuable a la mondia- 
lisation et a l'importation de biens culturels) 
ont entrainé une diminution, ces derniéres 
années, du nombre d’entreprises dans 
plusieurs secteurs culturels, ainsi qu'une 
baisse du nombre de produits culturels 
canadiens et de la diversité de ces produits. 
A cause de ces facteurs seulement, il 
sera tres difficile pour les entreprises 
canadiennes d’accroitre leur part du marche 
des produits a teneur canadienne au cours 
des années a venir. Ainsi, 46 % des livres 
vendus par les éditeurs et les agents 
exclusifs au Canada et 13 % des enregis- 
trements sonores vendus par les maisons 
de disques sont a teneur canadienne. Les 
pourcentages d’heures d’écoute de la 
télévision pour les émissions de variétés, 
les émissions dramatiques et les séries 
humoristiques canadiennes sont de 49 %, 
18 % et 5 % respectivement, et on estime 
4 environ 5 % des admissions dan les 
cinémas. Des gains tres modestes ont été 
réalisés dans la plupart des secteurs au 
cours de cette décennie. A l’avenir, les 
gains dépendront vraisemblablement du 
maintien de l'aide financiere du gouver- 
nement et d’un bon rendement sur le mar- 
ché intérieur et les marchés internationaux. 


Pour demeurer concurrentiels et financie- 
rement viables, les industries et établisse- 
ments culturels sont également appelés a 
restructurer et a remanier leurs program- 
mes et a réduire leurs dépenses. Il en 
résulte de faibles augmentations de la 
population active du secteur culturel, et 
méme des diminutions dans certains 
domaines. La réduction des coUts de la 
main-d’oeuvre a eu pour conséquence 
immédiate, comme le réveéle |’Enquéte sur 
la population active*, une baisse de 5 % 
des emplois a plein temps dans le secteur 
culturel entre 1990 et 1996 et une hausse 
de 23 % des emplois a temps partiel 
pendant la méme période. Le nombre de 
travailleurs indépendants (a plein temps 
et a temps partiel) s'est egalement accru 
sensiblement, la hausse étant de 35 %. 
Dans l’ensemble, tandis que la population 
active a progressé d’environ 2 % de 1990 
a 1996, le nombre de personnes travaillant 
dans le secteur culturel a augmente de 
plus du double, soit de 5 % (bien que 
augmentation des emplois a temps partiel 
et du travail indépendant intervienne pour 
la majeure partie de la croissance). || 
s’agit d’un contraste marqué par rapport a 
la derniére décennie, lorsqu’une hausse 
de 100 % de la population active du secteur 
culturel a été enregistrée (par rapport a 
une augmentation de 50 % de la popula- 
tion active totale). 


Les établissements du patrimoine (a l’ex- 
clusion des parcs) et les compagnies d’arts 
d’interprétation sont particulierement 
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susceptibles d’avoir a subir des réductions. 
Les données révélent que les établisse- 
ments du patrimoine® au Canada ont du 
accroitre leurs revenus provenant des 
droits d’entrée et des dons de particuliers 
et d’entreprises, vu les compressions 
budgétaires constantes de tous les niveaux 
d’administration. En 1993-1994, les de- 
penses en immobilisations des établisse- 
ments du patrimoine® étaient 37 % moins 
élevées qu’en 1990-1991, méme si les 
revenus non gagnés (provenant du gouver- 
nement fédéral, des administrations pro- 
vinciales et autres) ont augmenté de 8 % 
entre 1990-1991 et 1993-1994. En méme 
temps, les revenus d’exploitation gagnés’ 
des établissements du patrimoine ont 
progressé de 17 %. Les musées livrent 
une concurrence a de nombreux autres 
secteurs culturels et récréatifs et devront 
suivre |’évolution des intéréts des Cana- 
diens s’ils souhaitent maintenir ou accroitre 
leur attrait actuel a l’échelle du pays. 


Le secteur des arts d’interprétation sans 
but lucratif fait face a trois grandes sources 
de pression : la stabilisation des subven- 
tions du gouvernement; le fait que les 
consommateurs ont un budget limité a 
consacrer aux divertissements; la difficulté 
& maintenir un produit concurrentiel vu la 
hausse des coits de production. Les arts 
d'interprétation sans but lucratif dependent, 
a divers degrés, des subventions des 
organismes gouvernementaux et conseils 
des arts et des dons d’entreprises et de 
particuliers. Ces revenus représentent 
plus de 50 % du total de leurs revenus 
d’exploitation. La stabilisation de l’aide 
financiére des administrations publiques 
a entrainé une certaine diminution de la 
taille des subventions accordées aux com- 
pagnies d’arts d’interprétation et aux artis- 
tes (p. ex. les programmes du Conseil des 
arts du Canada et le Programme d'initia- 
tives culturelles du ministére du Patrimoine 
canadien). Plus important encore sans 
doute, il y a eu une réduction de la pro- 
duction, le nombre de spectacles locaux 
ayant chuté de 5 %® et le nombre de 
tournées, de 12 %, par rapport aux niveaux 
de 1990-1991. Méme si la production a 
été réduite a des fins de compression

Conclusion 

Le paysage culturel canadien est peuplé 
d’établissements de soutien, d’artistes 
professionnels, d’artistes de spectacle, 
d’agents d'affaires et d’établissements 
qui mettent tout en ceuvre pour forger et 
projeter une image distincte du Canada, 
une image qui reflete notre expérience 
collective en tant que peuple. Le succes 
que nous avons eu au Canada et a 
létranger au fil des années est attribuable 
en grande partie a la qualité de notre 
génie créatif et aux mesures législatives 
et financieres et programmes de tous les 
niveaux d’administration.

De nos jours, les questions d’ordre culturel 
retiennent beaucoup |’attention. Leur pré- 
pondérance s’accompagne de la nécessité 
de produire un large éventail de données 
pour aider a mesurer |’importance écono- 
mique de la culture au Canada ainsi que 
d’autres dimensions de |’activité culturelle. 


Statistique Canada a été mandaté par ses 
clients, qui ont une grande variété de 
besoins d’information, pour produire des 
données sur différents aspects du secteur 
culturel canadien, soit le commerce inter- 
national, impact €conomique, la population 
active du secteur culturel et les habitudes 
de depenses des consommateurs pour 
n’en nommer que quelques-uns. Vu la 
diversité considérable des applications 
des données demandées par une multitude 
de clients différents, il importe que nous 
ayons un cadre standard de la statistique 
culturelle pour que toutes les applications 
différentes reposent fondamentalement 
sur des concepts communs. 


Le défi pour Statistique Canada consiste a 
établir un cadre pratique pour la statistique 
culturelle qui soit fondé sur une terminologie 
normalisée et utilisable pour la grande 
variété des applications requises. Les 
statistiques qui en résulteront seront ainsi 
comparables entre les différentes unités 
géographiques (telles que les provinces et 
les villes) et entre les applications, ce qui 
réduira au minimum la confusion et les 
risques d’erreurs d’interprétation. 


En faisant appel a |’expertise du personnel 
de |’administration fédérale et du secteur 
privé et en s’'appuyant sur un cadre inter- 
national pour la statistique culturelle qui 
a été conc¢u par | UNESCO, Statistique 
Canada a élaboré un cadre canadien 
provisoire de la statistique culturelle. Dans 
ce processus, un critére de sélection a éte 
créée pour assurer la prise de décisions 
équitables et cohérentes concernant 
inclusion dans ce cadre de diverses 
activités et industries. 


La culture se compose des activités et 
des productions qui tirent leur origine ou 
leur inspiration de l’expression artistique 
créatrice et de la sauvegarde du patri- 
moine, y compris des individus, des produits 
et des services qui contribuent, en totalité 
ou en partie, a ces activités et productions.

SCIAN et PASEP - Que 
signifient ces sigles? 
John Gordon, chef intérimaire, 
Enquétes sur la culture 


SCIAN et PASEP sont deux nouveaux 
acronymes qui sont entrés recemment 
dans le vocabulaire des employes du Pro- 
gramme de la statistique culturelle (PSC). 
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Les deux sont annonciateurs d’élements 
positifs a venir et d’une plus grande effi- 
cacité pour la compilation de données sur 
le secteur de la culture a l'aube du prochain 
millénaire. Le présent article devrait vous 
aider a comprendre ce que signifient ces 
deux termes et les répercussions qu’ ils 
auront pour vous dans un avenir rapproche. 


SCIAN 

Le SCIAN ou Systéme de classification 
des industries de |’'Amérique du Nord, 

est sans doute familier pour les lecteurs 
assidus de La culture en perspective 
(d'autres articles a ce sujet figurent dans 
le vol. 8, n°1 et dans le vol. 8, n° 2), mais 
le bref apercu qui suit est destiné aux 
nouveaux lecteurs. Le SCIAN est un sys- 
téme qui sert a la classification de toutes 
les entreprises, ainsi que de cadre pour le 
regroupement d’une grande partie des 
données publiées par Statistique Canada. 
Outre qu’il remplace la Classification type 
des industries (CTl) de 1980 pour les 
statistiques canadiennes, il sera aussi 
utilisé par les bureaux statistiques des 
Etats-Unis et du Mexique. Ainsi, les com- 
paraisons internationales entre les trois 
pays seront facilitées. 


Le PSC a participé activement a |’élabora- 
tion du nouveau systéme de classification, 
et la structure qui en découle décrit le 
secteur de la culture mieux que jamais 
auparavant. La plupart des activités qui 
intéressent le PSC sont regroupées dans 
deux secteurs : 51- Industrie de |’infor- 
mation et industrie culturelle et 71- Arts, 
spectacles et loisirs. (Des renseigne- 
ments plus détaillés sur le SCIAN figurent 
dans le site Web de Statistique Canada, 
www.statcan.ca, ainsi que dans les 
numéros de La culture en perspective 
mentionnés ci-dessus.) 


Méme si le nouveau systeme constitue 
une amélioration importante, certains 
secteurs de la culture ne correspondent 
pas parfaitement aux structures de |’in- 
dustrie. Dans certains cas, le PSC ne 
s'intéresse qu’a une partie d’une cateé- 
gorie du SCIAN (par exemple, |’Enquéte 
sur les arts d’interprétation ne s’applique 
qu’aux secteurs sans but lucratif des 
catégories pertinentes du SCIAN). Dans 
d’autres cas, |’intérét dépasse la portée 
d’une classification du SCIAN (par exemple, 
certains éditeurs, dont une part impor- 
tante des activités prend la forme de clubs 
de livres, peuvent étre classes parmi les 
grossistes, plut6t que dans les industries 
de |’édition.) 


Labsence de correspondance parfaite 
n’aura pas de repercussions négatives sur 
les enquétes du Programme de la statis- 
tique culturelle. Les criteres d’inclusion 
dans une enquéte du PSC ont toujours 
été et continueront d’étre fondés sur les 
activités du répondant, et non pas sur sa 


classification dans une industrie. Toutefois, 
lorsque nous publierons nos résultats 
d’enquéte, nous tenterons, dans la mesure 
du possible, de ventiler les données selon 
la classification du SCIAN des établisse- 
ments compris dans |’enquéte. On fera 
exception a cette regle lorsque le nombre 
de répondants d’une catégorie particuliere 
est trop limité et qu’une ventilation détaillée 
compromettrait la confidentialité. 


Parmi les avantages figure aussi le fait 
que la plupart des autres données recueil- 
lies par Statistique Canada (ainsi que le 
Mexique et les Etats-Unis) seront classi- 
fiées selon le SCIAN et que la représenta- 
tion améliorée de la culture au sein de 
cette structure permettra une utilisation 
plus efficace des données par ceux qui 
s'intéressent au secteur de la culture. 


PASEP 

Le deuxiéme acronyme, PASEP, signifie 
Projet d’amélioration des statistiques 
économiques provinciales. Ce projet a vu 
le jour par suite de la nécessité d’affecter 
les recettes découlant de la nouvelle taxe 
de vente harmonisée (TVH), actuellement 
en vigueur a Terre-Neuve, au Nouveau- 
Brunswick et en Nouvelle-Ecosse. Afin de 
disposer d’une méthode fiable a cette fin, 
des données précises sont nécessaires 
pour les classes du SCIAN dans chaque 
province. Par conséquent, de nombreuses 
enquétes auprés des entreprises seront 
remaniées, et certaines enquétes aupres 
des ménages, par exemple |’Enquéte sur 
les dépenses des familles, deviendront 
annuelles. 


Etant donné que les enquétes du PSC 
prennent toute la forme de recensements 
(sauf l’enquéte pilote trimestrielle sur 
échantillon aupres des distributeurs de 
films), nous pouvons déja produire des 
données au niveau provincial, méme si 
nous ne pouvons pas toujours les publier 
pour des raisons de confidentialité. Le 
PASEP offrira toutefois d’autres avantages 
aux clients du PSC. Avant de parler de 
ces avantages, laissez-moi vous donner 
un bref apergu du PASEP. 


Apercu du PASEP 

Statistique Canada effectue actuellement 
plus de 200 enquétes aupres des entre- 
prises, et méme si nous produisons régulié- 
rement des données regroupées pour 
l'ensemble de |’économie, |’opération est 
moins intégrée qu’elle pourrait l’étre. La 
nécessité de meilleures données au niveau 
provincial et les nouvelles définitions des 
classes du SCIAN fournissent |’occasion 
de restructurer les enquétes aupres des 
entreprises, en vue de les intégrer a un 
systéme plus cohérent et uniforme. 


Plutdt que de recueillir des données au 
moyen de nombreuses enquétes distinctes 
aupres des entreprises, on procédera a 


une nouvelle enquéte intégrée unique 

auprés de toutes les entreprises. Lenquéte 

intégrée comportera trois volets : 

1. Unrecensement des sieges sociaux 
d’environ 10 000 entreprises complexes 
(définies comme ayant des entités de 
production ou de service dans plus 
d’une industrie et d’une province). 

2. Une vaste enquéte sur échantillon 
ou un recensement des quelque 
60 000 établissements liés aux 
entreprises complexes de la partie 1. 

3. Une enquéte sur échantillon aupres 
des quelque 2 000 000 d’entreprises 
simples, dont chacune compte des 
entités de production ou des activites 
dans une classe ou une province 
seulement. 

Nota : Le PSC continuera d’effectuer un 

recensement des entreprises du secteur 

culturel, étant donné que le niveau de 
détail nécessaire ne peut étre établi avec 
fiabilité a partir d’un échantillon. 


La partie 1 servira a recueillir des données 
regroupées sur les opérations de |’entre- 
prise, ainsi que des renseignements au 
sujet de sa structure, tandis que la partie 2 
portera sur l'ensemble des diverses com- 
posantes d’exploitation. La partie 3 sera 
similaire a la partie 2, mais elle ne servira 
pas a recueillir des données au sujet de la 
structure d’organisation de |l’entreprise, 
étant donné qu’elle ne touchera que les 
entreprises non complexes. 


Les formulaires servant aux parties 2 et 3 
comprendront une série de modules, 
chacun devant servir a recueillir des don- 
nées sur les divers aspects des activités 
d’un répondant. Outre le module sur les 
recettes et les dépenses, un module servira 
a recueillir des données sur les genres de 
produits ou services fournis par une entre- 
prise, un autre portera sur les transactions 
internationales, etc. Les questions propres 
a un secteur particulier (p. ex. l’édition de 
périodiques) seront regroupées en un 
module spécial pour ce secteur. 


Pour nos répondants, cela signifie que les 
données financiéres plus générales seront 
regroupées au sein d’un module financier 
général, tandis que les données a carac- 
tere davantage culturel demeureront dans 
un module distinct. On est a mettre au 
point les détails et on vous fournira des 
données a jour. 


Fardeau de réponse 

Afin d’éliminer une partie du chevauche- 
ment des enquétes pour les répondants, 
on utilisera davantage les données fournies 
a Revenu Canada au moyen des formu- 
laires d’impot sur le revenu, ainsi que de 
TPS/TVH. Statistique Canada travaille en 
étroite collaboration avec Revenu Canada 
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en vue de |’élaboration d’un cadre pour les 
données financiéres, ce qui signifie que la 
méme ventilation des données financiéres 
répondra aux besoins des deux organisa- 
tions. Grace a cette approche, nous sou- 
haitons diminuer le fardeau imposé aux 
entreprises. 


Changements pour les utilisateurs des 
données 

Qu’est-ce que cela signifiera pour vous 
comme utilisateur des données? Tout 
d’abord, nous voulons vous assurer que 
l'un des principes sous-jacents de ce 
projet est de ne pas sacrifier les besoins 
du client par suite de ces changements. 
Les grandes séries de données seront 
maintenues. A un niveau plus detaillé, 
certains changements pourraient étre 
apportés pour répondre aux exigences en 
matiére d’uniformite entre tous les secteurs, 
mais toute perte qui pourrait se produire a 
ce niveau sera plus que compensée par la 
capacite de procéder plus facilement et 
efficacement a des comparaisons entre 
les secteurs. Parmi les autres ajouts de 
taille, nos travaux avec Revenu Canada 
devraient permettre la production de 
données sur les bilans des entreprises 

du secteur de la culture. 


Les nouvelles définitions de classes auront 
des répercussions limitées ou pas de 
répercussions du tout sur nos séries de 
données existantes, étant donné que les 
critéres d’inclusion dans une enquéte 
particuliere continueront d’étre fondés sur 
activité, plut6t que sur la classe. Par 
exemple, notre enquéte aupres des éditeurs 
de livres et agents exclusifs porte sur 
toutes les entreprises ayant des activites 
d’édition au Canada ou des activités comme 
agent exclusif. Méme si une entreprise 
figure officiellement dans un secteur «non 
Culturel» (par exemple, un éditeur de livres 
dont une part importante des activités 
prend la forme d’un club de livres pourrait 
étre classé parmi les grossistes en vertu 
du SCIAN), tant qu’elle a une activité 
Culturelle significative, elle continuera de 
répondre aux questions concernant cette 
activité. Dans ce cas particulier, deux 
séries de données seront produites : une 
pour la classe selon la definition la plus 
étroite (c’est-a-dire, Editeurs de livres 
SCIAN 51113), et une dans la foulée des 
séries existantes qui reposent sur la défi- 
nition plus large englobant toutes les 
activités d’édition de livres. 


Parmi les autres avantages figurent les 
changements apportés au Registre des 
entreprises (RE) de Statistique Canada, 
la banque de données sur les entreprises 
au Canada. Par le passé, les entreprises 
sans but lucratif, les entreprises sans 
employes, et les petites entreprises 
n’étaient pas incluses dans le RE, mais 
elles le seront a l'avenir. Du fait de la 
suppression de ces limites, le RE devrait 
constituer un atout considérable pour le 


maintien a jour de nos listes de popula- 
tions d’enquéte. Cela sera particuliére- 
ment utile pour identifier les entreprises 
nouvellement établies. Tout établissement 
qui demande un numéro d’entreprise (qui 
englobe maintenant l’ancien numéro de 
TPS) a Revenu Canada, ouvre un compte 
de paie avec Revenu Canada, ou encore 
produit une déclaration de revenus pour la 
premiere fois, sera automatiquement ajouté 
au RE et classifié selon ses activités. 


Méme si le RE constituera un outil utile, 
nous maintiendrons nos methodes tradi- 
tionnelles d’identification des nouvelles 
entreprises, grace aux listes de membres 
d’associations, aux listes de demandeurs 
de subventions, a la couverture du secteur 
par les médias, etc. Cela continuera d’étre 
nécessaire, étant donné que, comme 
nous l’avons souligné ci-dessus, ce ne 
sont pas toutes les entreprises qui nous 
intéressent qui seront classifiées dans 
des industries «culturelles» facilement 
identifiables. 


Deux de nos enquétes actuelles ne 
s’adressent qu’au secteur sans but lucratif 
d’une classe. || s’agit de |’Enquéte sur les 
arts d’interprétation et de l’Enquéte sur 
les établissements du patrimoine. Etant 
donné que les définitions du SCIAN ne 
comportent pas de distinction entre les 
entreprises a but lucratif et sans but lucra- 
tif, des mesures des secteurs sans but 
lucratif de ces classes seront aussi dispo- 
nibles. Méme si ces entreprises sans but 
lucratif n’auront pas a répondre a toutes 
les questions «liées a la culture» qui sont 
envoyées a nos répondants habituels, on 
disposera de suffisamment de données 
pour permettre |’établissement d’un profil 
économique complet de ces secteurs. 


Changements pour les répondants 
Qu’est-ce que cela signifiera pour votre 
entreprise ou votre institution comme 
répondant a une enquéte du PSC? Vous 
noterez tout d’abord que votre questionnaire 
aura un aspect considérablement différent. 
Si l’on part du principe que votre organisa- 
tion produit une déclaration de revenus, la 
somme des données recueillies pourrait 
étre moins importante qu’elle ne |’est actuel- 
lement. Si vous remplissez maintenant plus 
d’un questionnaire de Statistique Canada, 
tous les renseignements nécessaires 
devraient étre regroupés en un question- 
naire. Vous auriez aussi la possibilité d’uti- 
liser une version électronique. 
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Etant donné que tous les répondants 
recevront maintenant exactement les 
mémes questions générales sur leur 
entreprise, il se peut que le libellé des 
questions differe et il est possible que des 
changements mineurs soient apportés aux 
définitions des données et aux concepts. 


Les autres méethodes qui visent a réduire 
le fardeau pour les répondants compren- 
nent la personnalisation des questionnaires 
pour les divers répondants. Par exemple, 
Si NOUS Savons qu’un éditeur ne publie 
que des manuels scolaires, nous ne lui 
poserons pas de questions sur le nombre 
d’ouvrages d’intérét général publiés. Au 
début, le processus se limitera a l’inclusion 
des modules appropriés seulement, mais 
par la suite, les entreprises recevront un 
questionnaire correspondant a leurs 
operations particuliéres. 


Echéancier 

Une enquéte pilote auprés des entreprises 
« Complexes » (partie 1) sera effectuée en 
vertu du PASEP, en 1998, mais les unités 
de ces entreprises (partie 2) ne feront 
l'objet d’une enquéte que si elles sont 
comprises dans quelques classes dési- 
gnées, dont aucune ne fait partie du secteur 
culturel. Au début de 1999, on devrait voir 
la mise en ceuvre intégrale du PASEP, et 
on demandera a tous les répondants de 
fournir des données pour 1998, ou pour 
leur exercice financier se terminant entre 
le 1° janvier 1998 et le 31 décembre 1998, 
au moyen des nouveaux questionnaires. 
Les premiéres données sur le secteur de 
la culture en vertu de ces nouveaux pro- 
grammes devraient étre disponibles en 
’'an 2000. 


Il subsiste sans doute des questions au 
sujet du SCIAN et du PASEP et de leurs 
repercussions pour les repondants et les 
clients du Programme de la statistique 
Culturelle. Au moment ou vous lirez ces 
lignes, certaines autres réponses seront 
peut-étre disponibles. Des mises a jour 
paraitront dans les numeéros a venir de 
La culture en perspective. Vous pouvez

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Acteurs et payeurs : Le financement des arts d'interprétation a but non lucratif'

Les arts d’interprétation sont reconnus depuis longtemps comme 
une source valable de divertissement et un moyen artistique de 
communiquer les mythes, les legendes et les messages d’une 
société. Autrefois, les mécenes recherchaient les artistes pour les 
intégrer dans leur entourage. Aujourd’hui, les donateurs du 
secteur privé voient se joindre a eux les pouvoirs publics pour 
assurer la sauvegarde du milieu des arts en subventionnant les 
activités que celui-ci est incapable d’autofinancer par la voie 
d’activités strictement commerciales. 


ll n’est pas nouveau que les pouvoirs publics soutiennent les arts 
et la culture. Au Canada, |’appui de |’Etat remonte a une €poque 
antérieure a la Confédération. Son intervention s’est accrue au 
tournant du siécle et a lentement évolué pour atteindre les 
niveaux de financement actuels des administrations fédérale, 
provinciales et municipales. Le soutien des arts est le reflet de la 
reconnaissance de |’importance des arts pour les Canadiens. 
Une étude récente effectuée en Ontario? a révélé que plus de 

79 % des Ontariens croient que les arts sont importants pour la 
qualité de leur vie et celle de !eurs collectivités. 


Provenance des fonds affectés aux arts d’interprétation 

Une grande partie de l’infrastructure de financement public au titre 
des arts en place aujourd’hui remonte sans doute au rapport 
Massey-Lévesque’, le rapport de la Commission royale mandatée 
afin d’examiner divers établissements et services a |’échelle 
nationale dans le domaine des arts, des lettres et des sciences. 
Lune de ses recommandations, peut-étre la plus importante, a été 
la création du Conseil des arts du Canada. Au cours des 
quarante années qui ont suivi son instauration en 1957, le Conseil 
est devenu un catalyseur de l’essor des arts d’interpréetation en 
particulier, et un modéle pour les autres paliers de |’administration 
publique. Aujourd’hui, des organismes subventionnaires existent 
dans l’ensemble des provinces et des territoires; ils encouragent 
conjointement la forte croissance et la diversification de 
expression culturelle par le soutien d’un nombre grandissant 
d’organisations d’arts d’interprétation a but non lucratif. 


’ «A but non lucratif», selon la Loi de I'impét sur le revenu (Bulletin IT-496, 
Revenu Canada Imp6t), est la classification attribuée a une association 
dont le but exclusif est de promouvoir le bein-étre collectif, 'amélioration de 
la vie communautaire, le plaisir, le divertissement ou tout objectif autre que 
le profit.

Dans un premier temps, les subventions du Conseil des arts du 
Canada ont été versées a 22 organisations d’arts d’interprétation, 
mais en 1994-1995 ce nombre était passe a 291 bénéficiaires. Le 
Conseil des arts du Canada n’est cependant pas le seul 
organisme de financement fédéral; selon les résultats de 
’Enquéte sur les arts d’interprétation de 1994-1995 de Statistique 
Canada, 356 enquétés au total ont déclaré avoir bénéficié du 
soutien financier de l'administration fédérale. Les autres 
commanditaires comprennent le ministére du Patrimoine 
canadien, le ministere des Affaires étrangéeres et du Commerce 
international ainsi que le ministere du Developpement des 
ressources humaines. Aussi des compagnies ont déclaré avoir 
recu des subventions provinciales et municipales. 


Une rétrospective des 20 derniéres années fait ressortir une 
diminution graduelle des subventions fédérales en proportion des 
subventions totales (des secteurs public et privé), celles-ci étant 
passées de 40 % en 1976-1977 a 27 % en 1994-1995. Depuis 
1992-1993, les fonds de source provinciale ont dépasseé les 
contributions fédérales, et les administrations municipales de 
méme que le secteur privé sont devenus des organismes 
subventionnaires importants. 


Les contributions provinciales dépassent l’apport de 
l’'administration fédérale 

Selon les données de |’Enquéte sur les arts d’interprétation du 
Programme de la statistique culturelle, en 1994-1995 les trois 
paliers de l’'administration publique (fédéral, provincial et municipal) 
ont versé plus de 137,3 millions de dollars en subventions de 
fonctionnement aux compagnies d’arts d’interprétation sans but 
lucratif (voir Tableau 1), représentant une augmentation de 6 %

par rapport a 5 ans auparavant. De ce total, 
les sources fédérales ont compte pour 40 %, 
contre 45 % au début de la décennie. 
Pendant la méme période, les subventions 
des deux autres paliers de l’administration 
publique ont accru leur importance relative. 
Les contributions provinciales sont passées 
de 40 % a 43 % du total, tandis que les 
subventions municipales sont passées de 
14,8%a 15,4 %. 


Au sein de |’administration fédérale, le 
Conseil des arts du Canada a maintenu sa 
prééminence et versé 65 % des 55 millions 
de dollars octroyés. Les autres organismes 
subventionnaires importants de |’adminis- 
tration fédérale en faveur des compagnies 
d’arts d’interprétation a but non lucratif ont 
été le Patrimoine canadien (23 %), les 
Affaires étrangeres et le Commerce 
international (6 %) et le Développement des 
ressources humaines (2 %). 


Sur le plan du financement par habitant, le 
Québec s'est révélé la province la plus 
généreuse : il a accordé des subventions de 
3,56 $ par résident. Le Manitoba a suivi 
avec des subventions de 3,33 $ par habitant. 
Dans ces provinces, de méme qu’en Alberta 
et au Yukon, les subventions provinciales ou 
territoriales ont en fait deépasse les subven- 
tions fédérales. La générosité grandissante 
des provinces et des territoires a fait passer 
leur contribution globale a 60 millions de 
dollars en 1994-1995, ce qui dépasse 
l'apport de l’administration fédérale de 
presque 5 millions de dollars. 


Les 21 millions de dollars accordés par les 
municipalités pour financer les compagnies 
d’arts d’interprétation locales en 1994-1995 
ont représenté 15 % du financement public 
total. Dans certaines villes, cependant, 
cette proportion a été nettement plus élevée. 
Les régions métropolitaines de recensement 
de Vancouver, Toronto et Regina ont été 
remarquables a cet égard : leur part a 
compté pour le cinquieme au moins du 
financement public. 


Financement privé 

Le secteur privé finance les arts d’interpré- 
tation de diverses maniéres : commandites 
et dons de sociétés, fondations privées, 
fiducies et dons de particuliers, et activités 
de collecte de fonds spéciales telles que les 


diners de gala. Au cours des cing dernieres 
années, ces contributions sont passées de 
59 millions de dollars a 70 millions de dollars. 
\l se peut que l'amenuisement global du 
soutien du secteur public ait davantage 
sensibilisé les commanditaires a la précarité 
de nombreuses organisations d’arts 
d’interprétation. De méme, les récentes 
campagnes de marketing des organisations 
d’arts d’interprétation semblent mettre 
davantage |’accent sur le secteur privé pour 
attirer des fonds additionnels. 


Il n'est pas étonnant que les 24 millions de 
dollars de contributions des sociétes aient 
représenté la part la plus élevée (34 %) du 
financement de source privée recu en 
1994-1995. C’est pourquoi les effets de la 
nouvelle loi anti-tabac (projet de loi C-71) 
qui restreindra les commandites des 
fabricants de produits du tabac a suscité 
des débats considérables. Comme nos 
données ne permettent pas |’identification 
des commanditaires sur une base individuelle, 
il n’est pas possible d’effectuer une analyse 
approfondie des répercussions de cette loi 
sur nos enquétés. 


Au fil des ans, les groupes d’arts 
d’interprétation ont créé ou adopté de 
nombreux événements speéciaux pour 
accroitre leurs recettes. Des initiatives 
telles que des bingos, des loteries, des 
ventes aux enchéres et des spectacles- 
bénéfices ont permis de recueillir presque 
18 millions de dollars en 1994-1995, soit 
26 % du financement du secteur privé. Les

autres contributions de sources telles que 
des fondations ont atteint 4,5 millions de 
dollars en 1994-1995, soit une légere 
augmentation par rapport a cing ans 
auparavant, mais seulement 6 % du 
financement du secteur privé. Les contributions 
sous forme de fonds en fiducie ont grimpé 
de 131 % pendant la méme période, 
quoiqu’elles représentent seulement 4 % du 
financement total de source privée (2,3 
millions de dollars) en 1994-1995. 


Enfin, les particuliers ont apporté une 
contribution appréciable sous forme de dons 
en espéces totalisant 17 millions de dollars 
en 1994-1995, en plus des innombrables 
heures de bénévolat qu’ils ont consenties. 
Reconnaissant l’importance du rdle du 
secteur privé dans le financement, beaucoup 
de défenseurs des arts aimeraient qu’un 
plus grand nombre de dons substantiels soit 
accordé. Pour encourager ces dons, 
plusieurs provinces ont créé des fondations 
d’Etat afin de recevoir les contributions. 
Jusqu’a récemment, les dons versés a ces 
fondations pouvaient servir a réduire a néant 
l'impét sur le revenu d’un particulier au titre 
du montant versé. Par souci d’équité envers 
tous les contribuables, le budget fédéral de 
1997 a cependant imposé un plafond de 
crédit d’impét égal a 75 % du revenu 
imposable pour les dons a tous les organis- 
mes de charité, y compris les fondations 
d’Etat. Par conséquent, la totalité des 
organismes de charité et des fondations 
d’Etat enregistrés se trouvent maintenant 
sur un pied d’égalité au chapitre des dons 
substantiels. 


Un autre poste du budget de 1997 en faveur 
des arts consiste en une exemption partielle | 
au titre des dons versés a des organismes 

du domaine des arts sous forme de titres 
cotés en Bourse dont la valeur s’est 
appréciée. La part du don assujettie a un 
impét sur le gain en capital a été réduite de 
moitié (passant de 75 % a 37,5 %). Lavenir — 
nous dira si ces deux mesures encourage- 
ront les dons additionnels et offriront aux 
compagnies d’arts d’interprétation une 
occasion de se constituer des fonds de 
dotation.

Toutes disciplines confondues, les 
compagnies théatrales gagnent (au guichet) 
le plus grand pourcentage de leurs recettes 
totales (53 % en 1994-1995). Les subven- 
tions gouvernementales ont figuré pour un 
autre tiers (61,2 millions de dollars). Lapport 
de fonds publics n’a cependant pas suivi le 
rythme de |’augmentation des couts dans 
cette discipline, et le manque a gagner a été 
principalement comblé par le secteur prive. 
Cependant, malgré la hausse de 25 % 
enregistrée par rapport a cing ans auparavant, 
les fonds de source privée ne representent 
que 13 % des recettes totales, soit la 
proportion la plus faible de toutes les disciplines. 


En fait, les théatres ont regu du secteur 
privé des fonds comparables a ceux des 
troupes de musique (24,7 millions de 
dollars), mais comme les theatres sont 
beaucoup plus nombreux, la contribution 
moyenne du secteur privé a représenté 
presque la moitié des fonds octroyés aux 
troupes de musique. 


Musique 

La musique s’est classée au deuxiéme rang 
pour l’importance des subventions (apres la 
danse), et les subventions gouvernementales 
totales accordées aux troupes de musique 
ont représenté 37 % des recettes totales a 
ce titre (ou 42 millions de dollars) en 1994- 
1995. Bien que le financement public ait 
augmenté presque deux fois plus que les 
dépenses par rapport a cing ans auparavant, 
les recettes gagnées n’ont pas tenu le 
rythme puisqu’elles n’ont progressé que de 
2%. La croissance des recettes du secteur 
public a été assurée par les provinces et les 
territoires qui ont accru leur soutien de 23 %, 
tandis que le financement fédéral total est 
demeuré stable. (Le soutien du Conseil des 
arts du Canada a en fait diminué de 8 %, 
mais les autres organismes subventionnaires 
fédéraux ont comblé la différence.) Le 
financement municipal a crd de 10 %. 


Les recettes tirées du secteur privé ont 
totalisé 24,3 millions de dollars, et les gros 
orchestres ont touché les trois quarts de 
cette somme (18 millions de dollars). La 
musique est la discipline qui attire la part la 
_ plus importante des commandites de 
 sociétés, soit 6,6 millions de dollars. Les 
orchestres semblent particuliérement 
adeptes des activités spéciales, car au 

- Cours des cing années qui se sont terminées 
en 1994-1995, les fonds recueillis dans le 
Cadre de ces initiatives ont enregistré une 
_hausse appréciable de 39 %. 


La danse est la discipline qui bénéficie le 
plus des subventions publiques. Les 
subventions gouvernementales ont compté 
pour 39 % (21,8 millions de dollars) des 
recettes totales des troupes de danse, dont 
72 % ont été attribuees aux grandes 
compagnies. Malgré l’importance du 
financement public pour ces troupes, la 
croissance de ces fonds de 1990-1991 a 
1994-1995 n’a été que de 5 %. Paralleélement, 
les troupes de danse ont déclaré une 
augmentation de 14 % de leurs dépenses de 
fonctionnement, soit la hausse la plus 
prononcée de toutes les disciplines. Elles 
ont toutefois déclaré une augmentation 
encore plus marquée des recettes gagnées 
(23 %). Cependant, c’est du financement du 
secteur privé que les troupes de danse ont 
le plus bénéficié : la part que représente 
cette source s'est globalement accrue de 
35 %. Dans ce secteur, les histoires de 
réussite sont encore plus remarquables. 

Les bénéfices tirés d’activités spéciales ont 
cru de 67 % et les dons individuels ont 
progressé de 74 %. Le financement total de 
source privée s’est chiffré a 11,3 millions de 
dollars en 1994-1995. 


Opéra 

Lopéra a tire 24 % de ses recettes totales 
de commandites et de dons du secteur 
privé. Quoique cette proportion soit plus 
importante que dans n’importe quelle autre 
discipline, les troupes d’opéra ont été les 
seules troupes d’arts d’interprétation a avoir 
déclaré une diminution de leur financement 
privé (-12 %) entre 1990-1991 et 1994-1995. 


Les petites augmentations des dépenses (3 %) 
ont été plus que compensées par une 
progression de 12 % des recettes gagnées. 
Le financement public s’est pour ainsi dire 
maintenu au méme niveau que cing ans plus 
tdt, soit 30 % des recettes totales ou la 
proportion la plus faible des disciplines 
d’interprétation. 


Un défi constant 

Dans |’ensemble, les données montrent que 
la lutte aux déficits se poursuit pour toutes 
les organisations d’arts d’interprétation. 
Lavenir de ces derniéres dépend de leur 
capacité de continuer a attirer des 
auditoires, et de leur aptitude a solliciter de 
nouveaux partenariats dans le secteur privé. 
Attirer de nouveaux auditoires signifie aller 
chercher de nouveaux spectateurs et 
accroitre la participation des auditoires 
existants. 
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Cette tache n’est pas facile. La concurrence 
accrue du secteur des divertissements a 
domicile représente un défi de taille pour les 
compagnies d’arts d’interprétation. De plus, 
certains budgets du secteur public diminuent 
et il est improbable qu’un apport de fonds 
important soit accordé par ce secteur dans 
un proche avenir. Tous les yeux sont 
maintenant rivés sur le secteur privée 
(sociétés et particuliers) en tant que source 
de financement de rechange. Or, la 
concurrence pour obtenir l'appui du secteur 
privé n’a jamais été aussi ardue qu’aujourd’hui. 
Les hdpitaux, les universités et d’innom- 
brables organismes de charité dans les 
domaines de la santé et des affaires 
sociales cherchent a mobiliser des fonds 
pour compenser les compressions 
budgétaires des pouvoirs publics. 


La stabilité financiére est |’un des principaux 
défis que doivent relever les compagnies 
d’arts d’interprétation. Pour continuer a 
jouer un role inestimable dans la société au 
cours du prochain millénaire, celles-ci 
doivent poursuivre la recherche de solutions 


innovatrices.

Lart de demain : les besoins 
de formation dans le secteur 


culturel

En 1994, a la demande de Développement 
des ressources humaines Canada, le 
Programme de la statistique culturelle 
entreprenait l’Enquéte sur la population 
active du secteur culture! en vue de recuelillir 
l'information nécessaire a |’élaboration de 
programmes de formation et d’emploi dans 
ce secteur. Parmi les grands themes 
abordés, on retrouvait le niveau d’éducation 
et de formation de la population concernée, 
ainsi que ses besoins per¢us de formation 
— aspect essentiel pour l’essor de ce 
secteur mais qu’on avait négligé lors des 
recherches antérieures. Les données 
recueillies nous éclairent sur la nature de la 
formation qu’on juge /a plus utile, identifient 
les principaux obstacles a la concrétisation 
d’une culture de formation et cernent les 
professions ou les besoins de formation 
technologique se font le plus sentir. Le 
présent article analyse les constatations de 
l’enquéte se rapportant a ces aspects de la 
formation. 


Afin de poursuivre la carriére qui 
l'intéressait, Tchekhov fut contraint 
d’adopter un autre métier. Comme médecin, 
il écrivit des pieces de théatre qui lui 
rapportérent |’argent nécessaire a |’achat de 
médicaments pour ses patients défavorisés.

Cette anecdote pour le moins étonnante 
souligne que bien des détours sont souvent 
nécessaires lorsqu’on désire suivre ses 
aspirations et réussir, sinon survivre. La 
situation que vivent aujourd’hui les écrivains 
et d’autres membres de la population active 
du secteur culturel différe considérablement 
de celle qu’a connue Tchekhov. De fait, elle 
est trés différente de la situation dans 
laquelle la méme population se trouvait une 
génération, voire dix ans plus tot. 


Une carriére dans le secteur culturel 
s'‘improvise-t-elle ou réclame-t-elle une 
préparation minutieuse? Pour que les 
Canadiens soient attirés par une carriere 
dans le secteur culturel, il importe 
d'implanter un réseau de soutien 
comprenant des cours de formation et un 
enseignement structurés et non structurés. 
Pourtant, jusqu’a tout recemment, on a dans 
une large mesure négligé le développement 
et la consolidation d’un tel réseau. 


Contexte 

Bien que leurs dépenses directes 
relativement au secteur culturel aient 
diminué au cours des derniéres années, les 
administrations publiques poursuivent leurs 
activités dans des domaines plus discrets, 
qu’ils soutiennent davantage. Linvestissement 
dans de nouvelles technologies, une 
meilleure protection des droits d’auteur, 
expansion des marchés d’exportation et 
adaptation des stratégies visant a repondre 
aux besoins de formation a long terme de la 
population active sont autant d’activités qui 
présentent un intérét pour le secteur 
culturel. 


La formation de la population active du 
secteur culturel est un domaine de 
recherche et d’intervention particulierement 
d’actualité, car on assiste a une diminution 
des fonds destinés a l’enseignement officiel 
au moment méme ou la responsabilité de la 
formation passe aux provinces et aux 
territoires, si bien que le secteur concerné 
doit modifier son approche a |’égard du 
lancement d’une carriére aussi bien que du 
perfectionnement. Dans ces circonstances, 
le secteur culturel doit monter une 
argumentation persuasive et présenter des 
solutions intéressantes aux provinces et aux 
territoires s’il veut s’assurer leur aide sur le 
plan de la formation. Un examen de la 
recherche existante, comme celui qu’a 
permis |’Enquéte sur la population active du 
secteur culturel, contribuera a cerner les 
besoins, a en expliquer |l’origine et a voir 
comment il est possible d’y répondre. 


Les caractéristiques générales de la 
population active du secteur culturel 
influent sur la formation 

Nous examinerons six grands aspects des 
particularités de la formation et des futurs 
besoins de formation de la population active 
du secteur culturel (PASC). Auparavant 
cependant, il vaut la peine de rappeler les 
principaux parametres de cette population, 
bon nombre d’entre eux ayant une incidence 
sur les solutions envisagées. La PASC se 
caractérise par les éléments suivants : 


@ le niveau de scolarité y est trés élevée; 

@ elle compte parmi les professions a la 
croissance la plus rapide; 

@ ony trouve souvent un nombre 
disproportionné de femmes; 

®@ la population vieillit, en partie a cause 
du phénomene du «baby boom»; 

@ bon nombre de membres de la PASC 
ont un revenu inférieur a la moyenne; 

® |a proportion de travailleurs 
autonomes est élevée. 


Peu importe les besoins de formation 
cernés, ces caractéristiques exerceront une 
influence sur le genre de formation approprié 
et les mécanismes que le secteur, dans son 
ensemble, et le gouvernement devront 
élaborer afin de soutenir la formation. 


La proportion inhabituellement élevee de 
travailleurs autonomes au sein de la PASC 
est particulierement frappante : plus de la 
moitié de la population active du secteur est 
concernée par le travail autonome et dans 
certaines professions, de 80 a 90 % des 
gens poursuivent un travail autonome a 
temps plein. Les travailleurs autonomes ont 
un accés restreint a l’information sur la 
formation mais parallélement, ils doivent 
étre plus polyvalents que les employés (p. 
ex. connaissances en comptabilité et en 
marketing en plus de leurs competences 
particuliéres). Le travailleur autonome ne 
bénéficie pas couramment des programmes 
du gouvernement et doit composer avec une 
perte de temps et de revenu quand il 
poursuit sa formation. 


D’une part, une population active tres 
instruite comme la PASC est généralement 
plus réceptive a la formation, surtout 
lorsqu’il s’agit de cours officiels. Cette 
population étant expérimentée et prenant de 
lage, la probabilité que ses membres

entreprennent une formation quelconque a 
temps plein est limitée (en outre, comme 
nous le verrons plus loin, la population 
active du secteur culturel croit moins a 
l’utilité des cours structurés pour faire 
progresser leur carriére). Enfin, les personnes 
au revenu restreint pourraient montrer plus 
de réticence face au cout de la formation. 


Besoins de formation spécifiques de la 
PASC 

Compte tenu de ce qui précede, quels sont 
les problémes et les besoins de formation 
manifestes de la PASC, selon les reponses 
fournies a l’enquéte? Les résultats permet- 
tent d’examiner la formation a divers égards : 


i) éducation et formation antérieures; 

ii) formation ayant le plus grand impact 
sur le travail; 

iii) degré de satisfaction par rapport a 
la formation; 

iv) acces a la formation; 

v) obstacles a la formation; et 

vi) incidence de la technologie et accés 
a la formation appropriée. 


i) Quelle formation détient-on? 

Sur le plan des études officielles, la 
population active du secteur culturel se 
démarque généralement par un taux de 
scolarité postsecondaire supérieur a la 
moyenne, comme on peut le constater ala 
figure 1. En effet, environ 45 % des 
membres de la PASC sont titulaires d’un 
dipléme universitaire, comparativement a 
seulement 17 %, environ, des membres de 
l'ensemble de la population active au 
Canada. 


Malgré le niveau élevé d’éducation 
postsecondaire, le type de formation le plus 
souvent cité pour le perfectionnement des 
aptitudes et des connaissances nécessaires

La formation sur le tas est celle la plus souvent regue pour acquérir

La formation sur le tas a le plus grand impact sur l'acquisition des 


compétences 
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au travail reste l’apprentissage sur le tas 
(voir la figure 2). On mentionne moins 
souvent les cours universitaires et collégiaux, 
tandis que les cours offerts dans les écoles 
secondaires ou professionnelles sont ceux 
qui reviennent le moins fréquemment. 


li) Quel type de formation a l’effet le plus 

_ marqué? 

Etant donné le genre de formation acquise, 
on peut se demander quelle méthode a le 
plus grand impact relatif. La figure 3 montre 
- que la formation en cours d’emploi exerce 


relativement plus d’influence qu’elle n’est 
fréquente (bien qu’elle ne représente que 
40 % de la formation suivie, elle explique 
pres de 50 % des cours ayant le plus 
d’impact). Lenseignement traditionnel a 
l'université ou au collége a relativement 
moins d’incidence (22 % de la formation 
suivie mais seulement 17 % de la formation 
influant sur le travail). Un autre bon moyen 
d’apprentissage, a la catégorie «autre», est 
le bénévolat et le travail amateur, en réalité 
une autre sorte de formation «sur le tas»! 
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ili) A-t-on besoin de formation? 

Afin de déterminer l’importance a accorder a 
la formation et de revoir la fagon dont elle 
est dispensée et la nature de cette formation, 
on doit évaluer, d’une part, le besoin de 
formation nécéssaire a l’adaptation au milieu 
en constante évolution et, d’autre part, le 
degré de satisfaction des personnes du 
secteur concerné a |l’égard de la formation 
présentement offerte. Globalement, une 
proportion importante des membres de 
certaines professions déclarent étre 
insatisfaits des possibilités de formation 
offertes. Ainsi, au-dela de 40 % des écrivains 
et des acteurs et plus de 30 % des membres 
d'autres professions comme les peintres, les 
artisans, les musiciens, les réalisateurs et 
les producteurs se disent insatisfaits de la 
formation offerte se rapportant a leur travail. 
Les personnes qui travaillent en milieu 
institutionnel (musées, bibliothéques, etc.), 
en revanche, sont plus susceptibles de se 
dire satisfaites de la formation offerte dans 
leur domaine de spécialisation. 


iv) Désire-t-on de la formation sans la 
suivre? 
Quoique beaucoup de gens souhaitent 
recevoir de la formation — que les possibilités 
pour cela existent ou non — ils pourraient 
bien, en fait, ne pas y donner suite. Dans 
l'ensemble, une personne sur trois ayant 
déclaré vouloir profiter d’un formation n’en 
avait regue aucune durant l’année précédant 
l'enquéte (1993). La figure 4 illustre le degré 
de «frustration» relatif a l’intérét manifesté 
pour de la formation dans le secteur. On 
constate que ce rapport d’un tiers est 
relativement uniforme dans la plupart des 
professions du secteur culturel. 


v) Pourquoi ne profite-t-on pas de la 
formation? 
Pour évaluer le degré de frustration relatif 
aux possibilités de formation et y réagir, il 
est essentiel de savoir pourquoi les gens ne 
recourent pas a la formation. Est-ce parce 
que les cours font défaut ou parce qu’on ne 
peut y accéder? En fait, les principales 
raisons évoquées pour expliquer la situation 
dans le secteur sont générales : manque de 
temps et manque d’argent (voir la figure 5). 
Malgré certaines fluctuations du degré de 
frustration apparent attribuable a la 
formation d’une profession a |’autre, ces 
deux raisons reviennent constamment et 
constituent le principal obstacle a la 
formation. 


vi) La technologie a-t-elle une incidence 

sensible sur les besoins de formation? 
Un des aspects majeurs qui affectent le 
secteur est l’impact de la technologie. En 
tout, pres de deux tiers des répondants 
avouent que la technologie influe sur leur 
travail, méme si l’impact varie considérablement 
d’une profession a l'autre. Sous l’angle de 
la formation, l’accés a la formation en 
réponse aux retombées de la technologie 
fluctue aussi beaucoup entre les professions. 
De 30 a 40 % des écrivains, des producteurs 
et des réalisateurs, des gestionnaires

On souhaite de la formation mais on n'y recourt pas

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artistiques, des conservateurs et des 
musiciens rapportent que la technologie a 
modifié leur travail mais ne pas avoir eu la 
formation nécessaire pour s'y adapter. D’un 
autre cété, presque tout le personnel 
oeuvrant dans les bibliotheques publiques et 
les techniciens de musée ont regu une 
formation correspondante quelconque. 


Implications 
A priori, les chiffres pourraient laisser croire 
que la formation ne constitue pas une 


priorité : moins de la moitié des membres de 
la population active (32 %) ont exprimé de la 
frustration par rapport a la formation offerte 
et ceux qui en ont manifesté estiment que 
les cours offerts a I’heure actuelle ne 
justifient ni le temps ni l’'argent qu’on y 
investit. Globalement, ces résultats donnent 
a penser que /’intérét est limité en ce qui 
concerne la nouvelle formation et que 
organisation de nouveaux cours structures 
ne constitue pas une solution génerale. 


Pourtant, la mondialisation de l'économie, la 
modification des paramétres démographiques 
du marché du travail (telle qu’abordée 
précédemment dans la section traitant des 
caractéristiques de la PASC), l’incidence des 
nouvelles technologies et des changements 
capitaux dans la réglementation nationale et 
internationale sont autant d’éléments qui 
suggérent un important besoin de formation. 
La facon de dispenser cette derniére de 
méme que sa nature doivent d’ailleurs faire 
l'objet d’une évaluation continue, afin de 
permettre le perfectionnement des compeé- 
tences actuelles et l’acquisition de nouvelles. 
Bien que ce raisonnement s’applique déja a 
la plupart des professions actuelles, il est 
d’autant plus pertinent au sein d’un secteur 
ou le travail autonome prend une aussi 
grande place. Les chiffres ne font pas 
ressortir le fait que la formation n’est pas 
importante ; ils indiquent plutot que cette 
derniére est souvent percue comme n’étant 
pas importante ni méme utile. Ils indiquent 
aussi qu’une minorité notable s’est dite 
insatisfaite de la formation presentement 
offerte. Les données actuelles ne nous 
permettent pas de proposer des solutions 
spécifiques a une situation de ce genre, 
mais les paramétres d’une réponse efficace 
ne cessent de se préciser. 


Une autre recherche actuellement menée 
dans le cadre des activités du Conseil des 
ressources humaines du secteur culturel 
(CRHSC)' nous fournit des éclaircissements 
sur la nature de la formation requise 
(compétences non directement liées a l'art 
comme celles en communication inter- 
personnelle, en gestion et en affaires, ainsi 
que la fagon de s’adapter a la technologie). 
Laccés a la formation, tout comme la nature 
de cette derniére, revient aussi continuellement 
sur divers plans, par exemple le télé- 
apprentissage, l’expérience pratique de 
travail et le perfectionnement permanent. 
Laspect le plus important est sans doute 
qu’il faut un guide pour une formation 
permanente efficace, afin que les intéressés 
puissent suivre en toute confiance une 
formation adaptée aux besoins du secteur. 


Tant l’évolution du milieu que le degré 
d’insatisfaction par rapport a la formation 
offerte, révélés par la recherche, font naitre 
le besoin de promouvoir une «culture 
favorable a la formation», le besoin 
d’améliorer |’infrastructure en la matiére et 
celui d’offrir de la formation structurée au 
sein du secteur culturel. On semble donc 
avoir besoin pour cela d’une strategie 
pratique de développement des ressources 
humaines semblable a celle que cherche le 
CRHSC, en plus d’une collaboration accrue 


’ Ce conseil (CRHSC) est un organisme non 
gouvernemental chargé de I'élaboration, de la 
mise en oeuvre et de la coordination de 
stratégies en ressources humaines dans le 
secteur des arts et de la culture au Canada. Le 
CRHSC a commencé ses activités en mai 1995, 
soutenu financiérement par Développement des 
ressources humaines Canada. 
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entre les organisations et avec ceux qui 
dispensent la formation ou ceux qui 
participent a cette entreprise. Plus de 
formation est nécessaire, mais pas 
vraisemblablement pas davantage de 
formation telle que celle offerte presentement. 


La formation — Une question déterminante 
En résumé, des données de |’enquéte on 
tire plusieurs points clés susceptibles 
d’orienter les activités a venir qui 
renforceront les compétences de la 
population active du secteur culturel. 


Tout d’abord, quoi qu’elle demeure une 
minorité, une proportion importante de la 
population active estime qu’on n’a pas 
répondu a ses besoins de formation : le tiers 
des répondants déclarent vouloir recevoir de 
la formation mais aussi ne pas en avoir suivi 
l'année précédant l’enquéte. En deuxieme 
lieu, la population active du secteur culturel 
étant tres scolarisée mais acquérant aussi 
de l’expérience avec |’age, le genre de 
formation susceptible d’avoir le plus grand 
impact est la formation pratique ou sur le 
tas. Troisiemement, les principales raisons 
citées pour ne pas avoir recouru a la 
formation sont le temps et l’argent, mais 
pareilles explications pourraient cacher 
’évaluation plus fine de maints répondants, 
selon lesquels la formation offerte présen- 
tement laisse a désirer (une possibilitée serait 
que les cours structurés ne sont pas 
directement adaptés au travail réel). Par 
ailleurs, la technologie affecte largement le 
secteur et il existe apparemment d’impor- 
tantes lacunes de formation dans certaines 
professions. Enfin, face a la forte proportion 
de travailleurs autonomes du secteur, la 
mise en place d’une infrastructure efficace 
revét une importance primordiale, tache qui 
s’avérera difficile puisque les possibilités de 
formation doivent étre adaptées aux besoins 
du secteur. Les intéressés doivent pouvoir 
accéder plus facilement a l'information sur 
les possibilités de formation et aux 
programmes de financement correspondants 


a leur lieu de travail.

Le dénombrement des 
bibliotheques : Savoir lire 


entre les lignes 

Informations relatives a une initiative de la 
Bibliotheque nationale du Canada

Les bibliotheques sont des centres du savoir 
a l’6chelle mondiale depuis des siecles, et 
elles existent au Canada depuis 1606. Les 
bibliotheques modernes offrent un large 
éventail de services qui couvrent les 
besoins d’information, d’éducation, de 
recherche et de loisirs de nombreuses 
personnes et organisations. Elles 


représentent un élément vital de la culture et 
de l’identité de la plupart des civilisations. 


Les bibliotheques du Canada en sont 
venues a former un groupe important et 
varié d’établissements ayant un impact 
appreciable sur la société et l’6conomie 
canadiennes. Cependant, nous ne 
connaissons méme pas le nombre exact de 
bibliotheques qui existent au Canada, et 
nous n’avons donc pas été en mesure de 
rassembler des indicateurs exacts de 
apport de ces bibliotheques a |’économie, a 
la société ou a |’emploi. 


Objet : Amorce d’un nouveau programme 
de statistiques sur les bibliotheques 

Pour entreprendre de combler ces 
importantes lacunes en matiére 
d'information, !a Bibliotheque nationale du 
Canada a récemment établi le Programme 
de statistiques de base des bibliotheques 
canadiennes (PSBBC) en collaboration avec 
un certain nombre d’associations de 
bibliotheques canadiennes’. Dans un 
premier temps, l’accent devait étre mis sur 
la détermination du nombre de bibliotheques 
ainsi que |’établissement d’un fichier de la 
population a partir duquel des données plus 
détaillées pourraient étre recueillies. On peut 
maintenant se procurer les premieres 
données, qui portent sur 1994. Une 
description de l’origine du projet, publiée 
dans Nouvelles de la Bibliotheque 
nationale’, explique comment les données 
ont été recueillies. Le programme a reposé 
en grande partie sur le partenariat. Dans 
les cas ou les données étaient déja en cours 
de collecte, des dispositions ont été prises 
pour les inclure dans le PSBBC. Plusieurs 
répertoires contiennent des données 
statistiques sur le nombre de bibliotheques 
au Canada. Toutefois, vu la nature différente 
des mandats ayant régi |’établissement des 
répertoires, leur contenu varie. Le tableau 1 
présente des totaux tirés de trois répertoires 
de bibliotheques existants, répartis entre les 
bibliotheques publiques, les bibliotheques de 
college et d’université et les bibliotheques 
spéciales, ainsi que des chiffres sur le 
PSBBC. Les bibliotheques gouvernementales 
sont incluses dans les bibliotheques 
spéciales.

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Fonctionnement du PSBBC 

Etant donné que chaque province et chaque 
territoire recueille des statistiques sur ses 
bibliotheques publiques, la collaboration du 
Conseil des directeurs des bibliotheques 
provinciales et territoriales a été mise a 
profit pour envoyer ces compilations a la 
Bibliotheque nationale. Pareillement, 
l'Association des bibliotheques de recherche 
du Canada a pu fournir des données pour 
l'ensemble de ses membres ainsi que pour 
les membres du Conseil des bibliotheques 
d’université de |’Ontario et le Council of 
Prairie and Pacific University Libraries. Ces 
informations, de méme que les données en 
provenance de la Conférence des recteurs 
et principaux des universités du Québec, ont 
assure une excellente representation des 
petites et grandes universités a |’échelle du 
Canada. Les membres d’autres associations 
et universités non affiliges aux associations 
susmentionnées ont ete directement 
sollicités. Les mémes modalités ont été 
suivies pour les bibliotheques de collége. 
Comme les donnéés sur les bibliotheques 
spéciales ne sont pas réguliérement 
recueillies par une association en particulier, 
ces bibliotheques ont été directement 
interrogées dans le cadre du PSBBC, et la 
Canadian Association of Special Libraries 
and Information Services a encouragé ses 
membres a prendre part a l’enquéte. 


La base de données du Programme de 
statistiques de base des bibliotheques 
canadiennes comprend donc les éléments 
d'information tires de sources existantes et 
de nouvelles données recueillies par la voie 
de l’enquéte du PSBBC. Elle couvre au total 
1 719 bibliotheques et 4 914 points de 
service (annexes, bibliotheques de dépar- 
tement, etc.). Tel qu’indiqué précédemment, 
ces chiffres représentent la totalité des 
bibliotheques publiques, la plupart des 
bibliotheques universitaires et un nombre 
appreciable de bibliotheques de college. Les 
bibliotheques spéciales sont beaucoup 
moins bien représentées puisque seulement 
457 d’entre elles ont rempli le questionnaire 
(pour 653 points de service). Les chiffres 
correspondants a ces types de bibliotheques 
sont inclus dans les deux dernieres lignes 
du tableau 1. 


La seule catégorie de bibliotheques non 
couvertes par les répertoires indiquées au 
tableau 1 ou par le PSBBC sont les 
bibliotheques scolaires. Les données 
publiées les plus récentes sur les 
bibliotheques scolaires remontent a 
1978-1979, année ou 8 201 bibliotheques 
scolaires (exception faite de celles du 
Québec, du Yukon et des Territoires du 
Nord-Ouest) ont été déclarées par 
Statistique Canada. Selon des estimations 
récentes, le nombre de bibliotheques 
scolaires dépasse 14 000.

Leur structure varie dans chaque 
province et chaque territoire, et il est 
nécessaire de comprendre |l’organisation de 
chaque réseau de bibliotheques afin de 
rendre compte adéquatement du nombre 
réel de bibliothegues. Deux comptes 
différents sont fournis dans le Programme 
de statistiques de base des bibliotheques 
canadiennes. Le premier est le nombre 
d’unités administratives ou de réseaux de 
bibliotheques (1 025). Le deuxieme est le 
nombre d’annexes de bibliotheques 
couvertes par ces réseaux (soit 3 606). 
Lorsqu’on cite le nombre de bibliotheques 
au Canada, une grande attention doit étre 
accordée a cette distinction. || s’agira parfois 
du nombre d’unités administratives, celles-ci 
étant composées de réseaux ou de conseils 
de bibliotheques, ou du nombre de 
succursales de bibliothéques individuelles. 


Cette distinction est importante en raison de 
la grande disparité au niveau de lorganisation 
entre les provinces. Terre-Neuve et I’lle-du- 
Prince-Edouard, par exemple, comptent 
chacune une administration unifige des 
bibliotheques pour l'ensemble de la province. 
Les bibliothéques locales et les annexes 
sont toutes comptées comme des points de 
service. Plusieurs provinces comptent des 
réseaux de bibliotheques régionaux dans 
lesquels les régions sont comptabilisées en 
tant qu’unités administratives, alors que les 
bibliothéques locales sont comptées comme 
des points de service. C’est le cas de la 
Nouvelle-Ecosse, du Nouveau-Brunswick et 
de la Saskatchewan, et cela s’applique 
également aux bibliotheques régionales du 
Québec, quoique cette province ait aussi 
des bibliotheques publiques indépendantes.

Soulignons qu’avant 1990-1991, Statistique 
Canada a recueilli et publié des données sur 
les bibliotheques publiques du Canada. |! est 
recommandé de faire preuve de prudence 
dans la comparaison de ces données avec 
celles qui sont recueillies dans le cadre du 
PSBBC. Le nombre de bibliotheques 
identifiges par chacun de ces moyens est 
comptabilisé différemment et les questions 
relatives a la qualité et a la comparabilite 
des données n’ont pas encore été explorées 
a fond.

bibliothéques d’université et de college 
Le Programme de statistiques de base des 
bibliotheques canadiennes comprend des 
enregistrements pour 229 bibliotheques 
identifiges comme étant des bibliotheques 
d’établissements d’enseignement supérieur, 
ce qui représente 86 % des 266 universités 
et colléges inscrits dans le 1995 Corpus 
almanac & Canadian sourcebook. D’apres 
les données du PSBBC, les dépenses de 
ces bibliothéques ont totalisé 584,3 millions 
de dollars. Le nombre d’employés en 
équivalent a temps plein déclaré par ce 
groupe de bibliotheques s'est chiffré a 8 730.

Le groupe des bibliotheques désignées des 
bibliotheques spéciales représente un large 
éventail d’établissements incluant des 
bibliotheques gouvernementales, des 
bibliotheques d’entreprise et des bibliotheques 
au service d’organismes sans but lucratif. II 
est trés difficile de déterminer avec précision 
le nombre de bibliothéques spéciales, et 
plus difficile encore de recueillir des données 
statistiques en provenance de cette source. 
Le PSBBC a recueilli des données aupres 
de 457 bibliothéques spéciales representant 
643 points de service ou succursales. (Ce 
nombre de réponses a été obtenu a la suite 
d’une vaste opération postale auprés de 

4 000 entités.) 


Plusieurs répertoires de bibliotheques 
spécialisées ont ensuite été consultés (voir 
le tableau 2) et comparés au nombre de 
bibliothéques ayant réellement repondu au 
PSBBC. Dans le cas des trois premiers 
répertoires, seules les bibliotheques 
spéciales ont été comptabilisées. Dans les 
deux autres cas, seules les bibliotheques 
gouvernementales ont été prises en 
considération. (On n’avait pas acces a des 
répertoires a jour pour les autres provinces.) 
La proportion de la population a ensuite été 
caculée tel qu’indiqué dans le tableau, et il 
est ressorti de ces calculs que 20,2 % des 
bibliothéques spéciales ont pris part au 
PSBBC. 


Le PSBBC comprend également des 
catégories applicables aux bibliotheques 
provinciales et nationales. Les dépenses 
totales de ces bibliothéques pour l'année 
financiére 1994-1995 telles que déclarées 
au titre du PSBBC se sont chiffrées a 86,9 
millions de dollars. Ces bibliotheques ont 
employé au total 730 employes en 
équivalent a temps plein. 


Le tableau 3 présente un récapitulatif du 
nombre de bibliotheques au Canada selon le 
type. Dans chaque cas, le nombre d’unites 
administratives et le nombre de points de 
service sont fournis pour permettre 
l’utilisation de l’un ou l'autre chiffre, selon 
usage qui est fait de cette information.

Saviez-vous que....? Faits saillants des données de 1994-1995 sur les éditeurs de livres et les diffuseurs exclusifs 


Tout comme en 1993-1994, la situation economique des éditeurs de livres et des diffuseurs exclusifs’ s'est améliorée en 1994-1995. Par 
rapport a 1993-1994, le total des recettes est passe de 1,7 a 1,9 milliard de dollars, et la marge bénéficiaire avant impdts, de 90 a 

123 millions de dollars. Les bénéfices avant impdts représentaient 6,7 % des recettes en 1994-1995, comparativement a 5,3 % en 
1993-1994; ce résultat excede légerement le niveau pré-récession de 1990-1991 (6,2 %). Le nombre d’entreprises ayant réalisé des 
bénéfices a été plus élevé en 1994-1995 (71,3 %) qu’au cours de chacun des quatre exercices précédents. 


Pour les éditeurs de livres anglais comme pour les éditeurs de livres frangais, 1994-1995 a été |’exercice le plus rentable de la décennie. 
Toutefois, les éditeurs de livres frangais ont realise des benéfices plus élevés en pourcentage de leurs recettes (7,8 %) que les éditeurs 
de livres anglais (6,4 %). De plus, la proportion d’entreprises ayant réalisé des bénéfices était plus élevée chez les éditeurs de livres 
frangais (76,7 % des entreprises, par rapport a 68,2 %). 


Les entreprises sous controle canadien ont surpassé les entreprises sous contrdle étranger en 1994-1995. Les bénéfices représentaient 
8,4 % des revenus des entreprises sous controle canadien, par rapport a 3,5 % dans le cas des entreprises sous contréle etranger. En 
outre, 73,4 % des entreprises sous contrdle canadien ont réalisé des bénéfices, comparativement a seulement 50 % des entreprises sous 
contréle étranger. Les entreprises sous contrdéle canadien ont enregistré leurs meilleurs résultats de la décennie en 1994-1995 alors que 
leurs homologues sous contréle étranger n’affichent qu’une légére amélioration par rapport a 1990-1991. 


Cependant, le bilan de santé du secteur de |’édition de livres et de la representation exclusive n’est pas parfait. Bien que les revenus des 
éditeurs provenant des exportations aient continué de croitre (125 millions de dollars en 1994-1995 comparativement a 116 millions de 
dollars en 1993-1994), il s’agit de la plus faible hausse en chiffres absolus depuis 1991-1992. La croissance des exportations semble 
ralentir. D’autre part, la diminution du nombre de travailleurs a temps plein s’inscrit dans une tendance observée depuis le début des 
années 1990. 


Pour les éditeurs et les diffuseurs exclusifs dans leur ensemble, |’exercice 1994-1995 a été rentable dans chacune des régions Suivantes : 
Ontario, Québec et Prairies, ce qui concorde avec les résultats enregistrés depuis le début de la décennie. Toutefois, les entreprises 
d’autres régions ont subi des pertes. En Colombie-Britannique, les entreprises ont enregistré les plus importantes pertes de la décennie, 
méme si elles avaient été déficitaires pendant quatre des cing exercices. De méme, pour les entreprises de |’Atlantique dans leur 
ensemble, |’exercice 1994-1995 s’est soldé par des pertes; toutefois, cela ne s’était pas encore produit depuis le début des années 1990. 


Par rapport a 1993-1994, les éditeurs ont publié et réimprimé davantage de titres en 1994-1995, et ce, dans les catégories (manuels 
scolaires, ouvrages d’intérét général, ouvrages érudits, ouvrages de référence et ouvrages professionnels et techniques), a l'exception 
des ouvrages d’intérét général en réimpression. 


Dans l'ensemble, la croissance économique amorcée en 1993-1994 s'est poursuivie en 1994-1995 pour les éditeurs de livres et les 
diffuseurs exclusifs en exploitation au Canada.

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La télévision canadienne en péricde de transition

Aux premiers temps de la télévision, le pouvoir de I’image etait 
immense, et, sa nouveauté aidant, le poste de télé n’a pas tardé a 
supplanter des activités de loisirs traditionnelles. Bientét, les 
familles ont commencé a se réunir autour du poste. Plusieurs 
entreprises ont alors bénéficié de cette nouvelle activité: la 
télévision devenait un fantastique support publicitaire en plus 
d’augmenter rapidement le nombre de clients éventuels. 
Cependant, les temps ont changé : les stations se sont 
multipliées, le modeste poste de télévision s’est transformé en 
une unité audio-vidéo polyvalente et d’autres activités occupent 
une bonne partie du temps des téléspectateurs. Ces forces 
divisent le grand public dont les émissions de télévision 
classiques dépendent. La fragmentation a conduit les annonceurs 
a réorienter une partie de leur publicité ailieurs, mettant par 
la-méme en péril la capacité des radiodiffuseurs a financer des 
émissions qui leur raméneront des téléspectateurs - et des 
publicités payantes. 


Le cété économique de la radiodiffusion privée 

La radiodiffusion de télévision hertzienne est assez simple : la 
station de télévision émet un signal radio qu’une antenne de télé 
capte et des téléspectateurs regardent |’émission diffusée. Pour 
l'essentiel, le cOté Economique de la radiodiffusion privée est 
assez simple lui aussi®. Les diffuseurs ne peuvent facturer le 
service qu’ils fournissent au téléspectateur (le divertissement), 
alors ils font payer le service qu’ils rendent a d’autres entreprises 
(la publicité présentée a des clients potentiels). En 1995, les 
annonceurs ont acheté pour plus de 1,4 milliard de dollars de 
temps d’antenne, ce qui représente 94 % des recettes totales 
déclarées par les stations de télévision privées. Cependant, 
depuis quelques années, les recettes publicitaires n’augmentent 
plus. Les ventes de temps d’antenne télévisee ont quasiment 
stagné entre 1989 et 1995, puisqu’elles n’ont augmenté que de 5 % 
aprés inflation. Paralleélement, l'emploi a reculé de 3 % et les 
bénéfices nets avant impdts ont chuté de 167 % en deux ans (a 
- 75 millions de dollars en 1991), avant de remonter a 92 millions 
de dollars en 1995°.

article parce que la plupart des données relatives aux finances et a 
l'emploi fournies par la SRC ne peuvent étre comparées a celles qui sont 
fournies par les diffuseurs privés.

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Vhistoire de la radiodiffusion au Canada en bref 


La premiére émission de télévision quotidienne en Amérique du Nord remonte a 1939 et elle était 
diffusée depuis |’Exposition universelle de New York. La popularité du nouveau média était telle qu’en 
1951, on dénombrait déja 12 millions de téléviseurs aux Etats-Unis et 90 000 au Canada, tous recevant 


des émissions américaines. 


histoire de la télévision canadienne commence en septembre 1952, avec la diffusion de la premiere 
émission de la Société Radio-Canada (SRC) depuis Montréal et Toronto. A l’époque, on recensait 146 
000 postes de télévision au Canada; trois mois plus tard, il y en avait 224 000. En 1956, 27 stations 
privées ou appartenant a la SRC avaient fait leur apparition, desservant les trois quarts des 15 millions 
d’habitants que comptait alors le pays. Toutes les stations étaient affili¢es ala SRC et diffusaient plus de 
50 heures par semaine, prés de la moitié des Emissions étant canadiennes. 


Avec le temps, quelques stations renoncérent a leur affiliation a la SRC pour devenir indépendantes. Ce 
faisant, elles devenaient responsables de leur propre programmation et ne touchaient plus rien sur les 
recettes du réseau de la SRC, mais elles étaient libres d’acheter des emissions américaines, moins 
chéres et plus variées que les productions locales. En 1961, pres de 10 ans aprés l’arrivée de la 
télévision au Canada, naissait le Réseau de télévision CTV. CTV était une coopérative regroupant des 
stations nouvellement autorisées et des stations plus anciennes qui avaient abandonné leur affiliation a la 
SRC. Le Réseau n’était a proprement parler -- et n’est toujours -- propriétaire d’aucune des stations. En 
fait, comme son nom lindique, il fonctionne sur la base d’un réseau de stations affiliées qui diffusent une 
certaine quantité d’émissions communes et se partagent les benéfices du réseau. 


A la fin des années 60, ona assisté a la création du réseau de télévision TVA, un réseau francophone 
fonctionnant de la méme facon que CTV. Au milieu des années 80, le réseau de Télévision Quatre 
Saisons (TQS), qui fonctionne lui aussi de la méme facon, a éte inauguré. Des réseaux plus petits, 
comme CanWest/Global, ont également vu le jour. En 1994, on dénombrait 101 stations de télévision 
privées au Canada : 33 étaient affiliées a CTV (18 a part entiére et 15 supplémentaires), 31 a la SRC (26 
stations anglaises et 5 frangaises), 10 au reseau TVA et 8 au réseau TQS. Les 19 stations restantes 
étaient indépendantes. 


Le régne de la radiodiffusion est contesté 
La télévision par cable a fait son apparition 
au Canada dans les années 60. Le service 
par cable offrant une meilleure réception et 
un plus grand choix de chaines, les gens 
étaient disposés a s'y abonner. En 1995, 7,8 
millions de foyers étaient abonneés a un 
réseau de télédistribution. 


Le vrai probleme que le cable posait a la 
télévision hertzienne, ce n’était pas tant qu’il 
offrait plus de chaines, mais qu’il offrait des 
chaines qui n’étaient pas diffusées du tout 
sur les ondes. Grace au cable, la télévision 
payante et les services spécialisés, diffusés 
sur des chaines proposées directement par 
les télédistributeurs aux abonnés, ont pu se 
développer. Comparés aux réseaux de 
radiodiffusion classiques, la télévision 
payante et les services spécialisés sont des 
«boutiques» qui s’adressent a des publics 
aux goUts et aux intéréts particuliers. Cette 
particularité plait aux téléspectateurs, qui 
peuvent voir plus de leurs emissions 
préférées; elle plait aussi aux annonceurs, 


qui peuvent cibler la meilleure audience pour 
leurs produits. 


La télévision payante et deux services 
spécialisés (MuchMusic et le Sports 
Network) sont nés en 1983. La télévision 
payante ne pouvait pas diffuser de 
messages publicitaires, mais les chaines 
spécialisées, elles, le pouvaient. Le nombre 
des services spécialisés autorisés 
augmentant en 1989, puis de nouveau en 
1995, la masse des téléspectateurs 
canadiens, également consommateurs, s'est 
retrouvée encore plus fragmentée. En 1995, 
on comptait presque cinq fois plus 
d’abonnés qu’en 1989 (5,5 millions) a la 
télévision payante et aux services 
spécialisés, tous des produits faisant 
concurrence a la radiodiffusion classique 
pour pratiquement la méme audience. 


La bataille du grand public est couteuse 
La fidélité des téléspectateurs depend des 
émissions. Or, produites ou achetées, ces

dépense d’exploitation des diffuseurs prives. 
Ces 10 derniéres années, elles ont englouti 
une part sans cesse croissante des recettes 
d’exploitation, passant de 49 % en moyenne 
de ces recettes entre 1984 et 1988 a 54% 
entre 1989 et 1995’. 


En 1995, les diffuseurs privés ont dépensé 
825 millions de dollars dans la program- 
mation - soit quelque 469 millions directe- 
ment dans des émissions canadiennes, 281 
millions dans des émissions étrangéres et 
75 millions en couts de production et frais 
d’émission divers. La majeure partie des 
fonds consacrés a des emissions 
canadiennes est allée aux nouvelles et aux 
émissions d’informations (61 %), les 
dramatiques et les comédies (12 %) et les 
émissions d’intérét humain (9 %) se 
classant respectivement deuxieme et 
troisieme au rang des dépenses. Quant a 
argent dépensé dans des emissions 
étrangéres, il a servi pour |’essentiel (80 %) 
a acheter des dramatiques et des comedies 
produites par des réseaux ou des 
producteurs indépendants americains.

Les gens passent plus de temps a faire 
autre chose 

Bien que les chaines spécialisées soient 
devenues les concurrentes directes de la 
télévision hertzienne dans les années 80, 
elles ne sont pas les seules a blamer pour le 
déclin de cette derniére. Les magnétoscopes, 
les camescopes et les jeux électroniques 
ont transformé des millions de téléviseurs en 
systemes de divertissement polyvalents 
pour la maison. Ces activités concurrentes 
de loisirs ont entamé le pouvoir des diffuseurs 
d’attirer des auditoires pour leurs émissions. 
Le nombre d’heures que les Canadiens de 
tous ages passent devant la télévision 
baisse assez régulierement depuis 10 ans; 
en 1995, ils passaient 23,2 heures par 
semaine devant leur poste, soit presque 1 
heure de moins qu’en 1985. La baisse est 
plus marquée chez les jeunes adultes 
canadiens. En effet, les hommes et les 
femmes agés de 18 a 24 ans regardent 
beaucoup moins la télévision - 3,4 et 3,8 
heures de moins par semaine, respectivement 
- qu’ils ne le faisaient il ya 10 ans. Les 
jeunes adultes représentent un marché tres 
recherche et, s’ils ne regardent pas la 
telévision, les budgets publicitaires seront 
probablement dépensés ailleurs®. 


* Les données sur I'écoute qui figurent dans le 
présent article sont extraites de la Banque de 
données sur I'écoute de Ia télévision de 
Statistique Canada. Les données de base 
figurant dans cette banque proviennent d'un 
sondage mené par le Bureau of Broadcasting 
Measurement (BBM) auprés de Canadiens agés 
de deux ans et plus. Les renseignements portant 
sur leur 6coute pendant une période déterminée 
de sept jours ont été recueillis au moyen d'un 
questionnaire de type «cahier d'écoute» et ont 
été inscrits selon des intervalles d'un quart 
d'heure.

Les données de |’Enquéte sociale générale 
(ESG) de 1986 et 1992 sur l’emploi du 
temps donnent a penser que la télévision 
n’occupe plus une place aussi importante 
parmi les activités de loisirs. En 1992, elle 
venait encore en téte des activités de loisirs 
quotidiennes des Canadiens agés de 15 ans 
et plus - environ 2,2 heures par jour 
(incluant |’6coute de vidéos) - mais les gens 
consacraient plus de temps a d’autres 


activités qu’en 1986’. En 1992, chaque jour 
de la semaine, 37 % des Canadiens de plus 
de 14 ans ont pratique un sport ou se sont 
adonnés a un passe-temps {contre 29 % en 
1986) et 42 % aun «loisir actif», comme 
assister a un spectacle ou rencontrer des 
amis ou des membres de la famille (contre 
37 %). Cette participation croissante a 
d’autres activités s’inscrit dans une 
tendance croissante.

Lavénement du magnétoscope 

Depuis le début des années 80, les magnétoscopes inondent les foyers canadiens. En 1984, seulement 
13 % des ménages en possédaient un, mais 10 ans plus tard, ils étaient 79 % a en avoir un. La grande 
popularité du magnétoscope auprés des jeunes transparait dans la blague qui veut que seuls les enfants 
soient capables de programmer un de ces appareils, mais elle est également évidente dans les données 
relatives a leur taux d’utilisation. D’aprés I’Enquéte sociale générale de 1992, plus de 90 % des 
Canadiens agés de 15 a 24 avaient regardé au moins un film sur cassette vidéo au cours des 12 mois 
précédents, tandis que c’était le cas d’une bien plus petite proportion de Canadiens plus agés - 63 % des 
adultes de 45 a 59 ans et seulement 33 % de ceux de 60 ans et plus. 


Un jour typique de 1992, 5 % des Canadiens agés de plus de 14 ans passaient 2,5 heures a regarder 
des films sur cassette vidéo, alors que 72 % des Canadiens regardaient la télévision 2,8 heures par jour. 
D’aprés ces statistiques, le temps passé a regarder des films sur cassette vidéo ne posait guere de 
menace pour la télévision. Mais les consommateurs les plus avides de cassettes vidéos font partie des 
groupes les plus importants pour les annonceurs de télévision : les jeunes et les ménages a revenu 
éleve. 


Les ménages dont le revenu est apporté par une personne de moins de 25 ans louaient beaucoup de 
cassettes vidéos (73 % des jeunes ménages), et ce sont eux aussi qui dépensaient le plus d'argent dans 
des vidéos, soit 220 $ en moyenne en 1992. Les ménages un peu plus agés (revenu apporte par une 
personne agée de 25 a 34 ans) étaient proportionnellement a peine plus nombreux a louer des vidéos 
(77 %), mais ils y consacraient beaucoup moins d'argent, soit environ 150 $. 


Ce sont les ménages a revenu élevé qui louent le plus de cassettes vidéos. Environ 81 % des ménages 
dont le revenu se situe dans la tranche des 20 % de revenus supérieurs (quintile supérieur) dépensaient 
pres de 165 $ en location de cassettes vidéos. En revanche, seulement 25 % des ménages dont le 
revenu se situe dans le quintile inférieur louaient des cassettes vidéos, y consacrant environ 100 $ en 
ooze. 


La radiodiffusion de télévision doit 
relever un défi permanent 

En 1994, la télévision payante et les 
services spécialisés canadiens ont regu des 
télédistributeurs 352 millions de dollars en 
paiements de droits, mais ils n’ont attiré que 
10 % des téléspectateurs potentiels (CRTC, 
1994). Al’opposé, 78 % des téléspectateurs 
potentiels ont regardé des stations 
classiques, mais les radiodiffuseurs ont recu 
peu sinon rien des télédistributeurs. Il y a 
plusieurs années de cela, |’Association 
canadienne des radiodiffuseurs a proposé 
que les télédistributeurs les paient pour le 
droit de transmettre leurs signaux. Il se peut 
que l’idée plaise aux radiodiffuseurs, mais 
les abonnés du cable, qui verraient leur 
abonnement mensuel majorer, ne seraient 
sans doute pas aussi enthousiastes. 
Entre-temps, les radiodiffuseurs ont été 
autorisés a diffuser des publireportages 
pendant la journée d’émissions normale, 
mais il est peu probable que cette 
concession apporte les fonds nécessaires 
pour compenser les recettes publicitaires 
engrangées par les concurrents ou 
lamenuisement de l’audience. 


A |a veille du XXI¢ siécle, une nouvelle 
concurrence pointe a l’horizon : la 
radiodiffusion directe du satellite au foyer. 
Cette nouvelle technologie ne peut que 
fragmenter davantage les téléspectateurs et 
détourner plus de capitaux publicitaires de 
la radiodiffusion. Les radiodiffuseurs qui 
s’interrogent sur l'avenir de leur industrie 
affrontent le probleme de différentes 
maniéres. Certains vendent et quittent la 
radiodiffusion. D’autres ont décidé qu’a 
défaut de I’emporter sur les concurrents, ils 
joindraient leurs rangs; en fait, les 
radiodiffuseurs ont des intéréts dans 16 des 
23 nouvelles chaines auxquelles le CRTC 
avait déja accordé un permis d’exploitation 
vers la fin de 1996. D’autres encore 
achétent des stations et regroupent leurs 
opérations pour réduire les codts. On ne sait 
pas encore trés bien quelles seront les 
conséquences de ces changements, mais 
elles seront importantes.

Les arts visuels et le design artistique sont 
des expressions courantes de la culture et, 
par définition, celles qui sont probablement 
les plus visibles. Le travail fourni par les 
artistes, artisans, concepteurs et architectes 
du Canada enrichit considérablement nos 
vies dans le domaine esthétique et contribue 
a notre compréhension, et a celle des autres, 
de notre identité comme nation et comme 
peuple. 


Pour répondre a la demande de ses clients, 
le Programme de la statistique culturelle a 
decide d’accorder une plus grande attention 
au secteur des arts visuels et du design 
artistique. La premiére phase du projet porte 
sur l’intégration de données provenant de 
diverses sources de Statistique Canada. Le 
present article, qui traite exclusivement de la 
composante de la population active, doit 
étre considéré comme un premier pas vers 
l'amélioration de notre connaissance 
statistique globale de ce secteur’. Une des 
principales difficultés associées a la 
construction d’une base de données 
statistiques sur ce secteur est |’absence 
d'une définition normalisée du « secteur des 
arts visuels et du design artistique » au 
Canada. Le présent article définit ce secteur 
le plus largement possible et y inclut, outre 
des activités telles que la peinture, la 
sculpture et le dessin — traditionnellement 
considérées comme étant les arts visuels -, 
l’artisanat, la photographie, le design et 
architecture. (On trouvera dans |’encadré 
les définitions des professions prises en 
considération dans le cadre de cet article.) 


La population active dans le secteur des 
arts visuels et du design artistique? comptait 
120 700 personnes en 1996, ce qui corres- 
pond a une augmentation de 13 % depuis 
1990 (107 100). Bien que cette population 
active ait sensiblement augmente, elle 
représentait en 1996 moins de 1 % de la 
population active totale canadienne. On 
remarquera qu'une des limitations de 
'Enquéte sur la population active est le fait 
que celle-ci ne porte que sur l’activité 
principale du répondant. Par conséquent, les

des événements; et a créer des compositions originales et a les graver au burin ou a |’eau-forte sur 
du métal, du bois ou d’autres matiéres en vue de leur reproduction.

Une plus forte proportion des membres de la 
population active dans le secteur des arts 
visuels et du design artistique étaient des 
travailleurs autonomes, comparativement a 
ceux de la population active totale du 
Canada. Dans l'ensemble, 39 % des 
membres de la population active dans le 
secteur des arts visuels et du design 
artistique étaient des travailleurs autonomes 
(entreprises non constituées en société) en 
1996, alors que la moitié (51 %) étaient 
employés comme travailleurs remunereés. 
Jusqgu’a huit sur dix artistes et artisans 
étaient des travailleurs autonomes. Par 
contre, la plupart des concepteurs 
publicitaires et illustrateurs (56 %) et des 
concepteurs de produits et d’intérieur (61 %) 
étaient des travailleurs remunérés. Durani la 
méme année, si l’on considére |’ensemble 
des membres de la population active, 11 % 
étaient des travailleurs autonomes et 89 % 
des travailleurs remunéreés.

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En 1996, les hommes et les femmes étaient 
dans l'ensemble assez également représentées 
au sein de la population active dans le 
secteur des arts visuels et du design 
artistique (53 % et 47 % respectivement). 
Cela correspond étroitement a la répartition 
par sexe dans la population active totale 

(55 % d’hommes et 45 % de femmes). La 
répartition par sexe au sein de la population 
active dans le secteur des arts visuels et du 
design artistique a considérablement évolué 
depuis 1986, année durant laquelle la 
proportion des hommes y était supérieure 
(60 %).

Le Canada est une destination touristique 
fort intéressante pour les voyageurs 
étrangers, et les Canadiens eux-mémes 
sont des touristes actifs dans leur propre 
pays. Le tourisme comporte de nombreuses 
facettes dont un volet culturel qui couvre 
notamment la fréquentation de festivals, de 
théatres, de musées et de lieux historiques 
ainsi que d’autres activités connexes. Les 


activités et manifestations culturelles 
stimulent le tourisme tant au Canada qu’a 
l'extérieur du pays. En retour, les 
programmes de voyage qui comprennent 
des activités et des manifestations 
culturelles contribuent largement a la 
vigueur du secteur culturel canadien. 


Plus de 34 millions de voyages-personnes', 
d'affaires ou d’agrément, faits au Canada en 
1994 comportaient une participation a une 
activité ou a une manifestation culturelle, 
soit 19% ou un cinquiéme de l’ensemble des 
voyages-personnes effectués cette année-la. 
Les voyageurs canadiens ont fait plus de 24 
millions de voyages-personnes comprenant 
la participation a au moins une activité 
culturelle; les Américains, plus de 7 
millions?; et les autres voyageurs étrangers, 
2,6 millions (voir le tableau 1). 


Les voyageurs canadiens affichent les 
taux de participation les plus faibles au 
chapitre des activités culturelles 

Les voyageurs canadiens dominent 
manifestement le tourisme culturel au 
Canada. En fait, en 1994, 71% de 
l'ensemble des voyages-personnes 
comprenant des activités et manifestations 
culturelles ont été effectués par des 
Canadiens. Toutefois, seulement 15% de 
l'ensemble des voyages-personnes faits par 
des Canadiens comportaient une dimension 
culturelle dans le cadre du programme de 
voyage. Ce faible taux de participation 
pourrait étre partiellement attribuable au fait 
que, en 1994, les voyageurs canadiens se 
sont révelés plus susceptibles de voyager 
par affaires que les voyageurs étrangers 
(50% contre 35% des voyages-personnes, 
respectivement). Les voyages d'affaires 
limitent le temps libre requis pour participer 
a des activités ou a des manifestations 
culturelles. |] convient de noter que les 
residents participent, eux aussi, aux 
activités et manifestations culturelles de leur 
propre collectivité lorsqu’ils ne voyagent pas. 
La participation évaluée sous |’angle du 
tourisme seulement ne traduit donc que 
partiellement le taux global canadien de 
participation a des activités et a des 
manifestations culturelles. 


Bien que les voyageurs américains aient 
démontré un grand intérét a |’égard des 
activités et manifestations culturelles 
canadiennes (52% de l'ensemble des 
voyages-personnes des Etats-Unis), les 
autres voyageurs étrangers ont été les plus 
susceptibles de participer a des activites 
culturelles dans le cadre de leur voyage au 
Canada (68% de |’ensemble des voyages). 
Reconnaissant le rdle de plus en plus 
important des activités et des manifestations 
culturelles pour le tourisme canadien, la 
Commission canadienne du tourisme, le 
Secrétariat du tourisme patrimonial 
(ministére du Patrimoine canadien) et les 
ministeres provinciaux du tourisme 
s’emploient actuellement a élaborer des 
programmes visant a promouvoir, a 
l'étranger et au pays, cet aspect des 
activités touristiques. 


Les visiteurs qui ont intégré des manifesta- 
tions culturelles a leur programme de 
voyage ont injecté pres de 10 milliards de 
dollars dans l’6conomie canadienne en 
1994. Pres de 10% de ces dépenses (soit 
900 millions de dollars) ont directement visé 
les loisirs et le divertissement, la catégorie 
qui couvre les activités et manifestations 
culturelles. Quelque 454 millions de dollars 
des dépenses totales au titre des loisirs et 
du divertissement sont attribuables aux 
voyageurs Canadiens, tandis que des 
dépenses de 259 millions et de 188 millions 
de dollars sont imputables aux voyageurs 
ameéricains et aux autres voyageurs 
étrangers, respectivement. 


Voyageurs canadiens 

Parmi les 24 millions de voyages-personnes 
effectues par des Canadiens en 1994 et qui 
comprenaient des activités culturelles, 
quatre sur dix (soit 10 millions de 
voyages-personnes) comportaient au moins 
une visite de parc national ou provincial (voir 
le tableau 2). De toute évidence, les 
Canadiens désirent profiter de la géographie 
variée et pittoresque qu’offre le Canada et 
des activités menées dans ces parcs. La 
plupart des autres types d’activites et de 
manifestations culturelles figuraient au 
programme d’au moins 4,5 millions de 
voyages-personnes chacun, tandis que des 
manifestations culturelles autochtones 
faisaient partie du programme de pres de 1 
million de voyages-personnes (ce chiffre est 
vraisemblablement lié a la fréquence relative 
des manifestations de cette nature). 


Les voyageurs Canadiens qui ont participé a 
des activités culturelles dans le cadre de 
leur voyage tendaient a rester dans leur 
province d’origine ou dans une province 
voisine: 80% de |’ensemble des 
voyages-personnes ont été effectués a 
l'intérieur de la province d’origine, et 13% 
avaient pour destination une province 
voisine. Ces données sont comparables a la 
proportion des voyages-personnes effectues 
dans la province d'origine (88%) par 
l'ensemble des voyageurs canadiens, peu 
importe la nature des activités figurant a leur

Voyageurs américains et autres 
voyageurs étrangers 

La proximité géographique semble 
également étre un facteur important des 
voyages effectués au Canada par les 
voyageurs américains s'intéressant a la 
culture. Le plus souvent, ces voyageurs 
résident dans les états situés le long de la 
frontiére canadienne ou dans les etats 
voisins. La Californie et la Floride, etats 
d'origine d’un nombre éleve de 
voyages-personnes, font manifestement 
exception a cette regie.

Augmentation de toutes les catégories de 
dépenses au titre de la culture 

Toutes les catégories de dépenses au titre 
de la culture (dépenses de fonctionnement, 
dépenses d’investissement, subventions et 
contributions) ont connu une hausse au 
cours de la décennie allant de 1984-1985 a 
1994-1995, les subventions et contributions 
affichant le taux de croissance le plus élevé 
parmi ces trois catégories (voir le tableau 1). 


Les dépenses de fonctionnemert, la 
catégorie la plus importante de soutien, 
couvrent les frais engagés pour faire 
fonctionner les ministéres et organismes 
culturels fédéraux tels que le ministere du 
Patrimoine canadien, le ministere des 
Affaires étrangéres et du Commerce 
international, la Société Radio-Canada, 
Office national du film et la Corporation du 
Centre national des Arts. Au cours de la 
décennie, ces dépenses ont atteint en 
moyenne environ les trois quarts du budget 
fédéral total affecté a la culture. Les 
dépenses de fonctionnement se sont 
accrues a un taux annuel moyen d’environ 
5% au cours des cing années suivant 
’exercice 1985-1986. Ces déepenses ont 
reculé au cours de chacune des trois 
années suivantes, ce qui s’est traduit par 
une baisse de 4,4% entre 1990-1991 et 
1993-1994. En 1994-1995, une 
augmentation de 2,5% des dépenses de 
fonctionnement par rapport a l'année 
précédente a mis un terme a ce 
fléchissement.

Les dépenses engagées au titre des projets 
d’'immobilisations qui, en moyenne, 
représentaient environ 10% du budget 
fédéral affecté a la culture ont toutefois subi 
d'importantes fluctuations au cours de la 
décennie. Les dépenses en capital ont 
continué de croitre a la fin des années 1980, 
affichant une hausse de 46% entre 
1984-1985 et 1989-1990. A partir de cette 
période, elles ont fluctué considérablement: 
les dépenses ont reculé de 31% en 
1990-1991, mais ont progressé de nouveau 
de 25% au cours des deux années 
suivantes. Ces fluctuations s’expliquent 
essentiellement par de nouveaux projets tels 
que la construction du Musée canadien des 
civilisations et de la Galerie nationale du 
Canada de méme que par le financement 
des immobilisations de la radiodiffusion. Les 
dépenses en capital ont diminué de nouveau 
a un taux annuel moyen de 1,3% entre 
1992-1993 et 1994-1995. 


Au cours de la décennie allant de 1984-1985 
a 1994-1995, les subventions et contributions 
versées aux artistes et aux organisations 
culturelles ont représenté en moyenne 14% 
du budget fédéral affecté a la culture. Bien 
qu’elles constituent toujours une catégorie 
de dépenses relativement peu importante, 
les subventions et contributions se sont 
accrues de 90% entre 1984-1985 et 
1992-1993. Aprés ces huit années de 
croissance, les subventions et contributions 
ont reculé de 7% en 1993-1994 et ont 
accusé une nouvelle baisse de 3% en 
1994-1995. 


Les industries culturelles : principaux 
bénéficiaires des dépenses fédérales 
Les principaux bénéficiaires des dépenses 
fédérales au titre de la culture ont éte les 
industries culturelles (qui comprennent la 
radiodiffusion, le film et la vidéo, |’édition de 
livres et de périodiques et l’enregistrement 
sonore), Suivies du patrimoine (qui 
comprend les musées, les archives, les lieux 
historiques, les parcs naturels et d’autres 
activités relatives au patrimoine) et, enfin, 


des arts (qui comprennent |’éducation 
artistique, les arts d’interprétation, les arts 
visuels et l’artisanat). (Voir le tableau 2.) 


Entre 1984-1985 et 1994-1995, les 
dépenses visant les industries culturelles 
ont représenté, en moyenne, environ les 
deux tiers du budget fédéral total affecté a la 
culture. La radiodiffusion, le principal 
bénéficiaire parmi les industries culturelles, 
a accaparé les trois quarts des dépenses 
fédérales visant ces industries. Apres une 
baisse d’environ 2% en 1985-1986 
(attribuable & la réduction des dépenses au 
titre de la radiodiffusion), les dépenses 
visant les industries culturelles ont continué 
de croitre tout au long des années 1980 
pour atteindre 1,96 milliard de dollars en 
1990-1991 (une augmentation de 28% par 
rapport 4 1985-1986). Les dépenses visant 
ces industries ont subi des fluctuations 
d’une année a l'autre au cours des quaire 
années suivantes pour atteindre un sommet 
de 1,99 milliard de dollars en 1994-1995. Ce 
sommet est attribuable aux couts de la 
réduction des effectifs dans le domaine de la 
radiodiffusion. 


Aprés un faible recul enregistré en 
1985-1986, les dépenses au titre du 
patrimoine ont augmenté de 39% au cours 
des cing années suivantes, soit entre 
1985-86 et 1990-1991. Cette période de 
croissance a été suivie par des baisses 
successives au cours des quatre années 
suivantes, les dépenses atteignant 622 
millions de dollars en 1994-1995, une 
diminution de 4% par rapport a 1990-1991. 


La réduction de 8% des dépenses fédeérales 
au titre des arts en 1990-1991 a mis un 
terme a la croissance des dépenses 
enregistrée au cours des cing années 
précédentes. Les dépenses visant les arts 
avaient progressé de 55% entre 1984-1985 
et 1989-1990. Aprés une croissance de 
95% des dépenses dans ce secteur en 
1991-1992, les dépenses féderales ont 
accusé des baisses successives au cours 
des trois années suivantes et notamment un 
recul de 6% en 1994-1995 par rapport a 
l'année precedente.

Les provinces ayant bénéficié des dépenses 
fédérales les plus fortes ne sont pas celles 
qui ont obtenu les dépenses les plus 
élevées par habitant. Par exemple, en 
1994-1995, le Yukon s’est classé au dernier 
rang en ce qui a trait aux dépenses 
fédérales totales, mais s’est retrouvé au 
second rang pour ce qui est des dépenses 
par habitant. Par contre, l'Ontario, classé 
premier au chapitre des dépenses fédérales 
totales, s’est retrouvé en cinquiéme place 
pour ce qui est des dépenses par habitant. 


Répartition provinciale inégale 

Bien que les communauteés culturelles de 
l'ensemble des provinces et territoires aient 
bénéficié de l’aide fédérale, des écarts 
considérables ont été observes dans les 
structures des dépenses fédérales, tant sur 
le plan des sommes globales qu’au chapitre 
des dépenses engagées par habitant (voir le 
tableau 3). En 1994-1995, les dépenses 
couvraient un large éventail et se répartis- 
saient entre un niveau de dépenses minimal 
de 13,3 millions de dollars au Yukon et un 
niveau de dépenses maximal de 1 176,6 
millions de dollars en Ontario, le Québec 
occupant le deuxiéme rang (842,2 millions 
de dollars). La concentration des dépenses 
en Ontario et au Québec s’explique par le 
fait qu’on retrouve dans ces deux provinces 
des ministéres et des organismes culturels 
fédéraux de méme que d’importantes 
installations de production culturelle et 
infrastructures connexes. 


Différences observées au chapitre des 
priorités provinciales et territoriales 

Tout au long de la décennie, les depenses 
fédérales au titre des divers secteurs 
culturels ont varié d’une province ou d’un 
territoire a l'autre. En 1994-1995, par 
exemple, sur les dépenses féderales totales 
engagées au titre de la culture au 
Nouveau-Brunswick, quatre dollars sur cing

ont été affectés aux industries culturelles, 
comparativement a quelque deux dollars sur 
cing seulement en Alberta. 


De facgon analogue, les activités et les 
établissements du patrimoine ont accaparé 
pas moins de 58% du budget fédéral 
consacré a la culture au Yukon en 1994-1995, 
alors que le Québec affichait le pourcentage 
le plus faible a ce chapitre (soit 15% des 
fonds attribués au Québec au titre de la 
culture), suivi du Nouveau-Brunswick (16%). 


Les dépenses visant les arts variaient elles 
aussi. A |’lle-du-Prince-Edouard, en 
1994-1995, les arts ont accaparé 8% des 
dépenses fédérales en matiére de culture, la 
proportion la plus élevée de l’ensemble des 
provinces et territoires; les Territoires du 
Nord-Ouest, classes au dernier rang, ont 
affiché une proportion de 0,1% ace 
chapitre.

La géographie et l'histoire du Canada, tout comme les origines de 
ses peuples, ont largement contribueé a fagonner la culture 
canadienne d’aujourd’hui. La préservation du passé et la 
compréhension du présent permettent d’assurer le maintien d’un 
secteur culturel proprement canadien. 


Etablissements du patrimoine 

Parmi les activités visant la préservation et la conservation du 
patrimoine naturel et historique du Canada, on compte notamment : 
la désignation de terres et de cours d’eau a titre de sites de 
protection ou de conservation; la commémoration de personnalités 
et d’événements importants de l'histoire du Canada; la préservation 
de la documentation canadienne, notamment des écrits et du 
matériel photographique; la constitution de collections d’oeuvres 
canadiennes. Les activités relatives au patrimoine permettent de 
préserver l’expérience canadienne, a des fins éducatives et 
récréatives, pour le public canadien d’aujourd’hui et de demain. 


Les dépenses publiques totales au titre des établissements du 
patrimoine ont excédé 1 milliard de dollars en 1994-1995 et sont 
demeurées relativement stables depuis 1991-1992 (voir le tableau 1). 
Les dépenses fédérales ont représenté 56 % des dépenses 
publiques totales au titre des établissements du patrimoine en 
1994-1995 (soit une baisse de 2 % par rapport a 1991-1992), alors 
que les dépenses des provinces et des territoires ont compté pour 
41 % du total en 1994-1995 (soit une hausse de 2 % par rapport a 
1991-1992).

Selon le Rapport sur I’état des parcs (1994)? 
de Parcs Canada, qui releve du ministére du 
Patrimoine canadien, les régions naturelles 
du Canada sont soumises a diverses sources 
internes et externes de stress. Des especes 
non indigenes, comme les salicaires et les 
moules zébrées, menacent les écosystemes 
terrestres et marins. Les tensions causées 
par homme, notamment la pollution, 
lindustrie forestiere, agriculture, l'urba- 
nisation, le tourisme, etc., ont sérieusement 
ébranlé le milieu naturel. En réponse au 
caractére sérieux de ces problemes, une 
conscience de plus en plus aiguisée de 
importance du milieu naturel canadien, tant 
pour notre passé que pour notre avenir, s’est 
développée. Elle a amené les 
gouvernements, les organisations non 
gouvernementales, les entreprises, les 
collectivités et les personnes a agir en faveur 
de la préservation et de la perpétuation des 
régions géographiques et écologiques 
propres au Canada.

Les gouvernements ont joué un rdle 
prépondérant dans la création, la 
préservation et le financement des parcs et 
des zones de conservation du milieu marin. 
Si l'on tient compte des 169 entités visées 
par l’Enquéte sur les établissements du 
patrimoine (voir le tableau 2), les recettes 
d’exploitation provenant des administrations 
publiques se sont élevées a 190 millions de 
dollars, soit 76 % de l'ensemble des recettes 
d’exploitation enregistrées en 1993-1994. 
Les recettes en capital provenant des 
administrations publiques se sont chiffrées a 
62 millions de dollars, soit 97 % du total des 
recettes en capital de 1993-1994. Toutefois, 
les recettes d’exploitation provenant de 
sources publiques n’ont augmenté que de 2 
% en dollars courants depuis 1990-1991. Les 
recettes en capital ont en fait accusé une 
baisse de pres de 9 % au cours de la méme 
période. 


La dépendance a l’égard d’autres sources de 
recettes semble s’accentuer. Les recettes 
acquises par le biais des adhésions, des 
droits d’entrée et les autres recettes acquises 
ont augmenté de pres de 8 % depuis 1990- 
1991.

Parcs Canada 

Lactuel réseau des parcs nationaux est né 
avec la création du parc national Banff en 
1885. Aujourd’hui, Parcs Canada administre 
38 parcs nationaux et 2 zones de conserva- 
tion du milieu marin couvrant environ 2,25 % 
du territoire canadien. Plusieurs de ces 
parcs, notamment le parc national Wood 
Buffalo, le plus grand parc national du 
Canada créé en 1922, ont été désignés par 
UNESCO comme sites du patrimoine 
mondial (en raison de leurs ressources du 
patrimoine d’intérét mondial). Parcs Canada 
a l'intention de doter chacune des 39 régions 
naturelles du Canada d’un parc national d’ici 
l’'an 2000 et prévoit ainsi gérer la protection et 
la préservation d’entre 3 % et 4 % du 
territoire canadien.

des écosystémes marins du pays, de facgon a 
enrichir le patrimoine de conservation de 4 
nouvelles zones d'ici l’an 2000. 


Le réseau des parcs nationaux et des zones 
de conservation du milieu marin permet de 
protéger et de préserver d’importants milieux 
écologiques et d’offrir aux Canadiens la 
possibilité de connaitre, d’apprécier et de 
comprendre ces milieux naturels. En 1993- 
1994, le réseau des 36 parcs et zones de 
conservation relevant alors du gouvernement 
fédéral (la création de 2 nouveaux parcs a été 
annoncée en octobre 1996) a accueilli plus 
de 16 millions de visiteurs. Lensemble des 
recettes non acquises et des recettes en 
capital visant les parcs nationaux provenait 
du gouvernement fédéral. En fait, les 
recettes provenant du gouvernement fédéral 
ont représenté 83 % des recettes totales en 
1993-1994. Toutefois, le financement et le 
personnel des parcs de compétence fédérale 
ont affiché une baisse au cours des quatre 
années allant de 1990-1991 a 1993-1994 
(voir le tableau 3). La réduction des recettes 
d’exploitation de source fédérale s’est 
accompagnée d’une dépendance accrue a 
l'égard d’une autre source de recettes, les 
droits d’entrée. Contrairement a ce que |’on 


observe dans le réseau général des parcs, 
les parcs relevant de la compétence fédérale 
ont subi une diminution du nombre des 
employés a temps plein et du nombre de 
bénévoles. 


Rivieres du patrimoine 

Les rivieres canadiennes ont été des 
composantes fondamentales de I’histoire 
naturelle et humaine du Canada. Aujourd’hui, 
lindustrie, agriculture et Purbanisation 
soumettent nos riviéres a des tensions 
impitoyables. Dans le but de définir, de 
maintenir et de favoriser une utilisation 
publique responsable des cours d’eau 
importants, les gouvernements fédéral, 
provinciaux et territoriaux ont créé le Réseau 
des riviéres du patrimoine canadien (RRPC) 
a titre de programme conjoint. Le RRPC est 
encadré par une commission composée de 
représentants nommés par chacun des 
gouvernements participants. Parcs Canada 
et le ministére des Affaires indiennes et du 
Nord canadien représentent le gouvernement 
fédéral au sein de la commission, alors que 
les provinces et les territoires y sont 
représentés par des personnes nommeées par 
les ministeres compétents*. 


Tous les organismes qui participent au RRPC 
ont convenu de souscrire a un ensemble 
d’objectifs et de politiques décrits dans un 
document intitule Le réseau des riviéres du 
patrimoine canadien : objectifs, principes et 
modalités de fonctionnement et le document 
Le Réseau des riviéres du patrimoine 
canadien Plan stratégique, 1996°. En bref, 
les objectifs consistent a donner une 
reconnaissance nationale aux principaux 
cours d’eau Canadiens et a en assurer une 
gestion adéquate a Il’avenir (voir la carte 
illustrant les cours d’eau désignés). Ces 
objectifs seront réalisés de fagon a conserver 
et a interpréter le patrimoine naturel et 
humain que ces cours d’eau représentent et a 
permettre aux résidents et aux visiteurs du 
Canada d’en apprécier la valeur récréative et 
patrimoniale.

Les données’ de I’automne 1995 révelent que 
les Canadiens continuent d’écouter la radio, 
en moyenne trois heures par jour, en dépit de 
toutes les autres demandes sur leur temps de 
loisir et de la concurrence d’autres formes de 
divertissement. 


La télévision et les journaux peuvent nous 
tenir au courant de l’actualité. Les cassettes 
et les disques compacts nous permettent 
d’écouter nos chansons préférées chaque 
fois qu’on le veut et n’importe ou. Des 
stations de télévision spécialisées en 
musique, telles que Musique Plus et Country 
Music Television, permettent d’écouter de la 
musique tout en regardant les clips. Les 
livres et les revues peuvent nous divertir. 
Donc, pourquoi continuer d’écouter la radio? 


Bien que la Banque de données sur |’écoute 
de la radio de Statistique Canada ne permet 
pas une réponse directe a cette question, 
d'autres questions sur le rdle que joue la 
radio dans la vie quotidienne des Canadiens, 
sur le genre de stations qu’ils écoutent, sur le 
temps qu’ils consacrent a |’écoute de la radio, 
et sur l’auditoire y trouvent leurs réponses. 


Certains facteurs influent sur les habitudes 
d’écoute. II s’agit, entre autres, de l’évolution 
dans le domaine de |’électronique qui a permi 
la portabilité de la radio (a l'automne 1995, 
44 % de l’écoute totale était a l’extérieur de la 
maison), et la possibilité de faire d’autres 
activités tout en écoutant la radio (une étude 
antérieure? a démontré que 95 % de |’ecoute 
de la radio est considérée comme activité 
secondaire). 


Les Canadiens comptent sur la radio pour 
s’informer 

Quel réle joue la radio dans la vie quotidienne 
des Canadiens - entre autres pour s’informer? 
LEnquéte internationale de 1994 sur 
lalphabétisation des adultes a révéle que 
pres de 81 % des Canadiens agés de 16 ans 
et plus ont déclaré se tenir au courant la 
plupart du temps ou parfois, des événements 
d’actualité, des affaires gouvernementales et 
des affaires publiques. Pour combler ce 
besoin, 55 % de ces Canadiens ont déclaré 
avoir obtenu beaucoup d’information de la 
radio, et un autre 28 % un peu. Ces chiffres 
parlent d’eux-méme, la radio est une source 
d'information importante pour les Canadiens. 


Les stations de musique contemporaine 
pour adultes et de musique rock sont les 
plus populaires

Parmi les stations de formule musicale 
spécifiquement, la formule de musique 
contemporaine pour adultes et de rock, bien 
qu’elle ait perdu 6 % de sa part de marché 
depuis 1991, régnait néanmoins en maitre, 
représentant pres de la moitié de l’écoute aux 
stations de formule musicale (48 %) a 
lautomne 1995. La formule de musique 
country accaparait la deuxiéme plus grande 
part de I’écoute (19 %) et elle a augmenté sa 
part du marché de pres de 9 % depuis 1991. 


La popularité des différentes formules varie 
selon les provinces. La formule de musique 
contemporaine pour adultes et de rock était 
populaire partout au pays et représentait un 
peu plus du tiers de I’écoute totale (y compris 
les stations de formule non-musicale) a 
l'automne 1995. Cependant, a Terre-Neuve, 
les auditeurs ont choisi cette formule dans 
une plus large proportion (53 %) de leur 
écoute totale. D’autre part, a l’ile-du-Prince- 
Edouard et en Saskatchewan la formule de 
musique country dominait avec 43 % et 40 % 
respectivement de |’écoute totale, alors que 
la moyenne nationale était de 13 %. 


Méme si la musique contemporaine pour 
adultes et le rock était aussi la formule 
préférée de tous les groupes d’age (a 
l'exception de ceux de plus de 65 ans), on 
pouvait constater des différences selon l’age 
concernant les deuxiéme et troisieme choix.

La popularité de la musique contemporaine 
pour adultes et du rock se reflete également 
dans l’industrie du disque. En 1993-1994, 
50 % des nouveaux enregistrements se 
classaient dans la catégorie pop/rock. Les 
catégories suivantes étaient la musique 
classique et connexe (19 %) et la musique 
country (7 %). 


Ce sont les dipl6més universitaires qui 
écoutent le plus la Société Radio-Canada 
(SRC)* 

Les préférences des Canadiens en matiere 
d’écoute radiophonique semblent aussi 
influencées par le degre d’instruction et la 
profession. Cette influence est 
particulierement evidente en ce qui concerne 
les formules de la SRC et de musique 
country. 


Le taux d’écoute de la SRC varie de moins de 
5 % chez les auditeurs qui ont des études 
primaires ou moins a 15 % chez ceux qui ont 
des études universitaires partielles et a 27 % 
chez les diplomés universitaires. Par contre, 
seulement 6 % de ceux qui ont une certaine 
formation universitaire préferent la musique 
country.

radio MF se constate chez tous les groupes 
d’age et les sexes. 


Conclusion 

En résumé, malgré la concurrence que lui 
livrent la télévision, les journaux, les 
cassettes et les disques compacts, les livres 
et les revues, la radio continue de jouer un 
role important dans la vie des Canadiens, 
que ce soit pour s’informer, écouter de la 
musique ou tout simplement se divertir. 


Note au lecteur : 


Ces données sont basées sur une enquéte 
aupres de 81 470 Canadiens agés de 12 ans et 
plus, représentant une population de 25,4 
millions approximativement.

La fréquentation des cinémas au Canada 
était en hausse en 1994-1995, poursuivant la 
tendance amorcée il y a trois ans’. Malgré 
lessor durable du secteur du divertissement 
a domicile, les entrées au cinéma se sont 
accrues pour une troisieme année 
consécutive, atteignant 81,1 millions en 1994- 
1995, ou environ 4 %? de plus que |l’année 
précédente. Les cinémas ont également 
inscrit des bénéfices en hausse (+ 7 %) a 
62,6 millions de dollars en 1994-1995. La 
fréquentation des ciné-parcs a progresseé de 
9 % par rapport a 1993-1994 pour se chiffrer 
a 2,7 millions. Cependant, les bénéfices des 
ciné-parcs ont accusé un recul de 9 %. 


Le déclin pendant des décennies, puis une 
croissance soutenue 

La fréquentation des cinémas, ciné-parcs 
compris, a enregistré un sommet inégalé de 
256 millions d’entrées en 1952-1953, avant 
que les téléviseurs fassent partie de 
l’équipement ménager standard. Les entrées 
sont tombées a 98 millions en 1963-1964 et 
se sont maintenues a ce niveau au cours des 
deux décennies suivantes. 


Pendant les années 1980-1981 a 1990-1991, 
la prolifération des magnétoscopes et des 
autres formes de matériel de divertissement a 
domicile a entrainé une chute de 21 % de la 
fréquentation des cinémas et des ciné-parcs;

Les ciné-parcs ont rapporté une deuxieme 
hausse annuelle d’affilée, la frequentation 
ayant atteint 2,7 millions en 1994-1995, ou 
9 % de plus que |’année précédente. 


Plusieurs facteurs peuvent expliquer le regain 
d’intérét pour le grand écran. Les cinémas qui 
comptent plusieurs salles de projection 
spacieuses dotées de siéges confortables, 
d’un son numérique et de jeux vidéo sont 
devenus des lieux de divertissement 
attrayants pour les adolescents et les 
familles.

Terre-Neuve a enregistré la plus faible 
fréquentation moyenne, soit environ une 
sortie au cinéma par personne pendant 
année. 


Les cinémas appartenant a des chaines 
attirent beaucoup plus de clients que les 
cinémas indépendants. En 1994-1995, les 
premiers ont attiré en moyenne 85 % de 
l'ensemble des personnes qui sont allées au 
cinéma; 59 % du nombre total de cinémas, 
ciné-parcs compris, faisaient partie de 
chaines. Sur une base individuelle, les 
cinémas appartenant a des chaines ont recu 
en moyenne 181 840 personnes, soit environ 
quatre fois plus que les cinémas 
indépendants (47 260 personnes). 


La fréquentation des cinémas appartenant a 
des chaines est concentrée dans les régions 
métropolitaines.

deux tiers de la fréquentation totale déclarée 
par les cinémas de cette catégorie étaient 
concentrés dans les régions métropolitaines, 
bien que seulement la moitié environ du 
nombre total de cinémas exploités par des 
chaines soit située dans ces zones.

Bénéfices a ia hausse pour les cinémas et 
a la baisse pour les ciné-parcs

augmenté de 7 % pour atteindre 62,6 millions 
de dollars en 1994-1995. Les bénéfices des 
cinémas indépendants ont accusé un écart 
prononcé vers le bas par rapport a ceux des 
cinémas appartenant a des chaines. En 
1994-1995, les cinémas de cette dernieére 
catégorie ont enregistré des bénéfices 
moyens de 165 050 $, soit presque dix fois 
plus que ceux des cinémas indépendants 
(17 860 $).

Les bénéfices des ciné-parcs n’ont pas été 
aussi substantiels en dépit de la 
fréquentation accrue, et les cinémas 
indépendants ont davantage écopé que les 
cinémas appartenant a des chaines.

1,9 million de dollars en 1994-1995, en 
baisse de 9 % par rapport a l'année 
précédente.

Dépenses publiques par habitant au titre de la culture, 1995-1995 
Fédérales Provinciales/territoriales Municipales 
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Les administrations provinciales et territoriales ont consacré un total de 1,82 milliard de dollars a la culture, c’est-a-dire quelque 5 % de moins que l'année 
précédente. C’était seulement la deuxieme baisse en une décennie, aprés un repli de 2 % en 1993-1 994. Les diminutions de dépenses qui ont dépassé la 
moyenne nationale (-5 %) en 1994-1995 ont touché la Colombie-Britannique (-16 %), puis le Nouveau-Brunswick et I’lle-du-Prince-Edouard (-8 % chacun) et la 
Nouvelle-Ecosse (-6 %).

Le secteur du divertissement a domicile 
poursuit son essor 

Bien que l’impact sur les cinémas du secteur 
du divertissement a domicile semble s’étre 
stabilisé, les cinémas continuent de faire face 
a la concurrence de ce secteur. En 1990, par 
exemple, 66 % des ménages possédaient un 
magnétoscope et 71 % étaient abonnés a des 
services de cablodiffusion. Parmi les abonnés 
a ces services, 28 % utilisaient des services 
facultatifs supplémentaires tels que la 
diffusion de films sans messages publicitai- 
res.

Les exportations canadiennes des biens et services culturels 
augmentent a des taux sans précédent (soit pres de 83% entre 
1990 et 1995 pour atteindre un peu moins de 3 milliards de 
dollars). Ces résultats ne peuvent s’expliquer simplement par la 
valeur du dollar canadien. Une demande internationale 
croissante pour les produits et services culturels canadiens et le 
fait que les artistes, les entreprises, petites et grandes, ont 
accepté de relever le défi du marché mondial constituent des 
facteurs explicatifs nettement plus importants. 


Les exportations de produits culturels' (exception faite du 
matériel culturel) ont enregistré une augmentation globale de 
125 % pour se chiffrer a 1,2 milliard de dollars en 1995. Cette 
croissance rapide de nos exportations est diversifiée et se

manifeste dans presque tous les principaux secteurs culturels 
d’exportation, notamment I’édition, le cinéma et l’enregistrement 
sonore. Les données sur le commerce international (exportations 
de produits) indiquent que, entre 1990 et 1995, les exportations 
de livres se sont accrues de 151 % pour s’établir a 246 millions 
de dollars; celles des films cinématographiques, de 133 % pour 
atteindre 65 millions de dollars; et celles des enregistrements, de 
324 % pour se chiffrer a 111 millions de dollars. 


Les Etats-Unis continuent de représenter, incontestablement, 
notre principal marché d’exportation pour tous les domaines 
culturels; en 1995, le marché américain absorbait 84 % des 
exportations de produits culturels (75 % de nos ventes a 
exportation d’enregistrements sonores et 99 % de nos ventes 
de journaux et de périodiques a |’étranger). Nos marchés 
d’exportations traditionnels ont affiché une forte croissance au 
cours de la période allant de 1990 a 1995 (Etats-Unis, 124 %a 
977 millions de dollars; Royaume-Uni, 88 % a 31 millions de 
dollars; France, 36 % a 26 millions de dollars et Allemagne 292 % 
4 13 millions de dollars). Certains marchés non traditionnels ont, 
eux aussi, connu une progression marquée (Chine, 260 % pour 
atteindre prés de 1 million de dollars et Taiwan, 300 % pour 
s’établir a 2 millions de dollars). On observe, toutefois, un recul 
dans la part de notre marché d’exportation de produits culturels 
détenue par divers pays dont le Royaume-Uni et la France qui 
ont accusé des baisses de 17 % et de 40 % respectivement. Ce 
repli peut étre partiellement attribuable a une croissance 
économique plus faible en Europe qu’en Amérique du Nord ou 
que dans la région du Pacifique, mais il s’explique également par 
l'augmentation des échanges commerciaux inter européens.

Commerce des biens et services 

Pour ce qui est du secteur des arts et de la culture, la situation commerciale du Canada 
relativement a celle des autres pays se mesure ici par un systeme comptable comportant 
deux éléments : i) !échange de biens et de produits culturels par des organismes et des 
particuliers; et il) ’@change de services (culturels et non culturels) par des organismes et 
des établissements artistiques et culturels. 


Produits culturels 


Pour évaluer le mouvement des produits culturels vers le Canada ou du Canada vers 
l’étranger, on a retenu les produits culturels suivants a des fins d’analyse : livres 
(ouvrages de fiction et ouvrages non romanesques, ouvrages techniques et 
professionnels, manuels, livres pour enfants, dictionnaires, encyclopédies, et autres 
livres); journaux et périodiques; musique imprimée; autres imprimés (notamment les 
cartes postales, cartes de voeux, calendriers, images imprimées, dessins, photographies 
et affiches); films impressionnés, enregistrements, arts visuels (oeuvres d’art originales, 
autres oeuvres d’art); matériel culturel (matériel photographique, médias imprimés - a 
l'exclusion du papier fin et des rouleaux ou feuilles de papier journal, matériel audio et 


vidéo, instruments de musique). 


Opérations de services par le secteur des arts et de la culture 

Les domaines artistiques et culturels suivants forment la base de l’analyse dans le cadre 
du calcul des opérations de services effectuées par des organismes, des établissements 
et des particuliers : médias écrits, industrie cinématographique, radiodiffusion, industrie 
de l’enregistrement, arts d’interprétation et autres arts de la scene, patrimoine, tourisme 
culturel (p. ex., dépenses des touristes) et publicite. 


Dans la mesure ou les organismes artistiques et culturels génerent des activités 
économiques et des operations de services tant dans les domaines culturels que non 
culturels, il a semblé pertinent et utile d’examiner tous les services se rapportant au 
commerce des produits culturels : i) services culturels compris dans les cots de la 
production ou de la distribution des biens culturels (p. ex., codts de prétirage, droits 
d’auteur, droits de concession de licence des droits d’auteur, publicité, services culturels 
professionnels, dépenses des touristes au titre de la culture); ii) services culturels 
remplagant le commerce de produits (p. ex., location, ventes a |’étranger); et ili) services 
facilitant le commerce de biens et services n’ayant pas nécessairement un lien direct

produits canadiens, un marché offrant 
davantage de débouchés que le marché 
nord-américain de plus en plus saturé. 


Les exportations de services culturels. 
couvrent notamment les dépenses des 
touristes étrangers au titre de la culture au 
Canada, les frais de concession de licence 
pour les droits d’auteur et d’autres transactions 
financiéres de services. Elles représentent 
plus de la moitié (61 %) de l'ensemble des 
exportations de biens et services culturels, 
soit 1,8 milliard de dollars en 1995. Ce 
secteur n’a pas connu une croissance aussi 
vigoureuse que celui des exportations de 
produits, mais il a tout de méme affiché une 
progression de 63 % entre 1990 et 1995. 


Le tourisme culturel donne un élan aux 
résultats d’exportation 

La plus grande partie des recettes de 
sources étrangeres générées par certaines 
activités culturelles (p. ex., festivals, arts 
d’interprétation, établissements du 
patrimoine) ne proviennent pas de tournées 


a l’étranger mais plutdt des touristes 
étrangers venus visiter le Canada pour 
prendre part a ces activités. Le tourisme 
culturel, caractérisé par la mise en place 
d’activités et de manifestations destinées a 
diriger l’intérét des touristes étrangers sur 
les attraits historiques, artistiques ou 
patrimoniaux d’une région, d’un groupe ou 
d’un établissement, constitue l'un des 
moyens utilisés avec succes par certaines 
villes pour se donner une image touristique 
concurrentielle. Outre la diversité d’acti- 
vités culturelles et de festivals, bon nombre 
de touristes sont attirés par les parcs 
nationaux et provinciaux, par les sites histo- 
riques et archéeologiques de méme que les 
musées, ou viennent simplement admirer la 
nature et les grands espaces du Canada. 
Le Canada est en train de s’imposer comme 
une destination touristique importante pour 
un nombre grandissant de voyageurs venus 
de l’étranger. En 1995, les séjours (d’une 
nuit ou plus) d’Américains ont augmenté de 
4 % par rapport a l’année précédente, pour 
atteindre plus de 13 millions de visites- 


personnes. Si les Etats-Unis représentent 
notre principale source de touristes (650 000 
par année), plusieurs autres pays affichent 
néanmoins un nombre de touristes supé- 
rieur a 100 000 par année. En 1995, ona 
observe une hausse, quelquefois trés 
marquée, du nombre de visiteurs en 
provenance de ces pays (11 % pour la 
Grande-Bretagne, 22% pour le Japon, 15 % 
pour l’Allemagne; 33 % pour Hong Kong, 
44 % pour la Corée du Sud et 5 % pour la 
France). 


Il s’agit la d’enjeux importants si l’on 
considere que les dépenses des touristes 
en provenance des Etats-Unis et d’outre- 
mer au titre des loisirs et des activités 
récréatives se chiffrent a 949 millions de 
dollars (dont 60 % sont attribuables aux 
voyageurs américains). Ce montant 
représente 11 % des dépenses totales 
engagées par des touristes étrangers au 
Canada en 1995. Les Canadiens, quant a 
eux, ont dépensé 1,3 milliard de dollars en 
activités récréatives et de loisirs a |’étranger 
(dont 64 % aux Etats-Unis), soit 15 % des 
dépenses totales faites dans le cadre de 
voyages a |’étranger. 


Les sociétés sous contréle étranger 
continuent de dominer 

Au Canada, les sociétés sous contrdle 
étranger dominent les secteurs culturels de 
’édition et de la distribution de livres, de 
l’enregistrement sonore et de la distribution 
des films cinématographiques et des 
vidéos, et les produits culturels importés 
représentent une forte proportion des 
ventes. Les filiales étrangéres (particulierement 
les filiales américaines) font concurrence 
aux sociétés canadiennes et commercialisent 
souvent des produits importés. Ces 
produits ont déja réussi a recouvrer leurs 
couts, en totalité ou en partie, sur leur 
marche intérieur et peuvent donc générer 
des bénéfices plus élevés. 


Les données des quatre derniéres années 
semblent toutefois indiquer un 
rétrécissement de la part de marché 
détenue par les sociétés sous contrdéle 
étranger au Canada. Entre 1990-1991 et 
1993-1994, la part des recettes totales du 
secteur culturel obtenue et contrdélée par 
ces entreprises a quelque peu diminué 
(principalement en raison de la croissance 
du marché canadien de |l’exportation qui a 
presque exclusivement profité aux sociétés 
sous contrdle canadien). 


En 1993-1994, les sociétés sous contrdle 
étranger détenaient : 


e 50 % des recettes provenant de la 
distribution des films cinématographiques et 
des vidéos (y compris 83 % du marché 
du cinéma et 40 % du marché du 
divertissement a domicile), ce qui 
représente un recul appréciable par 
rapport ala part détenue en 1990-1991 
(57 %);

Les sociétés sous contrdle étranger ne 
détiennent qu'une part négligeable du 
marché d’exportation : 5 % des exporta- 
tions de livres, 0 % des exportations de 
films cinématographiques et 1 % des 
exportations d’enregistrements sonores. 
Elles dominent cependant les activités 
d’importation au Canada, accaparant 57 % 
du marché d’importation de livres, 58 % de 
celui des films cinématographiques et 88 % 
des importations d’enregistrements. 


Les sociétés sous contrdéle canadien 
sont aussi actives dans le marché 
d’importation 

Ce sont les sociétés sous contréle 
canadien qui financent la tres grande 
majorité des produits culturels canadiens 
moins rentables, soit les produits souvent 
destinés a de petits creneaux de marché 
axés sur des particularités linguistiques et 
régionales. En regle générale, ces sociétes 
ne peuvent s’autofinancer en comptant 
exclusivement sur les produits canadiens. 
Elles misent donc sur des produits d’impor- 
tation populaires qui représentent 57 % de 
leurs ventes de disques, 44 % de leurs 
ventes de livres et 69 % de la distribution 
de films cinématographiques et de vidéos. 


Les productions a contenu canadien 
continuent d’afficher de bons résultats 
Malgré ce a quoi |’on aurait pu s’attendre, 
importante part du marché accaparée par 
les produits importés tant par les sociétés 
sous contrdle canadien que par les entre- 
prises sous contrdle étranger n’a pas fait 
diminuer ta part de marché revenant aux 
produits et services culturels canadiens.

des distributeurs. Globalement, les 
produits canadiens ont généré environ 16 
% des recettes de distribution en 1993- 
1994, soit 123 millions de dollars, l'un des 
meilleurs résultats enregistrés jusqu’a 
présent. Ce pourcentage varie toutefois 
selon les différents marchés : 17 % pour le 
secteur des divertissements a domicile qui 
comprend la television, la télévision 
payante et la vidéo domestique, et 10% 
pour le secteur du cinéma. Ces deux 
secteurs affichent une progression 
marquée par rapport aux résultats obtenus 
au cours des années 1980. Pour ce qui est 
de la radiodiffusion, les émissions 
canadiennes ont accusé un certain recul 
quant a la part des heures d’écoute dans 
presque toutes les catégories (les 
émissions religieuses et les comédies font 
exception a cet égard).

Les importations de produits culturels 
augmentent moins rapidement que les 
exportations 

Nos librairies, kiosques a journaux, magasins 
de disques, écrans de cinéma et de télévision 
témoignent de la situation du Canada comme 
l'un des principaux importateurs de produits 
culturels au monde. 


Entre 1990 et 1995: 


e 'a valeur des biens et services culturels 
importés (a l’exclusion du matériel 
culturel) s’est chiffrée a 6,0 milliards de 
dollars, soit une hausse de 24 % en cing 
ans; cette augmentation représente 
toutefois moins du tiers du taux de 
croissance des exportations qui, elles, se 
sont accrues de 83 % au cours de la 
méme période pour atteindre tout pres de 
3 milliards de dollars. 


e Les importations d’enregistrements 
sonores ont augmenté de 146 % de 1990 
a 1995, soit le taux de croissance le plus 
élevé parmi les produits culturels. 


e Lavaleur des services culturels importés 
s'est établie a 2,8 milliards de dollars en 
1995, soit une hausse de 21 %. 


Le déficit commercial du secteur culturel 
diminue 

Les données révelent que les exportations, 
qui ne représentaient que le tiers des 


importations en 1990, correspondaient a la 
moitié des importations en 1995. La 
balance des paiements du Canada au 
chapitre des biens et services culturels (a 
exclusion du matériel culturel et des 
services commerciaux non culturels) indique 
donc, entre 1990 et 1995, une réduction du 
déficit commercial qui s’établit a 3,1 milliards 
de dollars, soit une diminution de 5 %. 


Cependant, les nouvelles technologies de 
communications qui permettent de diffuser 
plus facilement davantage de produits 
culturels par dela les frontiéres internationales 
soulevent certaines inquiétudes quant a 
une éventuelle détérioration du déficit com- 
mercial. Il se peut que les effets de telles 
innovations ne soient pas encore ressentis 
ou déterminés dans toute leur ampleur. 


Lavenir semble encourageant 

Notre compétitivité accrue dans le secteur 
des arts et de la culture est attribuable a de 
nombreux facteurs, notamment la maturité 
de nos industries culturelles, l’accroissement 
de la productivité, l’augmentation et la 
spécialisation des activités de commercialisation 
et de promotion, les programmes publics 
d’assistance. Les mesures gouvernementales 
de soutien a |’exportation ont aidé les 
sociétés canadiennes du cinéma et de la 
télévision, de |’édition et de l’enregistrement 
sonore as’imposer sur les marchés 
étrangers, et le succes de ces entreprises a 
largement compenseé le ralentissement du 
taux de croissance intérieur enregistré dans 
certains domaines. 


Sur le plan économique et industriel, les 
activités artistiques et culturelles ont pris un 
sens nouveau au cours de la derniére décennie 
dans la mesure ou elles sont devenues la 
cible de politiques internationales de 
développement économique dans la plupart 
des pays commercants. Ce n’est qu’au 
cours des quelque dix dernieres années 
que le secteur canadien de la culture, 
notamment le secteur de la production de films 
cinématographiques et de vidéos et celui 
de l’enregistrement, a pu faire des percées 
notables sur les marchés extérieurs. 


Le Canada est bien placé pour tirer parti 
des possibilités offertes par les innovations 
et les applications technologiques touchant 
les médias. Ensemble, notre force dans les 
secteurs de la radiodiffusion et des 
télécommunications et une base créatrice 
solide dans le secteur culturel devraient 
nous permettre de nous imposer comme un 
chef de file mondial dans le développement 
de nouveaux programmes et services 
culturels au cours des années a venir.

Saviez-vous que...? Points saillants des données sur les cinémas et les ciné-parcs pour 1994-1995 


En 1994-1995, les entrées aux cinémas ont connu une augmentation pour une troisieme année consécutive, atteignant 81,1 millions, ce qui représente leur 
niveau le plus élevé en sept ans et une hausse de 4 %' par rapport a l'année précédente. Les benefices des cinémas ont également augmente cette année-la 
(+7 %), pour atteindre 62,6 millions de dollars. En 1994-1995, la frequentation des ciné-parcs a progressé de 9 % par rapport a 1993-1994, pour atteindre 2,7 
millions de personnes, soit son niveau le plus élevé en quatre ans. Cependant, leurs bénefices ont subi une baisse de 9 %. 


Ce sont les habitants de l’Alberta et de la Colombie-Britannique qui ont fréquenté le plus les cinémas et les ciné-parcs au Canada, c’est-a-dire plus de trois fois 
par année en moyenne.

Les cinémas appartenant a une chaine attirent beaucoup plus de clients que les cinémas independants. En 1994-1995, ils ont regu en moyenne 181 840 
personnes (cela comprend les ciné-parcs), soit environ quatre fois plus que les cinémas indépendants (47 260). Ce phénomene est attribuable aux avantages 
qu’offrent les cinémas multiécrans des principales chaines et au fait que ces derniéres presentent habituellement les films les plus intéressants sur le plan 
commercial, et ce en exclusivite. 


En 1994-1995, les bénéfices moyens de chaque cinéma appartenant a une chaine étaient de 165 050 $, surpassant de loin ceux des cinémas indépendants 
(17 860 $). Les bénéfices des cinémas appartenant a une chaine ont connu une hausse de pres de 8 %, comparativement a environ 6 % dans le cas des 
cinémas indépendants. De leur cété, les bénéfices des ciné-parcs ont diminué. Par exemple, en 1994-1995, les ciné-parcs appartenant a une chaine ont vu 
leurs bénéfices baisser de 7 %, lesquels sont passés a 42 000 $ par ciné-parc, alors que les bénéfices des ciné-parcs indépendants ont chuté de 36 %, pour 
passer a 9 680 $ par ciné-parc. 


En 1994-1995, méme si le nombre de cinémas a diminué de prés de 3 % pour atteindre 582, le nombre d’écrans est passé a 1682, ce qui représente une 
hausse de pres de 2 %. Les ciné-parcs avaient en moyenne 1,6 écran, nombre qui n’a a peu pres pas changé par rapport a l'année précedente.

Des visees claires 

Le r6le fondamental du contenu dans la 
société de l’information 

Version révisée de I’allocution de Sandra 
Graham, directrice de la politique des 
services de radiodiffusion au ministére du 
Patrimoine canadien, présentée dans le 
cadre du symposium parrainé par l'OCDE 
sous le theme «New Social and Economic 
Approaches to A Multimedia World» et tenu 
les 6 et 7 mars 1996 a Tokyo au Japon 
[traduction] 


La publication de cette allocution dans 
La culture en perspective vise a 
mettre en lumiére le travail accompli par 
divers ministéeres dans le domaine du 
multimédia. Plusieurs articles traitant 
de ce sujet ont paru dans des numéros 
antérieurs de La culture en 
perspective, et |e lecteur est invite a les 
consulter : «Statistique Canada sur 
l’autoroute de l'information» (Vol. 6, n° 4) 
et «Préparation pour le virage de 
Pinforoute» (Vol: 8, n° 1). 


A l’'aube du prochain millénaire, la 
convergence sectorielle, les valeurs 
sociales et la réforme de la reglementation 
soulevent quelques-unes des questions 
clés qui se posent aux décideurs, aux 
gouvernements et aux entreprises. 
Comment maximiser, par le biais des 
nouveaux contenus possibles, les 
retombées potentielles 6normes qu’offre la 
nouvelle société de l'information sur le plan 
économique et social? Quels obstacles au 
développement nous faudra-t-il lever pour 
lancer ce puissant moteur économique? 


Qu’est-ce que la convergence et comment 
touchera-t-elle, avec la société de 
l'information, nos vies quotidiennes au 
cours des cing prochaines années? Par 
"'acceés aux quotidiens multimédias, qui 
combinent texte et vidéo animé et qui 
permettent a chaque personne d’obtenir 
une couverture complete des événements 
qui l'intéressent? Par l’accés a nos 
produits culturels et récréatifs comme les 
films, pieces de théatre et collections de 
musée sur demande par le truchement de 
la télévision, de l’ordinateur ou des deux? 
Par les télépaiements, les teleachats, le 
télétravail a domicile? 


La société de l information n’est pas 
seulement une conjecture sur l’avenir, c'est 
une réalité. Patrimoine canadien a mis ala 
disposition du public un CD-ROM qui 
présente nos 37 parcs nationaux et lieux 
historiques et qui permet a l’utilisateur de 
faire une visite guidée virtuelle des sites sur 
un fond sonore composé de musique et du 
bruit des chutes historiques. La moitié des 
quelque 15 000 écoles canadiennes sont 
maintenant branchées a la société de 
l'information grace au programme Rescol, 
le réseau électronique scolaire. Cet 


ensemble de services, de contenus et 
d’activités de soutien a créé une collectivité 
virtuelle du savoir. Les enseignants, les 
étudiants, les gestionnaires et les parents 
peuvent maintenant partager, créer et 
élaborer matériel et idées partout au pays. 


Linfrastructure de l’information a également 
facilité la mise au point de nouvelles formes 
de soins de santé au Canada. La 
téléconférence médicale (consultation en 
direct entre les médecins spécialistes, les 
soignants locaux et les patients) prend de 
expansion et permet d’améliorer, partout 
au Canada, la qualité des soins médicaux 
qu’il est possible de donner. 


Bien que les services de cette nature 
deviennent monnaie courante dans nos 
vies, nous devons nous rappeler que ces 
produits et services n’apparaissent pas sur 
nos écrans par magie. Ils sont con¢us, 
créés et mis au point par quelqu’un ou, 
dans la plupart des cas, par de 
nombreuses personnes. Ils doivent donc 
étre, al’instar de tous les biens et services, 
commercialisés, vendus et achetés. Toutes 
ces activités se produiront dans une 
nouvelle chaine industrielle qui liera les 
acteurs de nombreux secteurs traditionnels 
s’efforg¢ant ensemble de livrer ces nouveaux 
produits et services. C’est ce qu’on appelle 
la convergence. 


Les défis sur le plan des politiques 

Le défi qu’il nous faudra relever consiste a 
élaborer des politiques et a mettre en place 
des mécanismes permettant de soutenir 
cette chaine industrielle dont la structure se 
modifie rapidement, dont la capacite de 
production reste inconnue et dont les 
circuits de distribution commencent a peine 
a souvrir a l’@chelle mondiale. II importe 
de créer, parallelement a cette nouvelle 
structure industrielle, les systemes 
statistiques requis pour mesurer les effets 
de la société de l'information sur le bien- 
étre économique et social de ses citoyens. 


Dans le cadre des initiatives en matiere de 
politiques, il conviendra également de 
déterminer les attentes des Canadiens a 
l'endroit de la société de information. Une 
étude réalisée en 1995' indique que les 
acheteurs récents d’ordinateurs 
domestiques considéraient initialement leur 
ordinateur d’abord comme un outil pour les 
études ou pour le travail a domicile. II 
s’agissait essentiellement d’un systeme de 
traitement de texte. Cependant, une fois 
qu’ils ont découvert le potentiel réel de 
l'appareil, la plupart d’entre eux ont déclaré 
utiliser l’ordinateur principalement a des 
fins ludiques. 


Les applications multimédias accroissent 
cette «valeur ludique» et stimulent, de plus 
en plus, la vente d’ordinateurs. C’est ce qui 
explique peut-étre que 38 % des ménages 
possédant déja un ordinateur estiment que 
leur systeme accuse un retard et qu’environ 
25 % ont l’intention de le moderniser?. 


Dans le domaine de l’automobile, nous 
avons vu les coussins pneumatiques de 
sécurité passer d’une option spéciale a un 
équipement courant; dans le domaine de 
informatique, le méme phénomene est en 
train de se produire avec les modems, les 
lecteurs de disques optiques compacts, les 
cartes sonores et les haut-parleurs. 


Les Canadiens achetent des systemes 
informatiques et les modernisent 
principalement pour améliorer leur acces 
aux services et aux programmes. Aux yeux 
des consommateurs, l’ordinateur ne sert 
pas uniquement d’outil de travail; il permet 
aussi de fournir du contenu, de l'éducation, 
c’est une vitrine sur notre monde, un moyen 
de communiquer et d’entrer en contact avec 
les autres par la pensée et les idées. 


La société de l’information 

La perception de l’ordinateur comme outil 
de vie a remplacé celle de |’ordinateur 
comme outil de travail, et cette 
transformation s’est fondée sur la prémisse 
qu’une gamme de plus en plus large de 
contenus et de services deviendront 
disponibles. Les citoyens attendent la 
société de |’information, il reste maintenant 
a la mettre a leur portée. 


La société de |’information offre a tous les 
pays, quils soient développés ou en 
développement, des possibilités sans 
précédent de communication, de partage 
d’'idées, de compréhension mutuelle et, 
peut-étre par-dessus tout, de création 
d’emplois et de richesses. 


Les tendances récentes au chapitre des 
achats et de I’utilisation indiquent que 
autoroute de l'information ne se resume 
pas simplement a la transmission de 
données a travers des tubes et des fils de 
communication; elle signale la naissance 
de la société de l’information a laquelle 
participent les Canadiens. Plus précisé- 
ment, l’autoroute de l’information est : 


e le support d’une nouvelle forme 
d’expression culturelle canadienne, 
expression qui doit présenter, dans les 
produits et services disponibles, le reflet 
des Canadiens; 


e ja voie de transmission d’une vision 
canadienne du contenu, de la production 
et de la distribution de produits rentables 
de grande qualité qui utilisent des 
ressources nouvelles et existantes, 
notamment nos actifs culturels et 
créateurs; 


@ un moteur économique qui crée des 
emplois pour les personnes créatrices et 
qualifiées et qui est propulsé non 
seulement par l’industrie mais aussi par 
la demande des consommateurs pour 
des produits et services, le contenu de 
linforoute. 
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Le multimédia 

Le secteur des multimédias joue un réle de 
plus en plus important dans la sociéte de 
linformation. Le terme «contenu 
multimédia» sert a désigner un produit ou 
un service sous forme numérique 
interactive et comportant, sur réseau Ou Sur 
un ordinateur autonome, au moins deux 
des attributs suivants : texte, animation, 
graphique, son et vidéo’. 


Au Canada, ce secteur d’activité récent 
affiche un taux de croissance de loin 
supérieur a celui de l'ensemble de 
l'économie. Les faits suivants en font foi : 


e En 1993, on a vendu 8 millions de 
disques optiques compacts a |’échelle 
mondiale. En 1994, ce nombre a plus 
que doublé (16,5 millions) et, en 1995, il 
a plus que triplé de nouveau (53,9 
millions)*. 


e On estime que, en Amérique du Nord, le 
nombre de titres de disques optiques 
compacts augmentera encore de 25 % 
d’ici 1997°. 


e Les estimations de 1994 visant les 
ménages canadiens indiquent que les 
deux tiers des propriétaires d’ordinateurs 
possédent un lecteur de disques 
optiques compacts et, en moyenne 4,2 
CD-ROM. Parmi les utilisateurs de 
l'Internet et les utilisateurs en direct, ce 
nombre est plus de deux fois plus éleve’®. 


Au cours de la période de cing ans se 
terminant en 1993-1994, l’édition de 
livres, le secteur culturel traditionnel le 
plus engagé dans la production de CD- 
ROM a déclaré une croissance de 16 % 
au chapitre des recettes, tandis que les 
entreprises de production de films 
enregistraient une progression de 71 % 
de leurs recettes au cours de la méme 
période’. 


Bien qu’ils restent tres provisoires, les 
renseignements sur les compagnies 
canadiennes du multimédia® indiquent que 
ces entreprises sont : relativement jeunes, 
détenues par des intéréts privés, 
légerement rentables, axées sur des 
projets, multidisciplinaires, engagées dans 
un éventail d’activités et centrées sur les 
marchés des affaires, de Il’6ducation et des 
gouvernements. En dépit de leur 
orientation multidimensionnelle, ces 
compagnies s’apparentent aux entreprises 
culturelles traditionnelles et, comme ces 
derniéres, elles doivent relever le défi de 
réunir des ressources créatrices, 
techniques et administratives. 


Pour réaliser le potentiel economique et 
social de la société de l'information, les 
gouvernements doivent tirer parti de la 


gamme de mesures dont ils disposent 
(politiques, reglementation et soutien) de 
facon a favoriser la création d’un marché 
autonome, dynamique et concurrentiel de 
contenus. Un tel marché permettrait 
d’assurer la production et la demande a 
long terme de produits multimeédias 
canadiens. Les Canadiens veulent que les 
produits multimédias dont ils se servent 
refletent leur identité et leurs valeurs. 


Les responsabilités des gouvernements 
a l’endroit de la société de l’information 
La base économique de la société de 
l'information au Canada est déja solide et 
ne peut étre négligée. 


e Les retombées directes du secteur des 
arts et de la culture se chiffraient a 29 
milliards de dollars en 1993-1994, et le 
nombre d’emplois directs s’est élevé a 
environ 900 000 dans ce secteur’. 


e Sil’on prend également en considération 
les secteurs des télecommunications et 
des services informatiques, la valeur des 
produits et services liés a la culture et a 
l'information atteint plus de 50 milliards 
de dollars, soit environ 9 % de l'ensemble 
de l'économie, et le nombre d’emplois 
s’établit a environ 1,25 million". 


Pour le gouvernement, le défi consiste a 
créer ou a modifier divers mécanismes de 
fagon a stimuler l’activité intersectorielle 
propre au multimédia et a préserver, 
parallélement, des objectifs de politiques 
distincts pour chacun des secteurs 
culturels. 


Dans le cadre de Sa stratégie globale visant 
a assurer une présence canadienne dans la 
société de l'information, le gouvernement 
fédéral élabore actuellement une strategie 
et un plan d’action sur le multimédia. A 
instar de la Loi sur la radiodiffusion, ces 
mesures viseront a: 


@ soutenir la production, la distribution et la 
diffusion du contenu multimédia canadien; 


e offrir aux entreprises culturelles, aux 
établissements du patrimoine, au secteur 
artistique et aux créateurs la possibilité 
de rejoindre le public par le biais de 
productions multimédias. 


Les gouvernements doivent également 
s’efforcer de veiller a ce que ces nouveaux 
services, qui auront une influence sociale et 
culturelle puissante, jouissent de droits 
égaux et soient soumis a des normes 
égales. Le débat entourant la 
réglementation de la violence, de la 
pornographie et du matériel haineux sur 
l’Internet illustre éloquemment le pouvoir 
social que peut exercer la société de 
information. 


A cet égard, il est possible de tracer un 
parallele avec les mesures de lutte contre 
la violence a la télévision, domaine dans 
lequel le Canada et la technologie 
canadienne (la puce antiviolence) se sont 
imposés comme des chefs de file a 
échelle mondiale. Les radiodiffuseurs, les 
producteurs indépendants et les 
cablodistributeurs canadiens ont adopté un 
code volontaire en matiere de violence en 
décembre 1994. Cette mesure n’a été ni 
élaborée, ni supervisée par le gouvernement, 
mais bien par le milieu lui-méme. 


Les priorités des mesures gouvernemen- 
tales : Convergence des perspectives 

Les discussions interminables sur la 
convergence (les télécommunications et la 
radiodiffusion, !’informatique et la télévision) 
prennent souvent un ton froid et objectif. La 
convergence n’est pas une force irrésistible 
de la nature; c’est le résultat de choix faits 
par des étres humains qui réagissent a 
l’évolution technologique. 


Le débat actuel s’articule principalement 
autour de la question suivante : devons- 
nous laisser les forces du marché nous 
dicter comment ou vers quoi nous 
convergerons? La société de I’information, 
par le biais des produits et services, 
influera sur nos fagons de communiquer, 
d’échanger et de comprendre, et de 
préserver nos valeurs. Il y va de la 
perception que nous avons de nous-mémes 
a titre de membres actifs et a part entiere 
de la société mondiale de l’information. 


Les gouvernements doivent, individuellement 
et collectivement, guider ces choix en 
fonction de leur vision du bien des citoyens, 
des collectivités et des entreprises. Pour 
ce faire, ils doivent définir des intéréts 
communs et agir en consequence. Dans le 
cadre de l’examen de l'économie de la 
société de l'information, l’Organisation de 
coopération et de développement 
économiques doit élargir la portée de ses 
travaux de fagon a mesurer non seulement 
incidence de l’infrastructure mais 
également le contenu que soutient cette 
infrastructure. Qui y aura acces, comment 
et a quel prix? On ne s’étonnera pas que 
certaines questions demeurent sans 
réponse, il importe néanmoins de les poser. 


La convergence technologique se produira. 
Mais ce sont les visées claires que toutes 
les parties concernées doivent élaborer d’un 
commun accord qui permettront de créer 
des sociétés de l'information a notre image. 


Nos sociétés sont distinctes, nos besoins, 
différents; et la convergence technologique 
est en mesure de célébrer le caracteére 
distinct de nos cultures en offrant de 
nouvelles voix, de nouveaux publics et de 
nouvelles formes de communication. |I 
suffit d’avoir des visées claires.

Les travailleurs du secteur culturel exercent diverses activités, 
que ce soit la sculpture, la peinture, la danse, la littérature et 
les emplois a forte intensité technologique dans les domaines 
du cinéma et de la radiodiffusion, en passant par l’administra- 
tion des activités artistiques ainsi que l’archivage des oeuvres 
et la gestion des documents. Comme le secteur culturel 
englobe un large éventail d’entreprises et d’institutions 
(musées, bibliotheques, maisons d’édition, stations de télévi- 
sion et de radio, studios d’enregistrement, etc.), il a toujours 
été ardu de déterminer la taille de sa population active et d’en 
cerner les caractéristiques. Bien qu’elle ne réponde pas a 
tous les besoins en information, |’Enquéte sur la population 
active du secteur culturel (EPASC) constitue la plus impor- 
tante initiative que l’on ait réalisée au Canada afin d’établir le 
profil statistique des personnes qui se livrent a des activités 
culturelles et artistiques. Cette enquéte a été menée a la 
demande de Développement des ressources humaines 
Canada, qui désirait obtenir de l'information en vue de |’élabo- 
ration des programmes de formation et d’emploi destinés au 
secteur culturel. Les résultats de l’EPASC portent sur 

156 600 personnes qui, en 1993, travaillaient avec remune- 
ration ou sans rémunération, mais en vue de faire carriere, 
comme artistes, gestionnaires, autres spécialistes et 
techniciens dans 11 domaines choisis. Ainsi, on a recueilli 
des données sur les caractéristiques démographiques des 
travailleurs, la situation vis-a-vis de |’activité, l’emploi, le 
niveau de scolarité, le revenu et le soutien financier ainsi que 
les répercussions de la technologie sur la carriére.

Quelles sont les caractéristiques démographiques des dan- 
seurs? Quel revenu tirent-ils de leurs activités culturelles? 
Comment ont-ils appris leur art? A leur avis, quelles sont les 
répercussions de la technologie sur leur carriere? Grace a 
l'EPASC, on peut répondre a ces questions et a bien d’autres 
encore. Le présent article met l’'accent sur les réponses fournies 
par 1 300 personnes dont la profession principale en 1993 était 
la danse. D’entrée de jeu, il convient de souligner que ces 
données ne nous permettent pas d’établir le profil de tous les 
danseurs au Canada’. Léchantillon a été constitué uniquement a

On peut également obtenir, contre recouvrement des coits, le 
profil d’autres professions artistiques. De plus, des données 
sur des professions non artistiques (gestionnaires, 
bibliothécaires et archivistes, techniciens et préposés au 
travail de bureau) sont également disponibles. 
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partir des listes de membres des asso- 
ciations, des conseils et des organismes 
culturels associés a la danse. En d’autres 
termes, les données portent uniquement 
sur les danseurs appartenant aux groupe- 
ments ou organismes qui ont fourni la liste 
de leurs membres a Statistique Canada. Il 
peut y avoir des différences notables entre 
ces personnes et les danseurs qui font 
partie d’autres organismes au chapitre des 
caractéristiques démographiques et de 
Vactivité. Toutefois, il s’agit de l'information 
la plus détaillée dont nous disposons a des 
fins d’analyse. 


...davantage de danseuses que de 
danseurs 

La danse est une des rares professions 
artistiques ol les femmes sont beaucoup 
plus nombreuses que les hommes. Plus 
des trois quarts (77 %) des danseurs 
interrogés étaient des femmes. Lartisanat 
constitue la seule autre profession artis- 
tique ol les femmes affichent une nette 
supériorité numérique (70 %). Cela 
contraste vivement avec les données du 
Recensement de 1991 sur la population 
active du secteur culturel dans son en- 
semble : l’écart entre les sexes était moins 
prononcé, les hommes étant un peu plus 
nombreux. D’aprés le Recensement, les 
hommes représentaient 54 % de la popu- 
lation active occupée du secteur culturel, et 
les femmes, 46 %, ce qui correspond 
sensiblement aux proportions observées a 
échelle de la population active totale. 


...davantage de jeunes danseurs 
célibataires 

En 1993, les danseurs constituaient le 
groupe d’artistes le plus jeune, affichant 
une moyenne d’age de 33 ans, suivis des 
designers (moyenne de 38 ans) ainsi que 
des acteurs et des autres artistes du spec- 
tacle (40 ans). Neuf danseurs sur dix 

(87 %) étaient 4gés de 15 a 44 ans. Sans 
doute parce qu’ils sont relativement jeunes, 
les danseurs se sont classés juste derriére 
les acteurs au chapitre de la proportion de 
personnes célibataires (46 %). Trente-huit 
pour cent étaient mariés et 4 % vivaient en 
union libre. La proportion de personnes 
mariées était plus faible (29 %) dans un 
seul groupe d’artistes : les acteurs. 


...les danseurs consacrent moins de 
temps aux études formelles que les 
autres artistes 

La plupart des répondants a |’EPASC, qu’ils 
soient artistes ou non, ont indiqué avoir fait 
des études postsecondaires, a l’universiteé 
ou ailleurs. Quarante-cing pour cent des 
personnes interrogées avaient un dipl6me 
universitaire, comparativement a 15 % dela 
population active totale du Canada. 

Environ la moitié des personnes 
interrogées qui exergaient une profession 
artistique ont déclaré étre titulaires d’un 
dipl6me universitaire. C’est chez les 
danseurs que Ia proportion de dipl6més 
universitaires était la plus faible (24 %). 
Dix-sept pour cent des danseurs ont 
indiqué avoir fait des études universitaires 


sans avoir décroché de dipléme; 15 % 
avaient fait des études postsecondaires 
ailleurs qu’a l’université; 43 % avaient fait 
des études secondaires ou avaient un 
niveau de scolarité moindre. Par compa- 
raison, seulement 18 % de tous les artistes 
avaient fait des études secondaires ou 
avaient un niveau de scolarité moindre, 
celui-ci étant le plus haut niveau de 
scolarité systématique atteint. 


D’aprés une étude sur le secteur culturel 
(Réalisons l'avenir: Laudio-visuel et les arts 
du spectacle : Enjeux en matiére de 
ressources humaines*), si le pourcentage 
de danseurs qui ont fait des études post- 
secondaires est plus faible, c’est sans 
doute parce qu’ils sont trés jeunes lorsqu’ils 
amorcent leur formation professionnelle. 
En effet, ils peuvent étre appelés tres tét a 
choisir entre les études postsecondaires et 
la danse. Lorsqu’on a demandé aux 
danseurs d’indiquer comment ils avaient 
acquis leurs compétences et leurs 
connaissances professionnelles, la 
formation en cours d’emploi a été men- 
tionnée le plus souvent (33 %), suivie, de 
loin, de l'université (12 %) ainsi que des 
ateliers et des séminaires (12 %). D’apres 
étude sectorielle, l’apprentissage par la 
pratique est tres important pour tous les 
travailleurs du secteur culturel. 


Parmi les répondants a l’enquéte, les 
danseurs ont indiqué dans ia plus forte 
proportion avoir voulu suivre une formation 
culturelle en 1993, mais ne l’ont pas fait 

(42 %). Au deuxiéme rang, on retrouve les 
artisans (41 %), suivis des acteurs (39 %) 
et des designers (38 %). Le cotit trop élevé 
(59 %) et le manque de temps (20 %) 
constituent les raisons le plus souvent 
invoquées par les danseurs, comme par les 
membres des autres professions artistiques 
a cet égard. 


Les danseurs et le marché du travail 

A instar des autres artistes, de nombreux 
danseurs cumulaient plusieurs emplois. 
Les personnes dont la profession principale 
était la danse occupaient en moyenne 

deux emplois en 1993; cependant, les 
emplois secondaires n’étaient pas forcé- 
ment liés a la danse ni méme a la culture. 
Le nombre moyen d’emplois occupés était 
plus élevé chez les danseurs que chez 
l'ensemble des artistes (1,7 emploi), méme 
si le nombre de semaines de travail par 
année n’était pas beaucoup plus grand. Au 
moins 42 % des danseurs ont déclaré 

20 semaines de travail ou moins pour tous 
leurs emplois en 1993, alors qu’un peu plus 
de la moitié (54 %) ont travaillé plus de 

40 semaines durant l’année. Ce 
pourcentage est inférieur a celui enregistré 
dans les autres professions artistiques a 
l'exception des écrivains et des artisans, et 
est égal a celui des musiciens. Bien que la

durée de la semaine de travail des 
danseurs soit loin d’étre exceptionnelle 
chez les artistes, prés de la moitié (42 %) 
des danseurs ont déclaré moins de 

20 heures de travail par semaine. Par 
contre, 58 % des personnes dont |’emploi 
principal était la danse travaillaient plus de 
40 heures par semaine. 


Alors que la catégorie «travailleurs auto- 
nomes seulement» représentait pres de 
60 % des artistes, cette proportion était 
réduite de moitié chez les danseurs. 


Revenu : les danseurs cedent le pas aux 
autres artistes 

Selon l'étude sectorielle, bien des gens font 
carriere dans le domaine des arts parce 
qu’il importe que leur vie professionnelle ait 
un sens a leurs yeux. La plupart des 
artistes du spectacle, et les danseurs ne 
font pas exception, parlent d’un appel 
irrésistible ou d’une passion pour la scene. 
Malheureusement, bien que la satisfaction 
professionnelle soit souvent élevée, les 
compensations financiéres soit bien 
souvent trop basses, tout particulierement 
dans le cas des danseurs. Le revenu 
moyen qu’ils tiraient de leurs activités 
culturelles s’élevait a 14 400 $ en 1993, 
comparativement a 20 300 $ pour 
l'ensemble des artistes. Toutes sources 
confondues (y compris les activités non 
culturelles), le revenu moyen des danseurs 
passe a 16 300 $. Cela demeure 
néanmoins bien en-decga de la moyenne 
des artistes dans leur ensemble (25 400 $) 
et de la population active occupée au 
Canada (30 200 $) en 1993. 


Comme les revenus peuvent varier consi- 
dérablement au sein d’un groupe pro- 
fessionnel du secteur culturel, il est utile 
d’analyser le revenu médian. Il s’agit de la 
valeur qui partage en deux groupes egaux 
les revenus déclarés, la moitié des revenus 
étant supérieurs au revenu médian et 
autre moitié, inférieurs. Le revenu médian 
s’avere moins biaisé que les autres 
mesures, car il fait abstraction des valeurs 
aberrantes (les danseurs dont le revenu est 
extrémement faible ou élevé). Dans le cas 
des danseurs, le revenu médian tiré des 
activités culturelles s’élevait a 11 800 $, ce 
qui est inférieur a la moyenne de 14 400 $. 
Les danseurs sont sensiblement au méme 
niveau que l'ensemble des artistes au 
chapitre du revenu médian tiré des activités 
culturelles (11 500 $). 


D’autre part, il y a tres peu d’écart entre le 
revenu total médian (toutes sources de 
revenu confondues) et le revenu total 
moyen des danseurs (16 800 $ compara- 
tivement a 16 300 $); cela demeure 
inférieur au revenu total médian de I’en- 
semble des artistes (19 400 $). 


Répercussions des changements 
technologiques 

Par rapport aux autres groupes d’artistes, 
les danseurs étaient les moins susceptibles 
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d’étre touchés par les changements techno- 
logiques. Le tiers (34 %) d’entre eux ont 
déclaré que les changements technolo- 
giques avaient eu un impact sur leur vie 
professionnelle depuis 1990, ce qui est 
environ la moitié du pourcentage enregistré 
pour l'ensemble des artistes (63 %). Ces 
résultats n’ont rien de surprenant, car, 
fondamentalement, la danse constitue une 
fagon de s’exprimer a l'aide du corps 
humain, qui n’a pas encore été remplacé 
par la machine. Si elle n’a guére eu 
d’impact sur la danse, la technologie a sans 
contredit laissé une empreinte sur la choré- 
graphie et la conception de décors. Plus de 
80 % des membres du groupe profes- 
sionnel des directeurs artistiques, des 
producteurs et des chorégraphes ont 
indiqué que les changements technolo- 
giques avaient eu un effet sur leur travail au 
cours des trois années précédentes. 


La plupart des artistes qui ont déclaré avoir 
été touchés par les changements technol- 
ogiques depuis 1990 n’ont pas été formés 
afin de s’y adapter; a ce chapitre, les dan- 
seurs ne font pas exception. Les trois 
quarts des danseurs interrogés n’ont pas 
suivi une telle formation comparativement a 
72 % de tous les artistes. 


La danse, toujours la danse 

En résumé, les danseurs sont relativement 
plus jeunes et moins susceptibles d’étre 
mariés que de nombreux autres artistes. 
lls occupent souvent plusieurs emplois 
simultanément et sont peu rémunérés pour 
leur travail. En raison des exigences rela- 
tives a l’'apprentissage de leur profession, 
les danseurs ont tendance a ne pas suivre 
le méme cheminement que nombre de 
leurs confréres artistes en matiére de for- 
mation et de perfectionnement. Ils sont 
beaucoup moins susceptibles d’obtenir un 
dipl6me universitaire étant donné que la 
formation en cours d’emploi est plus 
importante. Oo 


Pour faire plus ample 
connaissance avec le 
SCIAN 


(Systeme de classification des 
industries de l’Amérique du Nord)

Dans le dernier numéro de La culture en 
perspective, le lecteur a pu constater que 
l'on est en train de réviser en profondeur, 
en Amérique du Nord, la structure de 
codage dont on se sert pour recueillir, com- 
piler et diffuser des statistiques sur les 
entreprises canadiennes (voir «Introduction 
au SCIAN», La culture en perspective, vol. 
8, n° 1). Cette révision a lieu en collabo- 
ration avec les bureaux de statistique des 
Etats-Unis et du Mexique. II faut se 
rappeler que I’ajout d’une quelconque 


activité ala classification ne signifie pas 
automatiquement que des données de 
Statistique Canada seront disponibles a ce 
niveau. Nous sommes plutét en train 
d’élaborer une structure qui permettra de 
faire en sorte que, dans toutes les en- 
quétes actuelles et futures, les établisse- 
ments dont les procédés de production se 
ressemblent seront classifiés de fagon 
uniforme. 


Dans l'article précédent, nous avons in- 
diqué la raison d’étre de la révision, énu- 
méré les critéres servant a définir les 
classes industrielles et décrit en détail le 
nouveau secteur «Information et industries 
culturelles». Dans le présent article, nous 
allons décrire l'autre grand secteur culturel, 


c’est-a-dire les «Arts, spectacles et loisirs». 


Ce secteur compte trois sous-secteurs : 
Arts d’interprétation, sports-spectacles et 
activités connexes; Etablissements du 
patrimoine; Loisirs, divertissement, loteries 
et jeux de hasard. 


Arts d’interprétation, sports-spectacles 
et activités connexes 

Ce sous-secteur regroupe les établisse- 
ments qui produisent ou organisent des 
spectacles sur scene exécutés par des 
acteurs, des chanteurs, des danseurs, des 
formations musicales et des musiciens, des 
athletes et d’autres professionnels du 
spectacle. Il comprend également des 
professionnels du spectacle indépendants 
et les établissements qui administrent leur 
carriere. Ce sous-secteur est beaucoup 
plus détaillé qu’il ne |’était dans la Classifi- 
cation de 1980. 


La classification reconnait quatre pro- 
cessus fondamentaux : la production 
d’événements, la promotion et la pré- 
sentation d’événements, la gestion et la 
représentation des professionnels du 
spectacle et, enfin, les activités consistant 
a fournir les competences artistiques, 
créatrices et techniques nécessaires a la

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production de ces représentations sur 
scene. Les quatre classes proposées pour 
les arts d’interprétation sont définies en 
fonction des compétences particuliéres des 
professionnels du spectacle qui participent 
aux représentations. Dans la version anté- 
rieure de la Classification type des indus- 
tries (celle de 1980), les compagnies d’arts 
d’interprétation, les promoteurs et les 
artistes indépendants étaient tous regrou- 
pés sous un seul code : «Agences de 
spectacles et artistes». Mais la structure 
révisée offre beaucoup plus de détails en 
départageant les troupes de théatre, de 
danse et de musique et les artistes indé- 
pendants non musiciens. De plus, selon la 
procédure prescrite, le Canada détaillera 
encore davantage le codage de la structure 
de classification accompagnant le présent 
article. (Ce codage a cing chiffres est 
autorisé dans le cadre du systeme nord- 
américain, pourvu que les détails supplé- 
mentaires puissent se fondre dans la 
classification a quatre chiffres du SCIAN.) 
Au Canada, les catégories Compagnies de 
théatre, sauf compagnies de comédie 
musicale, et Compagnies de comédie 
musicale et d’opéra recevront un code a 
cing chiffres sous la rubrique Compagnies 
de théatre. 


La structure proposée établit une distinction 
claire entre les compagnies d’arts d’inter- 
prétation et les artistes (indépendants). 
Bien qu’il ne s’agisse pas d’un phénoméne 
propre au monde des arts et du spectacle, 
le travail a la pige est particulierement 
important dans ce secteur, et la distinction 
établie entre cette activité et l’activité de 
production enrichit le processus de diffé- 
rentiation. Il est toutefois difficile d’appli- 
quer cette méthode dans le cas des 
formations musicales (compagnies) et des 
musiciens, surtout dans le cas des 
formations de musique populaire. Ces 
établissements tendent a étre peu struc- 
turés, et il peut se révéler difficile de 
distinguer les compagnies des pigistes. 
C’est pourquoi le SCIAN regroupe les 
formations musicales et les musiciens dans 
une méme classe. 


La structure du SCIAN comprend deux 
classes sous Promoteurs (présentateurs) 
d’événements artistiques, sportifs et autres, 
une pour ceux qui possedent leurs propres 
installations et autre pour ceux qui n’en 
ont pas, ce qui permet de souligner les 
differences considérables au chapitre des 
structures de coits. 


Sous-secteur du patrimoine 

Le sous-secteur des Etablissements du 
patrimoine comprend les établissements 
qui se consacrent a la préservation et a 
l'exposition d’objets, de lieux et de me- 
rveilles naturelles ayant une valeur histo- 
rique, culturelle et éducative. Les quatre 
classes de ce sous-secteur sont les sui- 
vantes : Musées (y compris les musées 
d’art), Lieux historiques et d’intérét 
patrimonial, Jardins botaniques et 
zoologiques et Autres établissements du 


patrimoine. Dans le sous-secteur des 
Etablissements du patrimoine, |’activité 
Autres établissements du patrimoine se 
subdivise en deux catégories a cing chiffres 
: Parcs naturels et aires de conservation et 
Autres établissements du patrimoine. Cette 
derniere catégorie comprend les centres 
d’exposition, les centres d’art autogérés et 
les centres d’interprétation. 


Sous-secteur des loisirs, du 
divertissement, des loteries et des 

jeux de hasard 

Le sous-secteur Loisirs, divertissement, 
loteries et jeux de hasard compte trois 
groupes principaux. Le groupe Installations 
sportives et récréatives englobe des 
établissements qui exploitent et mettent a la 
disposition des clients des installations ot 
ceux-ci peuvent pratiquer activement un 
sport ou une activité récréative. Les cing 
classes composant ce groupe couvrent les 
types d’installations les plus populaires en 
Amérique du Nord. Le groupe Installations 
de divertissement englobe les 
établissements qui exploitent et mettent a la 
disposition des clients des lieux et des 
installations utilisés principalement a des 
fins de divertissement. Enfin, le groupe 
Loteries et jeux de hasard comprend les 
exploitants de casinos, de loteries, de 
salles de bingo ainsi que d’autres 
établissements dont l’activité principale se 
rapporte aux jeux de hasard. 


Changement de classification - profiter 
au maximum d’une amelioration 

Dans les catégories des promoteurs (pré- 
sentateurs), le fait de combiner les sports 
et les arts d’interprétation constitue une 
limite importante de la classification de 
1997. Cependant, nous étudions la possi- 
bilité de séparer les arts et les sports en 
deux catégories distinctes. De méme, la 
classification ne fait pas de distinction entre 
entreprises culturelles avec ou sans but 
lucratif. Nous prévoyons, toutefois, que 
l'ajout, dans nos enquétes, de questions 
sur la nature de l’entreprise nous permettra 
de départager ces deux populations. En ce 
qui concerne le vaste éventail de métiers 
qui entrent dans la catégorie des «Artistes, 
auteurs et interpretes indépendants,» c’est- 
a-dire des musiciens ambulants jusqu’aux 
chorégraphes, en passant par les acteurs, 
les visualistes, les magiciens et les 
cinéastes, il ne faut pas oublier que toute 
tentative d’enquéter sur ce groupe de 
personnes aurait lieu en fonction d’une 
classification des professions, plutét qu’a 
l'aide d’un code commun de classification 
des activités économiques. Par 
conséquent, I’hétérogénéité de cette 
activité ne présentera pas, en soi, de 
probleme. 


De fagon générale, dans le domaine cultu- 
rel, les détails supplémentaires offerts par 
la nouvelle structure profiteront a tous les 
utilisateurs de données (voir l’article 
d’accompagnement : «Que signifie pour 
vous le SCIAN ?>»). 
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SEL ST a ET 
Que signifie pour vous le 
SCIAN ? 


Si vous travaillez dans le secteur des arts 
et de la culture au Canada, vous savez 
sans doute qu’il est important de disposer 
d’une information de qualité lorsqu’il est 
question de mesurer le rendement de votre 
secteur d’activité, de cerner ses forces et 
faiblesses par comparaison avec les autres 
secteurs, d’évaluer les politiques gouverne- 
mentales et la législation et, chose de plus 
en plus fréquente, de faire face aux réduc- 
tions de financement et aux restrictions 
financiéres. Bon nombre d’entre vous se 
tournent vers Statistique Canada lorsque 
vous voulez obtenir une telle information. 


Certains considérent les enquétes menées 
dans le cadre du Programme de la sta- 
tistique culturelle (PSC) comme la seule 
source valable de statistiques sur les arts 
et la culture. Toutefois, de plus en plus 
souvent, nous essayons de trouver d’autres 
sources de données déja existantes ayant 
un lien avec la recherche dans le domaine 
des arts et de la culture. Statistique 
Canada réalise un grand nombre d’en- 
quétes sur les ménages et les entreprises, 
enquétes qui permettent bien souvent de 
recueillir une information utile pour nos 
clients. Cependant, nous ne disposons pas 
d’instruments de recherche qui nous per- 
mettraient premierement de trouver, et 
deuxiémement d’extraire l'information 
pertinente que peuvent contenir les nom- 
breuses bases de données. Par exemple, il 
ne nous est pas possible de puiser des 
données sur les compagnies discogra- 
phiques dans les résultats de bon nombre 
des diverses enquétes sur l’emploi. 


Cette situation est attribuable au fait que la 
plupart des enquétes de Statistique 
Canada (sauf celles du PSC) se fondent 
sur la Classification type des industries 
(CTI) de 1980 et que, dans le systeme 
actuel, il n’existe pas de classification 
industrielle unique pour quantité d’indus- 
tries culturelles, par exemple les com- 
pagnies discographiques. Ces derniéres 
sont plutét classées soit dans le secteur de 
la fabrication, ot les données a leur sujet 
sont amalgamées aux données sur les 
compagnies de reproduction de disques et 
de cassettes et les fabricants d’instruments 
de musique, soit dans le secteur du com- 
merce de gros. Linformation recueillie sur 
ces compagnies dans le cadre de ces 
sondages est a toutes fins utiles inexis- 
tante. De méme, de trés nombreux autres 
domaines du secteur culturel sont trés mal 
couverts par le systeme de la CTI de 1980. 


C’est dans ce contexte que la conversion 
au Systeme de classification des industries 
de l’Amérique du Nord (SCIAN) pourra 
présenter un grand intérét pour vous qui 
essayez d’approfondir vos connaissances 
des arts et de la culture au-dela de 
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l'information présentée dans les enquétes 
menées dans le cadre du PSC. Le 
nouveau systéme de classification, en 
cours d’élaboration, permettra de classer 
les divers domaines du secteur des arts et 
de la culture en autant d’industries indépen- 
dantes au sein de l’économie. Qui plus est, 
il s’agit du premier systeme a reconnaitre 
que l’activité des organismes culturels est 
reliée a la propriété intellectuelle, non aux 
biens matériels. Par exemple, les éditeurs 
de musique s’occupent de droit d’auteur, 
non de musique en feuille. De méme, 
l'activité des éditeurs de livres consiste a 
trouver, faire paraitre, distribuer et 
commercialiser des écrits, indépendam- 
ment du format. Ils ne sont pas engagés 
essentiellement dans la fabrication de 
produits matériels composés de feuilles de 
papier reliées. Dans le SCIAN, quantité 
d’industries culturelles autrefois incluses 
dans le secteur de la fabrication feront 
partie d’un nouveau groupe industriel 
nommeé «Information et industries cultu- 
relles». La fabrication de produits mateériels 
particuliers ne constituera plus l’activité qui 
les définira. Par conséquent, lorsqu’un 
éditeur de livres commencera a faire 
paraitre des CD-ROM, on continuera de le 
considérer comme un éditeur de livres. 


Dans le SCIAN, les industries et les ins- 
titutions culturelles sont définies d’une 
facon qui refléte plus fidelement la nature 
de leurs activités. Elles ne sont plus 
noyées dans un moule industriel defini par 
les activités de fabrication, le commerce de 
gros et les services de divertissement. 
Donc, les données recueillies au moyen du 
nouveau systéme présenteront plus de 
pertinence pour les analystes du secteur 
culturel. Qu’en résultera-t-il pour les utili- 
sateurs de nos statistiques ? Le véritable 
avantage découlera de la possibilité de 
mettre a profit une plus vaste gamme de 
sources de données de Statistique Canada. 
En outre, comme le SCIAN sera utilisé 
également aux Etats-Unis et au Mexique, 
les données sur les secteurs culturels 
américain et mexicain seront recueillies 
suivant les mémes définitions industrielles 
qu’au Canada, ce qui devrait faciliter 
considérablement les comparaisons entre 
les trois pays. 


Pour terminer, il convient de donner un mot 
d’avertissement. Lutilisation de classifica- 
tions culturelles nouvelles et améliorées ne 
sera pas nécessairement synonyme de 
données nouvelles et améliorées dans tous 
les domaines. La nouvelle structure devrait 
en fait mettre l’accent sur les domaines 
pour lesquels il n’existe pas de données 
utilisables actuellement. Il est possible que 
les industries incluses de fraiche date dans 
les classifications ne soient pas couvertes 
par les enquétes existantes ou n’y soient 
pas représentées adéquatement. Par 
exemple, les données sur des industries 
comme celles de la publication de musique 
et des services d’information en direct 
resteront limitées, voire inexistantes, 
jusqu’a ce qu’on ait élaboré des instru- 


ments d’enquéte adéquats et amélioré les 
bases de sondage existantes. Pour 
certaines industries, le SCIAN enrichira 
peut-étre la gamme des données disponi- 
bles, tandis que pour d’autres, il pourra tout 
au plus permettre de déceler les lacunes, 
que nous pourrons essayer a plus long 
terme de combier. Nous avons déja 
commencé a chercher en collaboration 
avec d’autres ministéres et des associa- 
tions industrielles des moyens de constituer 
des bases de données plus vastes sur les 
divers secteurs culturels. Ont occupé une 
place d’importance dans ce processus les 
efforts déployés au moment de |’élaboration 
du SCIAN pour assurer la qualité des 
définitions industrielles. Cela s’est fait en 
collaboration avec bon nombre des utili- 
sateurs de nos données. Nous leur 
sommes reconnaissants de l'aide qu’ils 
nous ont fournie a cet égard. 


Al’heure actuelle, nous ne disposons pas 
des ressources requises pour élargir le 
champ d’observation des enquétes. Toute- 
fois, nous espérons pouvoir le faire dans les 
années a venir, de facon a ce que les en- 
quétes couvrent toutes les composantes de 
la nouvelle structure. La réalisation de cet 
espoir dépendra du soutien que nous 
fournira &€ ce moment-la la communauté 
culturelle, laquelle inclut bien sar les minis- 
téres gouvernementaux concernés, au

Un nouveau programme de statistique 
sportive est lance 


Le sport amateur et le sport professionnel 
font partie intégrante de la vie canadienne 
depuis des générations. Des milliers de 
Canadiens pratiquent des sports d’équipe 
tels que le hockey, le baseball et le soccer, 
tandis que d’autres se mesurent seuls a 
d’autres adversaires, par exemple au tennis 
ou au plongeon, ou encore essaient d’aller 
au bout d’eux-mémes en courant des 
marathons. Un nombre considérable 
d’entraineurs et d’organisateurs travaillent 
bénévolement au sein de groupes liés a la 
condition physique et au sport amateur. Au 
fil des ans, les Canadiens, grands amateurs 
de hockey et de football professionnels, 
sont aussi devenus de plus en plus 
nombreux a assister aux matchs de 
baseball et de basket-ball. Limportance 
des sports pour les Canadiens est donc 
incontestable : des données tirées d’une 
étude (du Centre de recherches Décima 
Ltée) semblent indiquer que la majorite des 
Canadiens (90 %) reconnaissent que le 
sport fait autant partie de la culture 
canadienne que la musique, le cinéma ou la 
littérature. De plus, en 1995 au Forum 
mondial sur Il’activité physique et le sport, le 
premier ministre Jean Chrétien a souligne 
que «\l’activité physique et le sport sont 
profondément enracinés dans la culture 
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canadienne». Selon l'UNESCO, la défini- 
tion de la culture inclut sans contredit le 
sport, un concept repris dans la nouvelle 
publication du Programme de la statistique 
culturelle, soit Le Canada, sa culture, son 
patrimoine et son identité : Perspective 
statistique (n° 87-211 au catalogue). 


Sur le plan économique, les chiffres sont 
impressionnants. On a estimé qu’en 1992, 
a l’échelle nationale, la valeur des biens et 
services achetés qui étaient liés aux sports 
a atteint plus de 4,1 milliards de dollars. 
Quant a la part du PIB attribuable 
directement et indirectement aux industries 
sportives, elle a atteint 9,6 milliards de 
dollars en 1992-1993. Le nombre 
correspondant d’emplois liés directement 
ou indirectement au sport totalisait presque 
214 000. 


Maigré la disponibilité de telles données, 
les décideurs des secteurs public et privé, 
qui s’efforcent de créer et de promouvoir au 
Canada des programmes de sport amateur 
et de sport professionnel, ne disposent pas 
suffisamment de données sur |’impact du 
sport. Voila pourquoi Sport Canada et le 
Programme de la statistique culturelle de 
Statistique Canada ont réecemment joint 
leurs efforts pour mettre sur pied un 
programme de recherche sur la statistique 
sportive. Celui-ci a comme objectifs de 
définir et de conceptualiser ce qui se 
rattache au sport, d’intégrer et d’analyser 
les données existantes provenant de 
diverses sources et, au besoin, de créer de 
nouveaux moyens de recueillir des 
données, et ce, afin de pouvoir fournir des 
données completes sur les sports. Ces 
objectifs seront atteints au moyen de 
consultations que tiendront Statistique 
Canada et Sport Canada avec des repre- 
sentants de ministéres fédéraux et 
provinciaux et du secteur privé. 


Nous souhaiterions connaitre a la fois vos 
besoins en matiére de données sur les 
sports et la nature de celles dont vous 
disposez déja. Votre collaboration nous 
aidera grandement a mettre en vigueur un 
programme de statistique sportive cohérent 
et fiable.

Préparation pour le virage de I’inforoute 


Cet article, qui repose sur un autre article plus complet paru recemment dans Tendances sociales canadiennes', a été adapté 
pour faire ressortir les effets sur la culture de I’émergence de la société planétaire de I’information 


Les progrés réalisés dans les domaines des télecommunications 
et de l’informatique ont suscité une véritable révolution du 
traitement de l’information dont les effets pourraient bien étre 
aussi marquants que ceux de la révolution industrielle, au siecle 
dernier. En effet, l’évolution rapide des réseaux téléphoniques et 
informatiques, et des réseaux de cablodistribution et de radio- 
diffusion par satellite, de méme que les percées technologiques 
au chapitre de la vitesse de traitement de l’information par les 
ordinateurs et de leur capacité de stockage de celle-ci, ont 
contribué a l’'avenement de la révolution télematique. 


Depuis plusieurs décennies, on trouve couramment téléphones et 
téléviseurs dans pratiquement tous les ménages canadiens. Ces 
derniéres années toutefois, les progres technologiques, conjugués 
a une diminution des prix des produits, ont permis aux consom- 
mateurs d’avoir accés 4 une gamme croissante de produits et de 
services de pointe. En conséquence, de plus en plus de Cana- 
diens se sont abonnés a un service de cablodistribution et se sont 
dotés de magnétoscopes, de lecteurs de disques compacts, 
d’antennes de réception des signaux de satellite, de télecopieurs, 
d’ordinateurs, de lecteurs de disques compacts-ROM et de 
modems. La présence accrue dans les foyers de ces innovations 
technologiques est en voie de changer la fagon dont nombre de 
personnes consacrent leur temps au travail, a leurs activites 
d’apprentissage et a leurs loisirs. 


Les Canadiens semblent suivre le pas de |’évolution de leur milieu 
de vie ou la technologie est toujours plus présente, comme en 
témoigne leur connaissance de plus en plus élevée du fonctionne- 
ment des ordinateurs. Au fur et a mesure que |’autoroute de 
l'information (appelée aussi inforoute) evolue, le nombre d’appli- 
cations de la technologie dont on peut tirer parti depuis le foyer ne 
cesse d’augmenter. A ce jour, ces innovations sont cependant 
surtout accessibles aux ménages a revenu élevé. 


Linfrastructure de ja technologie de |’information a évolué 


Lautoroute de l’information est en quelque sorte «un réseau de 
réseaux», qui permet l’@change d’information. Outre |’information 
se présentant sous forme de texte, l’inforoute facilite également 
l'utilisation interactive de l'information élaborée sous forme 
graphique et sous forme de signaux aussi bien sonores que

visuels. Bien que les grandes entreprises de télécommunication et 
de cablodistribution se disputent la part du marché des services 
d'information, d’autres médias, dont les entreprises de radio- 
diffusion directe a domicile par satellite, pourraient bien devenir 
d’aussi importants fournisseurs de services qui seront assures 
par !’entremise de l’inforoute. 


Le fonctionnement de certains éléments de |’6quipement ménager 
servant au traitement de l’information, notamment les télécopieurs 
et les modems, repose sur l’utilisation de lignes télephoniques 
ordinaires. En outre, différentes installations de commutation et de 
communication avancées rendent les systemes téléphoniques tres 
interactifs. Toutefois, les fils dont sont couramment munis ces 
systemes ne permettent de transmettre que des documents 
graphiques de faible ou de moyenne qualité et des textes. Par 
ailleurs, les principales entreprises de télécommunication du 
Canada s’emploient activement a accroitre la capacité et la 
vitesse de transmission de leurs réseaux. 


Pour leur part, les réseaux de cablodistribution ont recours a des 
lignes capables de traiter des documents graphiques de qualité 
supérieure, des signaux d’animation, des signaux vidéo et des 
applications interactives sur ordinateur. Jusqu’a présent, les 
services de cablodistribution n’ont cependant été offerts qu’uni- 
latéralement par les distributeurs aux consommateurs. On compte 
a ’heure actuelle au Canada environ 1 800 réseaux de cablo- 
distribution auxquels sont reliés pres de 8 millions de ménages. 
Environ 97 % des ménages canadiens sont situés dans des 
régions desservies par les cablodistributeurs. A l’instar des 
entreprises de télecommunication, les entreprises de cablo- 
distribution sont en voie de moderniser leurs réseaux en y 
intégrant les plus récents progres technologiques. 
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Plus de ménages canadiens utilisent des 
produits et des services de pointe 


En matiere de technologie de |’information, 
les Canadiens ont démontre qu’ils pouvaient 
adopter rapidement de nombreux nouveaux 
produits d’application domestique. Ainsi, en 
1994, 79 % des ménages possédaient au 
moins un magnétoscope, une hausse fara- 
mineuse par rapport a 1983 (6 %). De 
méme, la proportion de ménages canadiens 
dotés d’un lecteur de disques compacts est 
passée a 41 % en 1994, comparativement a 
8 % en 1988 (la premiere année de collecte 
de ces données). Toujours en 1994, plus de 
400 000 ménages (4 %) avaient un télé- 
copieur. 


Dans le but de profiter de services élargis 
de programmation télévisuelle et d’un plus 
grand choix d’émissions, prés des trois 
quarts (74 %) des ménages étaient abonnés 
a un service de cablodistribution en 1994, 
une forte progression par rapport a 1977 
(47 %). Bien sur, certains ménages, notam- 
ment en milieu rural, n’ont pas acces a un 
service de cablodistribution. lls doivent donc 
utiliser une antenne de réception des 
signaux de satellite pour avoir acces a une 
programmation télévisuelle plus diversifiee; 
en 1993, 3 % des ménages canadiens 
possédaient ainsi une antenne parabolique 
orientable. Toutefois, cette proportion devrait 
vraisemblablement augmenter étant donne 
que les nouveaux services de radiodiffusion 
directe a domicile par satellite seront en 
mesure de concurrencer les services de 
cablodistribution déja établis. 


Le nombre de propriétaires d’ordinateur 
personnel s’est également accru. La com- 
mercialisation de matériel et de logiciels 
nouveaux et la diminution des prix de ces 
derniers, conjuguées a la possibilité pour les 
utilisateurs de se raccorder a des réseaux et 
a des services informatiques de plus grande 
envergure, ont ajouté plus que jamais a 
lattrait de l’acquisition d’un ordinateur 
personnel. En 1994, 25 % des ménages 
canadiens (2,6 millions) possédaient un 
ordinateur comparativement a 10 % en 
1986. Ces chiffres excluent les ordinateurs 
utilisés strictement pour affaires et ceux qui 
ne servaient que pour des jeux électro- 
niques. Par ailleurs, 1 ordinateur personnel 
sur 3 (34 %) est muni d’un modem. Cet 
appareil permet de transmettre et de 
recevoir l'information par ligne télephonique, 
de sorte que les ménages peuvent accéder 
a des services en direct, a des babillards 
électroniques et a Internet. 


Toutefois, on doit se rappeler que les con- 
sommateurs n’adoptenit pas nécessairement 
d’emblée les nouveaux produits de la 
technologie qu’on leur offre. De fait, de 
nombreux médias et de multiples produits et 
services de traitement de l'information ont 
dans le passé été lancés sur le marché pour 
ensuite tomber rapidement en désuétude. 
Les préférences des consommateurs jouent 
un role de premier plan dans la détermi- 
nation des technologies de l’information 
d’application domestique qui peuvent étre 


Les ménages canadiens se sont rapidement adaptés aux 


nouvelles technologies d'application domestique 
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implantées de fagon durable. Par exemple, 
lavenement récent de la cassette compacte 
numérique (CCN) s’est heurte a une grande 
résistance chez les consommateurs. En fait, 
la plus importante chaine de vente de 
disques au détail au Canada a refusé de 
continuer a garder en stock ce produit peu 
performant (voir «La culture et le résultat 
net... Des modifications apportées au mode 
de présentation provoquent une croissance 
rapide des recettes dans |’industrie du 
disque» dans La culture en perspective, 
Volume 6, n° 3). 


Les ordinateurs personnels : surtout au 
sein des ménages a revenu élevé et des 
ménages avec enfants 


Méme si la vaste majorite des ménages, 
quel que soit leur revenu, ont acces a de 
nombreux services électroniques par téle- 
phone, la liaison avec |’autoroute de l’infor- 
mation, elle, n’est pas offerte 
universellement. Ainsi, un ordinateur (dote 
d’un modem et du logiciel approprié) est 
nécessaire pour accéder au réseau Internet. 
Comme on peut s’y attendre, le revenu d’un 
ménage constitue un facteur déterminant de 
la présence ou de l’absence d’un ordinateur 
personnel au foyer. En 1994, les ménages 
dont le revenu comptait parmi les plus 
élevés avaient cing fois plus de chances de 
posséder un ordinateur personnel (46 %) 
que ceux dont le revenu était le moins élevé 
(9 %)?. 


Le fait d’acquérir un ordinateur est égale- 
ment fonction du genre de ménage (qui lui- 
méme est déterminé selon d’autres criteres, 
dont le revenu du menage et l’age de ses 
membres). Les familles comprenant des 
enfants de moins de 18 ans étaient 


2 Les ménages ont été classés des revenus les 
plus élevés aux plus faibles, puis répartis en cing 
groupes de méme taille (quintiles).

Laugmentation 
des subventions et des contributions gouver- 
nementales et la croissance de Il’investisse- 
ment commercial ont également été des 
facteurs déterminants. Apres avoir atteint 
116 millions de dollars en 1989-1990, les 
exportations de films et de vidéos canadiens 
ont accusé une baisse au cours des deux 
années suivantes, s’établissant autour de 

80 millions de dollars. Toutefois, depuis 
1991-1992, les exportations ont enregistré 
une forte augmentation de 85 % pour se fixer 
a 148,8 millions de dollars en 1993-1994.

Le déclin des budgets publics de la culture 
Norman Verma, gestionnaire de projet, Dépenses publiques au titre de la culture 


Au Canada, les pouvoirs publics soutiennent 
depuis longtemps la culture au moyen de 
politiques culturelles, de programmes de 
subventions, d’exonerations fiscales et de 
reglements ainsi que par une participation 


directe en tant que propriétaires et 
exploitants d’institutions culturelles. Les 
dépenses publiques au titre de la culture 
comprennent tout a la fois des dépenses de 
fonctionnement et des dépenses 


d’investissement, de méme que des 
subventions, des contributions et des 
transferts. 


Les administrations fédérale, provinciales, 
territoriales et municipales ont consacré 

5,8 milliards de dollars a la culture en 1993- 
1994, soit environ 1 % de moins que l’année 
précédente. Cette baisse a mis fin a huit 
années consécutives de croissance durant 
lesquelles ces dépenses publiques ont 
augmenté en moyenne de 5,2 % par an. Les 
municipalités sont les seules administrations 
a avoir accru leurs dépenses culturelles en 
1993-1994, en affectant 1,4 milliard de 
dollars au secteur culturel, soit 3,7 % de

Les dépenses fédérales en baisse pour 
une troisieme année consécutive 


C’est en 1990-1991 que les dépenses 
fédérales au titre de la culture ont atteint 
leur sommet avec 2,9 milliards de dollars. 
Depuis, elles ont diminué en moyenne de 
0,2 % par an, avec toutefois une baisse 
notable de 1,8 % en 1993-1994. A titre de 
comparaison, les crédits publics affectés au 
soutien de |’éducation ont diminué de 18 %, 
tandis que les dépenses au titre de la 
défense nationale ainsi que de la santé 
nationale et du bien-étre social ont aug- 
menté respectivement de 2% etde5% 
entre 1992-1993 et 1993-1994.

du budget fédéral.) 


En tout, le gouvernement fédéral a dépensé 
132,2 millions de dollars pour les arts (dont 
les arts d’interprétation, les arts visuels et 
lartisanat, ainsi que l’enseignement des 
arts), soit une somme réduite de plus de 

1 % par rapport a 1992-1993. Ce déclin est 
attribuable aux arts visuels et a l’artisanat, 
le gros de la réduction ayant été observe au 
Québec et en Ontario. 


Dans le domaine des arts, les dépenses 
engagées au niveau des provinces tra- 
duisent aussi des différences de priorites. 
Par exemple, le gouvernement fédéral a 
dépensé environ 1 $ par tranche de 10 $ de 
son budget culturel total pour les arts dans 
l’lle-du-Prince-Edouard, alors que dans les 
Territoires du Nord-Ouest il y a consacré 
moins de 1 cent par tranche de 10 $. Dans 
I'lle-du-Prince-Edouard, le Centre des arts 
de la Confédération a recu a lui seul une 
part des crédits fédéraux affectés aux arts 
d’interprétation plus importante que celle 
allouée aux établissements de tous les 
autres territoires ou provinces. A l’autre 
extréme, le montant total des dépenses 
fédérales au titre des arts dans les 
Territoires du Nord-Ouest ne s’est élevé 
qu’a 21 000 $.

Bien que la participation du gouvernement 
fédéral soit manifeste dans tous les do- 
maines des arts et de la culture, le budget 
culturel, rapporté a la population, n’est pas 
réparti uniformement dans l'ensemble du 
pays. En 1993-1994, les dépenses 
fédérales les plus élevées, par habitant, ont 
été engagées dans les Territoires du Nord- 
Ouest (630 $) et au Yukon (476 $), suivis de 
'lle-du-Prince-Edouard (132 $). Le Québec 
et l'Ontario, ou se trouve la majeure partie 
de l’infrastructure des industries culturelles, 
arrivaient ensuite. Les dépenses fédeérales 
par habitant ont été plus élevées dans la 
région de |’Atlantique que dans les pro- 
vinces des Prairies et en Colombie- 
Britannique (voir le tableau 3). 


Premiere baisse en neuf ans des 
dépenses provinciales-territoriales 


La baisse de 1,8 % des dépenses culturel- 
les provinciales et territoriales en 1993-1994 
a mis un terme a huit années consécutives 
de croissance a ce chapitre. A |’échelle 
provinciale, les plus importantes diminutions 
ont été observées en Saskatchewan (-9 %), 


en Ontario (-7 %), en Alberta (-6 %), au 
Manitoba (-5 %) et au Québec (-4 %), alors 
que les autres provinces et territoires ont 
enregistré une hausse a cet égard (voir le 
tableau 4). 


En 1993-1994, les dépenses provinciales et 
territoriales au titre des activités patrimo- 
niales se sont élevées a 434,5 millions de 
dollars, soit 8 % de moins que l'année 
précédente. Toujours en ce qui a trait aux 
activités patrimoniales, on observait un 
grand écart dans la répartition des budgets 
culturels provinciaux et territoriaux. Par 
exemple, le gouvernement du Yukon a 
consacré 62 % de son budget culturel au 
patrimoine, tandis que celui de la Colombie- 
Britannique n’y a affecté que 14 %. 


Les administrations provinciales et territo- 
riales ont dépensé en tout 318,8 millions de 
dollars pour les industries culturelles en 
1993-1994, soit a peine 1 % de plus que 
l'année antérieure. Cependant, les varia- 
tions des dépenses allaient d’une augmen- 
tation de 56 % dans I’ile-du-Prince-Edouard 
a une régression de 31 % a Terre-Neuve.

En 1993-1994, les dépenses provinciales et 
territoriales au titre des arts se sont élevées 
en tout a 261,8 millions de dollars, soit 2 % 
de moins que l’année précédente. Terre- 
Neuve, le Québec, |’Ontario et la Saskat- 
chewan ont enregistré un déclin de leurs 
dépenses, tandis que les autres provinces 
et territoires ont enregistré une croissance 
a cet égard. 


Dans un domaine cle, les provinces ont 
accru leurs dépenses en 1993-1994. Les 
bibliothéques ont bénéficié d’un accrois- 
sement des dépenses de plus de 3 %, 

qui s’est traduit par un financement de 
754,6 millions de dollars, soit les deux 
cinquiemes de l’ensemble des budgets 
culturels provinciaux. Si, dans la plupart 
des provinces et territoires, on a observé 
une augmentation des dépenses au titre 
des bibliotheques, ce n’est pas le cas de 
l'lle-du-Prince-Edouard, du Québec, de 
’Ontario, de l’Alberta et du Yukon, qui ont 
enregistré une décroissance a ce chapitre. 
La proportion des budgets culturels pro- 
vinciaux et territoriaux consacrée aux bibli- 
otheques variait beaucoup, allant de 67 % 
en Colombie-Britannique a 18 % dans les 
Territoires du Nord-Ouest. 


En 1993-1994, les dépenses provinciales et 
territoriales par habitant ont dépassé la 
moyenne nationale de 67 $ au Yukon 

(266 $), dans les Territoires du Nord-Ouest 
(200 $), dans I’lle-du-Prince-Edouard (99 $), 
au Québec (86 $), en Colombie-Britannique 
(78 $) et au Manitoba (71 $). Les dépenses 
ont été en-deca de la moyenne nationale 
dans les autres provinces, avec un plancher 
de 45 $ par habitant au Nouveau-Brunswick 
(voir Tableau 3). 


Les dépenses municipales continuent de 
croitre 


Lévolution des dépenses municipales en 
1993 a suivi la tendance a la hausse obser- 
vée au cours des huit années précédentes. 
Cette croissance était principalement due a 
?'augmentation du financement des biblio- 
théques, qui ont regu en moyenne 75 % du 
budget culture! total des municipalités 
depuis 1984. En 1993, les dépenses 
culturelles municipales ont augmenté dans 
toutes les provinces et les territoires sauf 
en Ontario et au Yukon. 


Par habitant, les dépenses municipales ont 
été supérieures a la moyenne nationale 
(49 $) en Colombie-Britannique (70 $), en 
Ontario (54 $) et en Saskatchewan (54 $) 
(voir Tableau 3). 


Que nous réserve l’avenir? 


Malgreé l’ampleur variable des compressions 
en général, la reduction des dépenses 
publiques suscite un changement du 
courant de pensée partout au pays. Repre- 
nant des paroles prononcées dans le cadre 
d’un récent périple d’un bout a l’autre du 
pays, le directeur général de la Conférence 
canadienne des arts, Keith Kelly, a déclaré 
qu’il a constatée «le sentiment profond que 
nous ne pourrons plus faire les choses 
comme nous en avions l’habitude». A 
maintes reprises, il a senti que «nous en 
sommes au point ou il faut batir une éco- 
nomie qui appuiera les arts et les industries 
culturelles sans l’aide de l’Etat ... nous 
devons vraiment envisager de nouvelles 
facons d’amasser des fonds». [traduction]

Le point sur les enquétes 
culturelles 


Roberta Sameiz, chef, Enquétes sur la 
culture 


Je peux assurer ceux d’entre vous qui ont 
entendu parler des changements en prépa- 
ration dans le Programme de la statistique 
culturelle (PSC) que la restructuration de 
nos enquétes bat son plein. De quoi s’agit- 
il? Il y a plus d’un an, nous avons entrepris 
de modifier le mode de collecte et de trai- 
tement des données de facon a tirer parti 
des nouvelles technologies, a réduire les 
délais entre l’envoi postal et la diffusion des 
données et a économiser des ressources. 


Pour le répondant, le principal changement 
sera l'utilisation de l’interview téléphonique 
assistée par ordinateur, désignée par le 
sigle ITAO. Cette technologie permet de 
contrdler les données pendant l’interview 
téléphonique et, par consequent, de détec- 
ter les erreurs et les incohérences sur-le- 
champ, ce qui réduit la nécessité de 
rappeler le repondant. 


La transformation de tous nos systemes a 
requis un travail enorme de la part des 
gestionnaires de projets et des employes, et 
elle a causé quelques retards dans |’envoi 
postal des questionnaires. Heureusement, 
les résultats préliminaires indiquent que 
cette restructuration, une fois terminée, se 
traduira par des délais de production plus 
courts et des cots réduits. Dans la plupart 
des enquétes, on rattrape déja le temps 
perdu en début de processus. 
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Parallelement, presque toutes nos enquétes 
seront désormais soumises a un cycle 
bisannuel (chaque deux ans) pour répondre 
aux besoins exprimés, c’est-a-dire pour 
permettre au PSC d’étudier des secteurs 
nouveaux Ou en expansion, comme les arts 
commerciaux d’interpréetation et le multi- 
média, et pour accroitre notre capacité au 
chapitre de l’analyse, de l’intégration des 
données et des demandes spéciales im- 
portantes. L-Enquéte sur les dépenses 
publiques au titre de la culture fait exception 
et continuera d’étre menée sur une base 
annuelle. 


La premiere phase de la restructuration vise 
quatre enquétes sur le film et la vidéo (pro- 
duction, distribution, cinémas et services de 
postproduction) de méme que les enquétes 
sur les arts d’interprétation, |’édition du 
périodique et I’édition du livre. Ces enqué- 
tes sont en cours pour l’année d’étude 1994- 
1995. En dépit des retards dans |’envoi, tout 
particulierement dans le cas de |’enquéte 
sur |’édition du livre, les dates de diffusion 
prévues suivent essentiellement le calen- 
drier de |’année précédente : les dépenses 
publiques en juin, les films en juin-juillet, les 
arts d’interpretation en septembre, les pério- 
diques en octobre et les livres en novembre. 


La seconde phase de la restructuration est 
également entamée : l’envoi postal du ques- 
tionnaire de l’Enquéte sur les établisse- 
ments du patrimoine, qui vise a recueillir 
les données de 1995-1996, est prévu pour 
juillet; le remaniement de l’Enquéte sur 
l’enregistrement sonore est en cours, et 
’envoi postal est prévu pour octobre. 
Comme on I’'a déja mentionné, les données 
sur les dépenses publiques au titre de la 
culture seront également recueillies. 


En outre, nous prévoyons faire le premier 
envoi postal du questionnaire de Lenquéte 
trimestrielle sur la distribution de produc- 
tions cinématographiques et sur la distri- 
bution en gros de videocassettes en avril, 
de facon a recueillir les données couvrant 
la période de janvier a mars 1996 et a les 
diffuser en juillet. Des envois subséquents 
suivront chaque trois mois. Nous avons 
également commence a réunir des rensei- 
gnements sur les arts commerciaux d’inter- 
pretation dans le but d’élaborer une stratégie 
qui permettra de combler ce vide sur le plan 
des données. 


Je suis impatiente de rencontrer ceux 
d’entre vous qui sont actifs dans ce do- 
maine et de connaitre vos opinions sur les 
questions courantes, vos preoccupations, 
vos idées, vos besoins et méme vos as- 
pirations. Nous sommes déterminés a jouer 
notre role qui consiste a offrir des rensei- 
gnements pertinents, dignes de confiance, 
utiles et actuels sur le secteur culturel, et 
nous comptons sur votre collaboration 
soutenue pour remplir cette mission. oO 
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Introduction au SCIAN 


(Systeme de classification des industries 
de l’Amérique du Nord) 


Mary Cromie, rédactrice en chef, La

Depuis plusieurs années déja, Statistique 
Canada travaille a la révision en profondeur 
de la Classification type des industries de 
1980 (CTI 1980). La CTI est le cadre 
qu’utilise Statistique Canada pour recueillir, 
compiler et diffuser essentiellement des 
statistiques économiques sur les entreprises 
canadiennes. Les codes définis forment un 
systeme de classification qui permet, dans 
le cadre des enquétes, de couvrir et de 
classer de fagon cohérente les établisse- 
ments faisant appel a des procédés de 
production similaires. Ce systeme ne garan- 
tit pas que toutes les activités comprises 
dans la classification feront l'objet d’une 
enquéte; il s’agit plut6t d’une structure qui 
encadre les travaux entrepris dans un 
domaine donné. Avant cette révision, la CTI 
ne couvrait qu’a un niveau tres général 
plusieurs des secteurs culturels visés par le 
Programme de la statistique culturelle, c’est- 
a-dire qu’un large éventail d’activités était 
regroupé sous un seul code. Nous tentons 
cependant de nous assurer que, dans la 
mesure du possible, les nouveaux codes 
permettent d’établir une distinction plus 
claire entre les diverses activités culturelles. 
A titre d’exemple, dans la nouvelle classi- 
fication, les compagnies de théatre, de 
danse et de musique sont rangées dans des 
classes distinctes (codes a quatre chiffres), 
tandis que dans la structure de 1980, tous 
les arts d’interpréetation de méme que les 
agences artistiques, les artistes indé- 
pendants, les écrivains et les exeécutants 
figurent sous une méme rubrique. De la 
méme facon, l’ancienne structure regroupe 
rimpression et l’édition de livres, alors que 
le nouveau systeme comporte une classi- 
fication détaillée des activités d’édition et fait 
passer, dans le secteur de la fabrication, les 
entreprises se consacrant exclusivement a 
limpression. La révision est menée en 
collaboration avec les bureaux de la statis- 
tique des Etats-Unis et du Mexique. Ces 
pays et le Canada ont convenu d’établir le 
Systeme de classification des industries de 
Amérique du Nord (SCIAN), dont fera 
partie la nouvelle CT! canadienne. 


Comment définit-on une classe 
d’activité? 


Les principaux criteres servant a définir les 

classes d’activité sont les suivants : 

1. Une classe proposée doit couvrir un 
groupe d’entreprises se consacrant a 
une méme activité économique 
principale (ou a un ensemble commun 
d’activites économiques) et faisant appel 
a des procédés de production, des 
matériaux et a des compétences 
spécialisées similaires. Le modéle est 
donc davantage axé sur les intrants que 
sur les extrants. 


2. Une classe proposée doit générer des 
recettes annuelles d’au moins 200 
millions de dollars. On a, toutefois, 
envisagé la possibilité de créer des 
classes plus petites si celles-ci visent 
une activité naissante ou la production 
de technologies de pointe. En fait, 
amelioration de la couverture des 
activités de production de technologies 
de pointe, du secteur des services 
(particulierement celui des services aux 
entreprises plut6t qu’aux particuliers) et 
des activités nouvelles ou en dévelop- 
pement constitue l’une des priorités du 
processus de révision. Lattention 
particuliere portée a ces domaines s’est 
révelée fort utile pour le secteur de la 
culture. 


La premiere contribution du Programme 
de la statistique culturelle 4 ce processus 
a pris la forme d’un projet de structure 
détaillée soumis a la Division des 
normes de Statistique Canada, qui 
représentait le Canada dans le cadre des 
négociations tripartites. La structure qui 
suit a été approuvée a titre provisoire en 
septembre 1995, apres que les critéres 
préecités ont été appliqués et que les 
commentaires ont éte regus des mem- 
bres du secteur culturel partout au 
Canada et apres que les toutes propo- 
sitions ont été discutées par les trois 
pays. Des commentaires supplémen- 
taires ont été recus jusqu’au début du 
mois de mars 1996, et la classification 
définitive sera préte a étre mise en place 


a compter de l’année d’enquéte 1997.

«économie mondiale de |’information» est 
tres largement répandu de nos jours (voir 
«Preparing for the Information Highway», 
p. ). Lidée d’ensemble d’une économie de 
information integre deux concepts : celui 
d’entreprises se consacrant principalement 
a la production, au traitement et a la diffu- 
sion de l’information, et le concept selon 
lequel chaque branche d’activité utilise 
information et les technologies d’infor- 
mation disponibles pour se réorganiser et 
pour accroitre sa productivité. Depuis la 
moitié des années 1980, la transformation 
de ce secteur est telle que l'information se 
définit non plus comme un moyen d’échan- 
ge, de troc ou de vente de biens et de ser- 
vices, mais comme un produit économique 
primaire (Sheila Creth, 1995; 15). 


Aux fins de la révision de la CTI, c’est la 
transformation de l’information en produit de 
base (créé, manipulé et distribué par un 
nombre croissant de branches d’activité en 
plein essor) qui est en cause. Dans le cadre 
de la CTI de 1980, ces activités sont dis- 
persées dans différentes parties de la clas- 
sification : l’édition traditionnelle se retrouve 
dans le secteur de la fabrication; la radio- 
diffusion et les telécommunications, sous la 
rubrique des industries de communications; 
la production de logiciels, dans les services 
aux entreprises; la production de films, dans 
les industries de services de divertisse- 
ments et loisirs; les bibliotheques, dans les 
services d’enseignement; |’édition de logi- 
ciels, dans les services informatiques, etc. 
Le secteur de |’information et des industries 
culturelles proposé ici regroupe trois types 
d’établissements dans une catégorie : les 
établissements qui se consacrent a la pro- 
duction, a la manipulation et a la diffusion 
d'information et de produits culturels, ceux 
qui fournissent les moyens de transmission 


ou de distribution de ces produits ainsi que 
des données ou des communications, et 
ceux qui traitent les données ou les 
opérations. 


spécificité du nouveau secteur de 
Vinformation et des industries culturelles 
La spécificité de l’information et des produits 
culturels de méme que de leurs procédés de 
production et de distribution justifie la créa- 
tion de ce nouveau secteur qui se distingue 
des branches d’activité traditionnelles pro- 
duisant des biens ou des services et 
classées dans d’autres secteurs. 


Linformation en tant que produit n’a pas 
nécessairement les propriétés matérielles 
des «biens» manufacturés classiques, pas 
plus qu’elle n’est un service. Par consé- 
quent, les procedés de production et de 
diffusion de information peuvent différer 
considérablement des procédés utilisés 
dans le cas de marchandises. Contraire- 
ment aux biens traditionnels, le «produit- 
information», n’est pas associé a une forme 
particuliere. Et contrairement aux services, 
il est facile de le distribuer et de l’exporter. 
Un livre ou un journal peut étre publié, puis 
distribué sur l'un des nombreux supports 
physiques disponibles (imprimé, disque 
optique compact, bande), sur I’Internet ou 
en direct, et il n'est pas, de ce fait, soumis 
aux procédés traditionnels de manutention 
des biens, notamment le transport, l’entre- 
posage, la vente en gros et la vente au 
detail. De maniere analogue, un film peut 
étre projeté dans une salle de cinéma, 
diffusé a la télévision, offert par un service 
de vidéo sur demande ou loué dans un club 
vidéo local. Un enregistrement sonore peut 
tre diffusé a la radio, intégré a un produit 
multi-média ou vendu chez un disquaire. 


Pour le consommateur, la valeur de ces 
produits ne réside pas dans leurs proprietées 
mateérielles mais plutot dans leur contenu 
sur le plan de l’information, de l'éducation, 
de la culture et du divertissement. 


Contrairement aux distributeurs de biens 
traditionnels, les distributeurs d’information 
et de produits culturels, comme les radio- 
diffuseurs, peuvent accroitre la valeur des 
produits qu’ils distribuent par la publicité ou 
par l’ajout d’autres produits d’information au 
produit original. Cela signifie qu’a la diffe- 
rence des distributeurs traditionnels, ces 
distributeurs tirent leurs recettes non pas de 
la vente du produit au consommateur final, 
mais plut6t des consommateurs qui se 
montrent préts a payer pour l’ajout d’infor- 
mation au produit original (p. ex., la pro- 
grammation radiodiffusée). Accessoirement 
et d’un ton un peu blagueur, on laisse 
entendre que, dans les faits, les radio- 
diffuseurs cherchent a vendre des publics 
aux annonceurs. La programmation est le 
véhicule, pas le produit! De facgon similaire, 
un éditeur de disques optiques compacts 
peut acquérir les droits relatifs a des - 
milliers d’articles de journaux et de pério- 
diques déja publiés et donner a ceux-ci une 
valeur ajoutée en fournissant un logiciel de 
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recherche et en organisant les renseigne- 
ments de facgon a en faciliter la recherche et 
le repérage. Souvent, ces produits sont 
nettement plus cotteux que l’information 
originale. 


A la différence des biens et des services, 
information et les produits culturels sont, 
pour la plupart, faciles a reproduire. La 
législation reconnait cette situation depuis 
longtemps, et la loi sur le droit d’auteur 
protege les dimensions immatérielles de la 
création intellectuelle, comme les livres et 
les enregistrements sonores. Deux droits 
de propriété sont associés a la création 
intellectuelle : le droit a la propriété physique 
et le droit a la propriété intellectuelle imma- 
térielle. Le droit d’auteur protege le droit a 
la propriété immateérielle qui s’applique a 
toutes les oeuvres littéraires, dramatiques, 
musicales et artistiques, y compris les 
bases de données et les programmes 
informatiques. Seuls les détenteurs des 
droits sur ces oeuvres sont autorisés a les 
reproduire, les modifier, les améliorer et les 
distribuer. 


limites et contraintes de la classification 
Compte tenu que le secteur de |’information 
et des industries culturelles est un concept 
récent, il aurait pu étre défini de facon trés 
large ou tres stricte. On pourrait ainsi faire 
valoir que les établissements se consacrant 
a des activités comme la publicité, les étu- 
des de marché, les sondages d’opinion et 
’évaluation du crédit devraient faire partie 
de ce secteur puisqu’ils produisent, manipu- 
lent et distribuent, sous une forme ou une 
autre, de l’information ou des produits cul- 
turels. Toutefois, ces établissements ont 
également des caractéristiques communes 
avec les etablissements du secteur des 
services professionnels, de gestion et de 
soutien, et il est proposé de les ranger dans 
ce dernier. De la méme fagon, les artistes 
indépendants, les écrivains et les exécu- 
tants pourraient étre rangés dans le secteur 
de l’information et des industries culturelles 
puisqu’ils offrent cette dimension créatrice 
essentielle a un grand nombre d’activités 
rangeées dans ce secteur. On a néanmoins 
convenu de regrouper tous les établisse- 
ments de ce type dans une seule classe qui 
fera partie de l'autre secteur culturel impor- 
tant, celui des arts, des spectacles et des 
loisirs. 


La classification actuelle des activités tradi- 
tionnelles d’édition distingue les établisse- 
ments qui se consacrent exclusivement a 
l’édition et les établissements qui combinent 
l’édition et impression. Dans la classi- 
fication proposée, le SCIAN, ces établisse- 
ments sont répartis dans cing classes 
différentes (code a quatre chiffres) selon le 
type d’édition (journaux, livres, bases de 
données, etc.), peu importe qu’ils se livrent 
également a des activités d’impression. 
Lédition de logiciels, rangée dans les 
services informatiques dans la classification 
actuelle, fera désormais partie du sous- 
secteur de |’édition.

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La fréquentation des cinémas connait une hausse 


Norman Verma, gestionnaire de projet, cinémas 


Aller au cinéma demeure une activité tres populaire au Canada 
maigré l’essor rapide de I’industrie des systemes audiovisuels 
domestiques. Lincidence de cette industrie sur la frequentation 
des salles semble en effet s’étre stabilisée, et les résultats d’un 
sondage récent révélent une hausse modérée du nombre 
d’entrées. Avec 76,5 millions en 1993-1994, la frequentation des 
cinémas ordinaires a atteint son niveau le plus élevé en quatre 
ans, ce qui correspond a une amélioration de 7 % par rapport a 
année antérieure. Les ciné-parcs eux-mémes ont rapporté une 
hausse de la fréquentation pour la premiere fois depuis quatre 
ans. Malgré cela, les cinémas ordinaires ont dd composer avec 
un recul des bénéfices moyens de pres de 7 %. 


Ce sont les habitants de I’Alberta et de la Colombie-Britannique 

qui ont été le plus souvent au cinéma en 1993-1994, soit plus de 
trois fois par habitant en moyenne. La fréquentation moyenne la 
plus faible (& peine plus d’une fois par personne) a été relevée a 
Terre-Neuve. 


Redressement du nombre d’entrées apres quatre décennies 
de recul 


En 1952-1953, en plein «Age d’or» du septieme art, les cinémas 
ordinaires et les ciné-parcs avaient vendu 256,1 millions de 
billets. La décennie suivante, le nombre d’entrées a cependant 
chuté jusqu’a 98 millions en 1963-1964, pratiquement chaque 
ménage ayant fait l’acquisition d’une télévision. Au cours des 
deux décennies subséquentes, la frequentation des salles s’est 
relativement stabilisée. 


Dans les années 80, les cinémas ont de nouveau perdu du terrain 
devant la concurrence accrue des magnétoscopes et de la 
cablodistribution, qui ont rendu le visionnement des films au 
cinéma moins attrayant. De 1980-1981 a 1991-1992, le nombre 
d’entrées, ciné-parcs inclus, a donc fléchi de 29 % pour passer a 
71,6 millions. 


Le cinéma semble néanmoins connaitre un regain de vie de nos 
jours, au Canada. En 1993-1994, le nombre d’entrées aux 
cinémas ordinaires a connu une autre hausse d’environ 7 % pour 
atteindre 76,5 millions, aprés avoir enregistré une amélioration de 
pres de 4 % l’année antérieure. 


Les cinémas appartenant a une chaine attirent considérablement 
plus de cinéphiles que les cinémas indépendants. On doit cela 
au fait que les premiers profitent des avantages associés a des 
salles multiples et projettent généralement en primeur les films 


les plus intéressants sur le plan commercial. En région 
métropolitaine, dans plus de neuf cas sur dix, c’est dans un cinéma 
appartenant a une chaine que I’on va voir un film. Ainsi, en 1993- 
1994, les cinémas ordinaires appartenant a une chaine ont signalé 
une fréquentation moyenne de 180 110 personnes, comparativement 
a 44 840 pour les salles indépendantes. On attribue les deux tiers de 
la hausse du nombre d’entrées observée dans les cinemas ordinaires 
en 1993-1994 aux salles appartenant a une chaine. 


Intensification de la concurrence des systemes audiovisuels 
domestiques 


Lindustrie des systemes audiovisuels domestiques accentue toujours 
rapidement sa concurrence dans les années 90. Ainsi, en 1993- 
1994, les distributeurs de films ont réalisé des recettes de 

551,9 millions de dollars grace a ce secteur (qui inclut la télévision 
ordinaire, la télévision a péage et le marché des bandes vidéo), ce 
qui correspond a une majoration de 80 % par rapport a 1988-1989. 


En 1988, 52 % des ménages possédaient un magnétoscope et 69 % 
étaient raccordés au service de cablodistribution. Un abonneé du 
cAblodistributeur sur cing environ louait aussi des services facultatifs, 
par exemple la diffusion de films sans messages publicitaires. En 
1993, on retrouvait un magnétoscope dans 77 % des ménages et 
plus de deux abonnés au service de cablodistribution sur trois 
s’étaient inscrits au service élargi.

Se restructurer pour survivre 


La concurrence que suscitent les progres de 
la technologie comme la télévision a péage 
et les services de vidéo domestiques ont 
contraint les exploitants de cinémas a 
rationaliser et a restructurer leurs 
installations. Les cinémas ne réalisant pas 
de bénéfice ont fermé leurs portes et bon 
nombre de cinémas des centres urbains 
abritent désormais plusieurs salles, ce qui 
multiplie le choix des films présentés 
simultanément aux cinéphiles. Entre 1988- 
1989 et 1993-1994, le nombre de cinémas 
ordinaires a fléchi de 12 % pour s’établir a 
581, mais le nombre d’écrans a quant a lui 
augmenté de 7 % et se chiffre désormais a 
1 601. On doit dans une large mesure la 
hausse du nombre d’écrans aux cinémas 
appartenant a une chaine. 


Les propriétaires de cinémas s’efforcent 
aussi de rester compétitifs en engageant 
plus d’employés a temps partiel, donc en 
réduisant leurs coits d’emploi. En 1993- 
1994, on comptait 8 323 employés a temps 
partiel dans les cinémas ordinaires, soit 

19 % de plus qu’en 1988-1989. Durant la © 
méme période, |’effectif a temps plein a 
reculé de 36 % pour tomber a 1 305 
employés. 


Erosion des bénéfices dans les cinémas 
ordinaires 


Malgré le relevement du nombre d’entrées 
et les mesures adoptées par les exploitants 
pour éliminer le superflu, la rentabilité des 
cinémas ordinaires continue de s’effriter. En 
1993-1994, ces derniers avaient enregistré 
des revenus totaux de 532,8 millions de 
dollars, en hausse de 8 % comparativement 
a l'année précédente. Cependant, leurs 
profits n’étaient que de 57,2 millions de 
dollars (9 % de moins qu’en 1992-1993). En 
moyenne, les cinemas ordinaires rapportent 
un bénéfice d’environ 98 000 §$, un recul de 
pres de 7 % comparativement aux bénéfices

enregistrés un an plus tot. Leur marge 
beénéficiaire s’est aussi érodée de 2 % par 
rapport a 1992-1993 pour atteindre 10,7 %. 
Les cinémas ordinaires appartenant a une 
chaine qui se trouvaient dans une région 
métropolitaine ont signalé une diminution 
sensible de leurs bénéfices. 


Relevement de la fréquentation des ciné- 
parcs pour la premiere fois en quatre ans 


A V’instar des cinémas ordinaires, les ciné- 
parcs rapportent une hausse de 12 % du 
nombre d’entrées, qui est passé a 

2,3 millions en 1993-1994, la premiere 
augmentation enregistrée depuis 1989- 
1990. Les ciné-parcs des petites villes et 
des régions rurales sont largement a 
Porigine de cette amélioration. Les ciné- 
parcs appartenant a une chaine ont attiré 
considérablement plus de cinéphiles que les 
ciné-parcs indépendants, reproduisant ainsi 
la tendance observée avec les cinemas 
ordinaires. En 1993-1994, par exemple, les 
ciné-parcs appartenant a une chaine avaient 
enregistré en moyenne 40 780 entrées 
contre 15 580 pour les ciné-parcs . 
indépendants. 


Plus de ciné-parcs que de cinémas 
ordinaires ont fermé leurs portes. De 1988- 
1989 a 1993-1994, leur nombre est tombé a 
83 (une baisse de 37 %), tandis que le 
nombre d’écrans a diminué de 28 % pour 
s’établir a 126, ce qui semble confirmer le 
point de vue que cette forme de divertisse- 
ment est rapidement en train de disparaitre. 
A linverse des cinémas ordinaires cepen- 
dant, la marge bénéficiaire des ciné-parcs a 
grossi de pres de 2 % pour atteindre 9,8 % 
en 1993-1994. On le doit largement a

Introduction 


Bien qu’elles ne représentent qu’une petite 
fraction des revenus totaux du secteur, on 
ne peut négliger l’importance des 
subventions du gouvernement aux éditeurs 
(livres et périodiques) en raison du soutien 
qu’elles apportent a certains groupes. En 
effet, bon nombre de bénéficiaires figurent 
parmi les petites maisons d’édition pour 
lesquelles l'aide gouvernementale constitue 
une part appréciable du revenu total. 


Les éditeurs de livres canadiens signalent 
avoir recu 37,5 millions de dollars de sub- 
ventions du gouvernement en 1993-1994, 
soit environ 2 % de leur chiffre d’affaires 
total de 1,7 milliard de dollars. De son cédté, 
lindustrie des périodiques a touché 

9,8 millions de dollars d’aide publique en 
1993-1994, ou pres de 1 % de ses recettes 
globales de 795 millions de dollars. Alors 
qu’on assiste a une stabilisation de l’aide 
dispensée par le gouvernement aux éditeurs 
de livres, les éditeurs de périodiques 
rapportent que leurs subventions se sont 
érodées de 7 % entre 1992-1993 et 1993- 
1994. Une analyse plus poussée de I’aide 
publique révele des variations selon le 
revenu de l’entreprise et la région. 


Livres 


En 1993-1994, l’aide du gouvernement aux 
éditeurs s’est stabilisée apres le net re- 
dressement observe entre 1991-1992 et 
1992-1993. Quoique les subventions aient 
atteint 37,5 millions de dollars en 1993- 
1994, en hausse de quelques points 
comparativement a 1992-1993, la subven- 
tion moyenne par bénéficiaire demeure la 
méme, soit 172 000 $. II s’agit malgré tout 
d’une amelioration de 58 % par rapport a la 
subvention moyenne de 109 000 $ signalée 
en 1989-1990. Un peu moins des deux tiers 
des éditeurs ont profité d’une aide financiere 
en 1993-1994, légerement plus (5 %) qu’au 
cours des quatre années antérieures. Les 
subventions octroyées en 1993-1994 repré- 
sentent environ 2 % du revenu d’exploitation 
total du secteur, et 7 % du revenu total des 
bénéficiaires. Lincidence de l'aide finan- 
ciére varie avec le chiffre d’affaires de 
’éditeur. 


Pratiquement les deux tiers de l’aide 
financiére totale (25 millions de dollars) sont 
allés a des éditeurs dont le chiffre d’affaires 
dépassait 1 million de dollars. Malgré cela, 
les subventions représentent une plus forte 
proportion du revenu total des petits éditeurs 
que des éditeurs plus importants. Les 
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premiers dépendent manifestement davan- 
tage de l’aide gouvernementale, compara- 
tivement aux maisons d’édition de plus 
grande envergure, comme on peut le 
constater au tableau 1. Les subventions 
représentaient de 21 a 26 % du revenu total 
des plus petits éditeurs qui ont participé a 
l'enquéte (recettes inférieures a 200 000 $) 
au cours des cing derniéres années du 
sondage. Les éditeurs de la tranche de 
revenu suivante avaient touché des subven- 
tions représentant 12 a 19 % de leur revenu, 
entre 1989-1990 et 1993-1994.

La diminution de l’assistance et des subven- 
tions publiques force les 471 compagnies 
professionnelles d’arts d’interprétation sans 
but lucratif du Canada a s’appuyer davan- 
tage sur les dons prives pour tenter 
d’assurer leur survie. Les dons provenant de 
sources privées ont progressé de 20 % au 
cours des cing derniéres années. Lassis- 
tance a toutefois diminué de 3 % au cours 
de la méme période. En 1993-1994, pour la 
premiere fois, les subventions publiques 
consacrées aux arts d’interprétation ont 
connu une baisse.

Note aux lecteurs 


Lenquéte sur les arts d’interprétation recense 
toutes les compagnies professionnelles d’arts 
d'interprétation sans but lucratif du Canada 
selon les catégories suivantes : théatre, 
musique (instrumentale ou chorale), danse et 
opéra.

Excédent/déficit: la lutte se poursuit

dollars. Les compagnies de danse du 
Québec ont accaparé 69 % de cet excédent. 


Les 108 groupes de musique accusent le 
déficit le plus important, soit 1,5 million de 
dollars, les troupes de théatre suivant avec 
un déficit de 1,4 million de dollars, tandis 
que les 13 compagnies d’opéra enregistrent 
un deficit de 1,3 million de dollars. 


Répartition des revenus

Les établissements du patrimoine tirent une 
part plus grande que jamais de leurs reve- 
nus des droits d’entrée versés par les gens 
qui désirent connaitre le patrimoine du 
Canada en visitant les musées, archives, 
lieux d’intérét historique, centres d’exposi- 
tion, zoos et autres établissements 
connexes. 


En 1993-1994, ce genre de revenus a connu 
une croissance plus rapide que tous les 
autres genres de revenus des établisse- 
ments du patrimoine, augmentant de 11,2 %

L’Enquéte sur les établissements du patrimoine permet de recueillir des données sur les établissements 
du patrimoine sans but lucratif au Canada. Ces données viennent de 2 123 établissements ayant 
présenté le rapport de leur exercice terminé entre le 1° avril 1993 et le 31 mars 1994. 


Cette enquéte classe notamment parmi les établissements du patrimoine les musées, les lieux 
historiques, les archives et d’autres établissements connexes comme les centres d’exposition, 
planétariums, observatoires, aquariums, zoos, jardins botaniques, arboretums et conservatoires. On

atteindre 76 millions de dollars. Laugmen- 
tation a coincidé avec une hausse de 1 %

ll est certain que mes yeux se sont ouverts 
sur le monde de la statistique culturelle au 
cours de mon bref contact (18 mois) avec le 
Programme de la statistique culturelle. Ce 
n’est que récemment que |’Australie a 
entrepris un programme destiné a recueillir, 
analyser et diffuser des statistiques 
culturelles. Il était donc logique qu’en ma 
qualité de directeur responsable de ce 
secteur, je profite des connaissances des 
experts, c’est-a-dire d’un organisme qui 
consacre des ressources a ce sujet depuis 
pres de 25 ans et qui continue de se 
dévouer a servir les personnes qui 
s'intéressent aux différents aspects de la 
culture canadienne. 


Un certain nombre d’éléments du 
programme canadien ont subi des 
changements pendant le temps que j’ai 
passé ici (un resumé du programme actuel 
figure en bonne place dans « Un regard sur 
l'avenir...

perspective). Ces changements étaient dus 
en partie a des restrictions financiéres, mais 
je soutiens qu’ils nous ont aussi permis 
d’assurer un service statistique plus 
complet.

Chaque numéro comprend trois ou quatre articles au sujet des 
résultats et des analyses découlant de I’une ou I’autre d’environ 
une douzaine d’enquétes effectuées dans le domaine de la 
culture, notamment sur les arts d’interprétation, le patrimoine, 
'enregistrement sonore, la radio et la télévision, la production et 
la distribution de films ainsi que les médias imprimés. Le 
bulletin est congu de facon a étre facile a consulter et comporte 
des graphiques, des articles spéciaux et des supplements sur 
des sujets particuliers, afin de donner une vue d’ensemble claire 
et concise de la culture au Canada. II ne fait aucun doute que 
nous aimerions vous compter parmi nos abonnés. 


DRHC parle de l’EPASC 


Les récentes données provenant de I’Enquéte sur la population 
active du secteur culturel (EPASC) sont le point culminant d’un 
effort considérable visant a fournir des renseignements sur le 
marché du travail et la formation pour les travailleurs du secteur 
de la culture. Cet effort est le résultat d’une concertation entre 
Développement des ressources humaines du Canada (DRHC) et 
Statistique Canada, ainsi que des individus et des organismes 
oeuvrant dans le secteur de Ia culture. Lobjectif de l’enquéte était 
de fournir des renseignements pour aider au développement de 
programmes de formation et de développement de |’emploi qui 
répondraient de fagon plus efficace aux besoins des travailleurs 
du secteur de la culture. 


Lenquéte a beaucoup fait pour combler le manque d’information 
chronique dans le secteur de la culture sur les habitudes d’emploi 
des individus, leur appartenance a la main d’oeuvre et leur niveau 
de scolarité, ainsi que sur l’impact des changements technologi- 
ques et sur les besoins non-satisfaits en formation. Etant donné 
le nombre élevé de travailleurs détenant plus d’un emploi dans ce 
secteur, les enquétes sur la population active du Canada ne 
pouvaient jusqu’alors fournir ce genre de renseignements. 


Les résultats de l’enquéte confirment que la main-d’oeuvre du 
secteur de la culture est en effet tres dynamique et flexible. Le 
niveau élevé de travailleurs autonomes et de travailleurs détenant 
plusieurs emplois illustre bien les nouvelles tendances du marché 
du travail et exige une approche novatrice de formation et de 
développement de |’emploi. 


Ces résultats, ajoutés a ceux d’enquétes sur le secteur de la 
culture publiées plus tot cette année, devraient fournir au nouveau 
Conseil des ressources humaines du secteur culturel une base de 
données solide pour la mise en oeuvre d’une stratégie pour les 
ressources humaines. A cet effet, le Ministre de DRHC a 


récemment approuve un investissement de 2,5 millions de dollars 
pour la formation professionnelle dans le secteur de la culture. 
C’est par l’entremise du CRHSC que ces fonds seront distribués. 
Le CRHSC est un des 17 conseils sectoriels mis sur pied pour 
fournir un forum permanent aux employeurs et aux travailleurs de 
divers secteurs industriels au Canada afin qu’ils puissent 
collaborer a des strategies de développement de la main d’oeuvre 
et de formation. 


Enquéte sur la population active du secteur 
culturel 


Les résultats de l’Enquéte sur la population active du secteur 
culturel portent sur 157 000 personnes qui travaillaient, en 1993, 
avec rémunération ou sans rémuneération, mais en vue de faire 
carriere, comme artistes, gestionnaires, autres spécialistes et 
techniciens dans onze domaines choisis : 

— arts - arts visuels, artisanat, littérature, arts de la scene; 

— industries culturelles - film et vidéo, radiotélévision, 
enregistrement sonore, publication de livres et publication de 
périodiques; 

— patrimoine - établissements du patrimoine et bibliotheques 
publiques. 


Les résultats de l’enquéte sont regroupés de la fagon suivante :

LEnquéte sur la population active du 
secteur culturel a été commandée par le 
ministére du Développement des 
ressources humaines du Canada 
(DRHC) dans le but de recueillir des 
données pour I’élaboration de 
programmes de formation et d’emploi 
dans le secteur culturel. Les résultats 
de l’enquéte font état de la tendance de 
l'emploi en 1993, des caractéristiques 
des travailleurs en matiére d’études, de 
competences, de revenus et de 
formation, ainsi que des répercussions 
de |’évolution technologique. 


Des données liées a des domaines du 
secteur culturel non visés par l’enquéte 
(télécommunications, imprimerie, 
distribution, commerce de détail et 
personnel de soutien) ainsi qu’au 
secteur culturel dans son ensemble se 
trouvent dans des produits issus du 
Recensement du Canada de 1991 et 
d’autres sources de Statistique Canada. 
L’analyse de ces données montre que 
l'ensemble du secteur culturel 
correspond a une part importante de 
l'économie canadienne. Il a un impact 
économique directe estimée a 

16 milliards de dollars (soit 2,7 % du 
produit intérieur brut) et occupe plus de 
670 000 travailleurs. Depuis 1981, la 
population active du secteur culturel 
s’est accrue d’environ 32 %, tandis que 
l'ensemble de la population active a 
augmenté de 15 %.

Les données du Recensement sont 
nettement supérieures a celles de 
l’Enquéte sur la population active du 
secteur culturel. Pour le déroulement 
de cette derniére, DHRC a demandé 
que I’on se concentre sur les besoins 
en formation de seulement certains 
artistes et autres travailleurs connexes 
du secteur culturel. C’est pourquoi on a 
retenu une base de sondage d’environ 
201 000 répondants qui, depuis 1988, 
avaient travaillé contre rémunérations 
dans I’un ou Il’autre des 14 domaines du 
secteur culturel qui suivent : arts 
visuels, artisanat, design, littérature, 
arts d’interprétation, film et vidéo, 
radiodiffusion et télévision, éducation 
culturelle, enregistrement sonore, 
édition de livres et de périodiques, 
établissements du patrimoine, 
bibliotheques publiques et autres. Vous 
trouverez dans le tableau ci-aprés des 
détails concernant la composition de la 
population observeée, le retrait des 
individus inadmissibles et les comptes 
finals qui en découlent.

données qui s’y rapportent sont donc 
fort peu utiles. Le résultat de l’enquéte 
porte donc sur 157 000 personnes 
occupées a des emplois rémunérés ou 
non, axés sur la carriére dans le 
secteur culturel, et travaillant comme 
artistes, administrateurs, professionnels 
et techniciens dans les 11 domaines qui 
ont été retenus, en 1993. 


Lenquéte, menée en 1994, a été mise 
en oeuvre avec I’aide massive de 
Développement des ressources 
humaines Canada, de la Conférence 
canadienne des arts, du Conseil des 
arts du Canada, du ministére du 
Patrimoine du Canada et de nombreux 
autres intervenants, y compris des 
particuliers de la communauté culturelle 
qui ont offert leurs conseils éclairés en 
ce qui concerne le contenu et la 
couverture de l’enquéte.

Parmi les personnes interrogées, 40 % 
occupaient deux emplois ou plus en 1993. 
Les 156 600 travailleurs du secteur culturel 
recensés occupaient au total 246 600 
emplois, soit en moyenne 1,6 emploi par 
personne (voir le tableau 1). 


Les travailleurs du secteur culturel qui 
étaient a la fois employés et travailleurs 
autonomes occupaient en moyenne 

2,6 emplois. Dans le cas des travailleurs 
autonomes du secteur culturel, le terme 
emploi s’entend de chaque profession 
distincte exercée par ces travailleurs.

Parmi les travailleurs du secteur culturel 
dont l’activité indépendante était 
’occupation principale, 76 % étaient des 
artistes.

La deuxieéme partie comporte une série 
d’analyses sur de grands themes comme le 
patrimoine, les arts graphiques et la 
littérature, la musique et les arts du specta- 
cle, les arts visuels, |’industrie 
cinématographique, la radio et la télévision, 
les sports et les jeux, l’environnement et la 
nature.

Le personnel du Programme de la 
Statistique culturelle s’efforce, depuis 
quelque temps, de s’assurer que les 
nouvelles données sont portées a la 
disposition du public le plus tot 
possible apres avoir été regues des 
repondants. En plus de mettre en 
vedette les données de |’Enquéte sur 
la population active du secteur culturel, 
le présent numéro contient des 
données provenant d’autres enquétes 
et portant sur la période 1993-1994, 
données qui ont été diffusées au cours 
des derniers mois. Vous trouverez ici 
des faits saillants tirés de ces données.

e Le nombre d’entrées dans les 
cinémas ordinaires canadiens a 
atteint un sommet de 76,5 millions 
durant l’année financiére 1993-1994 
(le premier en quatre ans). Les 
ciné-parcs eux-mémes ont connu 
une plus grande affluence pour la 
premiére fois depuis quatre ans. 
Malgré la hausse du nombre 
d’entrées cependant, le bénéfice 
moyen des cinémas ordinaires a 
fléchi de prés de 7 %. 


Pour la premiere fois depuis cing 
ans, les recettes de distribution des 
productions cinématographiques 
sont revenues du marché de la 
vidéo domestique vers les cinémas. 
Les distributeurs de films cinémato- 
graphiques dans les cinémas ont 
fait état de recettes de 196,4 
millions de dollars au cours de 
’exercice de 1993-1994, ce qui 
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représente un bond de prés de 

15 % par rapport a l’année 
précédente. C’était la premiere 
hausse depuis 1989-1990, année ou 
les distributeurs ont tiré 225,5 
millions de dollars du marché 
commercial. Par ailleurs, le produit 
des ventes du marché de la vidéo 
domestique, en hausse trés forte 
depuis cing ans, a connu une chute 
marquée de 9 % pour passer a 
121,5 millions de dollars en 1993- 
1994. 


Lindustrie canadienne de la 
production cinématographique a 
enregistré ses meilleurs résultats, en 
1993-1994, produisant prés de 734 
millions de dollars en recettes de 
production, ce qui représente une 
hausse de 46,9 % par rapport aux 
niveaux des quatre années 
précédentes. Lexpansion a été 
largement attribuable a la croissance 
énorme des exportations nationales 
de films et a la demande de services 
de divertissement a domicile de la 
part des consommateurs. 


Les maisons d’édition sous contréle 
canadien ont enregistré une brusque 
hausse des exportations de livres au 
cours des quatre derniéres années. 
Les ventes intérieures sont toutefois 
demeurées stables, sauf au Québec 
ou les ventes de livres frangais 
montent en fleche. 


En 1993-1994, les dépenses réelles 
totales au titre de la culture des trois 
paliers de gouvernement ont connu 
une premiére baisse en neuf ans. 
Pour ce qui est du pouvoir d’achat 
des consommateurs, cependant, la 
culture enregistre un recul depuis 
quatre ans a cause de I’inflation. 


Dans l'ensemble du secteur de 
l’édition du périodique, le tirage, les 
recettes et le nombre de publications 
ont reculé au cours des quatre 
derniéres années. Font toutefois 


exception les périodiques 
spécialisés destinés au grand public 
(notamment les publications 
informatiques), dont le tirage a 
fortement augmenté. 


Les Canadiens, en particulier les 
moins de 25 ans, écoutent moins la 
télévision qu’il y a cing ans. Les 
francophones continuent de passer 
plus de temps devant le petit écran 
que les anglophones. En 1994, les 
Canadiens passaient en moyenne 
22,7 heures par semaine devant le 
petit écran, environ une demi-heure 
de moins qu’en 1990 et environ une 
heure et demie de moins qu’il y a dix 
ans. 


La diminution de l’assistance et des 
subventions publiques force les 471 
compagnies professionnelles d’arts 
d'interprétation sans but lucratif du 
Canada a s’appuyer davantage sur 
les dons privés pour tenter d’assurer 
leur survie. Les dons provenant de 
sources privées ont progressé de 
20 % au cours des cing derniéres 
années. Lassistance a diminué de 
3 % au cours de la méme période. 
En 1993-1994, pour la premiére fois, 
les subventions publiques consa- 
crées aux arts d’interprétation ont 
connu une baisse. 


Les établissements du patrimoine 
tirent une part de leurs recettes plus 
grande que jamais des droits 
d’entrée des gens qui désirent 
connaitre plus des musées, des 
archives, des lieux historiques, des 
centres d’expositions, des jardins 
zoologiques et des autres 
établissements. En 1993-1994, ce 
genre de recettes a connu une 
croissance plus rapide que tous les 
autres genres de recettes des 
établissements du patrimoine. Cette 
augmentation a coincidé avec une 
faible hausse de la fréquentation 
apres une baisse de 4 % au cours 
des quatre années précédentes.

Reflétant la diversité de la population canadienne et les 
intéréts de ses membres, les périodiques publiés au 
Canada constituent peut-étre les plus canadiens de nos 
médias culturels. Appartenant dans une tres large mesure 
& des Canadiens, on y engage des talents canadiens. Les 
périodiques de tous genres ont une importance vitale pour 
Jes 20 000 écrivains et rédacteurs du Canada, en plus de 
nous renseigner sur nous-mémes et sur des lieux, des 
événements et des problemes canadiens. 


Un large éventail de périodiques sont publiés au Canada, 
tant pour le lecteur ayant des intéréts particuliers que pour 
le consommateur en général. Parmi ces 1 400 
publications se trouvent des périodiques de toutes les 
régions du pays. En outre, des périodiques publiés dans 
les deux langues officielles et dans d’autres langues 
reflétent non seulement les marchés distincts des 
périodiques en anglais et en francais, mais aussi les 
cultures de plus en plus variées de notre population. Un 
périodique sur trois publié est disponible soit en francais 
ou dans les deux langues oOfficielles et 40 sont offerts dans 
d’autres langues, telles que le chinois et l’arabe. 


En 1992-1993, on comptait dans cette variété prés de 190 
périodiques canadiens qui se concentraient uniquement ou 
en partie sur les arts, la culture ou la littérature. Leurs 
lecteurs comprennent des artistes, d'autres personnes qui 
s’intéressent aux arts, des érudits, des lecteurs en général 
et ceux et celles qui oeuvrent dans le secteur de la culture.

Recettes 

En 1992-1993, les recettes totales du secteur se sont 
élevées a 850 millions de dollars. Douze éditeurs de 
périodiques représentaient plus de 50 % de ces recettes 
et produisaient 11 % de ce type de publication. A 
différents degrés, les périodiques dépendent de la 
publicité, des ventes de publications, des subventions et 
d’autres recettes telles que des frais de cotisation lorsque 
les éditeurs sont des associations. Certains contiennent 
une importante part d’annonces et sont souvent distribués 
gratuitement. Environ les deux tiers des 1 400 périodiques 
dépendent davantage des ventes; les éditeurs de ces 
périodiques a tirage payant vendent au moins 50 % des 
exemplaires qu’ils distribuent.

Lecteurs et distribution 

Pres des deux tiers des Canadiens 
agée de 15 ans ou plus lisent au moins 
un périodique par semaine. Ce chiffre 
est pour les loisirs seulement; il serait 
plus élevé si l’on tenait compte de la 
lecture aux fins d’éducation, de 
perfectionnement professionnel ou 
d’amélioration des compétences. 


Les familles canadiennes dépensent 
une moyenne de 66 $ par année pour 
les périodiques. A peu prés la moitié 
de cette somme va aux abonnements. 


Cependant, les périodiques a grand 
tirage, généralement d'origine 
étrangeére, dominent les circuits de 
distribution que sont les kiosques a 
journaux, les librairies et les caisses de 
sortie des libre-service. En 
conséquence, les petits périodiques 
intéressants et en surabondance qui 
représentent les points de vue 
canadiens sont moins visibles pour les 
Canadiens que les importations. 
Rarement apercus aux kiosques a 
journaux, ils dépendent énormément 
des ventes d’abonnement a des 
lecteurs fidéles. En fait, 88 % des 
exemplaires de tous les périodiques 
canadiens se vendent par abonnement. 


Périodiques artistiques et littéraires 
La plupart des périodiques se 
spécialisant dans un contenu artistique 
ou littéraire sont représentatifs des 
petits périodiques canadiens, a budgets 
modiques et sans profits ou presque. 
lls sont aussi trés largement 
dépendants d’employés a temps partiel 
ou non rémunérés. Presque tout leur 
contenu est consacré a |’écriture, ala 
photographie et aux illustrations et une 
tres petite partie de celui-ci est laissée 
a la publicité. En fait, leur capacité de 
produire des recettes de publicité est 
souvent limitée en raison de leur faible 
tirage moyen. Leur part de recettes 
provenant des ventes est comparable a 
celui du groupe plus important des 
périodiques destinés aux 
consommateurs ayant des intéréts 
particuliers. 


Ces périodiques jouent plusieurs réles 
clés. Ils sont importants pour la 
littérature canadienne, en raison de leur 
contribution au développement des 
écrivains. Dans leurs commentaires 
critiques, ils présentent des points de 
vue variés sur les artistes, les arts et les 
questions culturelles. lls accroissent la

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Le secteur en évolution des 
périodiques 

Les 1 000 éditeurs du Canada ont réagi 
a plusieurs années de dépenses 
discrétionnaires limitées des 
consommateurs et de baisse des 
recettes de publicité en réduisant les 
dépenses et le personnel. Ce secteur a 
connu peu de changements, au cours 
des cing derniéres années, dans le cout 
moyen de production d’un exemplaire. 
ll a accru son utilisation des employés 
non rémunérés et des journalistes 
indépendants et il a connu une baisse 
de son tirage. Au nombre des 
changements subis par le secteur des 
périodiques durant cette période, il y a 
lieu de mentionner une réduction de la 
subvention postale et l’adoption de la 
taxe sur les produits et services (TPS). 


Les effets de la révolution électronique 
ne sont pas encore entiérement connus, 
mais plusieurs périodiques sont déja 
distribués en direct et sur disque 
compact CD-ROM. Ces progres de la 
technologie peuvent offrir des 
possibilités de diversification a des 
périodiques nouveaux ou déja existants. 


Dans un environnement en évolution qui 
comporte une concurrence plus forte 
que jamais pour les ressources et les 
lecteurs, en plus des possibilités 
d’édition électronique, il ne fait aucun 
doute que |’avenir présentera'de 
nombreux défis aux périodiques du 
Canada.

Les sports et la culture : 
des regles du jeu 
équitables?

Selon l’Enquéte sociale générale de 
1992, 30,2 % de la population 
canadienne agée de 15 ans ou plus a 
assisté a au moins une piece de theatre 
professionnel, un concert, un spectacle 
de danse ou un opéra au cours des 

12 mois précédant l’enquéte, contre 
31,2 % qui ont assisté a un événement 
du sport professionnel au cours de la 
méme période. 


On peut se demander si un tres grand 
nombre des mémes personnes 
assistent a ces deux types d’événement 
ou si, en fait, ces populations ont 
tendance a étre tout a fait distinctes. 
Les données nous montrent que moins 
de la moitié des personnes qui ont 
assisté a l’un ou l’autre de ces types 
d’événements ont assisté aux deux. En 
d’autres termes, 13 % de la population 
a assisté a la fois a un événement du 
sport professionnel et a un évenement 
des arts d’interprétation en 1992. 


Qu’en est-il des caractéristiques d’age, 
de revenu et d’éducation de ceux qui 
ont assisté aux deux types 
d’événements? 


L’age ne semble pas 6tre un facteur 
déterminant du niveau de participation, 
jusqu’a 60 ans. La proportion des 
personnes de chaque groupe d’age qui 
assistent aux deux types d’évéenements 
est stable dans tous les groupes d’age 
(entre 13 % et 16 %) jusqu’a 60 ans, 
age ou il se produit une forte baisse du 
niveau de participation (celui-ci tombe 
alors a 6 %). Parmi les personnes qui 
assistent a ces événements, on observe 
la plus grande concentration pour celles 
agées de 25 a 44 ans. 


En ce qui concerne le revenu, 
assistance a chaque type d’événe- 
ment, aussi bien qu’aux deux, 
augmente avec le revenu du ménage. 
De trés faibles proportions des 
répondants dont les revenus se situent 
dans les tranches les plus basses 
(moins de 30 000 $) assistent a la fois 

a des activités sportives et a des 
activités des arts d’interprétation. On 
suppose qu’ils font un choix, au lieu de 
participer aux deux. En revanche, les 
personnes qui, dans la proportion la 
plus forte, choisissent (ou sont financié- 
rement en mesure) d’assister aux deux 
types d’événements sont celles dont les 
revenus se situent dans les tranches les 
plus élevées (plus de 80 000 $). 


L’importance de |’éducation pour les 
niveaux d’assistance a tous les types 
d’événements est manifeste (voir «Les 
Canadiens qui participent a des 
activités culturelles» dans La culture en 
perspective, vol. 6, n° 4). Bien que 
cette constatation s’applique surtout aux 
événements des arts d’interprétation et 
moins aux sports, |’éducation a quand 
méme une grande influence sur 
assistance des mémes personnes aux 
deux types d’événements. Pour celles 


qui assistent aux deux, les proportions 
sont comprises entre un maximum de 
30 % pour les personnes qui ont une 
maitrise et un minimum de 7 % pour 
les personnes dont le niveau 
d’éducation le plus élevé qu’elles 
aient jamais atteint est le cours 
primaire ou secondaire.

Au cours des derniers mois, de 
nombreuses statistiques sur les 
répercussions économiques des arts 
et de la culture ont été citées dans 
des documents gouvernementaux. 
Par exemple, dans le document La 
politique étrangére au Canada :‘ 
principes et priorités pour l'avenir 
(rapport final du Comité mixte spécial 
chargé de l’examen de la politique 
étrangére du Canada, novembre 
1994), on peut lire que : «...les 
industries culturelles [du pays] ont 
fourni de l’emploi a pres de 600 000 
personnes et vendu pour pres de 15 
milliards de dollars de biens et 
services en 1992» (page 72). 
Néanmoins, en annongant la création 
du Conseil de ressources humaines 
du secteur culturel (22 janvier 1995), 
le ministre du Développement des 
ressources humaines a indiqué «qu'il 
contribuerait directement et 
indirectement a la création de plus de 
490 000 emplois et a la production de 
recettes supérieures a 22 milliards de 
dollars». 


Je tiens a vous informer que la CCA 
utilise actuellement le chiffre de 

500 000 emplois et celui de «plus» de 
21 milliards de dollars pour le PIB 
(données achetées [aupres de 
Statistique Canada] en décembre 
1993). Je crois comprendre que vous 
allez [nous] envoyer vos données les 
plus récentes sur l’impact €conomi- 
que, et nous les attendons avec 
impatience. Toutefois, j’aimerais 
aussi que vous précisiez quelle est 
selon vous, l’importance Economique 
des arts et de la culture, et que vous 
donniez la définition de ce secteur 
que vous jugez la plus pertinente.

La présente fait suite a votre lettre du 
23 janvier, dans laquelle vous souleviez 
un certain nombre de questions quant 
aux statistiques sur la culture. Je suis 
heureux que vous abordiez ces 
importantes questions, mais il est 
difficile d’expliquer succinctement la 
situation dans une seule lettre. Je me 
contenterai d’aborder les aspects clés. 


Plusieurs exemples de statistiques 
disponibles actuellement au sujet des 
arts et de la culture donnent une 
indication des répercussions de ceux-ci 
sur I’6conomie canadienne. 


Les derniéres données et analyses 
(publiées dans notre document de 
travail Selected Economic, Financial 
and Cultural Indicators for the Cultural 
Industries Sector) révelent que les arts 
et la culture au Canada contribuent pour 
23,4 milliards de dollars, directement et 
indirectement, a l'économie canadienne, 
et font état de plus de 660 000 emplois 
qui dépendaient directement ou 
indirectement de ce secteur en 1992- 
1993. D’autres études entreprises par 
le PSC [Programme de la statistique 
culturelle] laissent voir que les familles 
canadiennes ont dépensé pres de 16,4 
milliards de dollars en activités, services 
et équipement culturels en 1992. Un 
examen plus détaillé des données sur la 
population active tirées du Recense- 
ment du Canada pour 1991 indique que 
plus de 670 000 personnes ont une 
profession liée a la culture ou travaillent 
dans une industrie culturelle (et qu’il 
s’agit de leur profession principale). Il 
existe toutefois un probleme majeur 
quant a !’utilisation de ces trois sources, 
a savoir qu’elles se basent sur diverses 
définitions de la culture. 


Il est Evident que chacune des 
définitions peut se justifier. II est 
évident aussi que ces définitions 
pourraient correspondre davantage 
entre elles. Toutefois, les ressources 
consacrées a la question par le passé 
n’ont pas permis de déployer des 
efforts concertés a ce sujet. Nous 
avons surtout percu notre fonction 
comme en étant une collecte de 
données, selon les besoins établis. Je 
souhaite ardemment que nous 
changions notre orientation, mais 
légérement. Tout en continuant de faire 
de la collecte des données une de nos 
principales fonctions, j’essaie de 
réaffecter les ressources pour résoudre 
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un certain nombre de problemes, y 
compris Ceux que vous avez soulevés. 
Il ne fait aucun doute que les 
ressources constituent un élément clé, 
et je suis ouvert aux suggestions que 
vous auriez quant a l'utilisation de 
celles-ci ou aux possibilités d’en obtenir 
d’autres pour mener a bien nos efforts, 
peut-étre méme pour chaque projet 
individuellement. 


Les estimations de l’impact économique 
effectuées par Statistique Canada, qui 
sont fondées sur le modéle économique 
des entrées-sorties, sont toutefois les 
plus rigoureuses et les plus cohérentes 
en ce qui a trait au secteur culturel 
depuis |’étude de 1985 de Statistique 
Canada intitulée Statistiques de la 
culture, l'impact économique des arts 
et de /a culture (no 87-532 au 
catalogue). Cette étude a marqué un 
point tournant a ce chapitre. II ne fait 
aucun doute que les personnes qui 
utilisent ces estimations doivent étre 
conscientes au départ de la définition 
de la culture qui est utilisée, et qui 
repose sensiblement sur la disponibilité 
des données. 


En dépit des données dont nous 
disposons par suite de certaines 
études, nous sommes encore trés loin 
d’avoir une compréhension globale et 
cohérente des rouages économiques 
des arts et de la culture. A cet égard, il 
conviendra donc de s’attaquer a un 
certain nombre de problemes de base 
en matiere de recherche. A |’heure 
actuelle, par exemple, on s’entend tres 
peu sur la facon d’établir une distinction 
entre l’impact 6conomique du travail 
des artistes autonomes et celui des arts 
et de la culture dans leur ensemble. Il 
est aussi difficile de déterminer si les 
études sur l’impact économique du 
secteur des arts et de la culture 
devraient ou non comprendre d’autres 
activités liées a l'éducation artistique, a 
la conception, a la photographie, au 
matériel culturel, a la technologie, aux 
demandes des consommateurs ainsi 
qu’aux politiques et aux programmes 
gouvernementaux. Peut-étre méme 
que les nombreuses autres décisions 
qui seront prises relativement a ces 
définitions auront des répercussions 
fondamentales sur les données 
recueillies, ainsi que sur l’estimation de 
impact global des arts et de la culture 
sur l’@conomie. C’est la que la 
nécessité de s’entendre sur ces 
définitions prend toute son importance. 


Par ailleurs, méme si l’on élabore des 
définitions acceptables, il] subsiste de 


nombreux problemes de méthodo- 
logie. Comment mesure-t-on la 
contribution économique des divers 
services (de la création a la consom- 
mation)? Comment calcule-t-on |l’effet 
de multiplicateur des organisations sur 
économie? Comment intégre-t-on 
les statistiques et concepts divers 
touchant la population active (p. ex., 
travailleurs a temps plein ou a temps 
partiel, 6équivalents temps plein, 
marché de services, bénévoles, 
travailleurs autonomes, etc.)? Quel 
poids accorde-t-on au fait que les arts 
contribuent a attirer des industries, 
des cadres ou du personnel qualifié 
dans une région? Comment mesure- 
t-on les avantages Economiques des 
activités culturelles pour une 
collectivité? Quelle valeur accorde-t- 
on au fait que les arts et la culture 
contribuent a établir un climat propice 
a l’intensification de |’activité 
économique? 


Les données disponibles sont 
fragmentaires et souvent insuffisantes, 
comme le laissent voir certaines des 
études effectuées précédemment. Un 
certain nombre de chercheurs sont 
intéressés a approfondir cette 
question, mais si l'on ne procéde pas 
a l'intégration des recherches, il existe 
un danger que les données 
demeurent insatisfaisantes. Par 
exemple, divers experts-conseils ont 
entrepris des études (certaines 
reposant sur nos données, d’autres 
non), qui dans certains cas touchent 
des sujets trés précis (patrimoine, arts 
de la scéne, etc.), mais dont les 
résultats sont souvent extrapolés a 
d’autres fins (ce qui n’est pas toujours 
réussi). Les définitions de base, les 
concepts, la population observée et 
les méthodes sont rarement cohérents 
d’une étude a |’autre. 


Compte tenu de l’importance du 
secteur des arts et de la culture, et du 
grand nombre d’organisations et de 
personnes qui dépendent des 
programmes gouvernementaux pour 
leur survie, il semble raisonnable de 
regrouper les connaissances 
acquises, en vue d’élaborer une 
méthodologie cohérente et de 
combler les lacunes importantes. 
Compte tenu de la taille et de 
importance du secteur des arts et de 
la culture, il est surprenant de 
constater le peu d’étendue de nos 
connaissances et |’utilisation restreinte 
qui a été faite de celles-ci. 
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Jusqu’a maintenant, 2 peu prés tous les 
travaux effectués par Statistique Canada 
(PSC) l’ont été au moyen de ressources 
internes modestes uniquement, et 
aucun budget n’est prévu ni réserve 
pour documenter uniformement les 
recherches disponibles sur l’impact 
économique, ou pour poursuivre ou 
améliorer les travaux déja faits. 


Des réunions qui se sont tenues entre 
des représentants de Statistique 
Canada et de diverses organisations 
intéressées a utiliser des arguments 
économiques dans leurs énoncés de 
politique ont fait ressortir la nécessité 
de déterminer la meilleure fagon de 
présenter et d’utiliser les indicateurs de 
impact économique. C’est pourquoi le 
Programme de la statistique culturelle a 
proposé, et continue de le faire, qu’un 
petit groupe de travail soit constitué 
pour donner suite aux questions 
soulevées dans votre lettre et a celles 
dont j’ai fait état ci-dessus. 


L’objectif premier de ce groupe serait 
de faciliter l’échange de connaissances, 
d’expérience et d’information sur les 
méthodes qui servent a déterminer 
impact économique. Le groupe 
contribuerait en outre a établir un 
contexte de recherche plus ouvert et 
coopératif, faisant intervenir d’autres 
ministéres, organismes et associations 
industrielles, qui ont des intéréts 
similaires en matiére de recherche sur 
impact économique. Le groupe de 
travail pourrait tenir des reunions 
périodiques pour définir la pertinence 
de recherches ou de données addition- 
nelles, ainsi qu’élaborer un plan de 
travail permettant d’établir des 
indicateurs sensiblement améliorés. Si 
des enquétes ou des recherches addi- 
tionnelles semblent indiquées, une 
stratégie coordonnée permettrait de 
réaliser des économies globales et de 
réduire les cotits pour toutes les parties 
intéressées. 


Nous espérons que cette approche 
permettra de résoudre nombre de 
problémes qui remontent a loin. Tout 
d’abord, la mise en commun des 
intéréts et des besoins des secteurs 
public et privé permettra l’établissement 
de nouveaux indicateurs de l’impact 
économique plus a jour (tant au niveau 
national que provincial), de facon plus 
coordonnée. De plus, le fait de 
favoriser des partenariats pour la 
recherche sur l’impact économique 
donnera lieu a des économies et a une 
réduction du double emploi. Enfin, la 
promotion de stratégies compatibles et 


complémentaires favorisera une 
interprétation plus cohérente des 
données par les divers groupes d’intéréet 
du secteur.

A titre informatit... 
Un mot de la rédactrice 


Comme bien d’autres secteurs de 
Statistique Canada, le Programme de la 
statistique culturelle (PSC) profite des 
conseils éclairés d’un organisme 
consultatif de l’extérieur. Dans ce cas, il 
s’agit du Comité consultatif national de 
la statistique culturelle (CCNSC), dont la 
derniére réunion s’est tenue a Ottawa, 
au début de mai. 


Cette réunion visait notamment a 
renseigner les membres et a discuter 
de la nouvelle orientation prise par le 
PSC pour la collecte et la diffusion des 
données. (Vous trouverez plus de 
précisions a ce sujet dans le dernier 
numéro de La culture en perspective, 
vol. 7, n° 1, «Un regard sur |’avenir... un 
article renfermant les premieres 
impressions».) Elle a aussi donné lieu a 
une discussion sur |’état de la culture au 
Canada. Les membres du comité ont 
d’abord présenté un bref document, 
chacun indiquant comment il percoit les 
principales tendances caractérisant la 
culture aujourd’hui. Ce faisant, ils ont 
abordé une variété de sujets, y compris 
les conséquences du tarissement des 
subventions, les nouvelles technologies, 
les nouvelles définitions de la culture, 
importance du tourisme culturel, les 
changements démographiques liés a la 
consommation de biens culturels et, 
dans un contexte plus précis, 
l’orientation prise par l’industrie de 
l’enregistrement sonore. 


Par ailleurs, le CCNSC a consacré 
quelque temps a une question difficile, 
a savoir : Quels sont exactement les 
meilleurs moyens pour appuyer le PSC 
dans ses efforts pour étre la meilleure 
source de données et d’analyses 
culturelles intégrées et éclairées? 


Cette réunion était la derniere pour 
plusieurs membres dont le mandat de 


trois ans a pris fin. Tous nos 
remerciements a Robert Kelly 
(président du CCNSC et membre de 
la faculté de commerce et 
d’administration des affaires de 
l'Université de la Colombie-Britan- 
nique), a Keith Kelly (directeur 
national de la Conférence canadienne 
des arts) et a Peggy Walt (agente 
des services culturels au ministere de 
l’Education de la Nouvelle-Ecosse), 
qui ont apporté une importante 
contribution. Quand la nouvelle 
composition du Comité aura été 
déterminée, La culture en perspective 
vous présentera chaque membre.

Portrait global de la 
situation Analyse de la 
frequentation des 
musées Canadiens et 
des droits d’entree

Au cours de la derniére décennie, 
administration fédérale a réduit ses 
dépenses au chapitre des musées 
canadiens, alors que la clientéle des 
musées a vu croitre le nombre de 
musées exigeant des droits d’entrée. 
Les compressions généralisées des 
dépenses publiques influent souvent 
sur le financement du secteur de la 
culture, et la clientéle des établisse- 
ments culturels assume de plus en 
plus le cout des plaisirs et de 
l’appréciation du patrimoine, de la 
culture et de l’art canadiens. 


La baisse de la part fédérale des 
dépenses publiques 

En 1992-1993, les dépenses de 
l’'administration fédérale au chapitre 
des musées se sont établies a 156 
millions de dollars, celles des 
administrations provinciales ont atteint 
266 millions, alors que les dépenses 
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des municipalités au titre des musées 
se sont élevées a 28 millions’. 


Depuis la fin des années 80, la part 
fédérale des dépenses publiques au 
chapitre des musées a 
considérablement varié. Aprés le 
sommet de 53,4 % atteint en 1987- 
1988, la part fédérale s’établit, selon les 
données actuelles sur les dépenses 
publiques, a 34,6 % en 1992-1993, le 
plus faible pourcentage jamais 
enregistré2. 


La plupart des données présentées 
dans cet article proviennent de 
l’Enquéte sur les établissements du 
patrimoine de Statistique Canada, 
menée auprés des établissements 
publics et privés du patrimoine et des 
parcs en exploitation. Sont exclus les 
établissements dont |’activité 
principale est la vente des objets 
exposés ou qui sont exploités a titre 
lucratif. Seuls les établissements dont 
la principale fonction patrimoniale les 
définit comme «musée» seront 
retenus aux fins de lanalyse. Cette 
catégorie comprend les musées 
d’histoire naturelle, les musées 
d’histoire de I’homme, les musées 
d’art (y compris les galeries d’art), les 
musées de sciences et de 
technologie, les musées militaires, 
les musées locaux et les musées du 
sport. Réegle générale, 99 % des 
musées en exploitation partout au 
Canada répondent a l’enquéte. 
Certaines données sont également 
tirées de l’Enquéte de Statistique 
Canada sur les dépenses publiques 
au titre de la culture. 


Alors que les dépenses fédérales 
enregistrent une baisse, le financement 
provincial et municipal augmente ~ 
(figure 1). En 1992-1993, les dépenses 
des administrations municipales et 
provinciales représentaient 
respectivement 6,3 % et 59,1 % des 
dépenses publiques totales au chapitre 
des musées. En 1984-1985, ces

proportions s’établissaient a 4,6 % 
pour les administrations municipales et 
a51,8 % pour les administrations 
provinciales. Sans tenir compte de 
l’inflation, les dépenses provinciales et 
municipales ont doublé au cours des 10 
derniéres années. 


L’effet des droits d’entrée 

Du milieu des années 80 a la fin de la 
décennie, de nombreux musées se sont 
mis, entre autres, a imposer des droits 
d’entrée pour faire contrepoids a la 
reduction de l’aide publique. Dans le 
cadre de lanalyse, les musées sont 
classés en fonction des droits d’entrée 
habituellement exigés pour un adulte. 
On reconnait que certains musées 
tiennent une journée d’«entrée libre» par 
semaine et que d’autres qui n’imposent 
pas de droits d’entrée réguliers, exigent 
néanmoins des droits pour les 
expositions spéciales. De plus, certains 
musées offrent aux visiteurs la 
possibilité de faire des dons, et les 
sommes recueillies ainsi ne figurent pas 
dans les données sur les droits 
d’entrée. 


Le cout d’une visite au musée a 

changé depuis 1983, particuligrement 
dans le cas des grands musées. En 
1983, 58 % de toutes les visites se sont 
faites dans des musées n’exigeant

Les dépenses publiques relatives aux musées canadiens varient 
selon le niveau d’administration publique 
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pas de droits d’entrée réguliers. En 
1992, cette proportion était tombée a 
33 %. 


Les musées imposant les droits 
d’entrée les plus élevés sont les plus 
fréquentés. lls enregistrent une 
fréquentation moyenne dix fois 
supérieure a la moyenne générale. En 
fait, 44 % de la frequentation totale en 
1992 a été enregistrée dans les 
musées imposant des droits d’entrée 
de 4,50 $ et plus. 


La situation actuelle 

Au cours de la derniére décennie, le 
nombre de musées s’est maintenu a 
environ 1 200. Leur fréquentation a 
varié de 20 a 25 millions de visites 
annuellement. On compte en 
moyenne pres de 20 500 visites 
annuelles par musée. 


Bien qu’il n’existe pas de données 
portant précisément sur les musées, 
l’Enquéte sur les dépenses des 
familles de Statistique Canada indique 
que 41 % des ménages canadiens ont 
fait des dépenses pour visiter une 
installation culturelle quelconque en 
1992. li pouvait s’agir de musées ou 
d’autres types d’établissements, 
aquariums, 200s, parcs, lieux 
historiques, etc. Selon |’Enquéte 
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sociale générale de 1992 (cycle 7), le 
taux de fréquentation s’élevait a 32 %, 
ce taux représentant la proportion de 
Canadiens ayant visité un musée ou 
une galerie d’art au moins une fois au 
cours de cette année-la. 


D’ou viennent les gros sous? 

Sans provision pour inflation, la compa- 
raison entre les musées n’exigeant pas 
de droits d’entrée et les autres musées 
est frappante. En 1983, 62 % des 
musées n’imposaient pas de droits 
d’entrée. Bien que le pourcentage des 
musées n’exigeant pas de droits d’en- 
trée soit demeuré stable au cours de la 
décennie, la frequentation moyenne de 
ces musées représente aujourd’hui 
moins de la moitié de ce qu’elle repré- 
sentait il y a dix ans. Cette tendance est 
vraisemblablement attribuable au fait 
que ce sont les musées plus petits et 
moins fréquentés qui maintiennent des 
pratiques d’entrée libre. 


La figure 2 illustre le nombre de 
musées exigeant ou non des droits 
d’entrée selon le genre d’organisme 
directeur. Parmi tous les genres 
d’organisme directeur, les organisations 
a caractére éducatif sont celles qui 
dirigent la plus forte proportion de 
musées sans droits d’entrée; 93 % des 
musées qu’elles dirigent n’imposent pas 
de droits d’entrée. L’administration 
fédérale se classe au deuxiéme rang, 
84 % des musées placés sous son 
autorité n’exigeant pas de droits 
d’entrée. (Cette catégorie comprend de 
nombreux musées militaires situés sur 
des bases.) La plus faible proportion de 
musées sans droits d’entrée (43 %) se 
retrouve sous |’autorité des adminis- 
trations provinciales. Les musées 
dirigés par des administrations munici- 
pales, des organisations religieuses, 
des sociétés historiques ou d’autres 
organismes, n’imposaient pas de droits 
d’entrée dans une proportion variant de 
62 % a 64 %. 


Les droits d’entrée imposés par les 
musées varient considérablement, allant 
d’une somme symbolique de 25¢ a 

13 $ pour un adulte. Parmi les musées 
exigeant des droits d’entrée, les droits 
moyens pour un adulte sont d’environ 
2,40 $. La figure 3 illustre plus claire- 
ment le nombre de musées imposant 
divers droits d’entrée. Il appert que les 
musées imposant des droits d’entrée 
inférieurs a 2 $ ont toujours enregistré 
une faible fréquentation moyenne. Les 
musées exigeant des droits d’entree 
variant de 2 $ a 4,99 $ enregistraient 
une fréquentation moyenne relativement 
plus élevée.

Musées exigeant des droits d’entrée en 1992-1993 : un plus grand

Les musées les plus populaires sont 
ceux qui imposent les droits d’entree 
les plus élevés. En 1983, un seul 


musée, de taille moyenne, exigeait des 
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Bien que les musées imposant des 
droits d’entrée de 4,50 $ et plus ne 
représentent que 4 % de |l’ensemble 
des musées, ils ont regu 44 % de 
toutes les visites de musée en 1992- 
1993. En fait, la frequentation moyenne 
de ces établissements s’éleve a plus de 
200 000 visiteurs par musée, soit 10 
fois la moyenne générale. Cependant, 
au cours des deux périodes d’enquéte 
de 1990-1991 et de 1991-1992, la 
fréquentation moyenne des musées 
imposant des droits d’entrée élevés a 
baissé. Cette tendance peut révéler 
qu’un plus grand nombre de musées 
relativement moins fréquentés adoptent 
ce niveau de tarification. 


Quelles sont les perspectives 
d’avenir? 

En ce qui a trait aux musées, les 
visiteurs semblent préts a payer pour ce 
que, auparavant, ils obtenaient 
gratuitement. La frequentation des 
musées canadiens est demeurée 
relativement stable au cours des huit 
derniéres années, alors que le nombre 
de musées imposant des droits d’entrée 
a augmenté. L’augmentation des cotts 
ne semble donc pas avoir réduit l’intérét 
que l’on porte a |’art et au patrimoine. 
La clientéle des musées accepte, pour 
le moment, la nouvelle réalité et paient 
les droits d’entrée. 


Les musées populaires qui depuis 
toujours attiraient un grand nombre de 
visiteurs imposent des droits d’entrée 
plus élevés que les musées moins 
populaires, sans que les frais accrus 
constituent une menace sérieuse a la 
fréquentation. Souvent, la force 
d’attraction que ces musées exercent 
sur le public l’emporte sur le prix de la 
visite. 


La situation est toutefois différente pour 
les établissements moins populaires. 
Tous les musées considérés dans le 
cadre de létude sont sans but lucratif. 
Pris entre leurs besoins de financement 
et leurs responsabilités continues en 
matiére de conservation, de préser- 
vation et d’éducation, les musées font 
face a une situation de plus en plus 
difficile. Les musées moins populaires 
pourraient-ils compter sur les droits 
d’entrée comme source de financement 
pour assurer leur survie? S’ils devaient 
imposer des droits d’entrée, a combien 
ces droits devraient-ils s’élever pour ne 
pas constituer une barrieére aux visites? 


La situation globale des musées laisse 
preésager un avenir plus codteux pour la 
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clientele. Si nous misons sur notre 
culture, notre art et notre patrimoine 
pour nous aider a définir l’identité 
canadienne et si nous croyons a la 
valeur intrinseque du patrimoine, nous 
devrons étre préts a en assumer les 
couts accrus. 


L’imposition de droits d’entrée aux 
musées souléve des enjeux de taille 
pour les gouvernements. D’abord, il 
arrive que la popularité d’une exposition 
surpasse |’intérét ou l’importance 
culturelle qu’elle présente. Les musées 
peuvent céder a la tentation de 
presenter des collections susceptibles 
d’attirer un large public au détriment 
d’expositions moins sensationnelles 
mais plus significatives sur le plan 
culturel. La viabilité des musées 
dépend-elle uniquement de leur 
popularité aupres des visiteurs qui 
paient des droits d’entrée? Les 
gouvernements pourraient aussi en 
venir a ne subventionner que les 
musées présentant des expositions 
viables sur le plan €conomique. 


Le second enjeu se rapporte a l’acces 
aux musées. La capacité de payer 
risque d’exercer une influence 
croissante sur la qualité de nos rapports 
avec |’art, la culture et le patrimoine 
canadiens. Aussi avons-nous besoin 
d’autres sources de données pour 
évaluer les effets des droits d’entrée sur 
les caractéristiques sociodémogra- 
phiques des visiteurs. 


Impact economique - 
Nouvelles recherches 
personnalisées 


Une étude récemment terminée sur 
impact économique des compagnies 
d’arts d’interprétation financées par le 
Conseil des arts du Canada souligne 
l’envergure et la profondeur de la 
recherche qui peut étre menée ou qui 
est présentement faite dans ce domaine 
intéressant. Indépendamment des 
questions soulevées ailleurs dans le 
présent numéro de La culture en 
perspective (Voir «Impact économique : 
le débat continue», p. 3), ce document 
démontre que le personnel du 
Programme de la statistique culturelle 
peut satisfaire des demandes 
particulieres 6manant d’un secteur 
donné de la culture ou d’une région 
geéographique. 


On trouvera ici certains faits saillants 
intéressants tirés de I’étude en 
question. 


L’impact économique direct des 284 
compagnies de theatre, de musique, de 
danse et d’opéra que finance le Conseil 
des arts du Canada se mesure a prés 
de 214 millions de dollars en 1992-1993 
et a quelque 45 000 emplois directs a 
temps plein et a temps partiel. Bien 
entendu, il ne faut pas y voir la 
uniquement une source directe 
d’emplois, de revenus et d’impéts. II 
faut aussi considérer la myriade 
d’activités Economiques indirectes 
qu’entraine, par exemple, la seule 
production d’une piéce de théatre. En 
effet, si lon combine les impacts directs 
et indirects des 284 compagnies 
financées, on estime a 321 millions de 
dollars leur contribution au PIB et a 
quelque 60 000 le nombre total 
d’emplois soutenus en 1992-1993. 


Bien que les recettes globales des 
compagnies financées aient augmenté 
en moyenne de 2,9% par année entre 
1988-1989 et 1992-1993, leurs 
dépenses ont aussi grimpé au rythme 
de 3,6 % par an, ce qui se traduit par 
des déficits pour chaque année ou 
presque, dans la plupart des disciplines. 
L’une des mesures adoptées pour 
juguler cette hausse des codts durant 
cette période, a été de diminuer de 

24 % le nombre moyen de représen- 
tations montées chaque année, par 
compagnie. 


Au cours de la période de cing ans sur 
laquelle a porté I’étude, les subventions 
du Conseil des arts du Canada aux 
compagnies d’arts d’interprétation ont 
fluctué entre 37 et 43 millions de 
dollars. Aussi, leur distribution a 
changé du fait «qu’on a donné moins a 
plus de compagnies» : le nombre de 
compagnies qui ont recu une aide a 
augmenté de 13 %, mais la subvention 
moyenne a chuté d’un peu moins de 
10 % pour s’établir a 135 000 dollars.

Vous me direz qu’il est un peu étrange pour un Australien de 
discourir sur la culture canadienne, mais dans mes fonctions 
présentes je me surprends a souvent penser a ce sujet et aux 
questions statistiques qui en découlent. J’avais retenu plusieurs titres 
pour cet article, et ne voulais pas vraiment arréter mon choix. «La 
statistique culturelle 4 un carrefour», «Le contenu canadien est-il 
important?», «La culture, qui la controle?», «La culture, qui en a 
besoin?», «A qui servent les statistiques?» sont tous des titres qui, a 
un moment ou a un autre, m’ont traverse |’esprit. Chacun d’entre eux 
jetait un éclairage particulier (et important) sur le sujet, mais, pour 
moi, le dénominateur commun était la planification. Le vieil adage 
selon lequel on ne peut savoir ou |’on va si l’on ignore ou !’on est et 
ou l’on a été, me revient sans cesse comme justification de l’impor- 
tance d’avoir une solide base de données statistiques (renfermant 
des séries chronologiques actuelles, précises et rentables) comme 
pierre angulaire pour la prise de decision. 


Ou sommes-nous? 


Le Canada dispose d’un trés vaste éventail de statistiques 
culturelles. Il existe en effet des renseignements sur une variéte de 
sujets; ces renseignements sont tirés d’enquétes realisées par le 
Programme de la statistique culturelle et du mandat global de 
Statistique Canada. Des données sont réunies sur la situation cultu- 
relle et économique des particuliers, des industries et des institutions 
participant au secteur culturel, et elles représentent le point de vue 
des créateurs, des producteurs, des distributeurs, des fournisseurs et 
des utilisateurs de produits culturels. La Culture en perspective est 
un instrument clé pour informer les gens de |’éventail de données 
disponibles et du genre d’analyses statistiques possibles. Toutefois, 
par définition, ce bulletin ne présente que des exemples de ce qui 
peut étre fait. 


Il va de soi que la collecte et la diffusion de données pertinentes 
entrainent des coiits, et une partie des sommes est en fait consacree 
a garantir la pertinence des données. || faut donc sans cesse se 
demander si oui ou non les informations que nous offrons sont 
utilisées efficacement et, de surcroit, si les données traduisent la 
réalité d’aujourd’hui. De récentes discussions avec de nombreux 
utilisateurs indiquent que Oui nos données sont importantes et que 
Oui nos données sont utilisées, mais qu’il faut en faire plus. Les 
questions que nous devons nous poser maintenant sont donc «que 
pouvons-nous faire de plus?», «quelles sont les nouvelles priorités 
statistiques?» et «quels sont les cotts afférents?».

Un autre impératif dans le contexte actuel est que dans le meilleur 
des cas, nous devrons fonctionner avec un panier fixe de ressources. 
Le scénario le plus vraisemblable semble toutefois étre celui du 
panier percé par ou s’échappent les ressources, ce qui nous force a 
chercher continuellement des maniéres d’en faire plus avec moins. 


Ou allons-nous? 


Ces facteurs qui precedent m’ameénent a conclure que notre 
programme statistique actuel de collecte et de diffusion doit evoluer. 
Nous chercherons a concentrer davantage nos efforts sur l'étude de 
questions comme l’impact Economique de la culture, les enjeux 
Statistiques associés a |’autoroute de l'information, |’amélioration de 
notre service de diffusion des données, la production d’une 
publication donnant un apercu de la culture canadienne et 
'accroissement de |’étendue et du champ d’observation de notre 
activité actuelle de collecte (en fonction des besoins de données et 
de la disponibilité des ressources). 


Comment y arriverons-nous? 


autoroute de l’information 


Nous avons déja commence a nous pencher sur les questions que 
souléve !’autoroute (voir l'article «Statistique Canada sur |’autoroute 
de l'information» dans La Culture en perspective, vol. 6, n° 4, p. 3). 
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l| faut cependant mieux comprendre les 
besoins en matiére de données. Bien qu’une 
multitude de points (pour lesquels des statis- 
tiques fiables sont nécessaires) commencent 

a 6tre examinés par des décideurs, des univer- 
Sitaires et des praticiens, les fondements de 
notre société évoluent, ce qui pose un dilemme 
Statistique. Nous voulons vraisemblablement 
mesurer l’évolution, mais cette evolution 
particuliere est un concept difficile. Cela revient 
un peu a demander «voulons-nous compter les 
oeufs ou les poules?», la reponse étant sans 
doute «les deux, mais qu’est-ce qui va éclore 
exactement?». Il va sans dire que les commen- 
taires de nos lecteurs et leur avis sur ce qui 
doit étre fait sont les bienvenus. Notre réflexion 
actuelle est sans aucun doute fondée sur 
’hypothese qu’il est préférable d’influencer le 
développement de systemes afin que les 
données nécessaires soient disponibles dans 
le systeme lui-méme que de recueillir ces 
mémes données au moyen d’une enquéte 
indépendante. 


repercussions économiques 


De méme, certains travaux de grande valeur 
sur les repercussions economiques de la 
culture sont déja réalisés. Mais il est possible 
d’en faire plus dans ce domaine (et on en fera 
effectivement davantage). L’objectif ultime est 
d’améliorer les estimations. La premiére étape 
en ce sens consistera a au moins documenter 
les differents concepts, sources et méthodes 
déja utilisés. 


diffusion 


L’enrichissement de notre programme de 
diffusion des données implique un certain 
nombre d’étapes. Mais toutes convergent vers 
la capacité de pouvoir réepondre rapidement 
aux besoins de la clientéle et de faire en sorte 
que les utilisateurs actuels et éventuels 
sachent que nos données existent. Une des 
etapes consiste a regrouper toutes nos publi- 
Cations annuelles actuelles en une seule. La 
nouvelle publication n’est qu’a |’étape de la 
planification; toutefois, on sait déja qu’elle 
permettra de répondre a un vaste éventail 
d’intéréts. Elle devrait paraitre d’ici la fin de 
l'été. Elle renfermera des données tirées de 
nos enquétes existantes, en plus de regrouper 
des données provenant d’autres sources (par 
exemple, des renseignements sur l’emploi du 
temps et sur les dépenses des familles). Elle 
s’appuiera donc sur une définition plus large 
de la culture que celle dont nous avions 
lhabitude. Une deuxieme étape consistera a 
s’assurer que les utilisateurs ayant des besoins 
spéciaux auxquels repondent nos publications 
actuelles ne sont pas lésés, et ils ne le seront 
pas. En fait, ces personnes sont invitées a 
communiquer avec Mme Pina La Novara, au 
(613) 951-1573, pour s’assurer que leurs 
besoins en matiere de données seront toujours 
satisfaits (les frais imposés ne seront pas exor- 
bitants). Une troisieme étape d’importance 
consistera a prouver ce que nous valons. Je 
soutiens qu’il serait rentable pour de nombreux 
utilisateurs de solliciter nos services pour 
realiser des recherches particuliéres en leur 
nom, qu’il s’agisse d’une simple extraction de 


données existantes, d’une collecte de données 
détaillees ou d’une analyse statistique appro- 
fondie. Nous aimerions avoir occasion de 
faire nos preuves! 


Toutes ces étapes de diffusion des données 
impliqueront un changement de stratégie de 
communication. Nous adopterons une 
démarche plus proactive dans nos relations 
avec la presse et les associations clés et nous 
prévoyons, parmi les avantages qui en 
découleront, que plus de données seront 
disponibles, plus rapidement, pour un plus 
grand nombre d’utilisateurs de la collectivité. 
Cette stratégie encouragera également les 
chercheurs du secteur a discuter de leurs 
plans avec nous, en partie pour que nous 
puissions les conseiller (au besoin). Mais 
surtout, elle nous permettra d’agir comme 
centre de connaissance pour mettre en contact 
des personnes ayant des intéréts sembiables. 


Notre nouvelle realite 


«Comment tout cela peut-il 6tre fait?» est sans 
nul doute une autre question nécessitant une 
reponse. «Davantage de ressources» serait 
une bonne réponse, mais dans la plupart des 
Cas nous ne devons pas nous y attendre, 
quoique des collaborations et des partenariats 
constituent certainement une facon de maxi- 
miser l’impact des ressources existantes. Mais 
le prix a payer pour la réalisation de ces 
nouvelles entreprises a été la réorganisation de 
notre secteur qui, a son tour, entrainera une 
diminution de la frequence ou du niveau de 
détail, ou des deux, de nos enquétes existan- 
tes. A l’heure actuelle, nous avons l’intention 
de maintenir une activité de collecte détaillée 
mais dorénavant, une collecte biennale pour la 
plupart des enquétes. On ne s’attend pas a 
changer la fréquence de |’enquéte annuelle 
des dépenses publiques au titre de la culture. 
Toutefois, cette année nous ne comptons pas 
mener l'enquéte sur les établissements du 
patrimoine ainsi que sur |’enregistrement 
sonore (l'année de déclaration 1994-95). O 
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Droits d’auteur musicaux: 
c’est l’air qui fait la 
chanson

Lorsque vous écoutez les musiciens de rue ou 
vous entendez votre chanson favorite en 
musique de fond dans un restaurant, vous 
arrive-t-il de vous demander si le compositeur 
ou l’auteur de la chanson est rétribué pour 
Putilisation de sa création, et si oui de quelle 
fagon la redevance a été déterminée? Ou 
encore s’il est payé, comment a-t-il pu savoir 
que sa composition avait été utilisée? Lors- 
qu’une chanson est interprétée en public, que 
ce soit en concert ou a |’aide d’un enregistre- 
ment, l’établissement public (restaurant, salle 
de concerts, etc.) ou l’interpréte doit détenir 
une licence du détenteur du droit d’auteur pour 
Putilisation de l’oeuvre. 


Il revient a la Commission du droit d’auteur 
d’établir des tarifs justes et raisonnables, tant 
pour les utilisateurs que pour les auteurs. 
Créé en 1989, ce tribunal administratif fixe 
les tarifs d’apres les ententes liant les parties 
Ou par suite de la tenue d’audiences. Elle 
s’assure que les tarifs sont raisonnables pour 
les utilisateurs et qu’il y a une juste compen- 
sation pour les détenteurs de droits. C’est 
ainsi que depuis les années 30, la Commis- 
sion et son prédécesseur, la Commission 
d’appel du droit d’auteur, ont fixé les tarifs 
applicables a l’utilisation publique de la 
musique. 


Role vita! des sociétés de perception 


Les détenteurs de droits sont souvent 
membres de sociétés de perception, comme 
la Société canadienne des auteurs, 
compositeurs et éditeurs de musique 
(SOCAN), qui agissent a titre de représen- 
tants des créateurs et s’adressent a la 
Commission en leur nom. Les sociétés de 
perception, ainsi que les usagers de droits 
d’auteur, montent des dossiers afin de 
défendre leur position devant la Commission. 
Cela les oblige souvent a faire appel au 
Programme de la statistique culturelle (PSC) 
de Statistique Canada pour se renseigner sur 
’'aspect Economique des industries de la 
radiodiffusion, de la musique et de la 
cablodistribution, 1a ou il y a utilisation de la 
propriété intellectuelle, et pour obtenir des 
précisions sur l’importance et l’utilisation de 
cette propriété. 


Droits de retransmission 


Les «droits de retransmission», un nouveau 
genre de droits d’auteur, ont été créés par la 
loi en 1990 dans le cadre de l’Accord de 
libre-@change avec les Etats-Unis. Ils s’appli- 
quent aux Oeuvres créées qui sont trans- 
mises par les signaux de télévision. Cela 
comprend les droits d'utilisation de la 
musique faisant partie des émissions ainsi 
que les droits s’appliquant a d’autres oeuvres 
créées dans les émissions. La Commission 
est habilitée a établir le montant de ces droits 
et a fixer des droits de retransmission qui 
soient «justes et Equitables» pour les signaux 
captés et retransmis par les compagnies de 
cablodistribution. Avant 1990, les compa- 
gnies canadiennes captaient les signaux 
ameéricains, comme ceux des réseaux ABC 
ou PBS, et les retransmettaient a leurs 
abonnés. Dans bien des cas, ces signaux 
étaient retransmis bien au-dela de leur aire 
locale, la ou on ne pouvait les capter avec 
aide d’antennes conventionnelles. Les 
compagnies de cablodistribution américaines 
payaient déja, depuis 1978, des droits de 
retransmission pour les signaux éloignes (y 
compris certains signaux canadiens). En 
dénongant la situation canadienne qui existait 
avant 1990, certains commentateurs améri- 
cains ont parlé de «piraterie économique». La 
tache de déterminer des tarifs équitables 
pour cette utilisation a donc été confiée a la 
nouvelle Commission du droit d’auteur. 
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Premiere audience de la Commission 


La Commission a tenu sa premiere audience 
sur une période de cing mois en 1989 et 
1990. Elle a alors entendu les arguments de 
13 parties qui s’étaient mises d’accord pour 
que le tarif soit établi pour plus d’une annee. 
La Commission a dt determiner une structure 
convenable et faire une estimation du montant 
total, ou «quantum», qui serait généré par ce 
tarif payable par les compagnies de cablodistri- 
bution. Cette somme a di alors étre répartie 
parmi les neuf sociétés de perception qui 
avaient été créées par suite de l’adoption de la 
nouvelle loi afin de représenter les differents 
groupes tels que les sports professionnels 
ameéricains, les créateurs de teléfilms 
américains, les créateurs d’émissions 
canadiennes et les télédiffuseurs dont les 
programmes étaient retransmis. 


Preuve soumise a la Commission 


Pour la répartition, la Commission a décidé 
d’utiliser une approche hybride en utilisant les 
données sur |’offre d’émissions et le temps 
d’écoute tirées de la banque de données sur la 
télévision, qui releve du Programme de la 
statistique culturelle. Puisque la banque de 
données est établie d’aprés le titre, il était 
possible de produire des tableaux de |’ecoute 
pour les émissions appartenant a des membres 
des différentes sociétés de perception, une fois 
que la propriété de certaines emissions avait 
été convenue par les différents participants. 
Les efforts innovateurs de I’équipe du PSC 
(voir l'encadré), combines a leur disposition de 
collaborer avec les sociétés de perception, ont 
permis a la Commission de recevoir les 
renseignements nécessaires a |’execution de 
son mandat. 


Deuxieme... et troisieme decision 


En janvier1993, la Commission a rendu sa 
deuxiéme décision concernant les droits de 
retransmission. La décision conservait les 
lignes générales de la premiere decision 
(venue a échéance en decembre1991) et 
établissait un tarif de trois ans qui a expire en 
décembre 1994. Elle a aussi utilisé les statisti- 
ques sur l’écoute établies par Statistique 
Canada. A la fin du printemps, la Commission 
tiendra une troisieme audience en vue de fixer 
le tarif jusqu’en 1997. L’audience portera 
presque exclusivement sur la question de la 
repartition des redevances percues par les 
sociétés de perception, étant donne que les 
parties se sont déja mises d’accord sur la 
structure, le tarif et le montant qui devrait Etre 
généré. Une fois de plus, la Commission devra 
se fier sur les données du Programme de la 
statistique Culturelle. 


La Commission compte sur Statistique 
Canada 


Par ailleurs, d’autres elements d'information de 
Statistique Canada sont utiles pour etoffer les 
données de base et faire état des industries 


Note de la rédactrice 


Etant donné que le tarif ne s’applique pas a la retransmission des signaux locaux, il a 
fallu ventiler davantage les données de base. A cette fin, l’équipe du PSC a 
personnalisé la méthodologie de concert avec la Société de perception du droit 
d’auteur du Canada (représentant les créateurs américains et, notamment, la Motion 
Picture Association of America). Une fois la méthodologie au point, la Société a veillé 
a réunir des éléments d’information sur les signaux locaux et éloignés pour 
l'ensemble des systemes de cablodistribution du Canada. Le PSC a alors pu intégrer 
ces nouveaux éléments dans le systéme afin de répondre aux besoins particuliers de 
la Commission et des sociétés de perception. 


Ce n’est pas d’hier que le PSC personnalise un systéme. De fait, la banque de 
données sur la télévision est elle-méme établie a partir de données recueillies 
chaque année par le BBM (Bureau of Broadcast Measurement) pour fournir des 
renseignements sur |’auditoire aux commanditaires et aux radiodiffuseurs. Comme 
c’est souvent le cas, les données utiles a une fin ne mesurent pas exactement 
d’autres zones d’intérét. Le PSC a toutefois résolu le probleme et amélioré 
grandement I'utilité des données originales en élaborant et intégrant une classification 
de l’écoute fondée sur les «genres» d'émissions, comme les sports, les nouvelles et 


les dramatiques. 


culturelles qui utilisent les droits d’auteur. Dans 
le cas du tarif de retransmission, la Commis- 
sion s’est preoccupée de la solvabilité de 
lindustrie de la cablodistribution. La 
Commission a regu des données sur la santé 
et la rentabilité de l’industrie et d’autres 
industries dans le domaine des télecommuni- 
cations. Le méme genre de renseignements 
est utilisé dans le dossier de l’audience sur la 
transmission des canaux spécialisés (Ou 
signaux autres que de radiodiffusion). 


Sans entrer dans le détail des tarifs applicables 
a la musique, la Commission a déterminé 
qu’une augmentation s’imposait pour tenir 
compte de la hausse du coit de la vie. C’est 
en 1977 que l’ancienne Commission a 
commencé 4 utiliser l’indice des prix a la 
consommation (IPC) comme norme. En 1988, 
lors d’une audience, on a suggéré que l'IPC 
risquait d’exagérer les augmentations des 
coits subies par les producteurs de biens 
intermédiaires et qu’un indice comme celui des 
prix des produits industriels (IPPI) serait plus 
souhaitable. Méme si la question n’est pas 
entierement résolue, il a ete décidé d’avoir 
recours aux chiffres rajustés de I’IPC. Bien str, 
ce débat aurait été inutile si les données de 
Statistique Canada n’avaient pas ete 
disponibles. 


Et en conclusion... 


Si la Commission peut fixer des tarifs 
raisonnables, c’est grace aux statistiques qui 
paraissent déja dans les publications de 
Statistique Canada, comme les chiffres de 
V'indice des prix a la consommation et d’autres 
indices, et celles qui sont établies en reponse 
a ses spécifications. Ces statistiques lui 
permettent d’affirmer avec quelque certitude 
les effets des tarifs sur des variables clés 
comme les bénéfices ou les recettes ou sur 
l'utilisation des divers genres de droits d’auteur 
dans les industries culturelles. O 


A l’heure des voyages... et 
du dépaysement culturel 
Les activites culturelles 
des Canadiens en voyage, 
19921

De nombreux Canadiens assistent a des 
manifestations culturelles, notamment des 
pieces de théatre ou des concerts?. En 
1992, 30% des Canadiens de 15 ans et 
plus ont assisté a un spectacle de la scene 
chez eux ou en voyages. 


Les voyageurs forment un important groupe 
de consommateurs potentiels de manifesta- 
tions culturelles, 72% des Canadiens ayant 
fait au moins un voyage d’une nuit ou plus 
en 19924 pour un motif autre que les 
affaires. Toutefois, les Canadiens en voyage 
participent a des activités culturelles a des 
degrés trés variables, la probabilite 
augmentant avec |’éloignement. 


1 Tous les voyages-personnes d’une 
nuit ou plus en 1992, et tous les 
voyages au Canada a au moins 80 km 
de la maison en 1992, sont étudiés ici.

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En quéte de dépaysement culture! 


Les Canadiens voyagent surtout au pays. Par 
conséquent, la majorite des voyages- 
personnes comportant une manifestation 
Culturelle sont au Canada. En 1992, ce fut le 
cas de 2,8 millions de voyages-personnes au 
pays. Pour les voyages aux Etats-Unis et 
Outre-mer, les chiffres correspondants 
s’établissent a 1,6 million et a 787 000 
respectivement. 


ll en va tout autrement en pourcentage du 
nombre total de voyages effectués. Pas moins 
d’un voyage-personne outre-mer sur quatre 
comporte une manifestation culturelle, contre 
8% de ceux aux Etats-Unis et 3% seulement 
de ceux au pays. 


Pour ce qui est des destinations outre-mer, les 
Canadiens en voyage en Afrique sont propor- 
tionnellement plus nombreux a assister a des 
manifestations culturelles (figure 1). Vient 
ensuite l’Europe, en téte en chiffres absolus. II 
ne fait aucun doute que le dépaysement 
Culturel est en grande partie la raison pour 
laquelle de nombreux Canadiens visitent 
d’autres continents. 


Aux Etats-Unis, la region Atlantique sud (tous 
les Etats du littoral au sud du Delaware, le 
District of Columbia et de la Virginie occiden- 
tale) accueille le plus grand nombre de 
Canadiens. La frequentation pour ce qui est 
des pieces de théatre et des concerts y est 
aussi plus elevee. Pourtant, en 1992, la 
proportion de Canadiens ayant assisté a des 
manifestations culturelles dans cette région 
n’équivalait qu’au tiers de la proportion 
correspondante observée a Hawaii. 


Au pays, les Canadiens en voyage sont 
proportionnellement bien plus nombreux a f 
assister a des manifestations culturelles a I’lle- 
du-Prince-Edouard que dans toute autre 
province de destination. Un voyageur sur dix 
profite de son séjour a I’ile pour voir un 
spectacle, par exemple la piece Anne aux 
pignons verts. 


Plus de temps pour la culture? 


Une plus grande proportion de voyages outre- 
mer comporte une manifestation culturelle en 
partie parce que ces voyages durent souvent 
plus longtemps que les autres. A mesure 
qu’augmente la durée du voyage, le nombre 
d’activites auxquelles on participe augmente 
généralement aussi. 


En moyenne, les voyageurs canadiens ont 
passé 19 nuits en voyage dans des pays 
d’outre-mer en 1992. Par contre, les voyages 
aux Etats-Unis ont duré sept nuits en moyenne 
et ceux au Canada, trois nuits environ. Quelle 
que soit la destination, les voyageurs ayant 
assisté a des manifestations culturelles ont 
deéclaré des voyages notablement plus longs 
que les autres Canadiens. 


Mais méme si on compare des voyages de 
méme durée, les voyageurs canadiens ont 
davantage tendance a assister a des manifes- 
tations culturelles lorsqu’ils sont a I’étranger 
(figure 2).

La culture n’a pas d’age 


ceux du groupe d’age suivant, soit les 15 a 24 
ans, ont déclaré la frequentation la plus élevée 
de tous les Canadiens en voyage au pays et 
outre-mer. 


Lorsque |’on tient compte de toutes les 
destinations, les Canadiens vont a des 
manifestations culturelles quel que soit leur 
age, Mais ceux qui ont moins de 15 ans 
étaient moins susceptibles que les autres 
d’assister a des pieces de théatre ou a des 
concerts en voyage en 1992. Par contre, 


Chez les Canadiens de 15 a 24 ans qui ont fait 
de longs voyages outre-mer (plus de 17 nuits), 
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plus de la moitié sont allés au théatre ou a un 
concert. Cela est peut-étre dt au fait que de 
nombreux jeunes font des voyages d’étude et 
ont alors de fortes chances de participer a des 
activités culturelles. 


Chez les Canadiens qui font de longs voyages 
aux Etats-Unis, les plus Agés, y compris ceux 
qui vont dans le sud en hiver, se demarquent. 
Plus de 20% des personnes de 55 ans et plus 
ont profité de leur séjour aux Etats-Unis pour 
assister a une manifestation culturelle. 


Pour tous les groupes d’age, la frequentation 
augmente avec la distance de la maison. 


La raison du voyage a une incidence 


Les gens voyagent parfois pour plusieurs 
raisons, mais le motif principal a une incidence 
sur les chances d’assister a un spectacle (voir 
tableau 1). 


Au Canada, les gens en voyage d'affaires 
sont, en moyenne, moins susceptibles que les 
autres d’assister a des manifestations 
culturelles. Il en est ainsi surtout parce que les 
voyages d’affaires au pays sont souvent de 
courte durée, soit entre une et trois nuits. A 
durée égale et sans égard a la destination, les 
gens d’affaires sont parmi ceux qui ont le plus 
tendance a profiter de leurs voyages pour aller 
au theatre ou a un concert. 


En moyenne, ceux qui font des voyages 
d’agrément au Canada (notamment pour 
participer a des événements et visiter des 
attractions) sont plus susceptibles que les 
autres voyageurs d’assister a une 
manifestation culturelle.

Lorsqu’ils sont en voyage aux Etats-Unis, ce 
sont les Canadiens qui visitent des parents et 
amis qui sont les plus susceptibles de 
participer a cette activité. Mais, outre-mer, les 
personnes qui voyagent pour d’autres raisons, 
entre autres pour leurs études, sont celles qui 
ont le plus tendance a aller au theatre et a un 
concert, surtout si leur séjour est long. 


Et a part les pieces de theatre et les 
concerts... 


Pour les Canadiens qui voyagent au pays et 
qui ont assisté a des manifestations culturelles, 
activité la plus importante, apres les 
manifestations culturelles, était de rendre visite 
a des amis et des parents. Cela n’a rien de 
surprenant puisque la visite d’amis et de 
parents a été l’activité le plus souvent déclaree 
dans ensemble en 1992, et ceux qui 
voyagent au pays vont plus souvent 
qu’autrement loger chez des amis ou des 
parents. 


Toutefois, le magasinage et les visites 
touristiques sont les activités principales des 
Canadiens voyageant aux Etats-Unis et outre- 
mer. Ceux qui ont assisté a des manifestations 
culturelles a l’extérieur du Canada ont place 
ces activités aux deuxiéme et troisieme rangs. 


Conclusion 


Bien des facteurs font que les Canadiens en 
voyage assistent ou pas a des pieces de 
théatre et a des concerts. Mais si on connait la 
destination et la durée du voyage, on est en 
mesure de prédire avec plus d’exactitude si le 
voyageur consacrera du temps a des 
manifestations culturelles. 
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Les enquétes nationales de Statistique Canada 
sur les voyages nous apprennent beaucoup de 
choses, notamment si les voyageurs ont pris 
part a un certain nombre d’activités culturelles. 
En plus des pieces de theatre et des concerts 
dont il vient d’étre question, les activités 
culturelles comprennent: 


e la frequentation des festivals et des foires; 

@  lavisite de zoos, de musées ou 
d’attractions naturelles; 

e la fréquentation des lieux ou sont 
présentes des evenements sportifs 

e la visite de parcs nationaux, provinciaux 
Ou régionaux ou de lieux historiques. 


Etant donné que les voyageurs canadiens sont 
de plus en plus nombreux, diverses personnes 
du secteur touristique s’intéressent a leurs 
caractéristiques. Les données de |’Enqueéte sur 
les voyages des Canadiens et de |’Enquéte sur 
les voyages internationaux peuvent servir a la 
définition et au suivi des activites culturelles 
auxquelles participent les voyageurs cana- 
diens. Ces enquétes fournissent aussi un large 
éventail de caractéristiques geographiques et 
socio-€conomiques ainsi que de caracteristi- 
ques du voyage qui se prétent a d’autres 
analyses.

Depuis un an ou deux, le besoin 
d'information sur l’industrie de l’enregistre- 
ment sonore s’est accentué. En particulier, a 
la suite des travaux effectués pour le compte 
du Groupe de travail sur |’avenir de 
l'industrie canadienne de la musique’, on a 
été amené a se demander si les données 
actuellement disponibles repondent vraiment 
aux besoins de recherche des secteurs 
public et privé. Les besoins eux-mémes sont 
en train de changer notablement a mesure 
qu’évoluent de plus en plus rapidement les 
techniques de production et de distribution 
(voir «La culture et le resultat net... Des 
modifications apportées au mode de présen- 
tation provoquent une croissance rapide des 
recettes dans |’industrie du disque», La 
culture en perspective, automne 1994, vol. 
6, n° 3). Par ailleurs, les progres du 
traitement de l’information ont crees des 
attentes nouvelles: les utilisateurs veulent 
maintenant un accés facile et rapide a des 
produits et services complets et actuels pour 
la statistique et la recherche. 


Dans bien des secteurs, les entreprises 
privees s’inquietent devant l’accroissement 
du fardeau de déclaration aux enquétes, 
d’autant qu’elles ont déja a remplir de 
nombreux documents pour le gouvernement 
et d’autres organismes. Elles ne cessent de 
reclamer que les ministeres et organismes 
fédéraux et provinciaux, les conseils des arts 
et le secteur privé harmonisent davantage 
leur facon d’élaborer les enquétes. 


De récentes discussions entre des associa- 


tions de l’industrie de l’enregistrement 
sonore, le ministere du Patrimoine canadien

et Statistique Canada, qui donnaient suite a 
ces preoccupations, ont montré qu’il fallait que 
les chercheurs et les utilisateurs de 
information, de méme que ceux qui recueillent 
les données, revoient leurs positions 
respectives et déterminent la meilleure facon 
de répondre aux besoins en information de 
Pindustrie. Un premier pas dans ce sens a été 
fait le 17 février 1995 lorsqu’un certain nombre 
de représentants de |l’industrie de 
’enregistrement sonore ont rencontré a Ottawa 
le personnel du ministere du Patrimoine 
canadien, de Statistique Canada et d’Industrie 
Canada. 


Diverses questions ont été abordées a cette 
reunion. L’actuel questionnaire de !’Enquéte 
sur l’enregistrement sonore de Statistique 
Canada a éte évalué globalement. On a jugé 
en général qu’il s’agissait d’un bon véhicule et 
qu’il fallait le conserver, mais en y apportant 
certaines améliorations. || existe toutefois un 
besoin pour des données portant sur d’autres 
aspects, par exemple les droits d’auteur et les 
technologies naissantes. L’autre fait saillant de 
la reunion est que tous les représentants 
presents se sont dit intéressés a former un 
nouveau groupe de travail commun. Le groupe 
de travail? aura initialement comme objectif 
d’élaborer un plan stratégique pour |’amélio- 
ration des statistiques sur |’industrie. Cela 
suppose notamment travailler a l’enquéte de 
Statistique Canada et intégrer et harmoniser 
toutes les bases de données existantes pour 
tirer le meilleur profit de toute l’information 
disponible. L’industrie, les décideurs du 
gouvernement et les autres utilisateurs 
disposeront ainsi d’un ensemble cohérent de 
Statistiques. 


Bien que la premiere reunion de ce groupe de 
travail ait déja eu lieu a Toronto le 23 mars 
dernier a l’occasion de la Semaine de la 
musique Canadienne, on espeére que toutes les 
personnes et tous les organismes désireux de 
participer a la refonte de l’enquéte de 
Statistique Canada et a |’élaboration d’un 
cadre statistique pourront le faire. Les groupes

Faits saillants des données de 1993-1994 relatives a l’enregistrement sonore 


L’industrie de l’enregistrement sonore a connu une autre année couronnée de succes en 1993-1994, le montant total des ventes des 
maisons de disques ayant augmente de 16,5 % pour se fixer a 738 millions de dollars. Les bénéfices ont progressé de 3 % en 1993-1994 


pour s’établir a 140 millions de dollars. 


Les ventes d’enregistrements a contenu canadien représentent maintenant presque 13 % du montant total des ventes, comparativement a 
seulement 8 % il y a cing ans. En 1993-1994, les ventes d’enregistrements Canadiens ont atteint le sommet de 92,7 millions de dollars, soit 


30 % de plus que |’année précédente. 


Le nombre de nouveaux enregistrements a contenu canadien qui ont été diffusés s’est accru de 7,5 % par rapport a 1992-1993. En 
comparaison, le nombre de nouveaux enregistrements non canadiens a augmenté de moins de 1 %. Pour ce qui est de l’ensemble des 
enregistrements vendus, les disques compacts viennent en téte puisqu’ils représentent 58 % de toutes les unités vendues.
